Columbus,  Ohio,  December  15,  1913. 

Honorable  James  M.  Cox,  Governor  of  Ohio : 

Sir:  The  report  herewith  submitted  for  your  consideration  is  the 
first  of  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio:  The  act  creating 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  abolishing  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission became  effective  August  9,  1913.  The  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion succeeded  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
and  the  Public  Service  Commission,  and  exercises  such  other  powers  and 
duties  as  were  conferred  upon  it  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
act.  This  report  exhibits  the  work  of  the  Public  Service  Commission 
up  to  August  9,  1913,  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
since  that  date.  The  principal  changes  effected  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  act,  relate  to  the  valuation  of  railroad  and  public  utility 
properties  and  to  court  procedure  on  appteal  from  decisions  of  the  com- 
mission. The  actual  operations  of  the  commission  have  demonstrated 
the  practicability,  as  well  as  the  wisdom  of  regulatory  legislation.  The 
motive  for  entering  business  and  investing  money  is  always  the  hope 
of  personal  financial  gain;  this  principle  applies  to  public  service  com- 
panies as  well  as  to  private  enterprises;  the  underljdng  difference  be- 
tween the  business  of  a  public  service  company  and  the  business  of  a 
private  enterprise  is  found  in  rights,  powers  and  privileges  granted  to 
a  public  service  corporation  by  the  state,  and  the  impossibility  of  effec- 
tive competition.  The  business  of  a  public  service  corporation  is  neces- 
sarily more  or  less  monopolistic,  and  it  is  therefore  very  proper  that  the 
state,  having  granted  such  powers  and  opened  such  opportunities, 
should  thereafter  be  vigilant  to  prevent  oppression,  and  firm  in  its 
insistence  that  the  people  shall  receive  the  benefits  to  which  they  are 
entitled. 

For  reasonable  service  the  public  is  always  willing  to  pay  a  reason- 
able and  even  a  liberal  price,  and  it  is  the  function  of  the  commission, 
-^is  one  of  the  arms  of  the  state,  to  insist  first,  that  public  service  cor- 
^  porations  shall  rest  upon  a  sound  financial  basis  and  thereafter  render 
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adequate  service  for  a  reasonahle  and  fair  raie  of  return.  The  commis- 
sion has  not  sought  to  go  farther  in  supervising  the  c&pitalization  and 
service  of  corporations,  or  in  entertaining  complaints  of  the  rates  and 
charges,  than  to  accomplish  these  results.  An  examination  of  the  ad- 
judicated cases  set  out  in  this  report  will  disclose  this  to  have  been  the 
attitude  of  the  commission,  and  that  its  actions  have  been  controlled 
by  these  principles. 

The  powers  conferred  upon  the  commission  are  broad,  both  as  to 
the  extent  of  its  jurisdiction,  and  as  to  the  enforcement  of  its  decrees, 
and  no  recommendation  of  changes  in  the  fundamental  law  is  herein 
made:    There  should,  however,  be  additional  legislation,  as  follows: 

Fibst:  Giving  the  conmiission  authority  to  suspend  or  post- 
pone the  effective  date  of  freight  tariff  schedules. 

Second:  Fixing  a  definite  time  for  the  payment  of  assessments 
levied  upon  railroads  and  utilities  for  the  maintenance  of  the  commis- 
sion. 

Third:  Requiring  notice  to  and  approval  by  the  commission 
prior  to  the  abandonment  of  stops,  stations  and  agencies  by  steam  and 
interurban  raibroads. 

Fourth:  The  amendment  di  the  existing  statute  specifying  the 
number  of  trainmen  required  on  passenger  trains,  so  that  the  law  may 
be  readily  understood,  construed,  applied  and  interpreted. 

Fifth:)  Requiring  railroads  and  public  utilities  to  immediately 
notify  the  commission  of  changes  in  the  personnel  of  their  responsible 
oflScers. 

Sixth:  Requiring  the  installation  of  block  signals  on  railroads, 
where  gross  earnings  justify  such  expenditure. 

Seventh:  Requiring  railroads  to  give  thirty  days  notice  of  change 
in  rates,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  commission. 

Eighth:  Authorizing  the  commission  to  require  locomotives  to  be 
taken  out  of  service  when  Ohio  boiler  inspection  laws  and  rules  have 
not  been  complied  with. 

Ninth:  Requiring  railroad  companies  to  pay  the  expenses  and 
loss  in  wages  of  their  employes  compelled  to  appear  before  the  com- 
mission in  investigations  made  necessary  by  the  company's  neglect  or 
default. 

Tenth:  Requiring  all  actions  which  may  be  brought  against  the 
commission  in  a  court  of  common  pleas,  to  be  brought  in  Franklin 
Coimty,  Ohio. 

Eleventh:  Authorizing  the  commission  to  order  the  refunding  of 
illegal  or  unreasonable  charges  by  railroads  and  utilities. 

Twelfth:  Exempting  the  members  of  the  commission  and  all  of 
its  employes  from  being  required  to  attend  or  testify  in  civil  actions, 
when  the  matter  but  of  which  the  action  grew,  has  been  oflScially  inves- 
tigated by  the  commission  or  its  employes. 
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Thibtbenth:  Repealing  the  law  which  fixes  the  fiscal  year  for 
raiboad  companies. 

Foxtbtebnth:  Giving  the  commission  power  to  investigate,  upon 
its  own  motion,  and  to  make  appropriate  orders  on  matters  affecting 
the  rules,  regulations  and  practices  of  carriers.

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FORMAL  COMPLAINTS 


This  portion  of  the  report  is  devoted  to  the  formal  proceedings 
which  have  been  considered  by  the  Commission.  The  cases  which  do 
not  appear  in  the  numerical  sequence  have  been  reported  in  previous 
volumes.  The  following  cases,  which  were  instituted  before  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  Ohio,  were  subjected  to  the  action  set  out  since 
the  closing  of  the  forms  for  the  1912  report  on  November  29,  1912. 


71.  The  Pittsburgh  Vein  Operators'  Association  of  Ohio,  Com- 
plainant, versus  The  Lake  Erie,  Alliance  and  Wheeling  Railroad 
Company,  The  Erie  Railroad  Company,  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
pany, The  Cleveland,  Lorain  and  Wheeling  Railway  Company, 
The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  The  Pittsburgh,  Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  The  Lake 
Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company,  The  New  York, 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company,  The  Cleveland,  Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Ccmipany,  and  The  Lake 
Erie  and  Western  Railroad  Company,  Defendants.  Dismissed 
December  a,  1912. 

This  proceeding,  which  had  never  been  brought  to  trial,  was  dis- 
posed of  December  2,  1912,  with  the  spreading  of  the  following  entry : 

Upon  application  of  the  complainant,  this  case  hereby  is  dis- 
missed without  prejudice. 


131.  The  Batavia  Improvement  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The 
Cincinnati,  Georgetown  and  Portsmouth  Railroad  Company,  De- 
fendant. Application  for  modification  of  Commission's  order  dis- 
missed July  3,  1913. 

ENTRY. 

The  defendant,  The  Cincinnati,  Georgetown  and  Portsmouth 
Railroad  Company,  having,  on  the  twentieth  day  of  June,  1913,  filed 
its  application  for  a  mpdification  of  the  order  of  the  Commission,  en- 
tered herein  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  November,  1912,  being  Order  No. 
131,  whereby  said  defendant  might  be  permitted  to  withdraw  from 
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daily  service  the  car  so  ordered  by  the  Commission  to  be  operated 
between  Cincinnati  and  Batavia,  leaving  Cincinnati  at  8:25  p.  m., 
and  arriving  at  Batavia  at  10  p.  nL,  on  the  gfround  and  for  the  reason 
that  the  patronage  accorded  to  this  car  during  the  time  it  has  been  in 
operation  does  not  justify  its  continuation,  and  said  application  hav- 
ing been  set  for  hearing  on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  June,  1913,  and 
having  been  heard  on  said  day,  and  it  being  made  to  appear  to  the 
Commission  that  said  defendant  company  has  never  included  or  car- 
ried said  car  in  its  time  table  or  schedule  of  cars,  the  Commission 
finds  that  said  defendant  company  has  not  given  the  earning  power 
of  said  car  a  fair  test  during  the  period  of  its  operation.  It  is,  there- 
fore. 

Ordered,  That  said  application  for  a  modification  of  said  order 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  denied. 


The  following  cases  were  instituted  before  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  Ohio,  and  carry  the  numbers  assigned  upon  the  docket 
of  that  Commission. 

4.   The  New  Pittsburgh  Coal  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The 
Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

This  case,  a  challenge  of  the  rates  maintained  by  the  defendant 
for  the  transportaton  of  lake  coal  from  mines  in  the  Hocking  dis- 
trict to  Toledo,  has  never  been  pressed  for  trial.  The  full  text  of  the 
pleadings  herein  will  be  found  in  the  1912  report. 


5.   The  New  Pittsbiurgh  Coal  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The 
Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

The  matters  involved  in  this  case,  a  challenge  of  the  rates  of 
the  defendant  for  the  transportation  of  vessel  fuel  coal  from  mines  in 
the  Hocking  district  to  Toledo,  are,  as  yet,  unheard.  The  pleadings 
in  this  case  were  printed  in  full  in  the  report  for  1912. 


12.  In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  three  per  centimi  of  the 'qualified 
electors  of  the  city  of  Columbus  from  the  rate  fixed  for  natural 
gas  by  the  coimcil  of  said  city  by  ordinance  No.  25702.  Dis- 
missed August  7, 1913. 
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This  proceeding,  wherein  the  petitioners  sought  a  review,  by 
the  Commission,  of  the  rates  for  natural  gas  fixed  by  an  ordinance, 
passed  June  12,  191 1,  by  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Columbus, 
was  dismissed  by  the  spreading  of  the  following  entry : 

ENTRY. 

It  appearing  that  the  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohioi 
complained  of  and  appealed  from  by  complainants,  was  enacted  prior 
to  the  effective  date  of  the  act  creating  The  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion of  Ohio,  the  Commission  finds  that  it  has  not  jurisdicton  to  hear 
and  determine  the  issues  made  by  said  appeal,  and  this  case  is,  there- 
fore, dismissed. 


66.  In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  The  Tiffin  Consolidated  Tele- 
phone Company  against  the  rates  for  telephone  service  fixed  by 
ordinance  of  council  of  the  city  of  Tiffin,  passed  the  fourth  day 
of  October,  1911.    Dismissed  December  3rd,  1913. 

This  proceeding,  the  nature  of  which  is  disclosed  by  the  title, 
the  right  of  the  municipality  to  pass  the  ordinance  fixing  telephone 
rates  under  the  circumstances  obtaining,  was  closed  with  the  follow- 
ing entry: 

On  motion  of  The  Tiffin  Consolidated  Telephone  Company,  of 
Tiffin,  Ohio,  and  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  city  of  Tiffin,  it  is 
ordered  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  that  the  complaint  and 
appeal  of  the  said  The  Tiffin  Consolidated  Telephone  Company,  here- 
tofore filed  herein  with  the  Public  Service  Commission,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  dismissed  from  the  records  of  the  Commission. 


97.  In  the  matter  of  the 'application  of  the  village  of  Jewett,  Harrison 
county,  Ohio,  and  Samuel  S.  Groves  and  R.  W.  Reed,  for  an 
order  requiring  F.  N.  Donaldson  to  cease  and  desist  from  charg- 
ing consumers  in  Jewett,  Ohio,  meter  rent  for  meters  used  by( 
him  in  measuring  gas  to  such  consimiers.  Dismissed  August 
7.  1913- 

This  case,  which  was  a  complaint  of  the  assessment  by  F.  N. 
Donaldson,  an  individual  engaged  in  furnishing  natural  g^s  service 
in  the  village  of  Jewett,  of  a  minimum  charge  of  $1.00  per  month,  and 
a  monthly  meter  rent  of  twenty-five  cents,  was  disposed  of  upon  the 
spreading  of  the  following  entry : 
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ENTRY. 

It  appearing  that  the  issues  raised  in  this  case  have  been  deter- 
mined by  the  withdrawal  of  defendant  from  service  in  said  village, 
this  case  is,  therefore,  dismissed. 


129.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  of  the  busi- 
ness of  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Company,  and  of 
the  manner  and  method  in  which  said  business  is  conducted.  Dis- 
missed August  7,  1913. 

This  investigation  by  the  Commission,  upon  its  own  initiative,  of 
the  management  and  operation  of  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Ter- 
minal Company,  an  interurban  railway  line  serving  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati and  suburban  villages,  was  dismissed  by  the  spreading  of  the 
following  entry: 

ENTRY. 

It  appearing  that  the  issues  raised  in  this  matter  have  been  de- 
termined by  the  order  issued  in  the  case  of  the  Village  of  Pleasant 
Ridge,  et.  al.,  versus  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Company, 
being  case  No.  130,  this  case  is,  therefore,  dismissed. 


155.  The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  Complainant,  versus 
The  Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Eastern  Railroad  Cmnpany,  De- 
fendant. Order  issued  February  ii,  1913.  Agreed  Finding  and 
Order  issued  July  2,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings,  the  evidence 
and  exhibits,  and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Commission,  being 
fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds  that  at  a  point  slightly  over  one- 
half  mile  west  of  the  west  corporation  line  of  the  village  of  Mentor, 
Ohio,  on  property  owned  by  W.  P.  Murray,  the  defendant  company  has 
erected  its  line  in  such  manner  that  the  south  wire  of  its  three-phase 
transmission  line  at  three  points  in  ten  spans  is  vertically  over  the  line 
of  the  complainant  at  a  height  not  to  exceed  forty  inches  from  the 
telegraph  wires,  and  that  this  method  of  construction  creates  a  dan- 
gerous condition  and  is  unwarranted  on  the  part  of  the  defendant 
company  by  conditions  there  present. 
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The  Commission  further  finds  that  at  certain  points  on  the  high 
tension  line  of  the  defendant  company  between  Forbes  street,  in  the 
city  of  Painesville,  Ohio,  and  the  place  where  the  crossing  is  made  at 
the  east  line  of  Willoughby  township,  said  defendant  company  has 
erected  strain  guys  on  the  south  side  of  its  poles  and  that  safe  con- 
struction requires  that  all  of  said  guys  have  strain  insulators  cut  in 
near  the  point  where  the  guy  is  attached  to  the  anchor  bolt. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  where  strain  g^ys  have  been 
or  may  be,  in  the  future,  installed  by  the  defendant  company  on  the 
south  side  of  its  said  line,  correct  engineering  principles  and  safe  con- 
struction require  that  there  should  also  be  installed  and  attached  to 
the  same  poles,  either  a  strain  guy  on  the  north  side  of  the  pole  or, 
if  that  is  found  to  be  impracticable,  then  that  a  push  guy  should  be 
installed,  in  addition  to  the  strain  g^y,  upon  the  south  side  of  said  pole. 
It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Eastern  Rail- 
road Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  install  side 
arms,  supported  by  brackets,  upon  the  twelve  poles  owned  by  said  de- 
fendant company  and  located  on  the  property  of  W.  P.  Murray,  said 
side  arms  to  be  of  sufficient  length  and  so  placed  upon  the  poles  as  to 
afford  a  cfearance  of  not  less  than  six  (6)  feet  between  any  one  and 
all  of  said  defendant  company's  high  tension  lines  and  the  nearest 
wire  of  The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  in  the  position  that 
the  wires  of  said  The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  are  now 
located.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  noti- 
fied and  required  to  insert  a  suitable  strain  insulator,  in  every  case 
where  a  strain  guy  is  used  on  the  south  side  of  any  pole  of  said  de- 
fendant company,  located  north  of  the  lines  of  The  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company,  between  the  eastern  limits  of  Painesville,  Ohio, 
and  the  point  of  crossing  at  the  east  line  of  Willoughby  township,  and 
to  insert  a  similar  insulator  in  the  guy  close  to  the  point  where  said 
guy  is  attached  to  the  anchor  bolt.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  noti- 
fied and  required,  in  every  case  where  a  strain  guy  is  installed  on  the 
south  side  of  any  pole  in  that  portion  of  the  line  of  the  defendant 
company  described  in  the  second  paragraph  of  this  order,  to  also  in- 
stall a  strain  guy  upon  the  north  side  of  said  pole  or,  if  the  installation 
of  said  strain  guy  on  the  north  side  of  said  pole  is  found  to  be  im- 
practicable, then,  in  that  event,  a  push  guy  shall  be  installed  on  the 
south  side  of  the  pole  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  the  pole  leaning 
south  under  the  combined  influence  of  the  strain  guy  and  the  prevail- 
ing north  winds.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  noti- 
fied and  required  to  maintain  a  clearance  distance  of  not  less  than  six 
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(6)  feet  between  any  and  all  of  its  high  tension  transmission  lines  or 
wires  and  any  and  all  of  the  wires  of  said  The  Western  Union  Tele- 
graph Company  as  said  wires  of  said  telegraph  company  are  now 
located  between  the  point  of  crossing  of  said  high  tension  line  at 
Forbes  street  in  Painesville,  Ohio,  and  the  crossing  thereof  at  the 
east  line  of  Willoughby  township.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  changes  and  improvements  hereinabove 
ordered  be  fully  completed  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  1913. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  noti- 
fied and  required  to  cause  an  inspection  to  be  made,  by  competent  line- 
men, at  regular  intervals  of  not  to  exceed  ten  (10)  days,  of  all,  and 
every  part  of  its  high  tension  line  between  its  generating  station  in 
Painesville,  Ohio,  and  substation  in  Willoughby,  Ohio,  and  that  this 
inspection  shall  be  made  to  include  and  cover  insulators,  tie  wires, 
pins,  cross  arms,  ground  wires  and  its  support,  and  the  wire  connecting 
the  ground  wire  with  the  earth.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  noti- 
fied and  required  to  keep  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  company  at 
Willoughby,  Ohio,  subject  to  inspection  by  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  Ohio,  or  its  duly  accredited  representatives,  all  reports  of 
inspections  made  hereunder  and  all  reports  of  trouble  on  this  line. 


ENTRY. 

The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  complainant,  having, 
on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  February,  1913,  filed  its  petition  for  a  rcr 
hearing  of  the  matters  and  things  upon  which  the  order  of  this  Com- 
mission, made  and  entered  in  this  cause  on  the  eleventh  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1913,  was  based,  and  for  a  modification  of  said  order,  and  hav- 
ing, on  the  twenty-first  day  of  March,  1913,  filed  its  amended  petition 
for  such  rehearing  of  said  cause  and  modification  of  said  order,  and 
said  The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  complainant,  and  The 
Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  defendant,  hav- 
ing, on  the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  1913,  appeared  before  the  Commis- 
sion and  presented  and  submitted  an  agreed  finding  of  facts  and  an 
agreed  order  to  be  entered  in  this  case,  it  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  agreed  finding  of  facts  and  agreed  order,  pre- 
sented and  submitted  by  the  parties  to  this  proceeding  as  aforesaid,  be 
entered  as  such  agreed  finding  of  facts  and  agreed  order  in  the  records 
of  this  Commission. 
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AGREED  FINDING  OF  FACTS  AND  AGREED  ORDER— PRE- 
SENTED AND  SUBMITTED  BY  THE  PARTIES  HERETO. 

This  cause  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  application  of  the  com- 
plainant. The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  for  a  rehearing  of 
the  matters  and  things  upon  which  the  order  of  this  Commission,  made 
and  entered  in  this  cause  on  the  eleventh  day  of  February,  191 3,  was 
based;  and  the  same  was  submitted  upon  the  pleadings,  the  evidence 
and  argument  of  counsel ;  and  the  Commission  being  fully  advised  in 
the  premises  find: 

That  between  the  Willoughby-Mentor  township  line  and  Forbes 
street,  in  the  city  of  Painesville,  Ohio,  at  many  places  and  for  consid- 
erable distances  the  high  tension  lines  of  The  Cleveland,  Painesville 
and  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  defendant,  closely  parallel  the  lines  of 
the  complainant  telegraph  company ;  and 

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  the  high  tension  lines  of  the 
defendant  had  been  fully  constructed  at  and  prior  to  the  time  when 
the  attention  of  this  Commission  was  first  directed  to  the  condition 
created,  and  prior  to  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  original  complaint 
by  the  complainant  herein,  and  that  defendant  railroad  company  had., 
with  the  knowledge  of  complainant,  expended  large  sums  of  money  in 
the  construction  of  its  line  where  it  now  is ;  and 

It  further  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  on  account  of  the 
physical  and  other  conditions  there  present,  said  high  tension  lines  of 
defendant  cannot  be  removed  to  any  considerable  horizontal  distance 
from  the  lines  of  complainant,  without  very  great  expense  which  would 
render  said  removal  and  reconstruction  impracticable,  it  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  the  original  findings  and  orders  of  this  Commis- 
sion heretofore  made  and  entered  in  this  cause,  on  the  eleventh  day 
of  February,  1913,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  vacated  and  set  aside. 
It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  for  the  purpose  of  minimizing  any  possible  hazard 
or  danger  incident  to  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  defendant's 
high  tension  line  in  its  present  location  the  said  high  tension  line 
conform  to  the  following  specifications : 

Between  the  Willoughby-Mentor  township  line  and  Forbes 
street,  Painesville,  Ohio,  wherever  the  high  tension  line  of  the  de- 
fendant railroad  company  parallels  the  line  of  the  complainant  tele- 
graph company, 

1.  All  the  transmission  wires  of  the  railroad  company  shall  be 
maintained  at  a  higher  elevation  than  the  highest  existing  wire  of  the 
telegraph  company's  line  adjacent  thereto. 

2.  All  the  poles  of  the  railroad  company's  power  line  shall  have 
a  factor  of  safety  of  at  least  four  (4)  on  the  basis  of  the  load  stresses 
described  in  section  seven  (7)  hereof. 
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3.  All  the  cross  arms  of  the  railroad  company's  power  line, 
whether  side  arms  or  center  arms,  shall  be  of  such  size  and  material, 
and  shall  be  so  supported  as  to  afford  a  factor  of  safety  of  at  least  four 
(4)  on  the  basis  of  the  stresses  described  in  section  seven  (7)  hereof. 

4.  The  copper  transmission  wires  of  the  railroad  company's 
power  line  "shall  be  of  such  strength  and  shall  be  so  strung  as  to  aflford 
a  factor  of  safety  of  at  least  two  (2)  under  the  conditions  of  load  stress 
described  in  section  seven  (7)  hereof. 

5.  The  transmission  wires  of  the  railroad  company's  line  at 
each  alternate  pole  shall  be  securely  fastened  to  the  insulators  by 
means  of  an  additional  tie  or  a  clamp. 

6.  The  present  grounded  solid  iron  wire  carried  at  the  top  of 
the  railroad  company's  poles  shall  be  removed.  If  another  grounded 
wire  is  installed,  it  shall  be  of  copper  and  shall  be  so  constructed  and 
maintained  as  to  afford  a  factor  of  safety  of  at  least  two  (2)  under  the 
condition  of  load  stress  described  in  section  seven  (7)  hereof. 

A  ground  wire  shall  be  maintained  on  each  fifth  pole  of  the  rail- 
road company's  power  line,  this  wire  to  be  thoroughly  grounded  at  the 
foot  of  the  pole  and  to  extend  up  to  and  over  the  top  of  the  pole. 

7.  The  stresses  which  shall  be  used  in  computing  the  factors  of 
safety  called  for  in  the  preceding  sections  shall  be  those  resulting  from 
the  normal  load  of  the  wires  themselves,  plus  a  load  of  ice  of  a  thick- 
ness of  one-half  inch  over  the  surface  of  the  wires,  and  a  simultaneous 
wind  pressure  of  eight  (8)  pounds  per  square  foot  on  the  ice  covered 
diameter  of  the  wire,  and  a  wind  pressure  of  thirteen  (13)  pounds  per 
square  foot  on  the  projected  surface  of  the  poles,  a  temperature  of  o** 
Fahrenheit  being  assumed. 

8.  The  changes  in  the  railroad  company's  line  necessary  to  meet 
the  above  requirements  shall  be  completed  by  January  i,  1914.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  railroad  company  be,  and  it  is 
hereby  notified  and  required  to  cause  an  inspection  to  be  made,  by  com- 
petent linemen,  at  equal  intervals  of  not  to  exceed  ten  (10)  days,  of 
all  and  every  part  of  its  high  tension  line  between  the  generating  sta- 
tion in  Painesville,  Ohio,  and  the  substation  in  Willoughby,  Ohio, 
and  including  insulators,  tie  wires,  pins,  cross  arms,  ground  wires  and 
its  support,  and  the  wire  connecting  the  ground  wire  with  the  earth. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  railroad  company  be,  and  it  is  here- 
by notified  and  required  to  keep  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  company  at 
Willoughby,  Ohio,  subject  to  inspection  by  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  Ohio,  or  its  duly  accredited  representative,  all  reports  of 
inspections  made  hereunder  and  all  reports  of  trouble  on  this  line. 
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156.  F.  W.  Rockwell,  R  M.  Pilmore  and  D.  P.  Stein,  the  Board  of 
Control  of  the  city  of  Akron,  Ohio,  Complainants,  versus  The 
Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company,  Defendant.  Dis- 
missed January  31,  1913.  Supplemental  Order  issued  August  5, 
1913.    Second  Supplemental  Order  issued  October  9,  1913. 

ENTRY  SPREAD  JANUARY  31,  1913. 

This  matter  coming  on  for  consideration  upon  that  portion  of  the 
complaint  designated  as  "B,"  alleging  that  the  service  of  the  defendant 
company  is  insufficient  and  fails  to  accommodate  the  traveling  public 
in  the  city  of  Akron  by  reason  of  its  failure  to  make  extensions  from 
and  to  certain  points  within  said  city,  said  points  being  fully  set  out 
in  said  complaint  in  subheads  "a,"  "b,"  "c,"  "d"  and  "e"  thereof,  and 
praying  for  an  order  against  said  defendant  company  requiring  said 
extensions  to  be  made,  and  the  Commission  being  fully  advised  in  the 
premises,  finds  that  it  has  no  authority  in  law  to  require  said  defendant 
company  to  make  said  extensions  as  prayed  for,  and  no  jurisdiction  to 
entertain  said  complaint  with  respect  thereto : 

The  prayer  of  said  complaint,  insofar  as  it  relates  to  the  making 
of  an  order  against  said  defendant  company  requiring  said  extensions 
to  be  made  is,  therefore,  denied. 

SUPPLEMENTAL  ORDER  OF  AUGUST  5,  1913. 

This  matter  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  application  of  the  de- 
fendant for  a  modification  of  the  order  of  the  Commission,  entered 
herein  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  August,  1912,  so  as  to  permit  the 
operation  of  trains  of  two  or  more  interurban  cars  on  the  portion,  or 
portions,  of  defendant's  lines  which  comprise  its  interurban  railway 
system,  and  on  so  much  of  its  lines  in  any  municipality  as  are  neces- 
sary to  be  used  in  the  transportation  and  carrying  of  cars  used  as  inter- 
urban cars  on  said  interurban  railway  system  and  in  interurban  rail- 
way service,  said  cars  when  so  operated  in  trains  of  two  or  more  cars 
to  be  coupled  together  and  equipped  with  automatic  power  brakes,  and 
said  trains  of  cars,  when  so  coupled  together  and  equipped  with  and 
operated  by  automatic  power  brakes,  to  be  in  charge  of  one  motorman 
for  each  such  train,  and  one  conductor  for  each  car  in  said  train,  and 
the  evidence,  and  was  argued  by  counsel ;  and  the  Commission,  being 
fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds  the  grounds  of  said  application 
well  taken  and  does  sustain  the  same.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  the  order  of  the  Commission  entered  herein  on  the 
twenty-third  day  of  August,  1912,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  so  modi- 
fied as  to  permit  the  defendant  to  operate  trains  of  two  or  more  inter- 
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urban  cars  on  the  portion,  or  portions  of  defendant's  lines  which  com- 
prise its  interurban  railway  system,  and  so  much  of  its  lines  in  any 
municipality  as  are  necessary  to  be  used  in  the  transportation  and 
carrying  of  cars  as  interurban  cars  on  said  interurban  railway  system 
and  used  in  interurban  service,  in  charge  of  one  motorman  for  each 
such  train  of  two  or  more  cars,  and  one  conductor  for  each  car  in  said 
train  of  two  or  more  cars : 

Provided,  That  each  of  said  cars,  when  so  operated  in  trains  of 
two  or  more  cars,  be  equipped  with  automatic  power  brakes  and  be  so 
coupled  together,  equipped  and  operated  as  to  permit  each  and  all  of 
said  cars,  when  so  operated  in  trains  of  two  or  more  cars,  to  be  under 
the  control  of  said  motorman. 

SUPPLEMENTAL  ORDER  OF  OCTOBER  9,  1913. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  motion  of  the  defendant. 
The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company,  to  modify  that  por- 
tion of  the  Commission's  order,  entered  on  the  twenty-third  day  of 
August,  1912,  which  provides, 

"That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  is  hereby  required  to  equip 
with  power  brakes,  in  addition  to  standard  hand  brakes,  by  the 
first  day  of  January,  1913,  every  car  operated  upon  its  lines  within 
the  city  of  Akron," 

so  as  to  permit  the  operation  on  the  street  car  lines  of  the  city  of  Akron 
of  about  fifty  of  the  single  truck,  enclosed  cars,  now  operated  by  it  on 
said  lines,  without  power  brakes ;  and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the 
Commission,  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds  that  the  grounds 
of  said  motion  are,  in  part,  well  taken,  and  said  motion  should,  there- 
fore, in  part  be  sustained.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to 
operate  on  its  lines  on  Grant  and  Exchange  streets,  in  said  city  of 
Akron,  not  more  than  six  (6)  single  truck  cars  with  standard  hand 
brakes  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  six  (6)  months  from  the  date  of 
this  order.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to 
operate  on  what  is  designated  as  its  Bowery  Line,  not  more  than  four 
(4)  single  truck  cars  with  standard  hand  brakes  for  a  period  of  not 
more  than  six  (6)  months  from  the  date  of  this  order.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to 
operate  on  its  other  street  car  lines  in  the  city  of  Akron,  except  its 
North  Hill  line,  not  more  than  twenty  (20)  single  truck  cars  with 
hand  brakes,  between  the  hours  of  five  (5  :oo)  o'clock  a.  m.  and  eight 
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(8:cx))  o'clock  a.  m.  and  four  (4:00)  o'clock  p.  m.  and  seven  (7:00) 
o'clock  p.  m.,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  holidays,  until  the  further 
order  of  this  Commission.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to 
operate  on  its  said  other  street  car  lines  in  the  city  of  Akron,  except 
its  said  North  Hill  line,  not  more  than  twenty  (20)  single  truck  cars, 
with  hand  brakes,  on  Sundays  and  holidays,  between  the  hours  of  nine 
(9:00)  o'clock  a.  m.  and  six  (6:00)  o'clock  p.  m.,  until  the  further  order 
of  this  Commission.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  on  days  when  baseball  and  football  games  are 
played  or  circus  performances  are  given  in  the  city  of  Akron,  defendant 
be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  put  in  service  and  operate,  on  its 
said  other  street  car  lines  in  said  city  of  Akron,  except  its  said  North 
Hill  line,  not  more  than  twenty  (20)  single  truck  cars,  with  standard 
hand  brakes,  not  more  than  one  (i)  hour  before  the  published  time  of 
such  amusement  or  entertainment,  and  also,  immediately  at  the  close  of 
such  amusement  or  entertainment  until  the  persons  in  attendance  at 
such  amusement  or  entertainment  have  been  transported  to  their  des- 
tinations, until  the  further  order  of  this  Commission.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  motion,  insofar  as  it  relates  to  the  use  of 
cars  without  power  brakes  on  defendant's  North  Hill  line,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  overruled.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  motion,  insofar  as  it  relates  to  the  use  of 
any  greater  number  of  cars  without  power  brakes  on  any,  or  all  of  de- 
fendant's lines  in  said  city  of  Akron,  than  the  total  of  thirty  (30)  herein 
specified,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  overruled. 


186.   The  Toledo  Railways  and  Light  Company,  Complainant,  versus 
the  City  of  Toledo,  Defendant.    Order  issued  May  22,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  complaint  and  appeal 
of  The  Toledo  Railways  and  Light  Company  from  an  ordinance  of  the 
municipality  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  regulating  the  price  which  gas  com- 
panies may  charge  for  artificial  gas,  including  the  use  and  repair  of 
meters,  furnished  to  the  citizens  of  the  city  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  the  evi- 
dence and  exhibits,  and  was  argued  by  counsel ;  and,  being  fully  advised 
in  the  premises,  and  having  ascertained  and  determined  the  value  of 
all  the  property  of  said  company  actually  used  and  useful  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  public,  excluding  therefrom  the  value  of  any  franchise 
or  right  to  own,  operate  or  enjoy  the  same  in  excess  of  the  amount 
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(exclusive  of  any  tax  or  annual  charge)  actually  paid  to  any  political 
subdivision  of  the  state  or  county  as  a  consideration  for  the  grant  of 
such  franchise  or  right,  and  exclusive  of  any  value  added  thereto  by 
reason  of  a  monopoly  or  merger,  and  to  the  necessity  of  making  reser- 
vations from  income  for  surplus,  depreciation  and  contingencies,  and 
such  other  matters  as  was  deemed  proper,  according  to  the  facts  in 
this  case,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  prices  for  artificial  gas  used 
for  illuminating  purposes,  so  fixed  by  said  ordinance,  are  unjust  and 
unreasonable,  and  insufficient  to  yield  a  reasonably  compensation  for 
the  service  rendered  and  to  be  rendered  by  said  company. 

And  the  Commission,  coming  now  to  fix  and  determine  the  just 
and  reasonable  price  to  be  charged  for  artificial  gas,  used  for  illum- 
.  inating  purposes  in  said  city,  during  the  time  fixed  by  said  ordinance 
and  having  ascertained  and  determined  the  valuation  upon  which 
such  just  and  reasonable  price  shall  be  based,  and  having  had  due  re- 
gard to  the  value  of  all  the  property  of  said  company  actually  used  and 
useful  for  the  convenience  of  the  public,  excluding  from  such  value 
the  value  of  any  franchise  or  right  to  own,  operate  or  enjoy  the  same 
in  excess  of  the  amount  (exclusive  of  any  tax  or  annual  charge)  ac- 
tually paid  to  any  political  subdivision,  of  the  state  or  county  as  a  con- 
sideration for  the  grant  of  such  franchise  or  right;  and  exclusive  of 
any  value  added  thereto  by  reason  of  a  monopoly  or  merger,  and  to 
the  necessity  imposed  upon  said  company  of  making  reservations  from 
income  for  sulplus,  depreciation  and  contingencies,  and  such  other 
matters  as  was  deemed  to  be  proper  according  to  the  facts  in  this 
case,  finds  that  the  rates,  prices  and  charges  for  artificial  gas  used 
for  illuminating  purposes,  in  effect  in  said  city  immediately  prior  to 
the  taking  effect  of  the  ordinance  complained  of  and  appealed  from  by 
said  company,  are  just  and  reasonable  rates,  prices  and  charges. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  said  municipality  enacted  an 
ordinance  to  be  effective  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  August,  1901,  con- 
taining the  following  words  and  figures,  to-wit : 

"*  *  *  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  for  gas 
furnished  by  it  to  consumers  in  the  city  of  Toledo,  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  following  price : 

"Bills  for  gas  consumed  shall  be  rendered  monthly,  and  at 
the  rate  of  95  cents  per  each  1,000  cubic  feet,  and  when,  used  for 
illuminating  purposes,  and  when  such  gas  is  measured  separately 
under  the  rules  of  The  Toledo  Gas  Lig^ht  and  Coke  Company, 
and  consumed  for  fuel  purposes,  either  for  domestic  or  indus- 
trial uses,  such  gas  consumption  will  be  billed  at  the  rate  of  70 
cents  per  each  1,000  cubic  feet." 

^The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  said  The  Toledo  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  Company  was  the  predecessor  in  business  of  The 
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Toledo  Railways  and  Light  Company,  the  complainant  and  appellant 
herein. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  rates,  prices  and  charges  for 
artificial  gas  used  for  illuminating  purposes  in  said  city,  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  said  ordinance  eflfective  the  nine- 
teenth day  of  August,  1901,  were  in  force  and  effect  in  said  city  im- 
mediately prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  the  ordinance  of  said  city  com- 
plained of  and  appealed  from  herein  by  said  The  Toledo  Railways 
and  Light  Company. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  property  of  said  com- 
pany, used  and  useful  for  the  convenience  of  the  public,  ascertained 
and  determined  in  the  manner  hereinabove  set  out,  is  of  the  value  of 
nine  hundred  and  sixty-three  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($963467.50). 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  said  company  has  additional 
property  not  now  used  and  useful  for  the  convenience  of  the  public, 
by  reason  of  the  decrease  in  the  volume  of  said  company's  business, 
of  the  value  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  thousand  three  hundred 
and  ninety-two  dollars  ($157,392.00),  making  the  total  value  of  the 
property  of  said  company  the  sum  of  one  million  one  hundred  and 
twenty  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($1,120,859.50). 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  gross  revenue  accruing 
to  said  company  from  the  sale  of  artificial  gas  at  the  price  provided  in 
the  said  ordinance,  effective  August  nineteenth,  1901,  for  the  calendar 
year  1912  was  two  hundred  and  nine  thousand  three  hundred  and 
ninety  dollars  and  twenty-three  cents  ($209,390.23),  and  the  net  rev- 
enue was  twenty-eight  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-six  dollars 
and  fifty-one  cents  ($28446.51). 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  net  revenue  that  would 
have  accrued  to  said  company  from  sales  of  artificial  gas  for  said  year 
at  the  prices  provided  for  in  the  ordinance  of  said  muncipality  herein 
complained  of  and  appealed  from,  would  have  been  fifteen  thousand, 
two  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents  ($15,248.89). 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  rate  of  income  accruing 
to  said  company,  upon  the  value  of  its  property,  actually  used  and 
useful,  for  the  convenience  of  the  public,  from  the  sale  of  artificial  gas 
at  the  prices  provided  for  in  the  ordinance  effective  August  19,  1901, 
and  which  prices  were  in  force  and  effect  immediately  prior  to  the 
passage  of  the  ordinance  herein  complained  of  and  appealed  from,  for 
said  year  was  two  and  niae  hundred  and  fifty-two  one-thousandths 
(2.952)  per  cent. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  rate  of  revenue  that  would 
have  accrued  to  said  company  upon  the  value  of  its  property  actually 
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used  and  useful  for  the  convenience  of  the  public,  from  the  sale  of 
artificial  gas  at  the  price  provided  for  in  the  ordinance  of  said  munic- 
ipality herein  complained  of  and  appealed  from,  for  said  year,  would 
have  been  one  and  five  hundred  and  eighty-three  one-thousandths 
(1-583)  percent. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  price  and  rates  charged 
consumers  in  said  city  for  artificial  gas  used  for  fuel  purposes,  under 
and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  of  said  city,  ef- 
fective August  19,  1901,  which  prices  and  rates  were  in  eflfect  im- 
mediately prior  to  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  of  said  city  herein  com- 
plained of  and  appealed  from,  are  not  in  excess  of  the  rates  for  arti- 
ficial gas  used  for  fuel  purposes  provided  for  in  the  ordinance  herein' 
complained  of  and  appealed  from,  and  said  ordinance  is,  therefore,^  in- 
sofar as  it  regulates  the  price  and  rates  for  artificial  gas  used  for  fuel 
purposes,  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  provision  of  said  ordinance 
herein  complained  of  and  appealed  from,  requiring  companies  furnish- 
ing artificial  gas  to  consumers  in  said  city  to  supply,  install  and  keep 
in  repair,  meters  used  in  such  service  without  charge  to  such  con- 
sumers, is  just  and  reasonable  and  is,  therefore,  ratified  and  confirmed 
•  by  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  provision  of  said  ordinance 
herein  complained  of  and  appealed  from,  fixing  the  minimum  charge 
to  consumers  of  artificial  gas  in  said  city  at  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per 
month,  is  just  and  reasonable,  and  is,  therefore,  ratified  and  confirmed 
by  the  Commission.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  rates,  prices  and  charges  not  in  excess  of  the  rates, 
prices  and  charges  for  artificial  gas  for  illuminating  purposes,  sold  to 
consumers  in  the  city  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  fixed  by  the  ordinance  of  said 
city  under  date  of  August  19,  1901,  which  rates,  prices  and  charges 
were  in  force  and  effect  immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  the 
ordinance  of  said  city  herein  complained  of  and  appealed  from  by 
said  company,  and  which  rates,  prices  and  charges,  the  Conumission 
has  found  to  be  just  and  reasonable,  be  substituted  for  the  rates,  prices 
and  charges  so  fixed  by  ordinance  of  said  municipality,  herein  com- 
plained of  and  appealed  from  by  said  company.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  ordinance  herein  complained  of  and  appealed 
from,  and  each  and  every  part  thereof,  except  that  part  which  fixes 
the  price  and  rate  to  be  charged  for  artificial  gas  used  for  illuminating 
purposes,  which  part  the  Commission  has  found  to  be  unjust  and  un- 
reasonable, be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the 
Commission. 

And  the  Commission  having  made  inquiry  and  investigation 
with  respect  to  the  ability  of  said  company  to  furnish  its  product  dur- 
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ing  the  period  fixed  by  said  ordinance,  and  having  found  that  said 
company  is,  and  will  be,  able  to  furnish  its  product  during  such 
period,  it  is,  therefore,  further 

Ordered,  That  rates,  prices  and  charges  not  to  exceed  the  rates, 
prices  and  charges  for  artificial  gas  furnished  to  consumers  in  the 
city  of  Toledo,  herein  found  by  the  Commission  to  be  just  and  reason- 
able, be  and  remain  in  force  and  effect  for  the  period  of  five  (5)  years 
from  the  effective  date  of  the  ordinance  of  said  municipality  herein 
complained  of  and  appealed  from  by  said  company,  and  said  company 
be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  directed  to  furnish  its  said  product 
to  consumers  thereof  in  the  city  of  Toledo  during  said  period. 


190.  The  Sidney  Telephone  Company,  of  Sidney,  Ohio,  Complainant, 
versus  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company,  of  Sidney,  Ohio.  Dis- 
missed August  7,  1913. 

In  this  proceeding,  The  Sidney  Telephone  Company  alleges 
that  The  Farmers*  Telephone  Company  has,  since  July  i,  191 1,  sold 
stock  without  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  Ohio,  and  exercised,  without  securing  from  said  commis- 
sion a  certificate  of  public  necessity,  permits,  rights,  licenses  and 
franchises  which  it  had  not,  prior  to  said  date,  actually  exercised,  in 
the  municipality  of  Sidney  and  various  localities  in  Shelby  county. 
The  prayer  is  for  such  orders  as  the  Commission  would  make  and 
grant  in  the  premises.  The  case  was  closed  by  the  spreading  of  the 
following  entry : 

ENTRY. 

It  appearing  that  the  issues  raised  in  this  case  have  been  deter- 
mined by  the  orders  of  the  Commission  issued  in  the  cases  entitled 
and  numbered,  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Farmers'  Tele- 
phone Company,  of  Sidney,  Ohio,  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
Commission  for  the  issue  of  $11,840.00  capital  stock  and  $10,000.00 
bonds.

226.   In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Defiance  Street  Railway  Company,  with  respect  to 
.its  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

This  matter,  wherein  the  Commission  sought  the  reason,  if  any, 
of  The  Defiance  Street  Railway  Company  for  neglecting  and  failing 
to  file  a  schedule  of  its  rates,  etc.,  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  attorney 
general. 


239.  The  Grand  Theater,  a  partnership,  Complainant,  versus  The  Mid- 
dletown  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  Defendant.  Order  issued 
January  6,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  complaint  of  the  Grand 
Theater,  of  Middletown,  Ohio,  alleging  that  the  defendant.  The  Middle- 
town  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  charges  a  rate  of  $3.00  per  month 
per  K.  W.  maximum  demand,  plus  *three  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  con- 
sumed, less  discount,  for  emergency  or  break  down  lighting  service, 
and  that  the  same  is  unjust,  unreasonable  and  discriminatory;  the 
answer  of  the  defendant  thereto,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  the  Com- 
mission finds  that  the  rate  charged  by  defendant  for  emergency,  or 
break  down  lighting  service  as  set  out  in  the  complaint  is  excessive 
and  unreasonable.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Middletown  Gas  and  Electric 
Company,  be  and  it  is  hereby  required  to  amend  its  schedule  of  rates 
now  in  force  and  on  file  with  this  Commission  by  withdrawing  and 
cancelling  that  portion  of  said  schedule  which  is  therein  designated 
as  "Long  Hour  Lighting  and  Breakdown  Lighting  Rate,"  and  to  sub- 
stitute in  place  of  said  portion  of  said  schedule  so  withdrawn  and  can- 
celled, two  rates,  or  scales  of  rates,  the  first  of  said  rates,  or  scales  of 
rates,  so  substituted  to  be  designated  "Long  Hour  Lighting  Rates," 
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and  the  rates  and  charges  thereunder  to  be  the  same  rates  and  charges 
as  are  now  carried  in  said  company's  schedule  in  force  and  on  file  witli 
this  Commission,  under  the  heading  and  designation  "Long  Hour 
Lighting  and  Breakdown  Rate ;"  and  the  second  of  said  rates,  or  scales 
of  rates  so  substituted  and  added,  to  be  designated  "Breakdown  Light- 
ing Rates,"  which  shall  provide  for  charges  not  to  exceed  the  follow- 
ing, to-wit : 


A  minimum  charge  of  $3.00  per  month  per  K.  V.  A.  demand, 
all  current  consumed  during  any  month  to  be  charged  for  at  the 
following  scale : 

Up  to  150  K.  W.  H 10  cents  per  BL  W.  H.

301  to  600  K.  W.  H 8  cents  per  K-  W.  H. 

601  K.  W.  H.  and  over 7  cents  per  K.  W.  H. 

with  a  discount  of  ten  per  cent,  if  account  is  paid  by  the  tenth 
day  of  the  succeeding  month ;  said  minimum  charge  to  apply  in 
payment  for  current  used. 

It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  said  The  Middletown  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required,  upon  written  request  of  any 
customer  or  patron,  to  make  remeasurement  of  the  demand  of  said 
customer  or  patron,  without  charge  to  said  customer  or  patron,  not 
more  than  four  times  per  year.  It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Middletown  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  fully  comply  with  all  the 
requirements  of  this  order  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  1913. 


243.  Robert  C.  Tarbell,  Complainant,  versus  The  Columbus,  Delaware 
and  Marion  Railway  Company,  Defendant.  Dismissed  Decem- 
ber 4,  1912. 

This  proceeding,  in  which  the  complainant  asked  the  establish- 
ment of  a  flag  stop  for  the  cars  of  the  defendant  at  complainant's 
sanitarium,  located  about  midway  between  two  regular  stops  on  de- 
fendant's line,  was  disposed  of  with  the  following  entry :

The  Commission  having  heretofore,  by  order  duly  made,  insti- 
tuted an  investigation  of  the  management  and  operation  of  The  Day- 
ton, Springfield  and  Xenia  Southern  Railway  Company  with  respect 
to  the  minimum  rate,  or  charge,  for  transporting  package  freight  in 
compartment  passenger  cars,  as  set  forth  in  note  one  on  page  twelve 
of  said  company's  local  and  joint  freight  tariff  publishing  class  rates 
applying  on  general  merchandise,  designated  as  G.  F.  D.  i,  and  further 
designated  as  R.  C.  O.  i,  issued  February  18,  1910,  effective  March  i, 
1910,  in  the  following  words  and  figures,  to-wit: 

"Packages  carried  on  compartment  passenger  cars  at  a  rate 
of  25  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  Minimum  charge  50  cents  for 
any  one  consignment." 

and  said  defendant,  The  Dayton,  Springfield  and  Xenia  Southern  Rail- 
way Company  having  been  duly  notified  of  the  intention  of  the  Com- 
mission to  make  such  investigation,  and  having  been  duly  furnished 
with  a  statement,  in  writing,  setting  forth  the  rates  believed  by  the 
Commission  to  be  unreasonable  and  subject  to  challenge,  and  the 
second  day  of  July,  1912,  having  been  fixed  as  the  date  upon  which 
said  investigation  should  be  made  and  said  defendant  heard  in  its  own 
defense  and  in  defense  of  said  rate,  or  charge;  and  said  defendant 
having,  at  said  investigation,  announced  its  intention  to  file  and,  there- 
after, did  file  with  the  Commission  a  tariff,  or  schedule  of  rates,  desig- 
nated as  Supplement  4  to  Local  and  Joint  Freight  Tariff  R.  C.  O.  No. 
I,  substituting  for  said  rate,  or  charge,  believed  by  the  Commission,  as 
aforesaid,  to  be  unreasonable,  the  following: 

"Packages  carried  on  D.  S.  &  X.  S.  passenger  cars  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  cents  a  hundred  pounds.  No  package  carried  for  less 
than  twenty-five  cents." 

It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  investigation  be  discontinued  and  said  case 
dismissed  without  further  record. 
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260.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  by  the  Commission,  upon  its 
own  initiative,  of  the  manner  in  which  the  properties  of  The  Tri- 
State  Railway  and  Electric  Company  are  managed,  operated  and 
conducted  in  the  city  of  Steubenville,  Ohio,  with  respect  to  the 
adequacy,  efficiency,  sufficiency  and  accommodation  of  its  serv- 
ice. Application  for  modification  of  order  dismissed  December 
2,  1912. 

ENTRY. 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  to  be  heard  upon  the  application 
of  The  Tri-State  Railway  and  Electric  Company  for  an  extension  of 
time  within  which  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  an  order  entered 
herein  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  August,  1912,  and  the  Commission, 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds  the  grounds  of  said  applica-; 
tion  not  well  taken  and  does,  therefore,  overrule  the  same. 


267.  William  M.  Roach,  City  Solicitor  for  the  city  of  Alliance,  Ohio, 
Cpmplainant,  versus  The  Stark  Electric  RSdlroad  Company,  De- 
fendant.   Dismissed  August  7,  1913. 

This  proceeding  sought  an  order  directing  the  defendant  to  pro- 
vide toilet  and  drinking  water  facilities  upon  its  cars.  It  was  dismissed 
by  the  spreading  of  the  following  entry : 

It  appearing  that  complainant  has  failed,  neglected  and  refused 
to  bring  this  case  to  a  hearing,  it  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  case  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  dismissed  for 
want  of  prosecution. 


270.  Ohio  Association  of  Ice  Cream  Manufacturers,  Complainant, 
versus  Adams  Express  Company,  American  Express  Company, 
National  Express  Company,  Southern  Express  Company,  United 
States  Express  Company,  and  Wells  Fargo  and  Company  Ex- 
press, Defendants.  Order  issued  March  21,  1913.  Entry  and 
Order  issued  May  i,  1913. 

OPINION,  FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

Complainant  alleges  that  it  is  a  manufacturing  and  mercantile 
society  and  association ;  that  it  is  composed  of  persons,  firms  and  or- 
ganizations, resident  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  engaged  in  the  whole- 
sale manufacture  of  ice  cream  at  their  respective  places  of  business  in 
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said  state,  and  also  engaged  in  the  sale  and  distribution  of  such  product 
and  are  interested  in  the  transportation  of  same  from  their  several 
places  of  production  in  said  state  to  numerous  points  of  consumption 
in  said  state. 

The  prayer  of  the  complainant  is  that  what  are  known  in  express 
parlance  as  "general  special"  rates  be  substituted  for  what  are  known 
as  "merchandise**  rates,  and  applied  to  the  transportation  of  ice  cream 
between  points  in  the  state  of  Ohio;  and  that  defendants  be  required 
to  cancel  what  is  known  as  the  "exclusive  office**  rule,  and  allow  ship- 
pers to  transport  by  the  most  direct  route,  regardless  of  whether  trans- 
portation in  that  manner  will  involve  handling  by  two  express  com- 
panies instead  of  one,  or  not;  that  defendants  be  required  to  estab- 
lish through  rates  where  it  be  necessary  to  forward  over  two  lines  to 
secure  the  most  direct  route,  and  that  such  through  rates  be  not  more 
than  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  combination  of  locals;  that  defendants 
be  required  to  retucn  ice  cream  empties  of  all  sizes,  or,  at  five  (5c) 
cents  each  for  the  local  haul,  and  ten  (loc)  cents  each  for  hauls  in- 
volving two  or  more  companies,  without  wagon  service  at  either  ter- 
minus ;  unless  the  owner  shall  fail  to  remove  same  from  terminal  station 
within  twenty-four  hours  of  arrival,  upon  which  failure,  the  company 
shall  be  allowed  to  deliver  to  the  owner  and  charge  therefor,  five  (5c) 
cents  for  each  empty. 

Hearing  was  accorded,  and  both  sides  were  given  opportunity  to 
present  evidence  and  file  briefs.  Plaintiffs  appear  to  rely  to  consider- 
able extent  upon  a  showing  of  discrimination  in  that  many  other 
articles  which  move  in  much  smaller  volume  than  ice  cream,  are  car- 
ried under  the  general  special  class.  They  recite  in  their  brief  that  in 
making  up  what  is  known  as  the  "general  special**  classification,  it  was 
evidently  the  intent  of  the  express  companies  to  include  therein  three 
classes  of  commodities,  to-wit: 

1.  Food  products  ready  for  consumption  or  the  raw  material 
for  food  products ; 

2.  Articles  used  as  beverages  or  the  components  of  articles 
used  as  beverages; 

3.  Articles  used  in  house  and  yard  decorations  and  adorn- 
ments. 

Defendants,  in  their  brief,  page  54,  seem  to  admit  the  contention 
of  the  plaintiff  with  reference  to  the  basis  upon  which  general  special 
classification  is  framed,  with  the  modification,  that  in  addition  to  the 
three  classes  above  cited,  the  element  of  low  value  enters  into  the 
classification;  that  is  to  say,  that  even  though  a  commodity  could  be 
defined  as  belonging  to  one  of  the  three  classes  above  cited,  it  would 
not  necessarily  be  properly  assigned  to  "general  special**  class,  unless^ 
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it  were  of  low  value.  They  call  attention  also  to  the  fact  that  in 
assigning  a  commodity  to  general  special  class,  consideration  is  given 
to  the  relation  of  estimated  and  actual  weight ;  that  the  rule  is  to  allow 
but  twenty-five  per  cent,  for  ice  and  packing.  They  call  attention 
further  to  the  fact  that  ice  cream,  as  shipped  in  Ohio,  is  carried  at  the 
estimated  weight  which  is  but  two-thirds  of  the  actual  gross  weight 
of  the  ice  cream,  ice  and  packing. 

It  would  appear  that  if  ice  cream  were  carried  under  the  general 
special  rule,  a  five  gallon  package  weighing  150  pounds,  with  an  allow- 
ance of  twenty-five  per  cent.,  would  justify  an  estimated  weight  of 
112^  pounds,  and  on  this  basis,  where  the  merchandise  rate  is  fifty 
(50c)  cents,  the  general  special  rate  being  forty  (40c)  cents,  the  charge 
would  be  forty-five  (45c)  cents.  The  defendants  argue  further  that 
to  apply  the  general  special  rating  upon  the  present  estimated  weight 
of  ice  cream,  would  actually  result  in  according  to  ice  cream  a  rate 
considerably  less  than  applies  on  other  articles  charged  for  on  a  gen- 
eral special  basis,  because  of  the  fact  of  the  greater  difference  between 
the  actual  and  the  estimated,  as  applied  to  ice  cream  shipments,  and  as 
applied  to  shipments  which  are  accorded  general  special  rate. 

Much  evidence  was  produced  on  both  sides  as  to  the  bulk  of  ice 
cream  packages,  and  their  advantages  and  disadvantages  as  to  stow- 
age, contact  with  other  freight,  etc. 

It  would  seem  that  in  an  ordinary  express  car  there  can  be  car- 
ried at  least  160  ice  cream  packers,  each  containing  five  gallons,  floor 
load,  that  is,  with  nothing  loaded  above.  On  the  basis  of  a  50c  mer- 
chandise rate,  this  load  would  yield  a  revenue  of  $80.00,  and  as  the 
average  distance  that  a  50c  merchandise  rate  carries,  is  less  than  eighty 
miles,  car  revenue  can  be  safely  estimated  as  not  less  than  $1.00  per 
mile.  Assuming  that  the  car  be  transported  in  a  train  with  two  other 
cars  carrying  passengers  and  that  each  of  the  other  cars  produces  a 
relatively  equivalent  revenue,  the  train  mile  earnings  would  be  $3.00, 
which  is  amply  compensatory — in  fact,  very  profitable.  There  must, 
however,  be  considered  in  this,  the  question  of  collection  and  delivery 
service,  which  is  a  considerable  element  of  express  operating  expense. 
The  evidence  developed  that  the  collection  service  at  ice  cream 
shipping  points  was  inadequate,  and  under  existing  conditions  must 
necessarily  be  so.  It  would  seem  that  ice  cream  shippers  should  be 
entitled  to  the  option  of  express  service  with  the  wagon  collection 
eliminated ;  that  is  to  say,  be  allowed  to  transport  their  shipments  to 
the  station  with  their  own  teams,  and  that  an  allowance  in  the  rates  be 
made  for  this  reduced  service  on  the  part  of  the  express  company. 

On  the  basis  of  40c,  which  is  the  general  special  rate,  where  the 
merchandise  rate  is  50c,  the  revenue  on  160  cans  would  be  $64.00,  or 
something  over  75c  per  car  mile,  taking  into  consideration  the  avei- 
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age  distance  the  40c  general  special  rate  applies.  Assuming  that  each 
of  two  other  cars  in  the  train  earned  on  a  relatively  equal  basis,  the 
train  mile  revenue  would  be  $2.25,  which  can  be  justly  assumed  to  be 
fairly  compensatory.  Of  course,  it  cannot  be  claimed  that  the  revenue 
from  the  express  car  makes  up  any  deficit  by  lack  of  revenue  from 
any  other  part  of  the  train.  Each  division  of  train  transportation 
service  should  pay  its  share  of  the  cost. 

We  are,  therefore,  inclined  to  believe  that  where  the  ice  cream 
shipper  is  accorded  wagon  service  \>y  the  express  company,  that  the 
merchandise  rates  cannot  be  justly  assailed;  but  we  further  believe 
that  the  ice  cream  shipper  should  have  the  right  to  demand  of  the  ex- 
press company  transportation  service  without  wagon  collection.  The 
shipper,  however,  should  elect  and  should  give  notice  to  the  express 
company  that  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  six  (6)  months,  he  will 
avail  himself  of  the  wagon  service,  or  not ;  and  if  he  elects  to  deliver 
hi^  shipments  to  the  railroad  station  himself,  he  should  be  entitled  to 
the  "general  special"  rates. 

The  Commission  find  that  the  policy  of  prohibiting  an  express 
company  at  a  common  point,  to  take  business  for  an  exclusive  point  of 
another  company,  even  though  by  transporting  it  from  the  common 
point  to  a  junction  point  by  another  initial  company,  enables  the  ship- 
per to  secure  a  more  direct  route,  is  antagonistic  to  public  policy,  and 
detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  shippers.  A  study  of  the  geography 
of  the  express  lines  in  the  state  of  Ohio^will  develop  that  it  not  in- 
frequently happens  that  an  exclusive  point  of  one  company  can  be 
reached  more  directly  from  a  common  point  by  transporting  the  ship- 
ments part  of  the  way  over  the  lines  of  another  company.  In  other 
words,  the  line  of  the  express  company  on  which  the  exclusive  point 
is  located,  is  not  always  the  most  direct  from  the  common  point  to 
such  exclusive  point.  Instances  were  given  by  witnesses  in  this  case 
where  shipments  were  transported  in  a  roundabout  manner,  involving 
great  delay,  because  of  the  refusal  of  one  company  to  accept  the  ship- 
ments at  a  common  point  to  be  transported  to  the  exclusive  office  of 
another  company,  although  the  lines  of  the  company  owning  the  ex- 
clusive office  were  circuitous,  and  the  shipment  would  have  made  much 
better  time  and  been  transported  a  much  shorter  distance,  had  the 
other  company  taken  it  initially  and  delivered  it  at  a  junction  point  to 
the  company  on  whose  lines  the  exclusive  office  is  located. 

Counsel  for  defendants  admitted  that  the  so-called  "exclusive 
office"  policy  was  wrong,  and  stated  that  they  were  very  willing  to 
arrange  that  express  shipments  should  be  carried  over  the  most  direct 
route.  To  put  this  change  of  policy  into  operation,  necessitates  through 
rates,  and  the  petitioners  pray  that  the  defendants  be  required  to  insti- 
tute through  rates  on  the  basis  of  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  combination 

2— p.  u.  c. 
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of  locals.  While  the  Commission  believe  that  the  public  is  entitled  to 
direct  service,  and  that  when  such  direct  service  involves  carriage 
over  two  or  more  lines,  that  the  through  rates  should  be  less  than  the 
combination  of  locals;  yet  it  does  not  see  its  way  clear  to  make  an 
order  on  this  phase  of  the  complaint,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  com- 
plaint is  not  sufficiently  specific.  To  make  a  general  order  would  in- 
volve the  installation  of  thousands  of  rates,  the  great  majority  of 
which  would  be  unnecessary.  This  part  of  the  complaint  does  not  re- 
late to  classification,  but  is  a  matter  of  rate  making,  and  a  complaint 
relative  to  rates  should  be  specific.  The  points  between  which  joint 
rates  are  desired  to  be  established,  should  be  specifically  set  out  in  the 
petition,  because,  as  above  stated,  it  is  impracticable  to  make  an  order 
in  general  terms. 

EMPTIES  RETURNED. 

Complainant  alleges  that  the  charge  for  the  return  of  ice  cream 
empties  now  assessed  by  express  companies  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  to- 
wit:  Not  exceeding  5  gallons  capacity,  iSc  each;  exceeding  5  gallons 
capacity,  25c  each,  are  excessive  and  unreasonable,  and  prays  that  de- 
fendants be  required  to  return  empties  of  all  sizes,  or,  5c  each  for 
the  local  haul  and  loc  each  for  two  or  more  line  haul,  without  wagon 
service  at  either  terminus  of  the  route,  unless  the  owner  fails  to  re- 
move empties  from  the  station  within  twenty-four  hours  after  arrival, 
when  the  company  shall  be  allowed  to  deliver  said  empties  to  the 
owner  and  charge  therefor,  Sc  for  each  package.  The  existing  rate 
includes  wagon  delivery  service.  As  express  companies  have  volun- 
tarily established  some  rates  without  delivery  service,  making  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  rate  in  recognition  of  the  lesser  service,  it  would  seem  that 
ice  cream  shippers  should  have  the  right  to  choose  between  a  rate  in- 
volving delivery  service  and  a  rate  without.  In  other  words  it  would 
seem  only  fair  that  such  ice  cream  shippers  as  desire,  should  have  the 
privilege  of  hauling  empties  from  the  railroad  station,  and  that  an 
allowance  in  the  rate  should  be  made  for  that  reduction  of  service  on 
the  part  of  the  express  company. 

We  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  express  companies  should 
establish  a  rate  of  loc  per  empty  for  the  return  of  ice  cream  empties, 
to  shippers,  said  rate  not  to  include  wagon  service;  but  that  in  the 
event  of  the  owner  not  collecting  empties  promptly  at  the  railroad  sta- 
tion, express  companies  should  be  allowed  to  deliver  to  the  shipper 
such  empties  as  are  allowed  to  remain  at  the  station  more  than  twenty- 
foilr  hours,  and  to  charge  5c  each  for  such  delivery.  Above  rates  to 
apply  on  empties  of  five  gallons,  or  less,  capacity.  Where  the  empties 
are  of  greater  capacity  than  five  gallons,  the  charge  should  be  iSc 
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each  for  the  return  without  wagon  service,  and  5c  each  additional  if 
they  are  allowed  to  remain  over  twenty-four  hours  at  the  station. 

Where  the  haul  is  over  more  than  one  line,  there  should  be  a 
charge  of  five  (5c)  cents  for  each  express  company  participating  in 
the  haul,  in  addition  to  the  rates  above  recited. 

An  order  will  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  above  finding. 

ORDER. 

This  case  camie  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings,  the  testimony 
and  the  exhibits,  and  was  argued  by  counsel;  and  the  Commission, 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds : 

First:  That  the  evidence  adduced  does  not  sustain  the  allega- 
tion of  the  complaint  that  what  are  designated  as  **  Merchandise  Ex- 
press Rates,"  as  applied  to  ice  cream  shipments  are  unreasonable,  ex- 
orbitant or  discriminatory,  when  collection  and  delivery  service  is  per- 
formed by  the  express  company. 

Second :  That  the  evidence  adduced  does  not  justify  the  appli- 
cation of  what  are  designated  as  "General  Special  Express  Rates'*  to  ice 
cream  shipments,  when  collection  and  delivery  service  is  performed 
by  the  express  company. 

Third:  That  shippers  of  ice  creatm  should  be  allowed  the  option 
of  delivering  the  shipment  to  the  railway  station  and  that,  if  the 
shipper  so  elects  to  make  such  delivery,  compensation  therefor  should 
be  allowed  by  the  express  company  to  the  shipper,  in  the  rate  charged 
for  transporting  such  ice  cream. 

Fourth:  That  the  shippers  of  ice  cream  should  be  allowed  to 
collect  the  empty  containers  at  the  railway  station,  when  the  same  are 
returned,  and  that,  if  the  shipper  so  elects  to  collect  in  that  manner 
said  containers,  compensation  should  be  allowed  therefor  by  the  ex- 
press company  to  the  shipper,  in  the  rate  charged  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  said  empty  containers.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  Adams  Express  Company,  American  Express 
Company,  National  Express  Company,  Southern  Express  Company, 
United  States  Express  Company  and  Wells  Fargo  and  Company  Ex- 
press, and  each  of  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  notified  and  required 
to  accord  to  complainants,  or  any  of  them,  the  option  and  privilege  of 
delivering  shipments  of  ice  cream  to  the  railway  station,  upon  notice, 
by  said  complainants  to  said  defendant  companies,  or  either  of  them, 
that  said  complainants,  or  any  of  them,  will  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  six  months  thereafter,  make,  at  their  own  cost,  such  delivery  to 
the  railway  station,  and  that,  in  all  cases  where  said  complainants,  or 
any  of  them,  shall  so  notify  said  defendant*  companies,  or  either  of 
them,  that  said  complainants,  or  any  of  them,  so  elect  to  make  such 
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delivery,  then  and  in  that  event,  the  rate  to  be  charged  for  the  trans- 
portation of  said  ice  cream,  so  delivered,  shall  be  the  general  special 
express  rate.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendants,  Adams  Express  Company,  Amer- 
ican Express  Company,  National  Express  Company,  Southern-  Express 
Company,  United  States  Express  Company  and  Wells  Fargo  and 
Company  Express,  and  each  of  them,  shall  accord  to  complainants,  or 
any  of  them,  the  option  and  privilege  of  collecting,  at  their  own  ex- 
pense, the  empty  containers  for  ice  cream,  when  said  containers  are 
returned  to  point  of  shipment  by  said  defendant  companies,  or  either 
of  them,  and  that,  in  all  cases  where  said  complainants,  or  any  of 
them,  shall  so  elect  to  collect,  upon  return,  said  empty  containers,  then 
and  in  that  event,  the  rate  to  be  charged  by  said  defendant  companies, 
or  either  of  them,  for  transporting  said  empty  containers,  if  said  con- 
tainers are  not  of  greater  capacity  than  five  (5)  gallons,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed ten  (10)  cents  for  each  empty  container;  and  if  said  empty  con- 
tainers are  of  greater  capacity  than  five  (5)  gallons,  then  the  rate  to 
be  charged  for  transporting  said  empty  containers  of  greater  capacity 
than  five  (5)  gallons  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  (15)  cents  for  each  empty 
container : 

Provided,  That  where  the  transportation  movement  is  necessarily 
performed  by  two  or  more  of  defendant  companies,  the  rate  and  charge 
to  be  made  therefor  may  be  increased  by  an  additional  five  (5)  cents 
to  the  rates  and  charges  as  herein  ordered.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  where  said  complainants,  or  any  o^  them,  shall 
fail  or  neglect  to  collect  and  remove  said  empty  containers  within 
twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  their  return,  by  said  defendant  com- 
panies, to  the  point  of  shipment  or  other  proper  destination,  then  and 
in  that  event,  said  defendant  companies,  and  each  of  them,  may  de- 
liver said  empty  containers  to  the  owner  or  consignee  thereof,  and 
charge  therefor  not  to  exceed  five  (5)  cents  for  each  container  so 
delivered. 

ENTRY  AND  ORDER. 

The  parties  hereto  having  filed  a  motion  to  set  aside  the  former 
finding,  order  and  judgment  of  this  Commission  entered  herein  on  the 
twenty-first  day  of  March,  1913,  as  the  same  fully  appears  of  record 
in  the  Commission's  journal,  volume  2  at  page  323,  and  asked  that 
there  might  be  substituted  therefor  a  settlement  and  agfreement  en- 
tered into  by  the  parties  in  the  form  of  a  finding  and  order  of  this 
Commission,  a  copy  of  which  said  agreement  was  attached  to  said 
motion,  and  the  Commission  being  now  fully  advised  in  the  premises 
and  after  examining  the  terms  of  the  proposed  settlement  and  the 
proposed  finding  and  order,  does  now  find  that  the  public  interest 
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Will  be  best  subserved  by  granting  said  motion  to  set  aside  its  former 
order,  finding  and  judgment  heretofore  referred  to  herein  and  sub- 
stituting said  form  of  agreement  as  prayed  for.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered  by  the  Commission  that  its  finding  and  order  entered 
in  this  proceeding  on  March  21,  1913,  in  volume  2,  page  323  of  its 
journal  be,  and  the  same  is  now  set  aside. 

And  now  the  complainant  on  motion  and  by  leave  of  the  Com- 
mission, does  now  dismiss  its  complaint  herein  insofar  as  the  same 
makes  complaint  or  seeks  relief  on  account  of  the  privileges  of  rout- 
ing, traffic  and  the  establishment  of  joint  rates  on  the  lines  of  the  de- 
fendants in  the  state  of  Ohio. 

And  now,  by  agreement  of  the  parties,  appearing  as  afore- 
said, the  Commission  enters  the  following  finding  and  order  in  this 
proceeding: 

First :  The  Commission  finds  that  the  classification  of  ice  cream 
by  the  defendants  as  merchandise,  as  set  forth  in  Official  Express 
Classification  No.  21,  R.  C.  O.  No.  i,  I.  C.  C.  No.  633,  effective  on  the 
defendants'  lines  in  the  state  of  Ohio  December  i,  191 1,  as  per  items 
eight  (8)  and  thirteen  (13),  page  19  of  such  official  classification  is 
unjust,  unreasonable  and  discriminatory  and  that  ice  cream  should 
be  classified  as  a  general  special  in  such  official  classification,  and 
moved  on  the  defendants'  lines  in  the  state  of  Ohio  on  the  rates  pre- 
scribed in  such  classification,  so  now  in  effect,  under  Scale  N,  item 
eight  (8),  page  29,  of  such  classification,  and  at  the  estimated  weights 
prescribed  in  said  classification  under  items  nine  (9),  ten  (10),  eleven 
(11)  and  twelve  (12),  page  19  thereof. 

Second:  The  Commission  finds  that  the  rates  charged  by  the 
defendants  for  the  return  of  ice  cream  empties,  as  fixed  by  item 
thirty-two  (32),  page  15,  of  such  official  classification,  are  unjust  and 
unreasonable  and  should  not  .exceed  ten  cents  for  the  return  of  an 
empty  not  exceeding  five-gallon  capacity,  and  not  exceeding  fifteen 
cents  for  the  return  of  an  empty  exceeding  five-gallon  capacity.  It  is, 
therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  defendants,  Adams  Express  Company,  Amer- 
ican Express  Company,  National  Express  Company,  Southern  Express 
Company,  United  States  Express  Company  and  Wells  Fargo  and 
Company  Express,  and  each  of  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  required 
to  issue,  publish  and  file  with  the  Commission,  as  required  by  the 
laws  of  Ohio,  an  Exception  to  Official  Express  Classification  No.  21, 
R.  C.  O.  No  I,.  I.  C.  C.  No.  633,  classifying  ice  cream  as  a  general 
special,  and  applying  to  it  the  rates  prescribed  in  such  classification 
to  items  moving  under  Scale  N  thereof  as  general  specials.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  the  defendants,  said  Adams  Express  Company, 
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"American  Express  Company,  National  Express  Company,  Southern 
Express  Company,  United  States  Express  Company  and  Wells  Fargo 
and  Company  Express,  and  each  of  them,  shall,  after  this  order  be- 
comes effective,  apply  such  general  special  classification,  and  the  rates 
prescribed  in  such  Scale  N,  to  the  movement  of  ice  cream  between 
points  on  their  lines  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  that  they,  and  each  of 
them,  move  such  ice  cream  as  may  be  offered  for  transportation  under 
the  rates  here  prescribed,  at  the  estimated  weights  prescribed  in  such 
classification  by  items  nine,  ten,  eleven  and  twelve,  on  page  19  thereof. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  defendants,  said  Adams  Express  Company, 
American  Express  Company,  National  Express  Company,  Southern 
Express  Company,  United  States  Express  Company  and  Wells  Fargo 
and  Company  Express,  and  each  of  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  issue,  publish  and  file  with  the  Commisison,  as  required  by 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  an  Exception  to  Official  Express  Classi- 
fication No.  21,  R.  C.  O.  No.  I,  I.  C.  C.  No.  633,  fixing  rates  for  the 
return  of  ice  cream  empties  in  lieu  of  item  32  on  page  15  of  such 
classification,  and  to  fix  such  rates  not  in  excess  of  the  following:  Not 
exceeding  five-gallon  capacity,  ten  cents  each;  exceeding  five-gallon 
capacity,  fifteen  cents  each,  and  that  said  defendants,  and  each  of 
them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  apply  such  rates,  so  to  be 
filed,  after  this  order  goes  into  effect,  to  the  return  of  ice  cream  empties 
on  their  respective  lines  between  points  in  the  state  of  Ohio.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  the  classification  and  rates  prescribed  by  this 
order  shall  not  suspend  any  special  commodity  rates  for  the  move- 
ment of  ice  cream  on  the  lines  of  the  defendants,  or  either  of  them, 
in  the  state  of  Ohio,  which  shall  be  less  than  the  rates  here  prescribed, 
but  shall  supersede  and  suspend  any-  such  special  commodity  rates 
which  exceed  the  rates  and  classification  here  prescribed.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  wagon  service  shall  be  applied  to  the  transporta- 
tion of  ice  cream  and  ice  cream  empties  under  the  classification  and 
rates  here  prescribed  at  all  stations  where  the  defendants,  or  any  of 
them,  maintain  or  shall  maintain  such  service  in  Ohio.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  exceptions  and  rates  required  by  this  order 
to  be  published  and  filed,  may  go  into  effect  on  being  so  published  and 
filed,  without  previous  notice  or  lapse  of  time  after  being  so  published 
and  filed,  and  that  this  order  shall  become  effective  on  May  10,  1913, 
the  time  until  then  being  allowed  to  the  defendants  to  comply  with 
the  same. 

In  consideration  of  the  Commission  so  modifying  its  order  here- 
tofore entered  in  this  proceeding,  the  parties  hereto,  complainant  and 
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defendants,  now  each  release  and  waive  all  errors,  if  any,  which  have 
intervened  in  the  proceedings  and  order  now  made  in  this  cause,  and 
each  agree  to  not  appeal  therefrom  and  to  not  bring  any  action  to 
question,  suspend,  set  aside  or  modify  this  order.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings,  the  evi- 
dence and  the  exhibits;  and  the  Commission,  being  fully  advised  in 
the  premises,  finds  that  certain  of  the  rates  and  charges  now  in  effect, 
and  charged,  demanded  and  exacted  by  said  defendant  company  are 
unjust  and  unreasonable  and  that  the  service  rendered  by  said  de- 
fendant company  is,  in  certain  respects,  inadequate.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  cease  and  desist  from  charging,  de- 
manding or  exacting  the  following  rates  and  charges,  to-wit : 

Residences,  in  county,  on  ten-party  lines: 

Under  four  miles  from  exchange,  per  month $1  00 

From  four  to  six  miles  from  exchange,  per  month 1  25 

From  six  to  eight  miles  from  exchange,  per  month 1  50 

From  eight  to  ten  miles  from  exchange,  per  month 1  75 

From  ten  to  twelve  miles  from  exchange,  per  month 2  00 

Business  houses,  in  country,  on  ten-party  lines,  50  cents  per  month  more 
than  the  above  residence  rate  for  the  same  distance  from  exchange. 

which  said  rates  and  charges  are  now  being  charged,  demanded  and 
exacted  by  said  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company  and  which  said  rates 
and  charges  the  Commission  has  found  to  be  unjust  and  unreasonable ; 
and  that  said  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company  substitute  for  the  said 
rates  and  charges  so  found  by  the  Commission  to  be  unjust  and  un- 
reasonable, rates  and  charges  not  to  exceed  the  following,  to-wit : 

Ten-party  line  residence  rates: 

Within  four  miles  of  an  exchange,  per  month $1  00 

Four  to  eight  miles  of  an  exchange,  per  month 1  25 

Eight  to  twelve  miles  of  an  exchange,  per  month 1  50 

More  than  twelve  miles  from  an  exchange,  per  month 1  75 

Ten-party  line  business  rates: 

Fifty  cents  per  month  per  telephone  more  than  the  above. 

which  said  rates  and  charges  the  Commission  has  found  to  be  just  and 
reasonable.    It  is  further 
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Ordered^  That  said  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  establish  and  be  prepared  to  furnish 
to  all  persons  and  patrons  applying  therefor,  individual,  or  single  line., 
rural  service  at  just  and  reasonable  rates.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company  be,  knd  it 
is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  install  a  new  and  adequate  switch- 
board at  its  exchange  in  Wilmington,  Ohio.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  properly  repair,  replace  and  put  in 
good  condition,  all  its  lines,  and  every  part  thereof,  radiating  from  its 
exchange  at  Sabina,  Ohio.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby  notified  and  required,  at  its  own  expense,  to  repair,  replace 
and  put  in  good  condition,  all  lines,  and  every  part  tnereof,  now  and 
heretofore  maintained  by  subscribers  to  the  service  of  said  The  Clinton 
Telephone  Company.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it 
is  heteby,  notified  and  required  to  put  into  effect,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  February,  1913,  rates  not  to  exceed  the  rates  herein  found  by 
the  Commission  to  be  just  and  reasonable.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  CHnton  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby  required  to  publish  and  file  with  this  Commission,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  March,  1913,  just  and  reasonable  rates  for  single 
line  rural  service  and  four-party  line  rural  service.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  fully  complete  all  the  repairs  and  re- 
placements and  be  prepared  to  render  all  additional  service  herein 
ordered,  and  to  fully  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  this  order  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  1913. 

FIRST  SUPPLEMENTAL  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  motion  of  defendant  com- 
pany for  a  modification  of  that  portion  of  the  order  made  herein  on 
the  sixth  day  of  January,  1913,  wherein  defendant  company  is  re- 
quired to  install  a  new  switchboard  in  its  exchange  at  Wilmington, 
Ohio,  so  that  the  time  within  which  said  switchboard  may  be  installed, 
be  extended  from  the  first  day  of  March,  1913,  to  the  first  day  of  March. 
1915;  and  the  Commission  being  fully  advised,  finds  the  grounds 
thereof  insufficient  to  sustain  said  motion,  insofar  as  it  seeks  an  ex- 
tension of  time  to  a  definite  date,  to-wit:  March  i,  1915,  and  does 
therefore  overrule  the  same. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  said  motion  and  the 
grounds  thereof  are  sufficient  to  justify  a  revocation  and  recision  of 
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that  portion  of  said  order  requiring  the  installation  of  said  new  switch- 
board at  Wilmington,  Ohio,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  191 3, 
and  said  portion  of  said  order  is  accordingly  hereby  revoked  and  re- 
scinded.   It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  this  case  be  and  it  is  hereby  continued  for  the  en- 
tering of  such  order  thereafter  in  the  matter  of  the  time  within  which 
said  switchboard  at  Wilmington  shall  be  installed,  as  may  be  found  to 
be  just  and  proper. 

SECOND  SUPPLEMENTAL  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  hearcl  upon  the  petition  of  the  defendant, 
The  Clinton  Telephone  Company,  to  amend,  the  order  of  the  Commis- 
sion, entered  herein  on  the  sixth  day  of  January,  1913,  and  it  appear- 
ing that  the  portion  of  said  order  which  defendant  seeks  to  amend  is 
that  portion  contained  in  the  following  words,  to-wit : 

"It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company  be,  and 
it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  at  its  own  expense  to  repair,  re- 
place and  put  in  good  condition,  all  lines,  and  every  part  there- 
of, now  and  heretofore  maintained  by  subscribers  to  the  service 
of  said  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company." 

and  it  appearing  further  that  the  reasons  for  said  amendment  are 
based  upon  such  an  interpretation  of  said  portion  of  said  order  as 
would  require  said  defendant  company  to  repair,  replace  and  maintain 
lines  originally  built  by  private  parties  upon  private  property,  upon 
which  property  said  defendant  has  not  received  or  secured  the  right 
of  present  and  perpetual  entry ;  and  it  appearing  further  that  such  in- 
terpretation of  said  portion  of  said  order  was  not  intended  by  the  Com- 
mission, and  it  appearing  further  that  the  full  and  only  intent  of  said 
portion  of  said  order  was  to  require  said  defendant  to  repair,  replace 
and  maintain  lines  now  and  heretofore  built  or  maintained  by  private 
parties  upon  public  ways,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  grounds  of 
said  petition  to  amend  said  order  are  not  well  taken.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  petition  to  amend  said  order  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  dismissed. 


277.  The  Village  of  London,  Ohio,  Complainant,  versus  The  Ohio 
Electric  Railway  Company,  Defendant.  Dismissed  October  27, 
1913. 

The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company  and  the  village  of  London 
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having  come  to  issue  upon  a  proposed  change  in  the  route  of  the  trac- 
tion line  within  the  municipal  limits  of  that  village,  this  proceeding 
was  instituted  before  the  Commission.  The  parties  thereto  agreed 
that  the  question  of  grafting  the  company  a  new  route  should  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  citizens  at  the  1912  election.  The  electors  of  the  village 
having  determined  to  accord  the  company  the  privilege  of  a  new  route, 
this  matter  was  dismissed  with  the  following  entry : 

The  matters  set  forth  in  the  complaint  filed  herein  having  been 
satisfactorily  adjusted,  a  new  right  of  way  having  been  granted  to  the 
defendant  by  the  village  of  London,  and  the  service  prayed  for  in  the 
petition  having  been  continued  on  such  new  right  of  way,  this  action 
is  settled  and  dismissed  by  agreement  of  the  parties  hereto. 


279.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  New  Burlington  Mutual 
Telephone  Company  for  a  license  to  extend  its  lines  into  terri- 
tory occupied  by  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company. 

The  parties  to  this  proceeding,  after  the  hearing  before  the  Com- 
mission and  before  its  determination  of  the  matter  had  been  had,  in- 
stituted proceedings  in  the  common  pleas  court,  and  the  Commission 
is  awaiting  the  outcome  of  that  litigation. 


288.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Com- 
pany, of  Sidney,  Ohio,  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Com- 
mission for  the  issue  of  $11,840.00  capital  stock  and  $10,000.00 
bonds.    Approved  March  24,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  with  its  office  and  principal  place 
of  business  located  at  Sidney,  Ohio,  having,  on  the  fifth  day  of  July, 
1 91 2,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
Commission  to  the  issue  of  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  eleven 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  dollars  and  its  six  per  cent,  bonds 
of  the  par  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be  expended 
in  the  construction,  completion  and  extension  of  its  telephone  system 
and  plant,  as  fully  described  in  the  pleadings  and  transcript  of  the  evi- 
dence in  the  proceeding  entitled :  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of 
The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  to  exercise  franchise  within  the 
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corporation  of  Anna,  Shelby  county,  Ohio;  also  in  that  part  of  the  city 
of  Sidney,  Shelby  county,  Ohio,  not  now  occupied  by  it;  and  also  in 
the  rural  districts  of  said  Shelby  county,  Ohio,  No.  293,  and  to  read- 
just and  pay  and  discharge  its  bills  payable,  as  fully  set  out  in  said 
petition,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for 
Thursday,  July  11,  1912,  at  three  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been 
heard  on  said  day  and  the  further  consideration  thereof  continued  from 
day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the 
petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  ex- 
amining the  exhibits,  and  it  appearing  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  said  capital  stock  and  bonds  are  to  be  expended  in  the  payment  and 
discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of  said  corporation,  incurred 
and  to  be  incurred  in  the  construction,  completion  and  extension  of 
its  system  and  plant  for  the  furnishing  of  telephone  service,  the  Com- 
mission is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted. 
It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company,  of  Sid- 
ney, Ohio,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  capital  stock  of 
the  par  value  of  eleven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  dollars  ($11,- 
840.00)  and  its  six  per  cent,  mortgage  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00),  and  that  said  capital  stock  and  bonds 
be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  but  for  not  less  than  the  par 
value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that 
the  money  to  be  secured  by  the  issue  and  sale  of  said  capital  stock 
and  bonds  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  cor- 
poration.   It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock  and 
bonds  be,  by  said  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company,  devoted  to  and 
used  for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit :  The  construc- 
tion, completion  and  extension  of  its  system  and  plant  for  the  furnish- 
ing of  telephone  service,  as  fully  set  out  and  described  in  the  plead- 
ings and  transcript  of  evidence  in  said  proceeding  entitled:  In  the 
matter  of  the  application  of  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  to  exer- 
cise franchise  within  the  corporation  of  Anna,  Shelby  county,  Ohio; 
also  in  that  part  of  the  city  of  Sidney,  Shelby  county,  Ohio,  not  now 
occupied  by  it;  and  also  in  the  rural  districts  of  said  Shelby  county, 
Ohio,  No.  293,  which  are  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference,  and  the  re- 
adjustment or  payment  and  discharge  of  its  bills  payable,  as  fully  set 
out  in  said  petition,  which  is  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  make 
verified  report  to  this  Commission,  as  follows:    Upon  the  issue  and 
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sale  of  said  capital  stock  and  bonds,  or  any  part  of  either,  or  both,  the 
fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  and  the  amounts 
realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each 
and  every  period  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  dis- 
position and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock 
and  bonds,  setting  forth  in  full  detail  the  purposes  for  which  such 
proceeds  have  been  expended,  said  reports  to  be  made  until  all  of 
said  capital  stock  and  bonds  herein  authorized  have  been  issued  and 
disposed  of  and  all  of  the  proceeds  thereof  expended  pursuant  to  the 
terms  of  this  order. 


290.  The  Ralston  Steel  Car  Company,  ct  al.,  Complainants,  versus  The 
Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown  Traction  Company,  De- 
fendant. Order  issued  January  25,  1913.  Supplemental  Order 
issued  March  24,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings,  the  evi- 
dence and  the  exhibits,  and  was  argued  by  counsel ;  and  the  Commis- 
sion, being  fully  advised  in  the  'premises,  finds  that  a  large  number  of 
persons,  daily,  desire  and  have  occasion  to  board  the  west  bound  cars 
of  said  defendant  company  at  the  point  and  place  designated  by  said 
company  at  Stop  No.  4,  at  and  soon  after  the  closing  time  of  The 
Ralston  Steel  Car  Company,  and  that  said  defendant  company  does 
not  now  operate  a  sufficient  number  of  west  bound  cars  from  said  Stop 
No.  4  at  said  time  to  accommodate  the  persons  so  desiring  and  having 
occasion  to  board  the  cars  of  said  company. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  west  bound  car  or  cars  of 
said  defendant  company,  scheduled  to  leave  and  leaving  said  Stop  No. 
4  at  or  soon  after  the  closing  time  of  said  The  Ralston  Steel  Car  Com- 
pany, do  not  proceed  beyond  the  corporation  line  of  the  city  of  Colum- 
bus, Ohio. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  public  convenience  and  neces- 
sity require  that  said  defendant  company  operate  at  least  two  west 
bound  cars  from  said  Stop  No.  4  at  or  soon  after  the  closing  time  of 
said  The  Ralston  Steel  Car  Company  in  addition  to  the  car  or  cars 
now  regularly  operated  from  said  stop  at  said  time,  and  that  all  of 
said  cars  should  proceed,  without  change  or  stop  except  such  stops  as 
may  be  necessary  to  take  on  and  discharge  passengers,  as  far  west  as 
the  comer  of  Long  and  High  streets  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  practice  of  said  defendant 
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company  of  carrying  freight  in  passenger  cars  while  said  cars  are 
being  operated  in  passenger  service,  found  by  the  Commission  to  pre- 
vail, interferes  with  the  passenger  service  of  said  defendant  company 
and  renders  said  passenger  service,  so  operated  by  said  defendant 
company,  inadequate. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  said  traction  company  has  not 
maintained  its  track,  roadbed,  rails,  ties  and  road  crossings  in  a  proper 
condition  of  repair. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  said  traction  company  has  not 
maintained  the  bonds  connecting  its  rails  in  a  proper  condition  of  re- 
pair and  has  not  provided  a  sufficient  number  of  cross  connecting 
bonds.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown 
Traction  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  place 
in  service  and  operate  two  west  bound  passenger  cars,  scheduled  to 
leave  and  leaving  said  traction  company's  Stop  No.  4  in  addition  to 
the  car  or  cars  now  regularly  operated  from  said  Stop  No.  4,  at  or  soon 
after  the  closing  time  of  The  Ralston  Steel  Car  Company,  so  that 
there  shall  not  be  at  any  time  less  than  three  west  bound  passenger 
cars  regularly  scheduled  to  leave  and  leaving  said  Stop  No.  4  at  or 
soon  after  the  closing  time  of  said  The  Ralston  Steel  Car  Company. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown 
Traction  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  operate 
all  of  its  west  bound  cars,  scheduled  to  leave  and  leaving,  or  hereafter 
scheduled  to  leave  and  leaving  said  Stop  No.  4,  as  far  west  as  the 
corner  of  Long  and  High  streets  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  and 
that  said  additional  service  herein  ordered  shall  be  fully  provided  by 
said  traction  company  and  shall  be  in  operation  within  five  (5)  days 
from  the  date  of  the  service  of  this  order  upon  said  defendant  com- 
pany.    It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  said  The  Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown 
Traction  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  re- 
place with  new  ties,  all  decayed  and  defective  ties  now  in  its  roadbed, 
to  overhaul  all  of  its  track,  to  raise  all  low  joints,  properly  align  all 
of  its  rails  and  to  install  not  less  than  four  (4)  bolts  at  all  joints  and 
through  each  pair  of  fish  plates  in  such  manner  as  to  hold  said  joints 
together  in  a  safe  and  efficient  condition,  and  that  said  repairs,  replace- 
ments and  improvements  herein  ordered  shall  be  fully  completed 
within  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  of  the  service  of  this  order  upon 
said  defendant  company.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown 
Traction  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  prop- 
erly ballast  the  entire  length  of  its  roadway;  and  to  construct  and 
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maintain  in  a  proper  and  safe  manner  the  four  crossings  following, 
over  and  upon  its  right  of  way,  to-wit:  The  crossing  at  the  residence 
of  Mr.  W.  E.  Gilliland,  1648  Atcheson  street,  Columbus,  Ohio;  the 
crossing  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  C.  M.  Schaffner  between  the  Pennsyl- 
vania railway  bridge  and  Sylvia  avenue ;  the  crossing  at  the  residence 
of  Mr.  G.  W.  Webb,  at  Stop  No.  6,  and  the  crossing  at  the  property 
of  Mr.  Nicholas  Plank  at  Stop  No.  7,  and  that  said  ballasting  and  re- 
pair of  crossings  herein  ordered  shall  be  fully  completed  within  ninety 
(90)  days  from  the  date  of  the  service  of  this  order  upon  said  de- 
fendant company.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown 
Traction  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  renew 
and  put  in  proper  repair  all  bonds  connecting  its  rails,  from  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  to  the  eastern  terminus 
of  the  road  of  said  traction  company,  and  to  provide  cross  connecting 
bonds  between  its  rails  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  one  thousand 
(1,000)  feet  throughout  the  entire  length  of  its  road,  said  cross  con- 
necting bonds  to  have  a  current-carrying  capacity  equivalent  to  the 
current-carrying  capacity  of  one  of  the  rails  so  connected  by  said  cross 
connecting  bonds,  and  that  the  renewal  and  repair  of  all  bonds  con- 
necting the  rails  and  the  installation  of  all  cross  connecting  bonds, 
as  herein  ordered,  be  fully  completed  within  ninety  (90)  days  from 
the  date  of  the  service  of  this  order  upon  said  defendant  company.  It 
is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown 
Traction  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  pro- 
cure, provide  and  maintain  in  good  operating  order  at  all  times  in 
the  future,  from  the  date  of  the  service  of  this  order  upon  said  de- 
fendant company,  not  less  than  five  passenger  cars.    It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  said  The  Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown 
Traction  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  pro- 
cure, provide  and  place  in  service,  within  four  (4)  months  from  the 
date  of  the  service  of  this  order  upon  said  defendant  company,  at  least 
one  freight  car,  equipped  with  power,  for  handling  freight.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown 
Traction  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  thor- 
oughly overhaul  and  repair  its  passenger  cars  numbered  thirty-one 
(31)  and  thirty-seven  (37),  at  the  rate  of  one  car  per  month,  said 
time  to  run  from  the  date  of  the  service  of  this  order  upon  said  de- 
fendant company. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  allegations  of  the  com- 
plaint that  the  rates  and  fares  of  said  defendant  company  are  unrea- 
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sonable,  are  not  sufficiently  definite  to  justify  any  order  with  respect 
thereto. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  averment  that  said  de- 
fendant company  refuses-  to  sell  tickets  within  the  city  of  Columbus. 
Ohio,  according  to  law,  and  refuses  to  receive  its  own  tickets  between 
two  points  going  in  either  direction,  is  not  sustained  by  the  evidence. 

SUPPLEMENTAL  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  petition  of  the  defendant, 
The  Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown  Traction  Company,  for 
a  rehearing  of  this  case  insofar  as  it  relates  to  the  freight  service  of 
said  company  and  for  a  vacation  of  that  part  of  the  order  issued  by 
the  Commission  in  said  case  requiring  said  defendant  company  to 
provide  a  freight  car  to  be  used  in  its  freight  service;  and  said  peti- 
tion having  been  heard,  and  said  case  having  been  reheard  as  to  that 
part  thereof  relating  to  the  freight  service  of  said  defendant  company, 
and  having  been  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Commission  being  fully 
advised  in  the  premises,  finds  the  grounds  of  said  petition  for  a  vaca- 
tion of  that  part  of  said  order  requiring  said  defendant  company  to  pro- 
vide a  freight  car  to  be  used  in  its  freight  service  not  well  taken,  and 
does,  therefore,  dismiss  the  same ;  to  all  of  which  said  defendant  com- 
pany excepts. 


292.   The  Cambridge  Glass  Company,  Complainants,  versus  The  Ohio 
Fuel  Supply  Company,  Defendant.    Dismissed  August  7,  1913. 

In  this  proceeding,  the  complainant  attacked,  as  unreasonable 
and  excessive,  a  rate  of  16  cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet  for  natural  gas, 
with  a  discount  of  one  cent  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  and  minimum 
monthly  consumption  of  2,000,000  cubic  feet,  upon  which  basis  it  had 
contracted  with  the  defendant,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  September, 
191 1,  for  One  year  beginning  the  first  of  October,  191 1,  for  fuel  to  b^ 
consumed  at  its  Cambridge  and  ByesviUe  factories,  when  defendant's 
tariff,  filed  with  the  Commission  on  the  twenty-eighth  of  September, 
191 1,  carries  rate  for  commercial  use  at  these  points  of  fifteen  cents 
net,  with  no  minimum  requirement.  The  proceeding  was  dismissed 
with  the  entering  of  the  following  order  : 

It  appearing  that  complainant  has  failed,  neglected  and  refused 
to  bring  this  case  to  a  hearing,  it  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  case  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  dismissed 
for  want  of  prosecution. 
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293.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Com- 
pany to  exercise  franchise  within  the  corporation  of  Anna,  Shelby 
coimty,  Ohio;  dlso  in  that  part  of  the  city  of  Sidney,  Shelby 
county,  Ohio,  not  now  occupied  by  it;  and  also  in  the  rural  dis- 
tricts of  said  Shelby  county,  Ohio.    Approved  March  20,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  having,  on  the  twelfth  day 
of  July,  1912,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  a  certificate  showing  that 
it  is  proper  and  necessary,  for  the  public  convenience,  for  said  com- 
pany to  exercise  its  licenses,  permits,  rights  and  franchises,  heretofore 
granted  by  proper  public  authority  and,  thereafter,  to  own  and  operate 
a  plant  and  system  for  furnishing  telephone  service  and  to  extend  its 
lines  and  furnish  its  service  in  and  around  the  corporation  of  Anna, 
Shelby  county,  Ohio,  in  the  city  of  Sidney,  Shelby  county,  Ohio,  and 
in  the  rural  districts- of  said  Shelby  county,  Ohio,  and  The  Sidney 
Telephone  Company  having,  by  answer  to  the  petition  of  said  The 
Farmers'  Telephone  Company,  denied  the  material  allegations  of  said 
petition,  and  having  further  alleged  that  adequate  telephone  service, 
at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  said  petition  and  for  a  long  time  prior 
thereto,  was  being  furnished  in  each  and  all  of  said  localities  and  to 
all  the  inhabitants  thereof  who  desired  the  same  by  The  Sidney  Tele- 
phone Company,  and  denying  specifically  that  the  public  convenience 
rendered  necessary  or  proper  the  further  exercise  of  any  license,  per- 
mit, right  or  franchise  granted  to,  obtained  or  acquired  by  said  The 
Farmers'  Telephone  Company  to  own  and  operate  a  plant  for  furnish- 
ing telephone  service,  or  to  further  extend  its  lines  and  furnish  its 
service  in  said  localities,  or  either  of  them,  and  said  matter  having 
been  set  down  for  hearing  on  Tuesday,  August  6,  1912,  at  ten  o'clock 
a.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having 
been  given  to  all  parties  interested,  and  having  been  heard  on  said 
day  and  the  succeeding  day,  and  the  further  consideration  thereof  con- 
tinued from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consid- 
eration. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  the  evidence  and  the  arguments 
of  counsel,  and  examining  the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the 
premises,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  said  The  Farmers'  Telephone 
Company  was  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio, 
for  the  purpose,  among  others,  of  carrying  on  and  doing  a  general  tele- 
phone business  for  profit  in  Shelby  county,  Ohio,  with  its  principal 
office  and  place  of  business  in  Sidney,  Ohio ;  that,  in  accordance  with 
its  charter  provisions  and  in  pursuance  of  the  licenses,  permits,  rights 
and  franchises  granted  to  said  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  by 
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various  local  authorities  in  said  Shelby  county,  said  The  Farmers' 
Telephone  Company  had,  prior  to  the  filing  of  this  application  and 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  191 1,  built  and  established  a  telephone 
plant  and  system  and  had  installed  a  large  number  of  telephones  in 
the  business  houses  and  residences  of  Sidney,  Ohio,  and  in  the  rural 
communities  and  districts  of  said  Shelby  county,  Ohio,  and  was,  at 
said  times,  doing  a  general  telephone  business  in  said  Shelby  county, 
Ohio. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  it  is  proper  and  necessary, 
for  the  public  convenience,  for  the  said  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Com- 
pany to  exercise  the  licenses,  permits,  rights  and  franchises,  which 
said  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  has  obtained,  secured  and 
acquired,  to  own  and  operate  a  plant  for  furnishing  telephone  service, 
and  to  extend  its  lines  and  furnish  its  service  in  and  around  the  village 
of  Anna,  the  city  of  Sidney,  and  in  the  rural  districts  of  Shelby  county, 
Ohio,  as  fully  set  out  in  the  petition  filed  herein  by  said  The  Farmers' 
Telephone  Company.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  this  Commission  certify,  and  it  does  hereby  cer- 
tify, that  it  is  proper  and  necessary,  for  the  public  convenience,  for 
the  said  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  to  exercise  its  licenses, 
permits,  rights  and  franchises  which  said  The  Farmers'  Telephone  has 
obtained,  secured  or  acquired,  to  own  and  operate  a  plant  for  furnish- 
ing telephone  service,  and  to  extend  its  lines  and  furnish  its  service 
in  and  around  the  village  of  Anna,  and  in  the  city  of  Sidney  and  in 
the  rural  districts  of  Shelby  county,  Ohio,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  peti- 
tion, which  is  made  a  part  of  this  order  by  reference.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  be,  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  to  6perate  its  plant  for  furnishing  telephone 
service,  and  to  extend  its  lines  and  furnish  its  service  in  and  around 
the  village  of  Anna,  and  in  the  city  of  Sidney,  and  in  the  rural  dis- 
tricts of  Shelby  county,  Ohio,  in  the  manner  fully  set  out  in  said  peti- 
tion.

Ordered,  That  the  certificate  of  public  convenience  hereiij  granted 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  made  valid,  and  the  authority  herein  con- 
ferred may  be  exercised,  from  and  after  this  date. 


299.  James  P.  McAlister  and  Company,  Complainants,  versus  The 
Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  Defendant.  Dismissed  Feb- 
ruary 27,  1913. 

OPINION,  FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

In  this  case,  which  is  brought  under  sections  579-80  of  the  Gen- 
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eral  Code,  as  amended  May  9,  1910,  O.  L.,  Vol.  loi,  p.  173,  the  com- 
plainant makes  a  claim  against  the  defendant  for  an  alleged  over- 
charge in  freight,  amounting  to  forty-nine  cents,  on  a  shipment  of 
hay  moving  from  Prospect  Ohio,  to  Columbus,  Ohio. 

The  complainant  alleges  that  freight  charges  were  assessed  on  a 
weight  of  22,000  pounds,  and  that  the  weight  at  destination,  as  found 
by  complainant,  was  but  21,300  pounds,  and  that  the  freight  charges 
should  be  corrected  to  the  basis  of  the  weight  at  destination,  and  that 
the  defendant  should  refund  to  the  complainant  the  difference,  amount- 
ing, on  700  pounds,  to  forty-nine  cents. 

The  defendant  demurs  generally  to  the  complaint  and  in  a 
memorandum  submitted  in  support  of  the  demurrer,  attention  is  di- 
rected to  the  provisions  of  defendant's  freight  tariff  on  file  with  the 
Commission,  being  designated  as  R.  C.  O.  No.  755,  which  tariff  names 
exceptions  to  the  official  classification  and  contains,  amqng  other  pro- 
visions, the  following: 

"HAY,  WEIGHTS  ON. 

"(a)  Freight  charges  on  hay,  carloads,  will  be  computed  on 
basis  of  actual  weig^ht,  as  certified  by  shippers,  (subject  to  min- 
imum carload  weights  as  provided  for  by  Official  (Classification 
I.  C.  C. — O.  C.  37  or  subsequent  issues,  published  by  Agent  F.  S. 
Holbrook). 

"Corrections  in  freight  charges  will  not  be  accepted,  nor 
will  claims  be  participated  in  which  may  be  based  on  out-turned 
weights  at  destination." 

Defendant  also  submits  as  an  exhibit  the  consignor's  certificate 
in  which  the  weight  of  the  hay  at  the  point  of  shipment  is  shown  to 
be  22,000  pounds,  the  basis  upon  which  the  freight  charges  were  com- 
puted, and  the  defendant  relies  generally  upon  the  proposition  that  a 
carrier  must  make  its  charges  in  accordance  with  its  tariffs. 

The  complainant  does  not  contend  that  the  shipper  made  a  mis- 
take, either  intentional  or  accidental,  in  fixing  the  weight  at  the  time 
and  place  of  shipment,  which  is  set  out  in  the  certificate,  nor  is  any 
claim  made  that  the  rule  and  regulation  contained  in  defendant's  tariff 
governing  hay  shipments  is  unreasonable,  nor  is  there  any  allegation 
that  there  was  any  loss  in  transit. 

The  only  question  before  the  Commission,  therefore,  is  whether 
the  freight  charge  should  be  assessed  on  the  weight  as  certified  by 
the  consignor  and  accepted  by  the  defendant,  as  provided  in  defendant's 
tariff,  or  upon  the  weight  found  by  the  consignee  at  destination.  The 
law  requires  a  carrier  to  make  its  freight  charges  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  its  tariffs,  which  are  legally  published  and  filed.  The 
tariff  of  the  defendant  governing  hay  shipments  specifically  provides 
that  the  weights  certified  by  the  consignor  shall  be  the  basis  for  the 
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freight  charges,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  allegation  of  fraud  or  mis- 
take on  the  part  of  the  consignor,  and  of  any  claim  that  there  was  a 
loss  of  the  commodity  in  transit,  or  that  the  defendant's  tariff  regula- 
tions are  unreasonable,  no  other  conclusion  can  be  reached  than  that 
the  freight  charges  were  properly  assessed  and  that  there  was,  in  the 
legal  sense,  no  overcharge. 

The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  demurrer 
of  defendant  should  be  sustained  and  this  complaint  dismissed.  An 
order  will  be  entered  accordingly. 

ENTRY. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  general  demurrer  of 
the  defendant  to  complainant's  petition  and  was  argued  by  counsel, 
and  the  Commission,  geing  fully  advised,  finds  the  ground  of  said  de- 
murrer well  taken  and  does,  therefore,  sustain  the  same  and  this  com- 
plaint is  dismissed,  to  all  of  which  the  complainant  excepts.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Newton  Falls  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  twenty-ninth  day 
of  July,  1912,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and  authority 
of  the  Commission  to  issue  and  distribute,  pro  rata,  to  its  several 
present  stockholders,  its  capital  stock  of  the  principal  amount  of  eight 
hundred  and  sixty  dollars  in  reimbursement  for  moneys  theretofore  ac- 
tually expended  from  income  for  the  construction  of  additions,  exten- 
sions, improvements  and  betterments  tO  its  plant  and  property,  which 
said  moneys  said  stockholders  might,  otherwise,  have  received  as  divi- 
dends upon  their  said  investment,  and  said  The  Newton  Falls  Tele- 
phone Company  having,  on  the  eleventh  day  of  April,  1913,  filed  its 
amended  petition  herein  increasing  the  principal  amount  of  said  stock 
so  sought  to  be  issued  and  distributed,  as  a  stock  dividend,  to  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty  dollars,  as  fully  set  out  in 
said  petition  and  amended  petition,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  mat- 
ter having  been  fixed  for  Monday,  April  21,  1913,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m., 
and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given, 
and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and  the  further  consideration 
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thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for 
final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  amended  petition,  the  evi- 
dence and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it 
appearing  that  said  capital  stock  is  to  be  issued  to  the  present  stock- 
holders of  said  company  in  reimbursement  of  moneys,  heretofore 
actually  expended  from  income  for  the  construction  of  additions,  ex-

Ordered^  That  said  capital  stock  be,  by  said  The  Newton  Falls 
Telephone  Company,  distributed  pro  rata  among  its  present  stock- 
holders in  reimbursement  for  certain  moneys  heretofore  expended 
from  income  for  the  construction  of  additions,  extensions,  improve- 
ments and  betterments  to  its  plant  and  property,  which  said  moneys 
said  stockholders  might,  otherwise,  have  received  as  dividends  upon 
their  said  investment.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Newton  Falls  Telephone  Company  make 
verified  report  to  the  Commission  of  the  distribution  of  said  capital 
stock,  detailing  the  names  of  its  present  stockholders,  their  respective 
present  holdings  of  its  capital  stock  and  the  amount  of  said  capital 
stock  herein  authorized  to  be  issued  and  distributed,  tjy  them  received 
upon  such  distribution. 


302.  In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  The  Chillicothe  Gas,  Light  and 
Water  Company  from  the  rate  fixed  for  water  by  the  Council 
of  said  city  by  Ordinance  No.  362,  New  Series. 

No  determination  has,  as  yet,  been  made  of  this  proceeding, 
wherein  The  Chillicothe  Gas,  Light  and  Water  Company  attacked, 
as  unreasonable  the  rates  for  water,  to  be  furnished  by  the  appellant, 
fixed  by  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Chillicothe,  passed  June  3,  1912. 
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312.  James  Ross,  Complainant,  versus  The  Columbus  Railway  and 
Light  Company,  and  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company,  De- 
fendants/  Dismissed  January  30,  191 3. 

This  proceeding  was  instituted  upon  the  erection  of  a  new  in- 
terurban  station  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  when  the  defendants  aban- 
doned the  operation  of  certain  cars  east  on  Rich  street  from  Scioto  to 
Third  street.  Upon  hearing  thereof,  the  same  was  dismissed  by  the 
spreading  of  the  following  entry : 

It  appearing  that  the  issues  raised  in  this  case  by  the  pleadings 
involve  and  require  a  construction  and  interpretation  of  the  terms 
of  the  franchise  granted  by  the  city  of  Columbus  to  said  defendants, 
and  it  appearing  that  the  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  and  no 
authority  of  law  to  determine  the  issues  so  raised,  this  case  is,  there- 
fore, dismissed.

due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given., 
and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and  the  further  consideration 
thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for 
final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
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ining  the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  aftd  it  ap- 
pearing that  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said  preferred  capital  stock 
are  to  be  expended  in  the  payment  and  discharge  of  obligations,  and 
the  reimbursement  of  petitioner's  income  account  for  moneys  ex- 
pended therefrom  for  purposes  properly  chargeable  to  petitioner's 
capital  account,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  should  be  granted.

Second:  The  reimbursement  of  petitioner's  income  account 
for  moneys  expended  therefrom  for  the  construction  of 
additions,  extensions,  improvements  and  betterments  to 
its  system  of  railway,  as  fully  set  out  on  page  three  of  the 
petition  herein,  which  is  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference.      50,000  00 

It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Dayton  and  Troy  Electric  Railway  Com- 
pany make  verified  report  to  this  Commission,  as  follows :  Upon  the 
issue  and  sale  of  said  five  per  cent,  cumulative  preferred  capital  stock, 
or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms  and  conditions\of 
sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price 
obtainable  but  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value  thereof;  at 
the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  three  months  from  the  date 
of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  arising 
from  the  sale  of  said  preferred  capital  stock,  setting  forth,  in  reason- 
able detail,  the  purposes  to  which  said  proceeds  have  been  devoted,

This  company  having  failed  to  appear  at  the  time  specified  in  the 
order  instituting  this  investigation,  the  subject  of  its  failure  to  file  a 
schedule  of  rates  was  referred  to  the  attorney  general. 


320.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  operar 
tion  of  The  Washington  and  Monroe  Telephone  Company,  with 
respect  to  its  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

Another  investigation,  instituted  upon  the  failure  of  the  company 
to  file  a  schedule  of  rates,  etc.,  which  has  been  referred  to  the  attorney 
general  because  of  the  failure  of  the  official  summoned  to  appear  be- 
fore the  Commission  at  the  time  fixed. 


325.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Parkman  Telephone  Company,  with  respect  to  its 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

This  matter  remains  undisposed  of,  the  Commission  having  re- 
ferred the  matter  of  this  company's  failure  to  file  a  schedule  of  rates 
to  the  attorney  general. 


326.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Washington  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  of  Washington  C.  H.,  Ohio,  for  authority  to 
issue  and  sell  $50,000.00  capital  stock.  Supplemental  Order  is- 
sued December  30,  igia. 

SUPPLEMENTAL  ORDER. 
The  Washington  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  of  Washington  C 
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H.,  Ohio,  a  corporation,  having,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  November. 
1912,  secured,  by  an  order  duly  entered  herein,  the  consent  and  author- 
ity of  the  Commission  to  issue  and  sell  its  capital  stock  of  the  par 
value  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  devoted  to 
the  reimbursement  of  said  company  for  moneys,  by  it  expended  from 
income  for  the  purchase  of  material  and  apparatus  and  the  construc- 
tion of  additions,  extensions,  improvements  and  betterments  to  its 
plant  and  property,  within  the  period  January  i,  1907,  to  January  i, 
1912,  and  said  corporation  having,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  December 
1912,  by  a  statement  in  the  form  and  after  the  manner  prescribed  in 
said  order  of  November  15,  191 2,  reported  to  the  Commission  the  sale 
of  all  of  said  capital  stock  and  the  deposit  of  the  proceeds  thereof,  in 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  the  treasury  of  said  company, 
and  having,  on  said  December  30,  1912,  filed  its  petition  for  an  order 
of  this  Commission  authorizing  the  distribution  of  said  fund  among 
its  several  stockholders,  and  having,  on  said  day  represented  and 
shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commission  that  said  fund  is  com- 
posed of  surplus  earnings  from  the  operations  of  the  company,  prop- 
erly accruing  to  the  holders  of  said  securities  as  a  return  upon  their 
said  investment,  which  had  been  diverted  therefrom  to  facilitate  and 
expedite  the  development  of  said  property,  the  Commission  is  satis- 
fied that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.  It  is,  there- 
fore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Washington  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
be,  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  distribute,  pro  rata,  among  its  sev- 
eral stockholders,  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000.00),  pro- 
cured from  the  sale  of  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an  order  made 
and  entered  herein,  as  of  date,  November  15,  1912,  and  thereafter  de- 
posited in  its  treasury  in  reimbursement  of  income  for  moneys  ex- 
pended therefrom  for  the  purchase  of  material  and  apparatus  and  the 
construction  of  additions,  extensions,  improvements  and  betterments 
to  its  plant  and  property,  within  the  period  January  i,  1907,  to  Janu- 
ary I,  1912.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Washington  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
make  verified  report  to  the  Commission  of  the  allotment  and  distri- 
bution of  said  sum  among  its  several  stockholders.  , 


327.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Washington  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  of  Washington  C.  H.,  Ohio,  for  authority  to 
issue  and  sell  $100,000.00  mortgage  bonds.  Supplemental  Order 
issued  December  3,  1912. 

SUPPLEMENTAL  ORDER. 
The  Commission  having  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  the  fifteenth  day 
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of  November,  1912,  entered  its  order  in  this  proceeding,  which  said 
order  reads,  in  part,  as  follows : 

"It  is,  therefore,  ordered,  That  said  The  Washington  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  of  Washington  C.  H.,  Ohio,  be,  and  it  hereby 
is  authorized  to  issue  its  twenty  year  five  per  cent,  mortgage 
bonds  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars." 

and,  thereafter,  in  said  order  of  date,  November  15,  1912,  designated 
the  matters  and  things  for  which  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale 
of  said  bdnds  shall  be  expended,  and  providing  further  that  the  same 
shall  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  for  not  less  than  the 
par  value  thereof,  and  said  The  Washington  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany, having  on  the  third  day  of  December,  1912,  filed  its  application 
for  a  modification  and  amendment  of  said  order,  and,  on  said  day. 
represented  and  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commission  that 
since  the  granting  of  said  order  of  date,  November  15,'  1912,  it  has 
made  diligent  eflforts  to  dispose  of  said  bonds  at  the  price  fixed  in 
said  order,  to-wit,  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  but  that  such 
eflfdrts  have  not  met  with  success  and  that  it  is  not  possible  to  dis- 
pose of  said  bonds  at  said  price,  but  that  to  secure  such  price  said 
bonds  m.ust  bear  interest  at  a  rate  of  not  less  than  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  com- 
pany for  a  modification  of  said  order  should  be  granted.  It  is,  there- 
fore, 

Ordered,  That  the  order  of  this  Commission  made  and  entered 
herein,  as  of  date  November  15,  191 2,  be,  and  it  hereby  is  modified 
and  amended  that  wherever  the  words  "five  per  cent,  mortgage 
bonds"  occur  therein,  the  same  be  made  to  read  "six  per  cent,  mort- 
gage bonds." 


328.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opcr- 
action  of  The  Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company,  with  respect  to  its 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law.  Dismissed  March 
18,  1913. 

This  proceeding,  which  was  instituted  upon  the  failure  of  in- 
formal efforts  to  secure  the  filing,  by  The  Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Com- 
pany, of  tariffs  showing  the  rates  or  charges  imposed  where  its  gas 
was  sold  to  other  corporations  or  individuals  engaged  in  the  distri- 
bution and  furnishing  of  natural  gas  to  private  consumers,  was  closed 
with  the  following  entry. 

It  appearing  that  said  The  Ohio  Fael  Supply  Company  has 
filed  with  the  Commission  copies  of  its  contracts  with  other  utilities 
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for  the  furnishing  of  gas,  except  with  The  Federal  Gas  Company,  of 
Columbus,  Ohio,  and  it  appearing  that  said  The  Federal  Gas  Com- 
pany is  a  subsidiary  of  said  The  Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company,  this 
case  is,  therefore,  dismissed. 


332.  Investigation  of  the  manner  in  which  the  iwropcrtics  of  The  Put- 
nam Telephone  Company  are  being  managed,  operated  and  con- 
ducted in  the  village  of  Ottawa,  Ohio,  especially  with  respect 
to  the  adequacy,  efficiency,  sufficiency  and  accommodation  of  its 
service.    Order  issued  November  27,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

As  of  date,  November  27,  1912,  this  proceeding  was  closed  with 
the  promulgation  of  the  following  finding  and  order : 

The  Commission  having,  on  its  own  initiative,  investigated  the 
manner  in  which  the  properties  of  The  Putnam  Telephone  Company 
are  being  managed,  operated  and  conducted  in  the  village  of  Ottawa. 
Ohio,  especially  with  respect  to  the  adequacy,  efficiency,  sufficiency 
and  accommodation  of  its  service,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  said  investigation  having  been  given  to  said  company,  and 
said  company  having  acknowledged  the  service  of  the  notice  of  said 
investigation,  and  having  appeared  by  its  duly  accredited  officers  and 
representatives  thereat,  and  the  Commission  having  found  from  said 
investigation  that  the  service  rendered  by  said  company  in  the  village 
of  Ottawa  is  inadequate,  insufficient,  inefficient  and  cannot  be  ob- 
tained, in  that  said  company  has  not  sufficient  plant  and  equipment 
to  enable  it  to  furnish  adequate  telephone  service  to  its  customers: 
patrons  and  subscribers  and  the  public,  and  the  Commission  having 
further  found  from  said  investigation  that  certain  repairs,  improve- 
ments and  additions  should  be  made  by  said  company  to  its  plant  and 
equipment  so  that  said  company  may  be  enabled  to  furnish  adequate, 
efficient  and  sufficient  service  to  its  customers,  patrons  and  subscribers 
and  to  the  public,  it  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Putnam  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it 
hereby  is  required  to  install  in  its  central  station  in  the  village  of 
Ottawa,  Putnam  county,  Ohio,  a  new  switchboard  and  central  office 
equipment.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Putnam  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it 
hereby  is  required  to  remove  the  present  duplex  and  open  wire  in 
the  alley  in  the  rear  of  its  central  office,  and  in  the  alley  north  of  Main 
street,  in  said  village  of  Ottawa,  Ohio,  and  to  install,  in  lieu  thereof, 
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cable  of  sufficient  size  to  make  metallic  all  the  city  lines  entering  said 
central  office,  and  to  erect  and  install  standard  cable  boxes  and  ter- 
minals at  the  ends  of  its  present  cable.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Putnam  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it 
hereby  is  required  to  renew  all  bad  cross-arms  in  the  said  village  of 
Ottawa,  to  remove  slack  from  all  open  line  wires  remaining  on  its 
pole  lines,  and  to  solder  all  joints  at  the  subscribers'  drops  and  houses 
and  on  the  cable  poles  where  the  line  wires  attach  to  the  cable  wires. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Putnam  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it 
hereby  is  required  to  inaugurate  the  making  of  said  repairs,  improve- 
ments and  additions  to  its  plant  and  equipment  forthwith,  and  that 
the  same  shall  be  fully  completed,  and  in  use  and  operation  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  March,  1913. 


336.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Columbus  Gas  and  Fuel  Company,  of  Columbus, 
Ohio,  with  respect  to  the  safety  and  security  of  the  public. 

As  yet,  the  Commission  has  made  no  determination  in  this  pro- 
ceeding, which  was  an  investigation,  upon  its  own  initiative,  as  to  the 
safety  of  the  use  by  The  Columbus  Gas  and  Fuel  Company  of  indi- 
vidual regulators  in  the  premises  of  its  patrons  receiving  service  from 
high  pressure  mains. 


342.   Charles  S.  Turner,  Complainant,  versus  The  Toledo  Railways  and 
Light  Company,  Defendant.    Order  issued  April  7,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings,  the  evidence 
and  the  exhibits,  and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Commission, 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds  that  the  "Schedule  of  rates, 
joint  rates,  tolls,  rentals,  classifications  and  charges  for  hot  water 
heating,  and  rules  and  regulations  affecting  same,"  as  filed  with  this 
Commission  by  said  defendant  company  on  the  third  day  of  April 
1912,  is  incomplete,  indefinite,  obscure,  difficult  of  comprehension  and 
subject  to  discrimination  in  application.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  "Schedule  of  rates,  joint  rates,  tolls,  rentals., 
classifications  and  charges  for  hot  water  heating,  and  rules  and  regu- 
lations affecting  same"  shall  be,  by  said  The  Toledo  Railways  and 
Light  Company,  cancelled.    It  is  further 
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Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Toledo  Railways  and  Light 
Company,  prepare,  publish  and  file  with  this  Commission,  on  or  be- 
fore the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  1913,  a  schedule  of  rates,  rules  and 
regulations  for  hot  water  heating,  which  schedule  shall  contain  all  of 
the  provisions  and  requirements  following,  to-wit: 

First. 

RULE  FOR  DETERMINL\G  SQUARE  FEET  OF  RADIA- 
TION REQUIRED  TO  HEAT  BUILDING. 

Take  area  of  exposed  walls  in  building.  From  this  substract 
the  area  of  window  and  door  openings  (frame  measurement)  in 
exposed  walls.  This  remainder  should  be  divided  by  wall  constant 
(see  table)  and  to  the  result  should  be  added  the  area  of  window 
and  door  openings  (frame  measurement).  This  sum  should  be 
multiplied  by  75,  and  to  this  result  should  be  added  the  cubic 
contents  of  the  room.  This  sum  should  be  multiplied  by  temper- 
ature constant  (see  table).  The  result  is  the  square  feet  of  radia- 
tion (cast  iron)  required  to  heat  building  when  building  is  of 
good  construction.

Any  room  or  space  having  an  opening  which  may  communi- 
cate with  the  rooms  or  space  to  be  heated,  must  be  included  in 
the  measurement  for  space  heated,  whether  radiation  be  installed 
or  not  in  such  room  or  space. 

Second.  The  foregoing  rule  is  for  ideal  conditions,  requiring 
the  minimum  amount  of  heat  for  given  cubic  contents.  To  the 
radiation  requirement  thus  calculated,  there  must  be  added  a  per- 
centage to  provide  for  exposed  locations,  bad  construction,  in- 
sufficient or  improper  repairs,  and  other  conditions  which  would 
make  the  minimum  radiation  requirement  inadequate  to  keep  the 
building  comfortably  warmed.  These  conditions,  which  cannot 
be  ascertained  by  general  rule,  add  from  five  to  twenty-five  per 
cent,  above  the  minimum  or  ideal  requirement. 

In  all  cases  where  the  conditions  are  not  ideal,  as  above  de- 
fined, the  company  shall  so  notify  the  applicant  and  shall  specify 
the  particulars  in  which  the  building  is  not  in  ideal  condition  and 
shall  indicate  the  percentage  of  radiation  which  must  be  added 
by  reason  of  such  condition  of  the  building,  whereupon  the  ap- 
plicant shall  have  the  option  of  making  the  repairs  and  changes 
so  specified  or  any  part  of  them,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  cor- 
responding reduction  in  the  per  cent,  of  increased  radiation  re- 
quired. 

Third.  The  company  agrees  to  furnish  hot  water  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  heat  said  building  to  a  temperature  of  70  deg.,  Fah- 
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renheit,  in  coldest  weather,  provided  that  sufficient  radiation  be 
installed  by  the  consumer  to  maintain  the  desired  temperature. 
Evidence  of  the  sufficiency  of  quantity  of  water  shall  be  that 
the  temperature  of  the  hot  water  has  not  dropped  more  than  30 
deg.  While  passing  through  the  consumer's  heating  system,  as 
shown  by  not  less  than  four  tests  taken  fifteen  minutes  apart, 
in  succession,  tests  to  be  made  at  the  point  of  entrance  of  service 
to  the  building. 

Fourth.  The  surface  area  of  all  hot  water  pipes  installed  in 
basement,  or  other  space  on  the  premises,  not  included  in  the 
measurement  for  radiation,  will  be  charged  for  as  radiation  un- 
less pipes  be  covered  with  an  efficient  pipe  covering  of  not  less 
than  one  inch  thickness. 

Fifth.  Consumers  connected  to  the  hot  water  service  Septem- 
ber 30,  or  later,  will  be  charged  for  fifty  per  cent.  (50%)  of  the 
expired  portion  of  the  heating  season  and  at  the  full  rate  for  the 
balance  of  the  season. 

Sixth. 

RATES— DIRECT  RADIATION.

Seventh.    The  regulations  are  set  forth  in  each  contract  and 

are  as  follows: 

1st.  The  consumer  agrees  to  equip  and  furnish  the 
above  described  premises  with  an  interior  system  of  radia- 
tion, consisting  of  radiators,  pipes  and  other  apparatus  and 
appliances  for  hot  water  heating,  extending  to  the  outside 
basement  wall  of  the  building  at  a  point  designated  by  the 
company,  if  not  already  so  equipped  and  extended,  the  ar- 
rangement and  material  of  said  system  and  the  workman- 
ship thereon  to  be  approved  by  the  company  before  any 
obligation  on  its  part  is  incurred  hereunder.  All  pipes  and 
connections  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  placed  out- 
side of  the  basement  wall  of  said  premises,  at  the  expense  of 
the  company,  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  the  com- 
pany and  subject  to  its  exclusive  control  and  may  be  re- 
moved by  it  whenever  this  contract  is  terminated  for  any 
cause. 

2nd.  The  company  agrees  to  furnish  hot  water  in  suffi- 
cient quantity  to  heat  said  building  to  a  temperature  of  70 
deg.,  Fahr.,  in  coldest  weather,  provided  that  sufficient  radia- 
tion be  installed  by  the  consumer  to  maintain  the  desired 
temperature.  Evidence  of  the  sufficiency  of  quantity  of 
water  shall  be  that  the  temperature  of  the  hot  water  has  not 
dropped  more  than  30  deg.  while  passing  through  the  con- 
sumer's heating  system,  as  shown  by  not  less  than  four  tests 
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taken  fifteen  minutes  apart,  in  succession,  tests  to  be  made 
at  the  point  of  entrance  of  service  to  the  building. 

3rd.  The  consumer  agrees  that  he  will  not  in  any  man- 
ner change,  divert  or  use  the  water  circulating  through  said 
interior  system  and  through  said  connections  or  permit  the 
same  to  be  so  changed,  diverted  or  used,  and  will  exercise 
at  all  times  reasonable  care  for,  the  protection  of  the  com- 
pany's property  on  the  premises  and  will  not  install  any 
additional  radiation  in  said  premises  without  the  written 
consent  of  the  company  endorsed  hereon,  and  that  the  au- 
thorized agents  and  employes  of  the  company  shall  have  the 
right  to  enter  at  all  reasonable  hours  upon  the  premises 
herein  described  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  said  interior 
system  and  said  connections;  that  he  will  at  all  times  keep 
said  interior  system  and  the  building  in  good  repair  and 
condition  at  his  own  expense,  and  the  outside  openings 
properly  closed  so  as  to  exclude  the  outside  air  in  cold 
weather;  and  it  is  expressly  agreed  that  the  company  shall 
not  be  liable  for  any  failure  of  circulation  in  said  interior 
system  nor.  for  damage  to  person  or  property  arising  directly 
or  indirectly  from  the  furnishing  of  said  heat  on  said  prem- 
ises or  for  defects  in  said  interior  system. 

4th.  The  heating  season  is  from  the  15th  day  of  Septem- 
ber to  the  31st  day  of  the  following  May.  This  contract  shall 
expire  on  June  15  following  the  end  of  the  heating  season. 

Sth.  The  consumer  agrees  to  pay  for  the  heating  of  said 

interior  system  the  sum  of dollars  in 

equal  monthly  installments  of dollars, 

beginning ,  191 . . 

6th.  This  contract  cannot  be  assigned  or  transferred  by 
the  consumer  in  any  manner  or  form,  but  is  exclusively  made 
by  the  company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  with  the  con- 
sumer himself. 

7th.  The  consumer  agrees  that  he  will  prevent  all  per- 
sons other  than  the  duly  authorized  representatives  of  the 
company  from  making  use  of  the  shut-off  cocks  of  the  heat- 
ing connections  outside  of  the  building;  that  when  the  circu- 
lation is  once  established  and  the  water  turned  on  such  serv- 
ice shall  not  be  discontinued  except  by  an  authorized  repre- 
sentative of  the  company;  that  the  company  may  seal  all 
drain  valves  between  the  heating  system  and  the  sewer; 
and  in  case  drain  valves  or  other  valves  are  interfered  with 
by  any  person  such  interference  shall  constitute  a  breach  of 
this  contract  on  the  part  of  the  consumer. 

Sth.  If  the  consumer  shall  fail  to  perform  any  condition 
of  this  contract  on  his  part  to  be  performed,  or  shall  in  any 
manner  permit  a  breach  hereof,  the  company  may,  at  its  op- 
tion, terminate  this  contract  without  notice  and  without  in- 
curring any  liability  for  damages  occasioned  thereby. 

9th.  This  contract  is  subject  to  all  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  company  as  now  existing  or  as  hereafter 
amended,  and  no  promise,  agreement  or  representation  of 
any  agent  or  employe  of  the  company  shall  be  valid  unless 
incorporated  in  this  contract. 
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loth.  This  contract  shall  not  be  binding  unless  executed 
by  the  assistant  general  manager  of  the  company. 

nth.  A  discount  of  ten  per  cent.  (io%)  shall  be  allowed 
if  bill  is  paid  at  the  office  of  the  company  within  ten  days 
from  date  of  bill. 

It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  the  formula  contained  in  said  schedule,  so  pre- 
pared, published  and  filed  as  herein  ordered,  shall  be  set  out  in  arith- 
metical terms  and  not  in  algebraic  symbols.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Toledo  Railways  and  Light 
Company,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  include  in  said  schedule 
such  other  rules,  regulations  and  provisions  as  may  be  reasonable 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  order  nor  contrary  to 
law.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  schedule  of  rates,  rules  and  regulations  for 
hot  water  heating  as  herein  ordered  to  be  prepared,  published  and 
filed  with  this  Commission,  shall  be  in  full  force  and  eflfect  on  and 
after  the  fifteen  day  of  September,  1913. 


344.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  petition  of  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Com- 
pany and  The  Akron  Gas  Company  for  authority  for  the  latter 
company  to  sell  to  the  former  company  and  the  former  company 
to  purchase  from  the  latter  company  all  of  its  property  and  as- 
sets.   Approved  March  21,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  and  The  Akron  Gas  Company,  cor- 
porations organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  having,  on 
the  tenth  day  of  September,  1912,  filed  their  joint  petition  praying  for 
the  consent  to  and  approval  of,  by  the  Commission,  the  purchase,  by 
said  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company,  of  all  the  plant,  property  and 
assets,  consisting  generally,  of  real  estate,  buildings,  shops,  machin- 
ery, mains,  service  pipes,  and  all  other  appliances  necessary  to  the 
business  of  furnishing  natural  gas  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  and 
the  surrounding  and  adjacent  territory,  together  with  the  franchises; 
rights  and  privileges  conferred  upon  said    company  by  the  city  of 
Akron,  Ohio,  of  said  The  Akron  Gas  Company,  subject  to  all  valid  in- 
cumbrances, as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition,  and  the  time  for  hearing 
said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Monday,    September  30,  1912,  at 
one-thirty  o'clock,  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said 
hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and  the 
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further  consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same 
came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence 
and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  argu- 
ment of  counsel,  and  examining  the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised 
in  the  premises,  and  it  appearing  that  the  service  furnished  the  public 
will  be  improved  thereby  and  that  the  economical  conduct  of  the 
business  of  such  public  utility  will  be  conserved  thereby,  and  it  ap- 
pearing further  that  the  public  will  be  furnished  adequate  service 
for  a  reasonable  and  just  rate  or  charge,  the  Commission  is  satisfied 
that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Akron  Gas  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  to  sell  to  said  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  all  of  its  plant 
property  and  assets,  situated  and  located  in  and  around  the  city  of 
Akron,  Ohio,  and  consisting,  generally,  of  real  estate,  buildings,  shops, 
machinery,  mains,  service  pipes,  and  all  other  appliances  necessary  to 
the  business  of  furnishing  natural  gas  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  city 
and  surrounding  and  adjacent  territory,  together  with  the  franchises, 
rights  and  privileges  conferred  upon  said  company  by  the  said  city 
of  Akron,  Ohio,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition,  and  in  the  transcript 
of  the  evidence  offered  and  introduced  on  the  hearing  of  said  matter, 
which  are  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference;  and  said  The  East  Ohio 
Gas  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  purchase  said  plant,  property 
and  assets,  subject  to  existing  incumbrances  consisting  of  mortgages 
and  debenture  bonds  in  an  amount  approximating  eight  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  eight  thousand 
dollars  ($8,000.00).     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
on  and  after  this  date. 


348.  The  Tribune  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The  Coshocton 
Light  and  Heating  Company,  Defendant.  Dismissed  December 
9,  1912. 

Complainant's  petition  alleged  that  defendant  was  according 
preferential  rates  to  certain  consumers  of  its  electrical  current,  consti- 
tuting an  unjust  and  unreasonable  discrimination  against  complainant 
and  other  consumers  of  such  current.  The  matter  was  closed  with  the 
following  entry : 

It  being  made  to  appear  to  the  Commission  by  statements  of  the 
complainant  that  this  complainant  has  been  satisfied,  this  case  is,, 
therefore,  dismissed.

Ordered,  That  said  The  New  Knoxville  Telephone  Company 
shall  recall,  obliterate  and  destroy  the  receipts  issued,  by  it,  to  its 
stockholders  upon  the  payment,  by  them,  of  said  assessment  of  forty 
dollars  per  share.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  New  Knoxville  Telephone  Company 
make  verified  report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon  the  issue 
of  said  common  capital  stock  herein  authorized,  or  any  part  thereof. 
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the  fact  of  the  issue,  transfer  and  delivery  of  said  stock;  upon  the 
retirement,  cancellation  of  said  present  outstanding  capital  stock,- the 
fact  of  such  retirement,  cancellation  and  destruction,  detailing  the 
number  and  amount  of  each  certificate  so  retired,  cancelled  and  de- 
stroyed; upon  the  retirement,  obliteration  and  destruction  of  said 
receipts  for  the  payment  of  said  assessment,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
the  fact  of  such  retirement,  obliteration  and  destruction,  detailing  the 
date  and  amount  of  such  receipt  and  describing  the  relation  of  such 
receipt  to  a  specific  share  of  said  present  outstanding  capital  stock; 
such  reports  to  be  continued  until  said  common  capital  stock  herein 
authorized  has  been  issued;  all  of  said  present  outstanding  common 
capital  stock,  consisting  of  one  hundred  shares  of  the  par  value  of 
thirty-five  dollars  each,  has  been  retired,  cancelled  and  destroyed,  and 
all  of  said  receipts  evidencing  the  payment  of  said  assessment  of  forty 
dollars  per  share  have  been  recalled,  obliterated  and  destroyed.

Company,  Defendant.    Order  issued  February  5,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  case  canme  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  complaint  of  Alonzo 
M.  Dunham,  alleging  that  complainant  and  others,  not  named,  on 
whose  behalf  said  complaint  is  filed,  are  practicing  physicians  in  the 
city  of  Dayton,  Ohio;  that  defendant,  prior  to  October  25,  191 1,  fur- 
nished to  complainant  and  others  in  whose  behalf  this  complaint  is 
filed,  telephone  service  which  consisted  of  the  installation  of  a  tele- 
phone in  complainant's  and  the  other  physicians'  offices,  and,  also,  a 
telephone  in  their  residences,  both  of  which  telephones  are  connected 
at  the  local  exchange  of  defendant  and  both  of  which  ring  by  one 
operation  at  the  exchange  at  the  same  time,  and  known  as  two-party 
line  service ;  that  the  cost  of  this  service  to  the  patron  prior  to  said 
October  25,  191 1,  was  $66.00  per  year,  which  sum  was  obtained  by 
adding  together  the  two-party  line  business  rate  ($42.00)  and  the  two- 
party  line  residence  rate  ($24.00)  ;  that  on  said  October  25,  191 1,  the 
total  cost  of  said  service  to  complainant  and  said  other  physicians  was 
arbitrarily  and  unlawfully  raised  by  defendant  to  $96.00  per  year,  but 
that  no  change  was  then,  or  has  since  been  made  for  a  like  service 
to  persons  engaged  in  other  lines  of  business  and  other  professions, 
and  complainant  avers  that  the  action  of  defendant  in  advancing  the 
rate  for  said  service  from  $66.00  to  $96.00  per  year  was  and  is  an 
arbitrary,  unjust  and  unlawful  discrimination  against  the  complain- 
ant and  those  in  whose  behalf  the  complaint  is  made;  the  answer  of 
the  defendant  thereto,  the  evidence  arid  the  exhibits. 
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After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  the 
arguments  of  counsel  and  examining  the  exhibits,  the  Commission 
finds  that  the  evidence  does  not  disclose  that  any  person  or  persons 
other  than  the  complainant  and  other  physicians  in  whose  behalf  said 
complaint  is  filed,  was,  at  the  time  said  complaint  was  filed,  or  there- 
after, receiving  a  service  similar  to  that  furnished  to  complainant  and 
said  other  physicians,  but  that  said  service  was  peculiar  and  unusual, 
and  limited  in  actual  practice  to  complainant  and  other  physicians,  and 
that  said  service  is  not  what  is  properly  designated  as  two-party  line 
service  and  is  not  similar  or  of  like  character  to  said  two-party  line 
service. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  changing  of  said  rate  on 
the  twenty-fifth  day  of  October,  191 1,  by  defendant  was  not  an  arbi- 
trary, unjust  and  unlawful  discrimination  against  complainant  and 
said  other  physicians  and  was  not,  in  fact,  any  discrimination  against 
complainant  and  said  other  physicians  in  whose  behalf  said  complaint 
was  filed. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  said  defendant  has  not  desig- 
nated, set  out  or  described,  nor  provided  rates  properly  applying  to, 
said  service  in  its  schedule  of  published  rates. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  cost  of  installing  said 
service  is  slightly  less  and  the  cost  of  operation  slightly  more  than 
the  cost  of  installing  and  operating  single,  or  individual,  line  service, 
but  that  the  difference  is  so  slight  as  not  to  affect  the  determining  of  a 
reasonable  rate  for  said  service.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  the  defendant,  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  be,  and  it  is  hererby  notified,  directed  and  required  to  es- 
tablish reasonable  rates  for  the  kind  of  service  now  and  heretofore 
rendered  to  complainant  and  others  in  whose  behalf  this  complaint 
was  filed,  which  service  shall  be  available  to  all  persons,  and  that 
such  reasonable  rates  so  established  by  said  defendant  shall  not  be  in 
excess  of  the  rates  now  in  effect  and  set  out  in  said  defendant's  pub- 
lished schedule  of  rates  for  single-party  line,  or  individual,  service  in 
the  city  of  Dayton,  Ohio.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany, shall  not  be  required  to  furnish  said  service  where  both  tele- 
phones sought  to  be  connected  together  cannot  be  operated  from  the 
same  central  exchange.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  complaint,  in  so  far  as  it  alleges  discrimina- 
tion by  defendant  against  complainant  and  others,  in  whose  behalf 
said  complaint  is  filed,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  dismissed. 
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363.  C.  J.  Miller  &  Son,  Complainant,  versus  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  and  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Southwestern 
Railroad  Company,  Defendants.    Dismissed  March  14,  1913. 

This  proceeding,  a  claim  for  the  sum  of  $8.47,  alleged  loss  from 
a  shipment  of  coal  consigned  to  the  complainant  at  Defiance,  Ohio, 
was  dismissed  with  the  following  entry. 

It  appearing  from  statements  of  complainant  that  satisfaction  of 
this  case  has  been  afforded,  the  same  is,  therefore,  dismissed. 


364.   The  village  of  Belmore,  Ohio,  Complainant,  versus  The  Ohio 
Electric  Railway  Company,  Defendant 

following  the  calling  of  this  case  for  hearing,  wherein  the  com- 
plainant alleged  lack  of  station  facilities,  neglect  of  defendant  to  prop- 
erly maintain  its  track  through  the  village  of  Belmore  and  sought  that 
stationing  of  a  watchman  at  the  Main  street  crossing  with  defend- 
ant's tracks,  the  parties  advised  the  Commission  of  their  probable 
compromise  of  the  same  and  asked  that  it  be  continued  generally.  No 
disposition  has,  as  yet  been  made  of  the  case. 


366.    George  Henry,  Complainant,  versus  Erie  Railroad  Company,  De- 
fendant.   Dismissed  October  17,  1913. 

In  this  proceeding,  complaint  was  made  of  the  failure  and  neglect 
of  the  defendant  to  promptly  handle  shipments  of  crushed  stone  from 
Marion  to  Slick,  where  complainant  was  engaged  in  constructing  a 
turnpike.    The  case  was  closed  with  the  following  entry: 

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  upon  application  of  the 
complainant,  the  assignment  of  this  case  for  hearing  October  30,  1912, 
was  vacated  and  said  case  continued  for  hearing  to  a  day  to  be  fixed, 
and  it  appearing  further  that  both  complainant  and  his  counsel  have 
failed  and  neglected  to  reply  to  communications  of  the  Commission 
requesting  information  as  to  the  disposition  desired  by  complainant  to 
be  made  of  this  case,  and  it  appearing  further  that  the  last  communica- 
tion addressed  to  complainant  was  returned  to  the  Commission,  un- 
opened, this  case  is,  therefore,  dismissed  for  want  of  prosecution. 
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367.  In  the  matter  of  the  hivestigation  of  the  management  and  opera* 
tion  of  The  Mohican  Oil  and  Gas  Company,  with  respect  to  its 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law.  Dismissed  March  17, 
1913- 

This  investigation  was  instituted  upon  the  publication,  by  The 
Mohican  Oil  and  Gas  Company,  of  a  tariff  carrying  certain  proposed 
advanced  rates  which  the  company  alleged  were  made  in  conformity 
to  orders  of  the  Commission.  The  matter  was  closed  by  the  spread- 
ing of  the  following  entry : 

It  appearing  that  said  The  Mohican  Oil  and  Gas  Company  has 
withdrawn  the  notice,  which  was  the  subject  of  this  inquiry,  this  case 
is,  therefore,  dismissed. 


368.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Seneca  County  Mutual 
Telej^one  Company  for  a  certificate  authorizing  it  to  extend  its 
lines  and  exercise  its  license  in  territory  now  occupied  by  Thef 
Farmers'  Telephone  Company.    Dismissed  January  15, 1913. 

ENTRY. 

Upon  application  of  The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Com- 
pany, this  proceeding  is  hereby  dismissed  without  prejudice. 


369.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Belmont  Central  Railroad  Company  with  respect  to 
its  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

This  investigation  was  instituted  upon  the  failure  of  The  Bel- 
mont Central  Railroad  Company  to  file  a  printed  schedule  of  rates. 
During  the  pendency  of  the  matter,  the  period  for  the  filing  of  its  an- 
nual report  elapsed.  The  matter  was  thereupon  referred  to  the  Attor- 
ney General,  in  whose  hands  it  now  is,  although  this  property  has  been 
absorbed  by  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  and  the  oper- 
ations thereof  now  conducted  by  that  company.  • 
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371.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  practices  of  The  Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton  &  Dayton  Railway  Company  in  the  matter  of 
furnishing  grain  doors  for  shipments  of  grain.  Dismissed  March 
I7ti9i3. 

This  proceeding,  which  was  instituted  upon  the  discovery  that 
The  C,  H.  &  D.  Railway  Company  was  neglecting  to  furnish  grain 
doors  with  cars  designed  for  the  transportation  of  shipments  of  grain, 
and  refusing  to  reimburse  shippers  of  grain  for  the  expenditures  made 
by  them  in  providing  grain  doors,  was  dismissed  by  the  spreading 
of  the  following  entry : 

It  appearing  that  the  practice  of  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton 
and  Dayton  Railway  Company  in  the  matter  of  doors  for  grain  cars  is 
in  accordance  with  its  tariff  provisions,  duly  published  and  filed,  this 
case  is,  therefore,  dismissed.

The  Lorain,  Ashland  and  Southern  Railroad  Company,  a  cor- 
poration organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the 
eighteenth  day  of  October,  1912,  filed  its  petition  for  the  consent  and 
authority  of  the  Commission  for  the  issue,  transfer  and  delivery  to 
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The  West  Virginia  and  Ohio  Construction  Company  of  its  capital 
stock  of  the  par  value  of  one  million  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  its  first  mortgage  five  per  cent,  fifty  year  bonds  of  the  par

under  said  mortgage,  or  deed  of  trust  of  date,  June  i,  1909,  the  fact 
of  their  cancellation,  obliteration  and  destruction ;  at  the  termination 
of  each  and  every  period  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  this  order, 
the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of 
said  capital  stock  and  said  bonds  herein  authorized  to  be  sold,  setting 
forth  in  reasonable  detail  the  purposes  for  which  such  proceeds  have 
been  expended,  said  reports  to  be  made  until  all  of  said  stock  and  said 
bonds  herein  authorized  have  been  issued  and  disposed  of  and  all  of 
the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  such  portion  thereof  as  are  to  be 
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sold  have  been  expended  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  order,  and  all 
of  said  bonds  issued  under  said  mortgage,  or  deed  of  trust,  of  date, 
June  I,  1909,  have  been,  by  said  The  Defiance  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany, recovered,  cancelled,  obliterated  and  destroyed. 

SUPPLEMENTAL  ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  determination  upon  the  appli- 
cation, filed  as  of  date  September  6,  1913,  of  said  The  Defiance  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state

for  the  purposes  for  which  the  Commission  prescribed  the  expenditure 
of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  petitioner's  capital  stock  and  bonds, 
authorized  to  be  issued  and  disposed  of  by  said  order  of  date  May  i, 
1913;  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  since  the  making  and  entering  of  said  order  herein  on 
the  first  day  of  May,  1913,  Section  614-53  of  the  General  Code  of  Ohio 
has  been  amended  permitting  the  issue  of  bonds,  regardless  of  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  public  utilities  and  railroads,  and  it 
appearing  further  that  said  petitioning  corpbration  has  been  unable 
to  dispose,  upon  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  of  its  said 
capital  stock  authorized  by  said  order  made'  and  entered  herein  on 
the  first  day  of  May,  1913,  as  aforesaid,  and  it  appearing  further  that

Ordered,  That  the  order  of  the  Commission,  made  and  entered 
herein  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1913,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  mod- 
ified and  amended  to  consent  to  and  authorize  the  issue,  by  said  The 
Defiance  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  of  its  new  first  mortgage  five 
per  cent,  bonds  of  the  total  principal  amount  of  one  hundred  and 
fourteen  thousand  dollars  ($114,000.00)  instead  and  in  lieu  of  such 
bonds  of  the  principal  amount  of  fifty-seven  thousand  dollars  and  peti- 
tioner's common  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  fifty-seven  thousand 
dollars.    It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  said  The  Defiance  Gas  and  Electric  Company  be, 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  pledge,  as  collateral,  for  a  loan,  which 
shall  be  in  the  largest  amount  negotiable,  but  not  less  than  eighty  (80) 
per  centum  of  the  par  value  thereof,  its  said  new  first  mortgage  five 
per  cent,  bonds  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  one  hundred  and 
fourteen  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 
to  procure  the  needed  funds  with  which  to  finance  the  improvement 
and  enlargement  of  petitioner's  plant  and  property,  it  being  the  opinion 
and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the  money  to  be  secured  by  the 
pledging  of  said  bonds  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes 
of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  moneys  secured  by  the  hypothecation  and 
pledge  of  said  bonds  be,  by  said  The  Defiance  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany, devoted  to  and  used  for  the  same  purposes  for  which  the  sale 
of  petitioner's  capital  stock  and  bonds  was  authorized  and  consented 
to  in  said  order  of  May  i,  1913.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  In  case  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  by  the  pledgee,  oc- 
casioned by  default,  such  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  public,  after  gen- 
eral advertising,  and  the  proceeds  in  excess  of  the  loan,  with  interest 
thereon  and  the  reasonable  costs  of  such  sale,  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  pledgor^  said  The  Defiance  Gas  and  Electric  Company.

Ordered,  That  said  The  Defiance  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
make  verified  report  to  this  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon  the  sale 
or  hypothecation  and  pledging  of  said  bonds,  the  fact  of  such  sale 
or  pledge  and  hypothecation,  if  sold  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale 
and  the  amount  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price 
obtainable,  but  not  less  than  eighty  per  centum  of  the  par  value 
thereof,  or,  if  pledged  and  hypothecated  the  amount  of  the  loan  for

the  company  funds  with  which  to  combine  its  present  property 
with  that  to  be  purchased  from  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  and  to  make  necessary  improvements  thereto,  and  for 
the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  public  necessity  and  convenience, 
permitting  the  exercise  of  certain  ordinance  rights  in  the  village 
of  Bloomdale,  Ohio.     Approved  December  6,  191 2.

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  pre- 
ferred capital  stock  and  said  six  per  cent,  notes  be,  by  said  The  Oil 
Belt  Telephone  Company,  devoted  to  and  used  for  the  following  pur- 
poses, and  no  other,  to-wit :

poses, and  for  the  construction  of  additions,  extensions  and  improve- 
ments to  petitioners'  plant  and  property,  the  Commission  is  satisfied 
that  the  prayer  of  said  petition,  as  amended,  should  be  granted.  It  is, 
therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Valley  Light  and  Power  Company  be, 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  first  mortgage  six  per  cent,  gold 
bonds  of  the  par  value  of  ninety-six  thousand  dollars  ($96,000.00) 
and  its  common  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  ninety-seven  thou- 
sand one  hundred  dollars  ($97,100.00),  and  that  said  bonds  and  stock 
be  sold  for  the  highest  price  obtainable  but  for  not  less  than  eighty 
(80%)  per  centum  of  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and 
finding  of  the  Commission  that  the  money  to  be  secured  by  the  sale 
of  said  bonds  and  capital  stock  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper 
purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
and  capital  stock  be,  by  said  The  Valley  Light  and  Power  Company, 
devoted  to  and  used  for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit: 

(a)  From  the  sale  of  said  first  mortgage  bonds  of  the  par  value 
of  forty-seven  thousand  dollars  and  said  common  capital  stock  of  the 
par  value  of  ninety-seven  thousand,  one  hundred  dollars,  the  payment 
of  the  full  purchase  price  for  the  acquisition  of  the  property,  the  pur- 
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chase  of  which  has  been  consented  to  and  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sion in  its  order,  duly  entered,  in  the  proceeding  entitled.  In  the  matter 
of  the  joint  application  of  The  Valley  Light  and  Power  Company  and 
William  H.  Sandford  for  authority  to  purchase  and  sell  property, 
No.  407. 

(b)  From  the  sale  of  said  first  mortgage  bonds  of  the  par  value 
of  forty-nine  thousand  dollars,  the  construction  and  acquisition  of  the 
improvements,  betterments,  additions  and  extensions  to  petitioner's 
plant  and  property,  as  fully  set  out  in  a  detailed  statement  attached 
to  said  petition  and  marked  "Exhibit  B,"  which  is  made  a  part  hereof 
by  reference.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Valley  Light  and  Power  Company  make 
verified  report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon  the  issue  and 
sale  of  said  bonds  and  said  common  capital  stock,  or  any  part  of  either, 
or  both,  the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  and  the 
amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable, 
but  which  shall  net  be  less  than  eighty  (80)  per  centum  of  the  par 
value  thereof ;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  three  (3) 
months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of 
the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  and  capital  stock,  set- 
ting forth,  in  reasonable  detail,  the  purposes  for  which  such  proceeds 
have  been  expended,  said  reports  to  be  made  until  all  of  said  bonds 
and  common  capital  stock  herein  authorized  have  been  issued  and 
disposed  of  and  all  of  the  proceeds  thereof  expended  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 


410.  The  Jackson  Water  Supply  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Southwestern  Railroad  Company,  Defend- 
ant.   Dismissed  December  i6,  1912. 

This  proceeding,  which  complainant  later  declined  to  press  and 
was  accordingly  dismissed,  attacked  the  reasonableness  of  defendant's 
coal  rate  of  fifteen  cents  per  ton  in  addition  to  the  rate  applying  to 
Jackson,  when  such  coal  was  transported  to  Keystone,  the  location 
of  complainant's  pumping  station,  about  one-half  mile  beyond  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  Jackson.    The  following  entry  disposed  of  the  matter: 

Upon  application  of  the  complainant,  this  case  hereby  is  dis- 
missed without  prejudice. 
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411.   The  city  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Complainant,  versus  The  Union  Gas 
and  Electric  Company,  Defendant. 

Following  the  institution  of  this  proceeding,  which  was  a  chal- 
lenge as  unreasonable  and  unjust  of  the  defendant's  electric  meter 
installation  charge  of  one  dollar,  negotiations  were  begitn  looking  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  same,  and  no  hearing  has  been  had  thereon.  At 
the  time  of  the  closing  of  the  forms  for  this  report,  the  defendant  had 
eliminated  the  charge  from  its  schedules,  but  complainant  had  not  sub- 
mitted an  entry  of  satisfaction. 


412.   The  city  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Complainant,  vs.  The  Union  Gas 
and  Electric  Company. 

This  proceeding,  which  attacks  as  unjustly  discriminatory  de- 
fendant's minimum  charges  for  auxiliary  service,  is  still  pending,  the 
complainant  having  never  pressed  the  matter  for  trial.  The  rates  com- 
plained of  are,  for  auxiliary  service  with  limited  hours,  a  service  charge 
of  $36.00  per  year  per  kilowatt  or  fraction  thereof  of  the  maximum 
demand  stated  in  consumer's  application,  payable  in  equal  monthly  in- 
stallments, and  for  auxiliary  service  with  unlimited  hours,  a  service 
charge  of  $36.00  per  year  per  kilowatt,  or  fraction  thereof,  of  the  max- 
imum demand  stated  in  the  application,  payable  in  equal  monthly  in- 
stallments, for  which  payment  the  consumer  may  use  30  kilowatt 
hours  per  month  for  each  kilowatt  of  the  maximum  demand  without 
extra  charge,  but  if  energy  is  consumed  in  excess  of  30  k.  w.  h.  for  each 
k.  w.  of  maximum  demand,  then  the  total  energy  consumption,  less 
30  k.  w.  h.  for  each  k.  w.  of  the  maximum  demand  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  energy  consumption  and  will  be  charged  for  at  the  local  rates 
in  addition  to  the  guarantee  or  service  charge. 


413.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Miami  Light,  Heat 
and  Power  Company  and  The  Piqua  EW^tric  Company  for  the 
consent  and  authority  by  the  Commission  to  consolidate  and  con- 
vert the  stock  of  the  constituent  companies  into  the  stock  of  the 
consolidated  company.    Approved  December  16,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Miami  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company  and  The  Piqua 
Electric  Company,  corporations,  organized  under  the  laws  of  Ohio, 
and  located  in  the  city  of  Piqua,  Ohio,  having,  on  the  twenty-ninth 
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day  of  November,  1912,  filed  their  joint  petition  for  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  consolidation  of  their  respective 
properties  and  the  conversion  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  constituent 
companies  into  the  capital  stock  of  the  consolidated  company,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  joint  agreement  of  consolidation  between  the  direc- 
tors of  said  two  companies,  and  the  issue  of  the  stock  of  the  consoli- 
dated company  to  effect  such  conversion  of  the  stock  of  the  constituent 
companies,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  the  exhibits  attached 
thereto,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for 
Saturday,  November  30,  1912,  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  and.  due  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been 
heard  on  said  day  and  the  further  consideration  thereof  continued  from 
day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the 
petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it 
appearing  that  the  economic  operation  of  the  respective  properties 
of  said  companies  will  be  conserved  by  the  consolidation  of  said  com- 
panies into  one  company,  or  corporate  organization,  and  it  appearing 
further  that  the  service  furnished  the  public  will  be  improved  by  such 
economic  operation  of  said  property,  that  the  public  will  be  furnished 
adequate  service  for  a  reasonable  and  just  charge  and  that  no  diminu- 
tion in  service  or  increase  in  rates  will  result  therefrom,  and  it  ap- 
pearing further  that  such  consolidation  of  said  companies  can  be  ac- 
complished only  with  the  conversion  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  con- 
stituent companies  into  the  capital  stock  of  the  consolidated  company, 
and  that  the  issue  and  distribution  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  consoli- 
dated company  is  necessary  to  accomplish  the  conversion  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  constituent  companies,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that 
the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Miami  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company 
and  said  The  Piqua  Electric  Company  be,  and  they  hereby  are  author- 
ized to  consolidate  and  to  form,  by  such  consolidation,  one  company, 
or  corporate  organization,  known  and  designated  as  The  Miami  Light, 
Heat  and  Power  Company.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  said  constituent  companies  be  and  they  are 
each  hereby  authorized  to  exchange  all  their  outstanding  capital  stock 
for  a  like  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  consolidated  company. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  consolidated  company,  said  The  Miami  Light, 
Heat  and  Power  Company,  be,  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue 
fifteen  hundred  shares  of  its  six  per  cent,  non-cumulative  preferred 
capital  stock,  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  fifteen  hundred  and  five  shares  of  its  common  capital  stock. 
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of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, it  being  the  finding  and  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  the 
issue  of  said  capital  stock  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  pur- 
poses of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  capital  stock  of  said  consolidated  company 
be,  by  it  issued,  transferred  and  delivered  to  the  holders  of  the  out- 
standing capital  stock  of  said  constituent  companies  in  full  exchange 
therefor,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  outstanding  capital  stock  of  said  constituent 
companies  be,  by  said  consolidated  company,  upon  the  conversion 
thereof  for  the  capital  stock  of  the  consolidated  company,  cancelled, 
obliterated  and  destroyed.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  consolidated  company,  said  The  Miami  Light, 
Heat  and  Power  Company,  make  verified  report  to  this  Commission, 
as  follows:  Upon  the  issue,  transfer  and  delivery  of  its  said  capital 
stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  issue  and  delivery  of  said 
stock;  upon  the  acquisition  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  constituent 
companies  by  said  exchange,  the  fact  of  its  cancellation,  obliteration 
and  destruction;  such  reports  to  be  made  until  all  of  said  capital 
stock  of  said  consolidated  company  herein  authorized  has  been  issued, 
transferred  and  delivered  to  the  holders  of  the  outstanding  capital 
stock  of  said  constituent  companies  in  full  exchange  therefor,  and 
until  all  of  said  outstanding  capital  stock  of  said  constituent  com- 
panies has  been  retired,  cancelled,  obliterated  and  destroyed. 


414.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Caxton  Power  Company, 
of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  for  authority  to  issue  $1,000.00  capital  stock. 
Approved  December  14,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Caxton  Power  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  formed  for  the  purpose  of  manufac- 
turing, selling  and  furnishing  electric  light  and  power  and  steam  in 
the  city  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  having,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1912,  filed  its  petition  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Com- 
mission for  the  issue  of  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  one  thou-

Ordered,  That  said  The  Caxton  Power  Company,  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  be,  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue  its  capital  stock  of  the 
par  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00),  and  that  said  capital 
stock  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  for  not  less  than  the 
par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission 
that  the  issue  and  sale  of  said  capital  stock  is  required  for  the  proper 
purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  capital 
stock  be  devoted  by  said  The  Caxton  Power  Company  to,  and  used 
for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit:  As  a  working 
capital,  the  expenditures  from  which  may  properly  be  charged  to  the 
capital  account  of  said  company,  and  the  construction  of  additions, 
extensions,  improvements  and  betterments  to  the  plant  and  property 
of  said  company,  as  the  same  may  become  necessary  by  reason  of  the 
accession  of  new  customers  and  patrons  or  by  reason  of  the  increased 
demand  for  and  consumption  of  petitioner's  service  by  its  present 
customers  and  patrons  and  the  general  public.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Caxton  Power  Company  make  verified 
report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said  capital 
stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the 
best  price  obtainable  and  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value 
thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each  period  of  three  months,  beginning 
with  the  quarter  ending  December  31,  1912,  and  thereafter  for  the 
quarterly  periods  ending  March  31,  June  30,  September  30  and  De- 
cember 31,  respectively,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail, 
the  purposes  to  which  they  have  been  devoted,  such  reports  to  be 
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continued  until  petitioner's  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  has  been  issued  and  disposed  of,  and  the  proceeds  aris- 
ing therefrom  expended  pursuant  to  this  order.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Caxton  Power  Company,  beginning 
with  the  period  of  three  months  ending  December  31,  1912,  make 
quarterly  reports  to  the  Commission  for  the  periods  of  three  months 
ending  March  31,  June  30,  September  30  and  December  31,  respective- 
ly, of  all  additions,  extensions,  improvements  and  betterments  made 
to  its  plant  and  property  within  said  period  of  three  months  im- 
mediately preceding;  provided  that  such  report  may  be  omitted  when 
petitioner  has  constructed  no  additions,  extensions,  improvements  and 
betterments  to  its  plant  and  property  within  said  quarter  for  which 
such  report  may  be  due. 


415.  C.  J.  Hemmert,  Complainant,  versus  The  Pacific  Express  Ccwn- 
pany  and  The  Western  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  Defendants. 
Dismissed  February  3,  1913. 

Complainant  asked  an  order  of  the  Commission  requiring  de- 
fendants to  pay  to  him  $4.50,  the  value  of  two  gallons  of  whisky, 
with  the  express  charges  paid  for  the  transportation  of  the  same, 
which  shipment  was  alleged  to  have  been  lost  while  being  transported 
from  Celina  to  Piqua,  Ohio.  The  case  was  closed  with  the  follow- 
ing entry: 

It  appearing  from  statements  of  complainant  that  satisfaction 
of  this  case  has  been  afforded  by  the  defendants,  the  same,  is  there- 
fore, dismissed.

Sup- 
plemental order  issued  October  11,  191 3. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings,  the  exhibits 
and  the  testimony,  and  was  argued  by  counsel ;  and  the  Commission, 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds  that  the  first,  second,  sixth, 
seventh  and  eighth  allegations  of  the  complaint  are  sustained,  that 
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the  third  allegation  is,  by  agreement  of  the  parties,  eliminated  from 
consideration,  that  the  fourth  allegation  goes  to  a  question  over  which 
this  Commission  exercises  no  jurisdiction,  that  the  fifth  allegation  is 
admitted  by  defendant  but  works  no  hardship  on  the  public  and  af- 
fords no  ground  for  an  order  by  the  Commission,  and  that  the  ninth 
allegation  is  not  sustained  by  the  evidence. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that,  by  the  failure  of  defendant 
to  operaite  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  to  prevent  undue  overcrowding, 
as  set  out  in  the  first  allegation,  and  by  defendant's  failure  to  operate 
its  cars  on  schedule  time,  as  set  out  in  the  second  allegation,  and  by 
defendant's  failure  to  keep  open  its  ticket  offices  and  waiting  rooms 
and  to  provide  shelter  for  prospective  passengers  at  certain  of  its 
stops,  as  set  out  in  the  sixth  allegation,  and  by  defendant's  failure  to 
provide  proper  signals  for  the  use  of  prospective  passengers  at  night 
at  signal  stops,  as  set  out  in  the  seventh  allegation,  and  by  defendant's 
refusal  to  allow  passengers  to  debark  from  the  most  suitable  and  con- 
venient side  of  the  car  at  stops  on  single  track,  as  set  out  in  the  eighth 
allegation,  that  defendant's  service  is,  thereby,  inadequate  and  insuf- 
ficient, and  its  regulations  unreasonable. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  defendant  has  not  de- 
veloped, and  is  unable,  with  its  present  equipment,  apparatus  and 
machinery,  to  develop  sufficient  power  to  properly  and  adequately 
operate  its  cars,  and  that  said  lack  of  power  is  responsible,  in  a  large 
degree,  for  the  overcrowding  of  defendant's  cars  at  certain  hours  of 
the  day  and  for  defendant's  failure  to  operate  its  cars  on  schedule 
time.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Dayton  and  Troy  Electric 
Railway  Company,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  oper- 
ate trail  cars  in  connection  with  its  cars  regularly  scheduled  and  due 
to  arrive  in  Dayton  at  5  :SS  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  to  leave  Dayton  at  5 :30 
o'clock  p.  m.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Dayton  and  Troy  Electric 
Railway  Company,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  oper- 
ate its  cars  due  to  leave  Dayton  at  5:30  o'clock  p.  m.  and  6:30  o'clock 
p.  m.,  as  well  as  all  of  its  other  cars,  on  schedule  time.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Dayton  and  Troy  Electric 
Railway  Company,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  keep 
its  ticket  offices  and  waiting  rooms  open  continuously,  commencing 
at  least  five  minutes  before  the  first  car  is  scheduled  to  leave  in  the 
morning  and  until  8 130  o'clock  in  the  evening.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Dayton  and  Troy  Electric 
Railway  Company,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  pro- 
vide proper  shelter  at  its  stops  and  stations  designated  by  defendant 
as  Stops  No.  I,  7,  10,  I3>4  and  14.    It  is  further 
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Ordered,  That  said  defendant.  The  Dayton  and  Troy  Electric 
Railway  Company,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  pro- 
vide proper  and  adequate  means  for  the  use  of  prospective  passengers 
to  signal  approaching  cars  at  signal  stations  in  the  night  season.  It 
is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Dayton  and  Troy  Electric 
Railway  Company,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  permit 
passengers  to  debark  from  the  most  suitable  and  convenient  side  of 
car  at  stops  on  single  track,  and  that,  at  such  stops,  both  doors  of  the 
car  at  the  end  where  passengers  are  embarked  or  debarked  be  opened. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Dayton  and  Troy  Electric 
Railway  Company,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  required,  on  or 
before  December  i,  191 3,  to  provide  not  less  than  four  hundred  K.  W. 
of  additional  generating  capacity,  suitable  for  the  operating  of  its  elec- 
trical railroad,  in  its  power  station,  including  dynamo,  engine,  boilers 
and  all  auxiliary  apparatus  necessary  to  increase  the  generating  ca- 
pacity of  its  present  generating  equipment  by  not  less  than  four  hun-

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Toledo  and  Ohio  Central  Railway  Company  and  The  Pittsburgh  and 
Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company,  corporations,  having  heretofore  filed

429.   S.  S.  Kresge  Company,  Complainant,  versus  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
way Company,  Defendant.    Dismissed  January  17, 1913. 

Complainant  claimed  the  sum  of  seventy-five  cents  from  defend- 
ant because  defendant  failed  to  carry  on  expense  bill  the  street  ad- 
dress noted  on  bill  of  lading,  resulting  in  the  drayman  delivering  the 
shipment  at  complainant's  store  in  Cleveland  nearest  the  Pennsylvania 
freight  house  a  shipment  of  crockery  from  Crooksville,  which  ship- 
ment was  intended  to  be  delivered  at  a  store  some  distance  further 
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removed  from  such  freight  station.  The  sum  involved  covers  the  extra 
drayage.  The  matter  was  closed  with  the  spreading  of  the  following 
entry: 

It  appearing  that  defendant  has  accorded  satisfaction  in  this  case, 
the  same  is,  therefore,  dismissed  without  further  record. 


430,   John  E.  Shortle,  Complainant,  versus  Tiffin  Water  Works,  De- 
fendant.   Dismissed  April  4,  1913. 

This  complaint  alleged  discrimination  on  the  part  of  the  de- 
fendant because  it  refused  to  furnish  him  a  sufficient  supply  of  water 
to  permit  of  his  using  certain  sanitary  devices,  called  "standard  flush- 
o-meters"  which  he  had  installed  in  his  residence,  while  furnishing 
such  service  to  other  residents  of  Tiffin.  The  matter  also  involved  the 
payment  by  defendant  of  its  proportion  of  the  cost  of  installing  the 
new  service  lines  necessary  for  the  operation  of  such  devices.  The 
matter  was  closed  with  the  following  entry: 

Now  comes  John  E.  Shortle,  complainant  in  the  above  entitled 
cause  of  action,  and  accepts  the  schedule  known  as  "Supplement  No. 
I  to  P.  S.  C.  O.  No.  i,"  issued  on  the  25th  day  of  March,  1913,  by  the 
Tiffin  Water  Works  of  Tiffin,  Ohio,  and  dismisses  his  action  herein 
without  record,  and  at  his  costs. 


431.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Ann  Arfoor  Railroad  Com- 
pany for  authority  to  issue  promissory  notes  for  deferred  pay- 
ments on  the  purchase  price  of  three  locomotive  engines,  and  to 
issue  bonds  secured  by  its  improvement  and  extension  mortgage 
of  May  I,  191 1,  to  reimburse  it  for  amounts  paid  for  the  purchase 
of  said  engines.    Approved  December  19,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER.

And  it  further  appearing  that  said  petitioner,  The  Ann  Arbor 
Railroad  Company,  is  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  Michigan,  owning  and  operating  a  line  of  raikoad 
from  Toledo,  Ohio,  to  Frankfort,  Michigan  ;  and  also  owning  and  oper- 
ating car  ferries  between  Frankfort,  Michigan,  and  Manistique  and 
Menominee,  in  the  state  of  Michigan,  and  between  Frankfort,  Mich- 
igan, and  Manitowoc  and  Kewaunee,  in  the  state  of  Wisconsin;  and  it 
further  appearing  that  said  petitioner  has  contracted  with  the  Amer- 
ican Locomotive  Company  for  the  purchase  of  aforesaid  three  loco- 
motive engines  whereby  the  purchase  of  the  same  is  to  be  made 
through  the  intervention  of  Empire  Trust  Company,  of  New  York, 
as  trustee,  to  whom  the  title  to  said  locomotive  engines  is  to  be  con- 
veyed by  the  American  Locomotive  Company  upon  payment  of  the 
purchase  price  therefor  by  The  Ann  Arbor  Railroad  Company,  under 
the  terms  of  a  tri-party  contract  between  the  American  Locomotive 
Company,  The  Ann  Arbor  Railroad  Company  and  Empire  Trust  Com- 
pany, as  trustee,  a  copy  of  which  said  contract  is  attached  to  and  filed 
with  the  aforesaid  application  herein : 

And  it  further  appearing  that  said  Empire  Trust  Company,  trus- 
tee, is  the  trustee  under  a  general  mortgage,  executed  by  The  Ann  Ar- 
bor Railroad  Company,  under  date  May  i,  191 1,  and  that  under  au-

Locomotive  Company,  or  the  proper  intermediary,  in  full  and  final 
payment  for  three  locomotive  engines,  to  be  numbered  170,  171  and 
172,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatso- 
ever.   It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  said  The  Ann  Arbor  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it 
hereby  is  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  its  bonds,  secured 
by  said  improvement  and  extension  mortgage,  in  such  amount  as  that 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof,  at  not  less  than  eighty  cents  (8oc) 
on  the  dollar,  will  reimburse  said  company  for  the  amounts  paid  on 
the  purchase  price  of  said  three  locomotives.    It  is  further

RULE  L 
CARS  SUBJECT  TO  RULES. 

Cars  held  for  or  by  consignors  or  consignees  for  loading,  unload- 
ing, forwarding  directions,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  are  subject  to 
these  Demurrage  Rules,  except  as  follows : 

Section  A.     Cars  loaded  with  live  stock. 

Section  B.  Empty  cars  placed  for  loading  coal  at  mines  or  mine 
sidings,  or  coke  at  coke  ovens,  and  cars  under  load  with  coal  at  mines 
or  mine  sidings,  or  coke  at  coke  ovens. 

NOTJS — Delay  to  cars  specified  in  Section  B  will  be  regulated  by  proper  Car 
Distribution  Bules. 

Section  C.  Empty  private  cars  stored  on  carrier's  or  private 
tracks,  provided  such  cars  have  not  been  placed  or  tendered  for  load- 
ing on  the  orders  of  a  shipper. 

NOTE — ^Private  cars  while  in  railroad  service,  whether  on  carrier's  or  private 
tracks,  are  subject  to  these  Demurrage  Bules  to  the  same  extent  as  cars  of  railroad 
ownership. 

(Empty  private  cars  are  in  railroad  service  from  the  time  they  are  placed  by 
the  carrier  for  loading  or  tendered  for  loading  on  the  orders  of  a  shipper.  Private 
cars  under  lading  are  in  railroad  service  until  the  lading  is  removed  and  cars  are 
regularly  released.  Cars  which  belong  to  an  industry  performing  its  own  switch- 
ing service  are  in  railroad  service  from  the  time  they  are  placed  by  the  industry 
upon  designated  interchange  tracks  and  thereby  tendered  to  the  carrier  for  move- 
ment If  such  cars  are  subsequently  returned  empty  they  are  out  of  service  when 
withdrawn  by  the  industry  from  the  interchange;  if  returned  under  load,  railroad 
service  is  not  at  an  end  until  the  lading  is  duly  removed.) 
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RULE    II. 

FREE  TIME  ALLOWED. 

Section  A.  Forty-eight  hours  (two  days)  free  time  will  be  al- 
lowed for  loading  or  unloading  on  all  commodities. 

Section  B.  Twenty-four  hours  (one  day)  free  time  will  be  al- 
lowed. 

1.  When  cars  are  held  for  switching  orders. 

NOTE — Cars  held  for  switching  orders  are  cars  which  are  held  by 
the  carriers  to  be  delivered  to  a  consignee  within  switching  limits  and 
which  when  switched  become  subject  to  an  additional  charge  for  such 
switching  movement. 

If  a  consignee  wishes  his  car  held  at  any  break-up  yard  or  a  hold 
yard  before  notification  and  placement,  such  car  will  be  subject  to  de- 
murrage. That  is  to  say,  the  time  held  in  the  break-up  yard  will  be  in- 
cluded within  the  48  hours  of  free  time.  If  he  wishes  to  exempt  his  cars 
from  the  imposition  of  demurrage  he  must  either  by  general  orders  given 
to  the  carrier  or  by  specific  orders  as  to  incoming  freight  notify  the  car- 
rier of  the  track  upon  which  he  wishes  his  freight  placed,  in  which  event 
he  will  have  the  full  48  hours  free  time  from  the  time  when  the  placement 
is  made  upon  the  track  designated. 

2.  When  cars  are  held  for  reconsignment  or  reshipment  in 
same  car  received. 

NOTE — A  reconsignment  is  a  privilege  permitted  by  tariff  under 
which  the  original  consignee  has  the  right  of  diversion.  In  event  of  the 
presence  of  such  a  privilege  in  the  tariff  24  hours  free  time  is  allowed  for 
the  exercise  of  that  privilege  by  the  consignee.  A  reshipment  under  this 
rule  is  the  making  of  a  new  contract  of  shipment  by  which  under  a  new 
rate  the  consignee  forwards  the  same  car  to  another  destination. 

3.  When  cars  destined  for  delivery  to  or  for  forwarding  by 
a  connecting  line  are  held  for  surrender  of  bill  of  lading  or  for 
payment  of  lawful  freight  charges. 

4.  When  cars  are  held  in  transit  and  placed  for  inspection 
or  grading.  When  cars  loaded  with  grain  or  hay  are  so  held 
subject  to  recognized  official  inspection  and  such  inspection  is 
made  after  12  o'clock  noon,  24  hours  (one  day)  extra  will  be 
allowed  for  disposition. 

5.  When  cars  are  vStopped  in  transit  to  complete  loading,  to 
partly  unload  or  partly  unload  and  partly  reload  (when  such  priv- 
ilege of  stopping  in  transit  is  allowed  in  the  tariffs  of  the  carrier). 

On  cars  containing  freight  in  bond  for  customs  entry  and 
government  inspection. 

Section  C.  Cars  containing  freight  for  transshipment  to  vessel 
will  be  allowed  such  free  time  at  the  port  as  may  be  provided  in  the 
tariffs  of  the  carriers. 

RULE  III. 

NOTE — ^In  computing  time,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  (National,  State  and 
Municipal)  will  be  excluded,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Section  A  of  Rule  9. 
When  a  legiJ  holiday  falls  on  a  Sunday,  the  following  Monday  wiU  be  excluded. 

Section  A.  On  cars  held  for  loading,  time  will  be  computed  from 
the  first  7  a.  m.  after  placement  on  public  delivery  tracks.  See  Rule 
VI  (Cars  for  Loading), 
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Section  B.  On  cars  held  for  orders,  time  will  be  computed  from 
the  first  7  a.  m.  after  the  day  on  which  notice  of  arrival  is  sent  to  con- 
signee. 

Section  C.  On  cars  held  for  unloading,  time  will  be  computed 
from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  placement  on  public  delivery  tracks,  and 
after  the  day  on  which  notice  of  arrival  is  sent  to  consignee. 

Section  D.  On  cars  to  be  delivered  on  any  other  than  public 
delivery  tracks,  time  will  be  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after 
actual  or  constructive  placement  on  such  tracks.  See  Rule  IV  (Notifi- 
cation) and  Rules  V  and  VI  (Constructive  Placement). 

MOTJi! — ^"Actual  Placement"  is  made  when  a  car  is  placed  in  an  accessible 
position  for  loading  or  unloading  or  at  a  point  previously  designated  by  the  con- 
signor or  consignee. 

Section  E.  On  cars  to  be  delivered  on  interchange  tracks  of  in- 
dustrial plants  performing  their  own  switching  service,  time  will  be 
computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  following  actual  or  constructive  place- 
ment on  such  interchange  tracks  until  return  thereto.  See  Rule  IV 
(Notification)  and  Rules  V  and  VI  (Constructive  Placement).  Cars 
returned  loaded  will  not  be  recorded  released  until  necessary  billing 
instructions  are  given. 

RULE  IV. 

NOTIFICATION. 

Section  A.  Consignee  shall  be  notified  by  carrier's  agent  in 
writing,  or  as  otherwise  agreed  to  by  carrier  and  consignee,  within 
24  hours  after  arrival  of  cars  and  billing  at  destination,  such  notice 
to  contain  point  of  shipment,  car  initials  and  numbers,  and  the  contents, 
and,  if  transferred  in  transit,  the  initials  and  number  of  the  original 
car.  In  case  car  is  not  placed  on  public  delivery  track  within  24  hours 
after  notice  of  arrival  has  been  sent,  a  notice  of  placement  shall  be 
given  to  consignee. 

Section  B.  When  cars  are  ordered  stopped  in  transit  the  party 
ordering  the  car  stopped  shall  be  notified  upon  arrival  of  cars  at  point 
of  stoppage. 

Section  C.  Delivery  of  cars  upon  private  or  industrial  inter- 
change tracks,  or  written  notice  to  consignee  of  readiness  to  so  de- 
liver, will  constitute  notification  thereof  to  consignee. 

Section  D.  In  all  cases  where  notice  is  required  the  removal 
of  any  part  of  the  contents  of  a  car  by  the  consignee  shall  be  consid- 
ered notice  thereof  to  the  consignee. 

RULE  V. 

PLACING  CARS  FOR  UNLOADING. 

Section  A.  When  delivery  of  cars  consigned  or  ordered  to  any 
other  than  public  delivery  tracks  or  to  industrial  interchange  tracks 
cannot  be  made  on  account  of  the  act  or  neglect  of  the  consignee,  or 
the  inability  of  the  consignee  to  receive,  delivery  will  be  considered 
to  have  been  made  when  the  cars  were  tendered.  The  carrier's  agent 
must  give  the  consignee  written  notice  of  all  cars  he  has  been  unable 
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to  deliver  because  of  the^  condition  of  the  private  or  interchange  tracks, 
or  because  of  other  conditions  attributable  to  the  consignee.  This 
will  be  considered  constructive  placement.  See  Rule  IV  (Notifica- 
tion). 

Section  B.  When  delivery  cannot  be  made  on  specially  desig- 
nated public-delivery  tracks  on  account  of  such  tracks  being  fully  oc- 
cupied, or  from  other  cause  beyond  the  control  of  the  carrier,  the  car- 
rier shall  notify  the  consignee  of  its  intention  to  make  delivery  at  the 
nearest  point  available  to  the  consignee,  naming  the  point.  Such  de- 
livery shall  be  made  unless  the  consignee  shall  before  delivery  indicate 
a  preferred  available  point,  in  which  case  the  preferred  delivery  shall 
be  made. 

RULE  VI, 
CARS. FOR  LOADING. 

Section  A.  Cars  for  loading  will  be  considered  placed  when  such 
cars  are  actually  placed  or  held  on  orders  of  the  consignor.  In  the 
latter  case  the  agent  must  g^ve  the  consignor  written  notice  of  all  cars 
which  he  has  been  unable  to  place  because  of  condition  of  the  private 
track  or  because  of  other  conditions  attributable  to  the  consignor. 
This  will  be  considered  constructive  placement.  See  Rule  III,  Section 
A  (Computing  Time). 

Section  B.  When  empty  cars,  placed  for  loading  on  orders,  are 
not  used,  demurrage  will  be  charged  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  placing 
or  tender  until  released,  with  no  time  allowance. 

RULE  vn. 

DEMURRAGE  CHARGE. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  free  time  allowed,  a  charge  of  $1.00 
per  car  per  day,  or  fraction  of  a  day,  will  be  made  until  car  is  released. 

RULE  VIII. 

CLAIMS. 

No  demurrage  charges  shall  be  collected  under  these  rules  for 
detention  of  cars  through  causes  named  below.  Demurrage  charges 
assessed  or  collected  under  such  conditions  shall  be  promptly  cancelled 
or  refunded  by  the  carrier. 

CAUSES. 

Section  A.     Weather  interference. 

1.  When  the  condition  of  the  weather  during  the  prescribed 
free  time  is  such  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  employ  men  or 
teams  in  loading  or  unloading,  or  impossible  to  place  freight  in 
cars,  or  to  move  it  from  cars,  without  serious  injury  to  the 
freight,  the  free  time  shall  be  extended  until  a  total  of  48  hours 
free  from  such  weather  interference  shall  have  been  allowed. 

2.  When  shipments  are  frozen  while  in  transit  so  as  to  pre- 
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vent  unloading  during  the  prescribed  free  time.  This  exemption 
shall  not  include  shipments  which  are  tendered  to  consignee  in 
condition  to  unload.  Under  this  rule  consignees  will  be  required 
to  make  diligent  effort  to  unload  such  shipments. 

3.  When  because  of  high  water  or  snowdrifts,  it  is  impos- 
sible to  get  to  cars  for  loading  or  unloading  during  the  pre- 
scribed free  time. 

This  rule  shall  not  absolve  a  consignor  or  consignee  from 
liability  for  demurrage  if  others  similarly  situated  and  under  the 
same  conditions  are  able  to  load  and  unload  cars. 
Section  B.     Bunching. 

1.  Cars  for  loading.  When,  by  reason  of  delay  or  irregu- 
larity of  the  carrier  in  filling  orders,  cars  are  bunched  and  placed 
for  loading  in  accumulated  numbers  in  excess  of  daily  orders, 
the  shipper  shall  be  allowed  such  free  time  for  loading  as  he 
would  have  been  entitled  to  had  the  cars  been  placed  for  loading 
as  ordered. 

2.  Cars  for  unloading  or  reconsigning.  When,  as  the  result 
of  the  act  or  neglect  of  any  carrier,  cars  destined  for  one  con- 
signee, at  one  point,  are  bunched  at  originating  point,  in  transit, 
or  at  destination,  and  delivered  by  the  carrier  in  accumulated 
numbers  in  excess  of  daily  shipments,  the  consignee  shall  be  al- 
lowed such  free  time  as  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  had  the 
cars  been  delivered  in  accordance  with  the  daily  rate  of  shipment. 
Claim  to  be  presented  to  the  carrier's  agent  within  15  days. 
Section  C.     Demand  of  overcharge. 

When  the  carrier's  agent  demands  the  payment  of  transporta- 
tion charges  in  excess  of  tariff  authority. 

Section  D.  Delayed  or  improper  notice  by  the  carrier.  When 
notice  has  been  given  in  substantial  compliance  with  the  requirements 
as  specified  in  these  rules,  the  consignee  shall  not  thereafter  have  the 
right  to  call  in  question  the  sufficiency  of  such  notice  unless  within 
48  hours  from  7  a.  m.  following  the  day  on  which  notice  is  sent  he  shall 
serve  upon  the  delivering  carrier  a  full  written  statement  of  his  objec- 
tions to  the  sufficiency  of  such  notice. 

1.  When  claim  is  made  that  a  mailed  notice  has  been  de- 
layed the  postmark  thereon  shall  be  accepted  as  indicating  the 
date  of  the  notice. 

2.  When  a  notice  is  mailed  by  carrier  on  Sunday,  a  legal 
holiday,  or  after  3  p.  m.  on  other  days  (as  evidenced  by  the 
postmark  thereon)  the  consignee  shall  be  allowed  five  hours  addi- 
tional free  time,  provided  he  shall  mail  or  send  to  the  carrier's 
agent,  within  the  first  24  hours  free  time,  written  advice  that  the 
notice  had  not  been  received  until  after  the  free  time  had  begun 
to  run;  in  case  of  failure  on  the  part  of  consignee  so  to  notify 
the  carrier's  agent,  no  additional  free  time  shall  be  allowed. 

Section  E.  Railroad  errors  which  prevent  proper  tender  or  de- 
livery. 

Section  F.  Delay  by  United  States  customs.  Such  additional 
free  time  shall  be  allowed  as  has  been  lost  through  such  delay. 
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RULE  IX. 
AVERAGE  AGREEMENT. 

When  a  shipper  or  receiver  enters  into  the  following  agreement, 
the  charge  for  detention  to  cars,  provided  for  by  Rule  VII,  on  all  cars 
held  for  loading  or  unloading  by  such  shipper  or  receiver  shall  be  com- 
puted on  the  basis  of  the  average  time  of  detention  to  all  such  cars 
released  during  each  calendar  month,  such  average  detention  to  be 
computed  as  follows: 

Section  A.  A  credit  of  one  day  will  be  allowed  for  each  car  re- 
leased within  the  first  twenty-four  hours  of  free  time  (except  for  a 
car  subject  to  Rule  II,  Section  B,  paragraph  S).  A  debit  of  one  day 
will  be  charged  for  each  twenty-four  hours  or  fraction  thereof  that  a 
car  is  detained  beyond  the  free  time.  In  no  case  shall  more  than  one 
day's  credit  be  allowed  on  any  one  car,  and  in  no  case  shall  more  than 
five  (s)  days'  credit  be  applied  in  cancellation  of  debits  accruing  on 
any  one  car.  When  a  car  has  accrued  five  (5)  debits,  the  charge  pro- 
vided for  by  Rule  VII  will  be  made  for  all  subsequent  detention,  in- 
cluding Sundays  and  holidays. 

Section  B.  At  the  end  of  the  calendar  month  the  total  number  of 
days  credited  will  be  deducted  from  the  total  number  of  days  debited, 
and  $1.00  per  day  charged  for  the  remainder.  If  the  credits  equal 
or  exceed  the  debits,  no  charge  will  be  made  for  the  detention  of  the 
cars,  and  no  payment  will  be  made  to  shippers  or  receivers  on  account 
of  such  excess  of  credits,  nor  shall  the  credits  in  excess  of  the  debits 
of  any  one  month  be  considered  in  computing  the  average  detention 
for  another  month. 

Section  C.  A  shipper  or  receiver  who  elects  to  take  advantage 
of  this  average  agreement  shall  not  ])e  entitled  to  cancellation  or  re- 
fund of  demurrage  charges  under  Section  A,  paragraphs  i  and  3,  or 
Section  B  of  Rule  VIII. 

Section  D.  A  shipper  or  receiver  who  elects  to  take  advantage 
of  this  average  agreement  may  be  required  to  give  sufficient  security 
to  the  carrier  for  the  payment  of  balances  against  him  at  the  end  of 
each  month. 

It  is  further  , 

Ordered,  That  said  code  of  demurrage  rules,  as  hereinbefore 
fully  set  out,  shall  be  in  full  force  and  eflFect  within  the  State  of  Ohio 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  1913. 


434.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Lima  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company 
for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  to  purchase  and 
sell  prcq)erty.    Approved  March  4,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Lima  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  and  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company,  corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of 
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the  States  of  Ohio  and  Illinois,  respectively,  having,  on  the  twenty- 
seventh  day  of  December,  191 2,  filed  their  joint  petition  praying  for 
the  consent  and  authority  of  this  Commission  for  the  purchase,  by 
The  Lima  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  of  the  exchange  prop- 
erty and  telephone  building  in  Lima,  Ohio,  and  certain  toll  lines  and 
toll  circuits  in  the  vicinity  thereof  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company,  and  praying  further,  for  the  consent  to  and  approval  of,  by 
this  Commission,  the  establishment  of  a  connecting  arrangement  for 
an  interchange  of  service  between  the  respective  telephone  systems 
of  said  companies,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  exhibits  at- 
tached thereto,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed 
for  Wednesday,  January  twenty-second,  1913,  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  and 
due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given, 
and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and  the  further  consideration  there- 
of continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  con- 
sideration upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it 
appearing  that  the  service  furnished  the  public  will  be  improved  there- 
by, and  it  appearing  further  that  the  public  will  be  furnished  adequate 
service  for  a  reasonable  and  just  rate,  rental,  toll  or  charge,  the  Com- 
mission is  satisfied  that  the  prayers  of  said  petition  should  be  granted. 
It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be, 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  to  said  The  Lima  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  its  exchange  property  and  telephone  building  in 
Lima,  Ohio,  and  certain  toll  lines  and  toll  circuits  in  the  vicinity  there- 
of, as  fully  set  out  in  a  bill-of-sale  attached  to  said  petition  and  marked 
"Exhibit  A,"  and  in  an  inventory  submitted,  offered  and  introduced 
in  evidence  on  the  hearing  of  said  matter,  which  are  made  a  part 
hereof  by  reference;  and  said  The  Lima  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to 
pay  therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  two  hundred  and  five  thousand 
dollars  ($205,000.00).    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Lima  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany and  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they 
hereby  are  authorized  to  form  a  physical  connection  between  the  plant 
and  system  of  said  The  Lima  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
and  the  plant  and  system  of  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company 
for  the  exchange  of  service  between  said  companies  as  provided  by 
law.     It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  said  The  Lima  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany and  the  said  Central  Union  TeleptiQP^  Compa,ny  forthwith  file 
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with  the  Commission  schedules  of  reasonable  rates  for  said  interchange 
service.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  by 
said  The  Lima  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  and  the  said  Cen- 
tral Union  Telephone  Company  after  such  schedules  of  reasonable 
rates  for  such  interchange  service  have  been  filed  with  and  approved 
by  the  Commission. 

Provided,  there  be  no  diminution  of  the  service  now  afforded 
by  said  The  Lima  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  and  enjoyed  by 
its  patrons,  by  discontinuing  connection,  or  failing  and  refusing  to  ex- 
change service  with  any  other  company  with  which  connection  now 
exists  and  exchange  of  service  is  maintained. 


435.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Lima  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Com- 
mission to  issue  $500,000.00  capital  stock.  Approved  March  4, 
1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Lima  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  twenty- 
seventh  day  of  December,  191 2,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  con- 
sent and  authority  of  this  Commission  to  the  issue  of  its  six  per  cent, 
preferred  cumulative  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  and  its  common  capital  stock  of  the  par 
value  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be 
used,  first,  for  the  payment  of  the  purchase  price  for  certain  property 
of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  the  purchase  of  which  by 
said  petitioner,  has  been  consented  to  and  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sion in  its  order,  duly  entered,  in  proceeding  number  four  hundred 
and  thirty-four,  of  the  gross  sum  of  two  hundred  and  five  thousand 
dollars;  second,  for  the  enlargement  of  such  combined  property  and 
the  construction  of  additions  and  extensions  to  the  switchboard  and 
to  the  aerial  and  underground  cable  and  conduit  system,  and  the  uni- 
fication of  said  service,  eighty-eight  thousand  five  hundred  dollars; 
third,  for  the  reimbursement  of  stockholders  for  moneys  advanced,  by 
them,  and  expended  in  the  construction,  completion,  extension  and 
improvement  of  its  facilities,  fifty  thousand  dollars;  fifth,  for  the  pay- 
ment and  discharge  of  petitioner's  outstanding  bills  payable,  twenty- 
six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  sixth,  to  be  retained  in  peti- 
tioner's treasury  and  expended  from  time  to  time,  in  the  construction 
of  additions  and  extensions  to  petitioner's  plant  and  system  and  the 
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retirement  of  maturing  bonds;  and  said  petitioner  having  declared,  in 
its  said  petition,  its  intention  to  file,  in  accordance  with  law,  with  this 
Commission,  upon  the  completion  of  said  work  of  combining  and  en- 
larging its  plant  after  the  acquisition  of  said  property  of  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company,  an  amended  schedule  of  rates,  and  prayed 
this  Commission  to  prescribe  the  date  upon  which  said  schedule  of 
rates,  when  filed,  shall  become  effective,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition 
and  exhibits  attached  thereto,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter 
having  been  fixed  for  Wednesday,  January  twenty -second,  191 3,  at 
two  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing 
having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and  the  further 
consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on 
this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and 
exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock  are  to  be 
expended  in  the  payment  and  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of 
said  corporation,  incurred  and  to  be  incurred  in  the  acquisition  of 
property  and  the  construction,  completion,  extension  and  improve- 
ment of  its  facilities,  and  in  the  refunding  of  certain  capital  obligations 
so  created,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition, 
in  so  far  as  it  seeks  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  to 
the  issue  of  said  capital  stock  should  be  granted.    It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Lima  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  six  per  cent,  cumula- 
tive preferred  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  ($250,000.00)  and  its  common  capital  stock  of  the 
par  value  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000.00), 
and  that  said  capital  stock  be  sold  for  the  highest  price  obtainable, 
but  for  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and 
finding  of  the  Commission  that  the  money  to  be  secured  by  the  sale 
of  said  capital  stock  is  resonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes  of 
said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock  be, 
by  said  The  Lima  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  devoted  to 
and  used  for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit : 

First.  The  payment  of  the  purchase  price  of  the  property, 
the  acquisition  of  which  by  said  petitioner,  has  been 
consented  to  and  approved  by  this  Commission  in  its 
order,  duly  entered  in  the  proceeding  entitled,  In  the 
matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Lima  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  and  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the 
Commission  to  purchase  and  sell  property ._    $205,000  00 
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Second.     The   enlargement   of   the   combined   property,   the  "  ^ 

making  of  additions  and  extensions  to  the  switchboard 
and  to  the  aereal  and  underground  cable  and   conduit  "^ 

system,  and  other  work  connected  with  the  unification  of 
said  service,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  exhibits 
attached  thereto  and  submitted  on  and  after  the  hearing 
of  said  matter,  variously  identified,  which  are  made  a 
part  hereof  by  reference $88,500  00 

Third.  For  the  reimbursement  of  stockholders  for  moneys, 
by  them  advanced,  and  expended  in  the  construction  of 
additions,  extensions  and  improvements  to  petitioner's 
plant  and  property— ,-.       50,000  00 

Fourth.     To  be  expended  in  the  payment  and  discharge  of 

petitioner's  outstanding  bills  payable 26,500  00 

Fifth.  To  be  deposited  in  petitioner's  treasury  and  used 
from  time  to  time  to  retire  matured  bonds  and  make 
permanent  additions  to  |)etitioner 's  plant  and  system,  as 
fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  exhibits  attached  there- 
to and  submitted  on  and  after  the  hearing  of  said  matter, 
and  variously  identified,  which  are  made  a  part  hereof 
by  reference  130,000  00 

It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Lima  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany make  verified  report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon  the 
issue  and  sale  of  said  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such 
sale,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  there- 
from, which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  which  shall  not 
be  less  than  the  par  value  thereof;  upon  the  retirement  of  said  bonds, 
now  outstanding,  the  fact  of  the  retirement  of  such  capital  obligation, 
detailing  the  date  and  number,  name  of  holder  and  par  value  thereof, 
and  of  its  cancellation,  mutilation  and  destruction ;  at  the  expiration  of 
each  and  every  period  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  this  order, 
the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  said  capital  stock,  set- 
ting forth  in  reasonable  detail  the  purposes  to  which  such  proceeds 
have  been  devoted,  such  reports  to  be  made  until  all  of  said  capital 
stock  herein  authorized  has  been  issued  and  disposed  of  and  all  the 
proceeds  thereof  expended  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

Upon  consideration  of  that  portion  of  the  petition  of  The  Lima 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  relating  to  a  certain  suggested 
schedule  of  rates  to  be  charged  for  telephone  service,  attached  to  and 
made  a  part  of  said  petition,  the  Commission  makes  no  finding  or 
order  with  respect  to  said  suggested  schedule  of  rates  nor  with  respect 
to  the  rates  proper  to  be  charged  by  said  company  after  it  has  exer- 
cised the  authority  herein  granted. 


436.  The  Colonial  Coal  and  Supply  Company,  Complainant,  versus 
The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company  and  Erie  Railroad  Com- 
pany, Defendants.    Dismissed  February  4,  1913. 

Complainant  sought  reparation  in  the  sum  of  $15.70,  being  the 
value  of  12,020  pounds  of  bituminous  coal,  shipped  from  Pomeroy  to 
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Lima,  Ohio,  alleged  to  have  been  lost  in  transit,  with  the  freight 
charges  thereon.  The  case  was  withdrawn  when  complainant  discov- 
ered that  the  Erie  Railroad  was  not  a  proper  party  to  the  proceeding. 
The  entry  in  this  regard  reads : 

Upon  application  of  the  complainant,  this  proceeding  is  hereby, 
dismissed  without  prejudice. 


437.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Columbus  Edison  Com- 
pany for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  $250,000.00  preferred  cap- 
ital stock  and  $250,000.00  common  capital  stock  for  the  exten- 
sion, betterment  and  permanent  improvement  to  its  facilities  and 
the  maintenance  of  its  service. 

This  petition,  which  sought  the  consent  and  authority  of  the 
Commission  for  the  issue  by  the  petitioner  to  The  Columbus  Railway 
and  Light  Company,  the  lessee  of  petitioner's  property,  of  the  securi-

depreciation,  asking  an  order  to  compel  it  to  cease  from  its  invasion 
of  the  specified  territory  and  to  establish  a  schedule  of  rates  similar 
to  complainant's. 

The  matter  has  been  heard,  but  disposition  is  withheld  pending 
the  filing  of  briefs.

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474.  The  Colonial  Coal  and  Supply  Company^  complainant,  versus 
The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company  and  Chicago  &  Erie 
Railroad  Company,  defendants.    Order  issued  March  18,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER 

This  case  is  brought  under  sections  579-80  of  the  General  Code, 
as  amended  May  9,  1910,  O.  L.  Vol.  loi,  p.  173. 

The  complainant  makes  claim  against  the  defendants  for  the 
value,  at  destination,  of  11,020  poimds,  net,  of  coal  alleged  to  have 
been  lost  in  transit,  amounting,  at  $2.85  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds,  to 
$15.70.  The  defendant,  Chicago  and  Erie  Railroad  Company,  an- 
swers the  complaint  and  denies  generally  any  liability  or  responsibil- 
ity for  the  alleged  loss  and  avers  that  it  transported  and  delivered  to 
the  consignee  all  the  coal  that  was  delivered  to  it  by  The  Hocking 
Valley  Railway  Company,  its  connecting  carrier.  The  defendant. 
The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  is  in  default  for  answer,  de- 
murrer or  other  pleading,  although  duly  served  with  notice  of  the 
pendency  of  this  case. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  pleadings,  the  exhibits  and  the  af- 
fidavits filed  and  submitted  in  the  case,  the  Commission  finds  that 
the  complainant,  The  Colonial  Coal  and  Supply  Company,  delivered 
to  the  defendant,  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  at  Pomeroy, 
Ohio,  63400  pounds  of  coal  loaded  into  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway 
Company  car  No.  1939,  on  or  about  the  fourteenth  day  of  January, 
1911,  and  consigned  to  J.  B.  Jackman  and  Son,  at  Lima,  Ohio;  that 
said  defendant,  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company  undertook 
to  transport  and  deliver,  and  did  transport  and  deliver  said  car  to  the 
connecting  carrier,  the  said  Chicago  and  Erie  Railroad  Company,  at 
Marion;  that  there  was  delivered  to  said  consignee  but  51,380  pounds 
of  coal,  showing  a  loss,  in  transit,  of  12,020  pounds  of  coal;  that  com- 
plainant makes  claim  for  but  11,020  pounds  of  coal,  for  the  reason  that 
said  shipment  moved  under  defendants'  coal  tariflF,  which  provides 
for  1,000  pounds  under-billing. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  said  loss  of  11,020  pounds 
of  coal  from  said  car,  so  delivered  by  complainant  to  the  defendant 
The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  at  Pomeroy,  Ohio,  was 
caused  and  resulted  from  said  defendant,  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway 
Company's  negligence  and  want  of  cars  in  transporting  said  coal  from 
Pomeroy  to  Marion,  and  that  there  is  due  complainant  from  defendant 
The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  and 
seventy  cents  ($15.70),  with  interest  thereon  from  the  sixth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 191 3,  the  date  of  the  filing  of  this  comprint  with  the  Commis- 
sion. 
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The  Commission  further  finds  that  complainant  is  a  resident  and 
has  its  principal  place  of  business,'  and  has  and  maintains  an  office  in 
Franklin  county,  Ohio,  and  that  the  defendant,  The  Hocking  Valley 
Railway  Company  has  and  maintains  an  office  in  said  Franklin  county,

The  Springfield  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company,  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  seventh 
day  of  February,  1913,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and 
airthority  of  the  Commission  for  the  issue  and  sale  of  its  general  and 
refunding,  five  per  cent,  thirty  year  gold  bonds  of  the  par  value  of 
three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  its  preferred  capital 
stock  of  the  par  value  of  twenty-eight  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,

476.  The  village  of  Milford,  complainant,  versus  The  Cincinnati,  Mil- 
ford  &  Loveland  Traction  Company,  a  corporation,  defendant. 
Order  issued  May  9,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings,  the  exhibits 
and  the  testimony,  and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Commission 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds  that  the  defendant  has 
been  granted  by  the  said  village  of  Milford,  a  franchise  for,  and  has 
been,  and  is  now  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  electricity  for 
light,  heat  and  power  purposes  to  consumers  within  said  village. 
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The  Commission  further  finds  that  two  of  the  residents  of  said 
village,  to  wit :  Robert  Mitchell  and  Albert  Davis,  prior  to  the  filing 
of  this  complaint,  made  application  in  due  form  to  said  defendant  for 
electricity  to  be  supplied  to  their  respective  premises,  and  that  said  ap- 
plicants are  still  desirous  of  receiving  defendant's  service  and  product. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  defendant  required,  as  a  con- 
dition precedent  to  supplying  said  applicants  with  said  service  and 
product,  that  said  applicants  bear  the  initial  cost  of  installing  poles, 
wh*cs  and  other  equipment  required  for  furnishing  said  service  and 
product,  and  that  upon  the  said  applicant's  refusal  to  bear  said  cost 
and  expense,  defendant  refused  to  furnish  said  service  and  product  to 
said  applicants. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  tariflf,  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  defendant  on  file  with  this  Commission  do  not  provide  that 
the  cost  of  such  installation  shall  be  borne  by  the  applicant. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  defendant,  by  the  laws  of 
Ohio  and  by  the  franchise  granted  to  said  defendant  by  said  village, 
is  required  to  furnish  its  service  and  product  within  said  village  to  the 
applicants  therefor,  and  that  defendant  cannot  require  said  applicants 
to  bear  the  cost  of  such  installation,  in  and  around  neighborhoods  and 
localities  where  defendant's  transmission  system  has  been  heretofore 
extended. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  said  defendant  has  erected 
its  wires,  and  has  installed  its  transmission  system,  in  and  around  the 
neighborhood  and  locality  where  the  premises  of  said  applicants  are 
located,  and  that  said  defendant  has  been,  and  is  now  furnishing  its 
service  and  product  to  other  consumers,  in  and  around  the  neighbor- 
hood and  locality  where  said  applicants'  premises  are  located,  and 
that  certain  of  the  premises  of  said  other  consumers  are  located  at 
a  greater  distance  from  defendant's  main  transmission  lines  than  are 
the  premises  of  said  applicants. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  by  reason  of  defendant's 
having  heretofore  erected  its  poles,  lines  and  other  apparatus,  and 
extended  its  transmission  system  into  and  around  the  neighborhood 
and  locality  where  said  applicants'  premises  are  located,  that  no 
further  extension  of  defendant's  transmission  system  will  be  required 
in  order  to  enable  said  defendant  to  furnish  to  said  applicants  its 
service  and  product. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  by  reason  of  said  defendant's 
refusal  to  furnish  its  service  and  product,  except  upon  the  paying  for 
the  necessary  installation  by  the  said  applicants  therefor,  that  the  de- 
fendant's service  is  thereby  rendered  inadequate,  insufficient,  inef- 
ficient and  cannot  be  obtained,  and  that  its  practices,  rules,  regulations 
and  requirements  are,  in  that  respect,  unjust  and  unreasonable. 
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The  Commissictti  further  finds  that  said  defendant  has  here- 
tofore supplied  its  other  customers  and  consumers  with  its  service 
and  product  without  requiring  sxich  customers  and  consumers  to  bear 
the  cost  of  installation  and  that,  by  reason  of  defendant's  requiring 
the  applicants  herein  named  to  bear  the  cost  of  such  installation,' 
defendant  has  unjustly  discriminated,  and  is  now  unjustly  discrim- 
inating against  said  applicants.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant.  The  Cincinnati,  Milford  and  Love- 
land  Traction  Company,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  directed  to  erect 
the  poles,  lines  and  other  appliances  necessary  to  furnish  said  appli- 
cants with  said  service  and  product,  and  that  it  thereupon  and  there- 
after furnish  to  said  applicants  its  said  service  and  product.

Ordered,  That  the  terms  and  conditions  and  requirements  of  this 
order  be  fully  complied  with  by  defendant,  said  The  Cincinnati,  Mil- 
ford  and  Loveland  Traction  Company,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  , 
•of  June,  1913.

This  day  this  matter  came  on  for  hearing  upon  the  petition  of 
The  Brookville  and  Lewisburg  Lighting  Company, a  corporation  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  with  its  principal  place  of 
business  located  at  Lewjsburg,  Ohio,  for  the  consent  and  authority  of 
the  Commission  to  the  issue  of  its  common  capital  stock  of  the  par 
value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  for  the  con- 
struction of  an  electric  transmission  line  in  the  town  of  Brookville, 
Montgomery  county,  Ohio,  for  the  purpose  of  transmitting  and  de- 
livering electricity  for  light,  heat,  power  and  other  purposes,  to  the 
consumers  and  the  municipality  in  said  town,  as  fully  set  out  in  said 
petition;  the  evidence  and  exhibits.

said  town,  as  fully  set  out  in  the  transcript  of  the  testimony  offered 
and  introduced  on  the  hearing  of  this  matter,  which  is  made  a  part 
hereof  by  reference,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Brookville  and  Lewisburg  Lighting 
Company  make  verified  report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon 
the  issue  and  sale  of  said  common  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof, 
the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  and  the  amounts 
realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value  thereof ;  at  the  termination  of  each 
and  every  period  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  dis- 
position and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  common 
capital  stock,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail  the  purposes  for  which 
said  proceeds  have  been  expended,  such  reports  to  be  made  until  all 
of  said  common  capital  stock  herein  authorized  has  been  issued  and 
disposed  of  and  all  of  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  thereof,  ex- 
pended pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  order. 


479.  Western  Ohio  Creamery  Company,  complainant,  versus  Dayton 
&  Union  Raihroad  Company,  The  Cincinnati  Northern  Railroad 
Company,  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  &  St.  Louis  Rail- 
way Company  and  Peoria  &  Eastern  Railway  Company,  defend- 
ants.    Dismissed  June  11,  igi^ 

OPINION,  FINDING  AND  ORDER 

Complainant  in  this  case  attacks  the  rates  on  cream  from  certain 
points  on  the  New  York  Central  Lines  in  Ohio  to  Greenville,  claiming 
that  the  rates  on  cream  should  not  exceed  the  rates  on  milk,  and  ask- 
ing for  a  reduction  in  the  charges  on  cream  to  the  basis  of  the  milk 
rates  on  certain  shipments  made  prior  to  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the 
complaint. 

At  the  hearing,  complainant  introduced  evidence  to  show  that 
the  cost  to  the  railroad  company  of  handling  shipments  of  cream  was 
no  greater  than  that  of  handling  shipments  of  milk,  in  that  both  com- 
modities were  shipped  in  the  same  kind  of  containers  and  were  about 
the  same  weight  and  bulk.  They  admitted,  however,  that  there  was 
a  diflference  in  value. 

Defendant   showed   by   evidence  that  cream   exceeded   milk   in 
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value,  per  bulk,  in  the  ratio  of  one  to  three,  or  one  to  four ;  that  cream 
was  worth  three  to  four  times  an  equivalent  amount  of  milk.  They 
also  introduced  in  evidence  information  with  reference  to  claims  made 
by  complainant  on  the  basis  of  cream  value. 

Complainant,  in  the  brief,  argued  that  diflference  in  value  was  not 
sufficient  justification  for  difference  in  rates ;  defendant  argued  to  the 
contrary. 

The  Commission  are  of  the  opinion  that,  while  value  is  but  one 
element  in  rate-making,  yet  it  is  a  very  material  element,  and  every- 
thing else  being  equal,  a  difference  in  value  of  three  or  four  hundred 
per  cent,  will  justify  some  difference  in  rate.  We  do  not  go  as  far  as 
to  say  that  the  difference  in  rate  should  be  in  the  ratio  of  the  difference 
in  value ;  but  a  great  difference  in  value,  and  in  this  case  the  difference 
amounted  to  three  or  four  hundred  per  cent.,  will  justify  some  differ- 
ence in  rate.  It  was  not  contended  that  shippers  were  not  charged 
at  published  cream  rate;  in  fact,  this  was  freely  admitted. 

The  Commission  find  that  the  rates  complained  of  in  this  pro- 
ceeding are  not  excessive  or  unreasonable  in  their  relation  to  the  milk 
rates ;  that  the  difference  in  value  of  the  two  commodities  is  sufficient 
to  justify  existing  difference  in  rates. 

The  Commission  further  find  that  they  have  no  authority  to 
authorize  or  require  refund  of  charges,  or  any  part  thereof,  when  such 
charges  have  been  based  upon  published  tariff  rates. 

An  order  will  be  entered  accordingly. 

ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings,  the  evidence 
and  exhibits,  and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Commission,  being 
fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds  that,  on  account  of  the  difference 
in  the  value  of  the  two  commodities,  the  rates  for  the  transportation 
of  cre^m  as  compared  with  rates  for  the  transportation  of  milk,  as 
charged  by  defendants,  are  not  unreasonable.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  this  complaint  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  dis- 
missed. 


480.  The  Local  Telephone  Company,  of  Bellevue,  Ohio,  Complainant, 
versus  The  Cranberry  Mutual  Telephone  Company,  Defendant. 
Dismissed  June  12,  1913. 

The  petition  of  The  Local  Telephone  Company  alleged  that 
The  Cranberry  Mutual  Telephone  Company  was  preparing  to,  and 
actually  was,  extending  its  plant  and  lines  into  territory  already  occu- 
pied and  adequately  served  by  The  Local  Telephone  Company,  and 
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prayed  that  The  Cranberry  Mutual  Telephone  Company  be  required 
to  show  cause  why  it  should  not  be  prohibited  from  entering  said  ter- 
ritory.   The  case  was  closed  with  the  following  entry : 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings  and  the  evi- 
dence, and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Commission,  being  fully 
advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  being  made  to  appear  that  said  The 
Cranberry  Mutual  Telephone  Company  is  incorporated,  organized  and 
operating  not  for  profit,  the  Commission  finds  that  it  has  no  jurisdic- 
tion to  entertain  this  complaint  or  to  decide  the  issues  therein  raised. 
It  is  therefore 

Ordered,    That  this  case  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  dismissed. 


481.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  Hie  Clarington  Gas  Company 
for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  $15,000.00  par  value,  capital 
stock.

final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it 
appearing  that  the  proceeds  of  said  capital  stock  are  to  be  expended 
in  the  payment  and  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of  said  com- 
pany, incurred  in  the  acquisition  of  property  and  the  construction, 
completion,  extension  and  improvement  of  its  facilities,  the  Commis- 
sion is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.

for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  capital 
stock  be,  by  said  The  Claring^on  Gas  Company,  devoted  to  and  used 
for  the  following  purpose,  and  no  other,  to  wit:  The  payment  and 
discharge  of  the  obligations  incurred  in  the  acquisition  of  property 
and  the  construction,  completion,  extensioti  and  improvement  of  its 
facilities,  as  fully  set  out  in  a  detailed  statement  attached  to  the  peti- 
tion herein,  marked  "Exhibit  A"  and  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Clarington  Gas  Company  make  verified 
report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon  the  sale  of  said  capital 
stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the 
best  price  obtainable,  but  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value 
thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  three  months 
from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  The  Albany  division  of  The 
Rutland  Citizens  Telephone  Company,  joint  applicant  herein  with  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  has  filed  no  schedule  of  rates  and 
charges,  has  made  no  annual  or  other  reports  to  the  Commission,  nor 
done  any  of  the  things  required  by  law  of  public  service  corporations, 
and  it  appearing  further  that  said  The  Albany  division  of  The  Rut- 
land Citizens  Telephone  Company  has  held  itself  out  as  a  mutual  com- 
pany operating  not  for  profit,  the  Commission  finds  that  its  jurisdic- 
tion cannot  be  invoked  by  said  The  Albany  division  of  The  Rutland 
Citizens  Telephone  Company  in  this  act,  and  this  case  is,  therefore, 
dismissed. 
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483.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  Tlie  People's  Telephone 
Company,  of  Geneva,  Ashtabula  County,  Ohio,  and  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company,  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
Cmnmission  for  authority  to  continue  an  existing  connection  and 
establish  a  new  connection  for  an  exchange  of  service  between 
the  applicants  under  a  new  contract.    Approved  March  15,  1913* 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  People's  Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company,  corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  states 
of  Ohio  and  Illinois,  respectively,  having,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of 
February,  1913,  filed  their  joint  petition,  praying  for  the  consent  and 
authority  of  the  Commission  to  the  continued  maintenance  of  a  physi- 
cal connection  and  exchange  of  service  between  the  telephone  systems 
of  said  companies,  and  the  extension  of  such  exchange  of  service  to 
include  several  properties  recently  acquired  and  constructed  by  said 
The  People's  Telephone  Company,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition 
and  exhibits  attached  thereto,  and  the  Commission  having,  upon  the 
filing  of  said  petition,  deemed  the  assignment  of  the  same  for  hearing 
to  be  unnecessary,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration 
upon  the  petition  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings  and  examining  the  exhibits,  and 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  appearing  that  the  con- 
tract, or  articles  of  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  by  and  between 
said  companies  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  which  said  physical 
connection  and  exchange  of  service  have  been  maintained,  does  not 
provide  for  the  extension  of  such  interchange  of  service  to  the  new 
properties  acquired  and  constructed  by  said  The  People's  Telephone 
Company,  and  it  appearing  further  that  said  companies  desire  to  make 
and  enter  into  a  new  contract,  or  articles  of  agreement,  providing  for 
a  continuation  of  said  physical  connection  and  the  extension  of  said 
exchange  of  service  so  as  to  include  all  subscribers  and  patrons  of 
said  The  People's  Telephone  Company,  and  it  appearing  further  that 
in  so  far  as  the  public  is  concerned,  said  companies  seek  but  to  con- 
tinue the  service  now  afforded,  with  its  extension  to  include  all  pa- 
trons and  subscribers  of  said  The  People's  Telephone  Company,  and 
it  appearing  further  that  the  public  will  be  furnished  adequate  service 
for  a  reasonable  and  just  rate,  rental,  toll  or  charge,  the  Commission 
is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.  It  is, 
therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  The  People's  Telephone  Company,  of 
Geneva,  Ashtabula  County,  Ohio,  and  the  said  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  be,  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  to  retain  the 
physical  connection  between  the  plant  and  system  of  said  The  People's 
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Telephone  Company  and  the  plant  and  system  of  the  said  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company  and  to  exchange  service  between  said 
companies,  in  the  manner  set  out  in  a  copy  of  a  proposed  superseding 
contract,  or  traffic  agreement,  attached  to  said  petition  and  marked 
"Exhibit  A,"  which  is  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference,  and  as  pro- 
vided by  law.    It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  said  The  People's  Telephone  Company  and  the 
said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  forthwith  file  with  the  Com- 
mission schedules  of  reasonable  rates  for  said  extended  exchange  serv- 
ice.   It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
from  and  after  the  filing  with  and  approval  by  the  Commission  of 
such  schedules  of  reasonable  rates  for  said  extended  interchange 
service. 

Provided,  there  be  no  diminution  of  the  service  now  afforded  by 
said  The  People's  Telephone  Company  and  enjoyed  by  its  patrons,  by 
discontinuing  connection,  or  failing  and  refusing  to  exchange  service 
with  any  other  company  with  which  connection  now  exists  and  ex- 
change of  service  is  maintained. 


484.   The  Grains  of  Health  Company,  Complainant,  versus  Erie  Rail- 
road Company,  Defendant.    Dismissed  April  3,  1913. 

OPINION,  FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

In  this  complaint,  the  principal  allegation  does  not  seem  to  be 
supported  by  the  exhibits  submitted  in  evidence.  It  appears  that  on 
May  I,  1912,  The  Grains  of  Health  Company,  Youngstown,  Ohio, 
shipped  to  E.  M.  Harrolds,  Marion,  Ohio,  five  boxes  of  samples,  and 
on  May  3,  1912,  shipped  to  the  same  party  one  box  of  printed  matter. 
The  freight  bill  shows  delivery  of  five  boxes  of  samples.  May  9,  1912, 
and  bears  notation  showing  one  box  short.  The  box  of  printed  matter 
is  on  a  separate  freight  bill,  and  the  delivery  date  shown  thereon  is 
undecipherable. 

The  allegation  is  that  the 

"Erie  railroad  at  Marion,  Ohio,  on  May  9,  1912,  failed  to  de- 
liver to  The  Grains  of  Health  Co.  agent,  E.  M.  Harrolds,  i  box 
printed  matter  necessary  for  said  agent  and  agents  to  work." 
Further  on  in  the  complaint,  reference  is  made  as  follows : 

"*     *     *    and  said  box  (marked  short)     *     *     *" 

In  other  words,  the  contention  is  that  the  box  of  printed  matter 
was  "marked  short,"  which  is  not  the  case.  Whatever  shortage  there

was,  SO  far  as  the  exhibits  show,  was  a  box  of  samples.  The  box  of 
printed  matter  was  a  separate  shipment,  made  two  days  after  the  ship- 
ment of  samples. 

The  freight  house  foreman,  Julius  C.  Moeller,  makes  affidavit 
that  on  May  9,  1912,  he  checked  out  and  delivered  to  E.  M.  Harrolds, 
five  boxes  of  samples ;  and  that,  at  the  time,  he  was  asked  about  the 
printed  matter,  but  had  no  record  of  it,  it  not  having  been  received; 
that,  later  in  the  same  day,  the  box  of  printed  matter  arrived,  and  he 
(Moeller)  notified  Harrolds,  by  telephone,  that  it  was  ready  for  deliv- 
ery, but  that  Harrolds  did  not  call  for  it  until  May  11,  '1912. 

Confusion  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  complainant  apparently 
regards  the  five  boxes  of  samples  and  the  one  box  of  printed  matter 
as  a  single  shipment,  when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  there  were  two  ship- 
ments, made  two  days  apart.  The  loss  to  The  Grains  of  Health  Com- 
pany appears  to  have  resulted  from  the  non-receipt  of  the  box  of 
printed  matter  at  the  same  time  that  the  samples  were  received;  but, 
as  the  box  of  printed  matter  was  shipped  two  days  after  the  samples, 
contemporaneous  receipt  could  hardly  be  expected. 

That  part  of  section  579  which  bears  upon  the  case,  reads  as 
follows : 

"All  claims,  charges  or  demands  against  a  railroad  for  loss 
of,  or  damage  to  property  occurring  while  in  the  custody  of  such 
railroad  and  unreasonable  delay  in  transportation  and  delivery, 
or  for  overcharges,"     *     *     *^  etc. 

It  would  appear  from  the  reading  of  this  section  that  if  there 
were  loss  of,  or  damage  to  property  by  unreasonable  delay  in  trans- 
portation, that  complainant  could  be  afforded  relief  under  this  sec- 
tion; but  it  does  not  seem  to  authorize  the  Commission  to  consider 
loss  or  damage  other  than  that  to  property  transported. 

Therefore,  the  Commission  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not 
vested  with  authority  to  award  damages  to  complainant  for  loss  of 
time  of  employes  because  of  the  non-delivery  of  the  property  at  the 
same  time  the  samples  were  delivered,  even  though  such  non-delivery 
were  shown  to  be  the  direct  result  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  the 
railroad,  because  of  the  fact  that  claim  is  not  made  for  damage  to  or 
loss  of  the  property. 

If  there  be  in  the  case  a  sufficient  showing  of  unreasonable  delay 
in  transportation  and  delivery,  complainant  might  have  a  cause  of 
action  in  a  court  for  consequential  damages,  but  not  under  section  579. 

An  order  will  be  entered  accordingly. 

ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  on  the  pleadings,  the  exhibits  and 
the  evidence,  and  the  Commission,  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises, 
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finds  that  complainant  makes  claim  for  damages  by  reason  of  the  loss 
of  time  of  employes  on  account  of  the  alleged  non-deHvery  of  certain 
advertising  matter,  as  fully  set  out  in  the  complaint,  and  that,  there- 
fore, its  jurisdiction  does  not  extend  to  a  determination  of  the  issues 
raised.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,    That  this  case  be  and  it  is  hereby  dismissed  without 
prejudice.

The  Winona  Central  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  the  Hephner  Hollow 
Company,  an  association  of  individuals  engaged  in  the  service  of  the 
public  as  a  telephone  company,  having,  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1913,  filed  their  joint  petition  for  the  consent  and  authority  of 
the  Commission  to  the  purchase,  by  said  The  Winona  Central  Tele- 
phone Company,  of  all  the  pole  lines,  wires,  instruments,  rights  of 
way,  material  and  other  rights  and  equipments  of  said  The  Hephner 
Hollow  Company,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition,  and  the  time  for 
hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Tuesday,  February  25th,  1913,

which  are  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference;  and  said  The  Winona

petition,  deemed  the  assignment  of  the  same  for  hearing  to  be  unnec- 
essary, the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  peti- 
tion and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings  and  examining  the  exhibits,  and 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  appearing  that  the  contract, 
or  articles  of  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  said 
companies  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  which  said  physical  con- 
nection and  exchange  of  service  have  been  maintained,  has  terminated, 
and  it  appearing  further  that  said  companies  desire  to  make  and  enter 
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into  a  new  contract,  or  articles  of  agreement,  providing  for  a  continua- 
tion of  said  physical  connection  and  exchange  of  service,  and  it  appear- 
ing further  that  in  so  far  as  the  public  is  concerned,  said  companies 
seek  but  to  continue  the  service  now  afforded,  and  it  appearing  further 
that  the  public  will  be  furnished  adequate  service  for  a  reasonable 
and  just  rate,  rental,  toll  or  charge,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that 
the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.

and  exchange  of  service  is  maintained.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Seneca  Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company,  corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  states 
of  Ohio  and  Illinois,  respectively,  having,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
February,  1913,  filed  their  joint  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and 
authority  of  the  Commission  for  the  continued  maintenance  of  a  physi- 
cal connection  and  exchange  of  service  between  the  telephone  systems 
of  said  companies,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  exhibits  at- 
tached thereto,  and  the  Commission  having,  upon  the  filing  of  said 
petition,  deemed  the  assignment  of  the  same  for  hearing  to  be  unnec- 
essary, the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the 
petition  and  exhibits. 
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After  considering  the  pleadings  and  examining  the  exhibits,  and 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  appearing  that  the  contract, 
or  articles  of  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  said 
companies  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  which  said  physical  con- 
nection and  exchange  of  service  have  been  maintained,  has  terminated, 
and  it  appearing  further  that  said  companies  desire  to  make  and  enter 
into  a  new  contract,  or  articles  of  agreement,  providing  for  a  continua- 
tion of  said  physical  connection  and  exchange  of  service,  and  it  ap-

Provided,  there  be  no  diminution  of  the  service  now  afforded  by 
said  The  Seneca  Telephone  Company  and  enjoyed  by  its  patrons,  by 
discontinuing  connection,  or  failing  and  refusing  to  exchange  service 
with  any  other  company  with  which  connection  now  exists  and  ex- 
change of  service  is  maintained. 


493.  Harry  H.  Aiken,  Complainant,  versus  The  Cincinnati  and  Sub- 
urban Bell  Telephone  Company,  Defendant.  Dismissed  April 
i7»  1913. 

OPINION,  FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

For  cause  of  complaint,  complainant  says: 

"That  he  is  a  resident  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  and  within 
the  telephone  zone  of  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Tele- 
phone Company;  that  the  defendant  is  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  doing  a  general  telephone  business,  and 
is  classified  as  a  public  utility  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio ;  that  for  three  years  prior  to 
February  14,  he  was  a  subscriber  to  the  telephone  service  of  The 
Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company,  and  promptly 
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paid  the  bills  rendered  by  said  company  for  such  service,  and  that 
on  the  13th  day  of  February,  the  defendant  disconnected  its  tele- 
phone service  from  the  residence  of  the  complainant,  and  refused 
to  accept  an  application  for  a  renewal  of  service. 

"Complainant  says  that  he  in  no  way  violated  the  rules  of 
said  company  relative  to  the  use  of  its  instrument  or  any  other 
regulation  governing  subscribers,  and  that  he  is  wrongfully  de- 
prived of  telephone  service,  which  the  defendant  is  required  un- 
der the  laws  of  Ohio  to  furnish  to  all  bona  fide  applicants. 

"WHEREFORE,  complainant  prays  that  your  Honorable 
Commission  issue  an  order  requiring  the  defendant  to  supply 
him  with  telephone  service  upon  his  compliance  with  its  reason- 
able rules  and  regulations,  and  for  such  other  relief  as  is  just  and 
proper  in  the  premises." 

As  a  justification  for  the  discontinuance  and  refusal  to  reinstall 
service,  defendant  company  answering  says : 

"The  defendant  admits  that  it  is  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  and  is  classified  as  a  public  utility  by  the 
laws  of  said  state ;  that  it  is  engaged  in  a  general  telephone  busi- 
ness in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  Hamilton  county;  that  the 
complainant  was  a  subscriber  to  its  service  until  the  same  was 
disconnected  as  alleged  in  said  complaint. 

"Defendant  says  that  said  service  was  discontinued  upon  the 
request  of  the  chief  of  police  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  who  rep- 
resented that  the  instrument  installed  for  the  complainant  was 
being  used  for  an  illegal  purpose,  namely,  for  conducting  a  hand- 
book. Defendant  avers,  however,  that  it  has  no  knowledge  of 
the  fact  and  acted  solely  upon  the  information  of  the  lawfully 
appointed  and  acting  chief  of  police  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 

"Defendant  says  that  upon  receiving  said  information  from 
the  chief  of  police  it  regarded  the  action  of  the  complainant  a 
violation  of  the  terms  of  his  contract,  and  removed  said  instru- 
ment. 

"Defendant  further  alleges  that  it  is  not  required  to  install 
or  maintain  its  service  for  the  benefit  of  any  unlawful  business, 
and  further  avers  that  if  the  complainant  is  not  engaged  in  any 
unlawful  business,  and  does  not  use  such  service  for  the  purpose 
of  furthering  any  unlawful  business;  it  will  restore  its  service 
upon  approval  of  the  chief  of  police  and  order  of  your  Honorable 
Commission." 

The  evidence  discloses  that  complainant's  telephone  was  located 
in  his  residence,  and  that  complainant  had  enjoyed  the  service  thereof 
for  approximately  three  and  one-half  years  previous  to  February  13, 
191 3,  the  date  of  its  removal.  It  is  not  denied  that  defendant  com- 
pany, in  the  removal  of  complainant's  telephone  and  discontinuing 
his  service,  acted  upon  the  information  furnished  it  by  the  chief  of 
police  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  to  the  effect  that  complainant  was  us- 
ing his  telephone  as  a  means  of  gambling,  namely,  betting  on  horse 

8— p.  V,  c. 
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racing,  which  information  was  accompanied  by  the  further  statement 
that  if  defendant  company  did  not  remove  the  telephone  and  discon- 
tinue its  service  to  complainant,  the  municipal  authorities  would  re- 
move it. 

The  matter  now  comes  before  the  Commission  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  complainant  for  reinstallation  of  service  by  defendant  com- 
pany and  the  refusal  of  defendant  to  do  so  without  the  consent  of  the 
municipal  authorities.  Decisions  of  courts  and  commissions  were  cited 
by  counsel  for  complainant  as  controlling  in  this  case,  but  the  cita- 
tions were  mainly  as  to  cases  where  service  was  discontinued  by  rea- 
son of  violation  of  certain  specific  rules  of  the  telephone  companies 
where  the  violation  was.  an  incident  to  the  service,  Hke  using  profane 
and  indecent  language  in  conversations  by  telephone  rather  than  to 
the  primary  use  of  the  telephone  by  the  subscriber  for  illegal  purposes, 
i.  e.,  where  the  telephone  is  installed  and  used  for  the  purpose  of  vio- 
lating some  specific  penal  statute. 

No  sane  person  would  require  a  telephone  to  be  installed  that  he 
might  use  it  simply  for  swearing  or  as  a  means  of  using  abusive  lan- 
guage, yet  a  patron  might  desire  it  as  a  convenient  means  of  violating 
the  law  and  for  no  other  purpose.  In  neither  event  would  the  fact  that 
the  patron  had  not  changed  his  location  be  controlling,  because  wher- 
ever located  the  telephone  might  be  subject  to  either  abuse. 

The  Commission  is  of  opinion  the  telephone  company  was  justi- 
fied in  acting  upon  the  advice  of  the  chief  of  police  in  removing  the 
telephone  of  complainant  until  proper  investigation  could  be  made. 
The  laws  of  Ohio  provide  a  penalty  against  the  species  of  gambling 
charged  against  complainant,  but  the  future  right  to  telephone  service 
is  no  part  of  the  penalty  provided. 

In  the  matter  of  Cullen,  io6  N.  Y.,  250:  "The  New  York  police 
department  had  ordered  a  telephone  instrument  removed  from  cer- 
tain premises,  on  the  ground  that  pools  were  being  sold  there,  and  the 
telephone  company  had  thereupon  refused  to  reinstate  the  telephone 
in  these  premises  for  a  new  applicant  without  assurance  as  to  his  in- 
tentions, accompanied  by  references  as  to  his  character.  This  attitude 
the  court  held  justifiable.  The  New  York  Telephone  Company  had  been 
informed  by  the  police  department  that  the  premises  had  been  used 
as  a  pool  room.  It  was  also  aware  that  a  telephone  which  it  had  pre- 
viously installed  therein  had  been  removed  therefrom  by  the  police. 
The  officers  of  the  company  might  not  unreasonably  apprehend  that 
they  would  render  themselves  liable  for  aiding  and  abetting  a  violation 
of  the  law  if  they  furnished  further  telephone  service  to  the  prem- 
ises in  view  of  this  information."  Wyman  on  Public  Service  Corpora- 
tions, Sec.  603. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  defendant  company  acted 
within  its  rights  in  removing  complainant's  telephone,  and  it  is  not 
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for  the  Commission  to  say  in  the  first  instance  what  protection  and 
safeguard  defendant  shall  demand  of  complainant  as  a  guarantee  that 
its  telephone  shall  not  be  used  for  illegal  purposes  if  reinstalled.  De- 
fendant company  may,  when  satisfied  that  its  telephone  will  not  be 
used  for  illegal  purposes,  again  install  service  for  complainant  under 
such  reasonable  conditions  as  in  the  judgment  of  defendant  will  pro- 
tect it  and  its  property  against  illegal  use.  It  is  not  for  this  Commis- 
sion to  say  what  protection  defendant  company  shall  demand  unless 
it  later  appear  that  its  demand  is  unreasonable.  In  the  first  instance, 
defendant  company  shall  be  the  sole  judge,  and  must  be  satisfied. 

The  fact  that  a  subscriber  has  once  used  his  telephone  for  illegal 
purposes  is  not  conclusive  against  him  as  to  his  future  right,  necessi- 
ties and  requirements,  but  the  right  to  future  service  should  rest  in 
the  sound  discretion  of  the  telephone  company,  the  exercise  of  which 
discretion  is  not  subject  absolutely,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
establishment  of  service,  to  the  approval  or  consent  of  any  munici- 
pality or  officer* thereof. 

The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  matter  of  furnishing 
service  to  complainant  should  rest  in  the  sound  discretion  of  defend- 
ant company,  and  be  subject  to  such  reasonable  rules  as  it  may  adopt. 
An  order  will  be  accordingly  entered. 

The  facts  disclosed  being  practically  the  same  in  complaint  496, 
James  Flannery  vs.  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone 
Company,  and  complaint  495,  Thomas  Flannery  vs.  The  Cincinnati 
and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company,  like  findings  and  orders  are 
made. 

ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings,  the  evi- 
dence and  the  exhibits,  and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Commis- 
sion, being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds  that  the  police  depart- 
ment and  the  peace  officers  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  notified  the  de- 
fendant company  that  complainant  was  using  its  telephone  service  in 
connection  with,  and  in  furtherance  of  an  unlawful  business,  that  is 
to  say,  in  a  certain  form  of  gambling,  to  wit :  The  betting  on  horse 
races,  and  directed  the  defendant  company  to  discontinue  said  service. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  defendant  company  acted

The  Commission  further  finds  that  if,  and  when,  the  defendant 
company  is  satisfied  that  said  complainant  does  not  intend  to  make 
any  unlawful  use  of  said  telephone  service,  said  defendant  may,  and  it 
is  its  duty  to  furnish  said  complainant  with  telephone  service,  upon 
his  application  therefor.        This  case  is,  therefore,  dismissed. 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  T.  J.  Smith  for  the  consent  and 
authority  of  the  Commission  to  the  sale  of  an  electric  light  plant. 
Approved  February  25,  1913.  Amended  order  issued  March  6,

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

Now,  on  this  twenty-fifth  day  of  February,  A.  D.  191 3,  there 
came  on  to  be  heard  the  petition  of  T.  J.  Smith,  this  day  filed,  praying 
the  consent  of  the  Commission  to  the  sale,  by  him,  to  The  American 
Gas  and  Electric  Company,  and  the  purchase,  by  such  company,  from 
him  of  all  the  assets,  franchises  and  property  of  and  belonging  to  the 
New  Lexington  Electric  Light  Plant,  the  said  petitioner  being  the 
sole  owner  thereof. 

And  The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  now  considering 
said  petition  and  now  hearing  the  proofs  submitted  in  support  of  the 
same,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  does, now  order  that 
the  consent  of  such  Commission  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  given  and 
granted  to  the  said  sale  of  all  said  property,  assets,  franchises  and 
plant  of  and  belonging  to  said  petitioner,  by  him,  to  said  The  Amer- 
ican Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  to  the  purchase,  from  him,  by 
said  company  of  the  same.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  granted  herein  may  be  exercised 
on  and  after  this  date. 

AMENDED  ORDER. 

Now,  on  this  sixth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  191 3,  it  being  made  to 
appear  to  the  Commission  that,  by  inadvertence,  the  American  Gas 
Company  is  named  in  the  petition  and  order  herein,  filed  on  February 
25th,  1913,  as  the  purchaser  of  all  the  property,  assets,  franchises  and 
plant  of  the  petitioner  therein  described,  while  the  name  of  such  pur- 
chaser should  have  been  GeOrge  N.  Tidd,  of  Elizabeth,  New  Jersey. 

It  is  now,  by  the  Commission, 

Ordered,  That  said  inadvertence  in  the  name  of  said  purchaser

The  Wellington  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  third  day  of  March, 
I9i3»  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the 
Commission  to  the  issue  of  its  notes  of  the  total  face  amount  of  seven 
thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  expended,  five  thousand 
dollars  as  full  and  final  payment  of  the  purchase  price  for 
certain  telephone  property,  the  purchase  and  acquisition  of 
which,  by  said  The  Wellington  Telephone  Company,  was 
consented  to  and  approved  by  the  Commission  by^  its  order, 
entered  as  of  date  March  12th,  1912,  in  the  proceeding, 
"In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Wellington  Tele- 
phone Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  for 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  cer- 
tain property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  for  a  con- 
necting arrangement  for  an  exchange  of  service  between  the  appli- 
cants," No.  135,  and  two  thousand  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  mate- 
rials and  the  extension  of  petitioner's  plant  and  system,  as  fully  set 
out  in  said  petition,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been 
fixed  for  Monday,  March  17th,  1913,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice

Third,  that  defendant  company,  without  the  consent  or  permis- 
sion of  said  The  Buckeye  Pipe  Line  Company,  and  for  a  considerable 
time  without  its  knowledge,  supplied  five  other  consumers  with  gas 
from  said  line  of  pipe. 

Fourth,  that  said  line  of  pipe  at  no  time  was  any  part  of  the 
general  distribution  system  of  said  defendant  company. 

Fifth,  that  said  defendant  Qompany  did  not  undertake  to  furnish 
consumers  generally  with  gas  from  said  line  of  pipe. 

Sixth,  that  said  defendant  company  did  not,  at  any  time,  have 
the  right  to  use  as,  or  to  make  said  line  of  pipe  a  part  of  its  distribu- 
tion system  as  against  the  rights,  or  in  disregard  of  the  protest  of  said 
The  Buckeye  Pipe  Line  Company. 

Seventh,  that  said  The  Buckeye  Pipe  Line  Company  is  not  now 
receiving  gas  from  said  defendant  company,  or  from  any  other  source, 
through  said  line  of  pipe. 

Eighth,  that  said  The  Buckeye  Pipe  Line  Company  has  now 
abandoned  a  part  of  said  line  of  pipe  and  desires  and  intends  to  aban- 
don the  whole  of  it  as  a  means  of  transporting  gas  by  defendant  com- 
pany, or  any  other  person  or  company. 
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Ninth,  that  said  defendant  company  has  no  rights,  either  con- 
tractural  or  otherwise,  by  which  it  could  require  said  The  Buckeye 
Pipe  Line  Company  to  continue  to  devote  said  line  of  pipe  to  the  fur- 
nishing or  transporting  of  gas. 

Tenth,  that,  therefore,  complainant  cannot  require  said  defendant 
company  to  furnish  gas  for  his  use  through  said  line  of  pipe,  the  same 
being  the  property  and  under  the  control  of  said  The  Buckeye  Pipe 
Line  Company,  and  not  a  part  of  the  distribution  system  owned  or 
controlled  by  said  defendant  company.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered^  That  this  complaint  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  dis- 
missed. 


500.   Stanley  and  Hawkins,  Complainant,  versus  Pennsylvania  Com- 
pany.   Dismissed  June  30,  1913. 

Complainant  sought  reparation  in  the  sum  of  $51.^1,  being  the 
value  of  six  pieces,  484  pounds,  of  veal  and  one  box,  40  pounds,  of 
liver,  alleged  to  have  been  spoiled  through  defendant's  station  em- 
ployes at  Berlin  Center,  allowing  the  meat  to  stand  in  the  hot  sun 
for  hours  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  train  upon  which  it  was  to  be 
transported  to  Youngstown.  The  matter  was  closed  with  the  follow- 
ing entry :

The  Coshocton  County  Telephone  Company  complained  of  the 
alleged  refusal  of  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company,  of  Coshocton,  to 
continue  an  interchange  of  service  under  an  old  contract,  or  to  make 
a  new  contract  providing  for  such  interchange.  Complainant  felt  that 
the  terms  oflFered  by  the  defendant  for  a  new  contract  were  unreason- 
able, providing  for  a  free  entry  to  its  lines,  which  was  of  much  service 
to  defendant,  and  an  entry  to  defendant's  lines  for  a  charge,  felt  to  be 
excessive,  which  was  of  little  use  to  complainant.  Before  the  matter 
had  come  to  hearing,  the  assignment  was,  upon  application  of  the 
parties,  vacated.  Pending  the  receipt  of  advice  from  parties,  the  case 
is  being  allowed  to  remain  in  abeyance. 


505.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Delphos  Gas  Company 
for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  to  issue  $40,- 
000.00  bonds.    Approved  August  26,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Delphos  Gas  Comparty,  a  corporation  organized  under  the

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ann  Arbor  Railroad  Company  make 
verified  report  to  this  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon  the  issue  and 
sale  of  said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall 
be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  which  shall  not  be  less  than  eighty 
(80)  per  centum  of  the  par  value  thereof ;  at  the  termination  of  each 
and  every  period  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  dis- 
position and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds,  setting  forth  in 
reasonable  detail  the  purposes  for  which  such  proceeds  have  been  ex- 
pended, said  reports  to  be  made  until  all  of  said  improvement  and  ex- 
tension bonds  herein  authorized  have  been  issued  and  disposed  of  and 
all  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  thereof  expended  pursuant  to 
the  terms  of  this  order. 


507.  The  Case  Produce  Company,  Complainant,  versus  Wells  Fargo 
and  Company  and  Erie  Railroad  Company,  Defendants.  Dis- 
missed April  29, 1913. 

The  Case  Produce  Company,  engaged  in  the  wholesale  produce 
business  at  Richwood,  Ohio,  complained  that  on  and  after  March  10, 
1913*  the  defendants  rearranged  the  express  business  at  that  station 
so  that  no  shipments  of  live  poultry  were  moved  therefrom  after  the 
departure  of  an  east-bound  train  at  12:10  p.  m.  daily,  resulting  fre- 
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quently  in  the  holding  of  such  shipments,  without  attendance  and 
proper  feeding  and  watering  for  periods  of  nearly  twenty-four  hours, 
although  the  Erie  Railroad  Company  continued  the  operation  of  a 
daily  train  at  11:30  p.  m.,  upon  which  such  shipments  had  formerly 
been  handled.  The  matter  never  came  to  trial,  and  was  disposed  with 
the  following  entry : 

It  being  made  to  appear  to  the  Commission  from  pleadings  joint- 
ly signed  and  filed  by  the  parties,  that  satisfaction  of  the  complaint 
has  been  aflforded  by  the  defendants.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,    That  this  case  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  dismissed.

the  plant  and  system  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company, 
and  to  continue  the  exchange  of  service  between  said  companies,  as 
fully  set  out  in  a  proposed  "Traffic  Agreement/*  and  a  proposed  "Sup- 
plemental Traffic  Agreement  (Toll  Line)"  attached  to  said  petition 
and  marked  "Exhibits  A-i  and  A-2,"  respectively,  which  are  made  a 
part  hereof  by  reference,  and  as  provided  by  law.    It  is  further 

Obdered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
from  and  after  this  date. 

Provided,  there  be  no  diminution  of  the  service  now  afforded  by 
said  companies,  parties  hereto,  or  either  of  them,  in  said  locality,  and 
enjoyed  by  their  respective  patrons. 


511.  Thomas  Deswalt,  ct  al.,  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Scio,  Harri- 
son County,  Ohio,  Complainants,  versus  The  Scio  Pure  Water 
Company,  Defendant. 

The  complainants  in  this  proceeding  complained  of  a  shortage 
of  the  defendant's  water  supply,  and  alleged  discrimination  in  rates, 
being  forced  to  pay  for  metered  service,  30  cents  per  1,000  gallons, 
or  an  unreasonable  flat  rate,  while  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany secured  service  at  the  rate  of  8  cents  per  i,ooo  gallons.  The 
shortage  was  alleged  to  occur  principally  at  night  and  in  the  early 
morning,  and  especially  when  the  railroad  company's  engines  were 
taking  water.  Defendant's  answer  set  out  that  its  service  was  fur- 
nished through  a  system  of  storage  tanks,  that  it  was  found  unprof- 
itable and  needless  to  run  its  pumps  through  the  night,  although  it 
sometimes  occurred  that  the  supply  in  the  tanks  would  be  emptied, 
through  waste,  before  the  pumps  were  started  at  5  o'clock  the  next 
morning,  and  alleged  that  these  occurred  on  mornings  when  the  gas 
company  did  not  furnish  it  a  sufficient  supply  of  fuel  to  run  its  pumps 
properly.  The  allegation  as  to  rates  was  answered  by  reference  to 
a  sliding  scale  which  defendant  has  established.  The  answer  closed 
with  a  cross-petition  that  the  Commission  order  all  consumers  to  re- 
ceive service  through  meters. 

The  complainants  asked  a  general  continuance  of  the  matter, 
when  assignment  for  hearing  was  made,  and  no  further  action  has 
been  taken  in  the  case. 
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512.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Cleveland  Intcrurban 
Railroad  Company,  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Com- 
mission to  issue  $300,000.00  common  capital  stock.

The  Cleveland  Interurban  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  March,  191 3,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  consent 
and  authority  of  the  Commission  to  the  issue  and  delivery  of  its  com-

the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Thursday, 
April  3d,  1913,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said  day 
and  the  further  consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the 
same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the 
evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  the  Com- 
mission is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  not  be 
granted.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  of  the  Commission  to  issue  said 
common  capital  stock  be,  and  it  is  hereby  withheld,  and  that  said  peti- 
tion be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  dismissed.

Ordered,  That  the  order  of  this  Commission,  made  and  entered 
herein  as  of  date  April  12th,  191 3,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  modified  and 
amended  so  that  wherever  the  words  "notes  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum"  or  any  abbreviation  thereof  therein 
occur,  the  same  be  made  to  read  "six  per  cent,  cumulative  preferred 
capital  stock."

Ordered,  That  said  The  Cleveland,  Southwestern  and  Colum- 
bus Railway  Company  make  verified  report  to  this  Commission,  as 
follows:  Upon  the  issue  of  said  first  mortgage,  thirty-year,  five  per 
cent,  gold  bonds,  said  first  preferred  stock  and  said  second  preferred 
stock,  or  any  part  of  either,  or  all,  the  fact  of  such  issue  and,  if  sold, 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom, 
which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  which  shall  not  be  less 
than  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  par  value  thereof ;  upon  the  payment  and 
discharge,  or  exchange  of  any  of  said  evidences  of  indebtedness  or 
stock,  herein  directed  to  be  paid  and  discharged,  or  exchanged,  the 
fact  of  their  cancellation,  obliteration  and  destruction,  setting  out  in 
detail  the  character  of  the  security,  the  principal  value  and  number

The  Greenville  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  sought  per- 
mission in  this  proceeding  to  issue  $10,000.00  capital  stock  to  pay  obli- 
gations incurred  in  the  construction  of  transmission  systems  in  the 
villages  of  Lewisburg,  Preble  county,  Ohio,  and  Brookville,  Mont- 
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gomery  county,  Ohio.  It  appeared  that  these  systems  had  been  built 
by  a  corporation  known  as  The  Brookville  and  Lewisburg  Lighting 
Company,  which  had  been  authorized  by  the  Commission  to  capitalize 
these  improvements.  The  petitioner  in  this  case  taking  the  stock  of 
such  corporation,  for  which  it  paid  with  funds  borrowed  from  a  bank- 
ing institution.  It  now  sought  to  issue  its  own  stock  to  secure  funds 
with  which  to  discharge  the  obligations  incurred  when  securing  the 
money  with  which  to  finance  its  subsidiary  corporation.  After  a  hear- 
ing had  been  had  upon  the  matter,  the  case  was  closed  with  the  fol- 
lowing entry :

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Ann  Arbor  Railroad 
Company  under  act  of  May  31,  191 1,  for  an  order  authorizing  the  issue 
by  it  of  ($440,000.00)  bonds  secured  by  its  improvement  and  extension 
mortgage  of  May  i,  191 1,  to  reimburse  it  for  the  amount  paid  by  it  as 
capital  expenditures  for  improvements  and  expenditures  from  May  i, 
191 1,  to  January  i,  1913,  including  the  retirement  of  equipment  obliga- 
tions due  May  i,  1912,  January  i,  1912,  November  i,  1912,  and  Janu- 
ary I,  1913,  No.  506,  the  proceeds  of  which,  by  the  terms  of  said  order, 
were  to  be  used  to  reimburse  said  company  for  amounts  paid  by  it  as 
capital  expenditures  for  improvements  and  expenditures  from  May  i, 
191 1,  to  January  i,  1913,  including  the  retirement  of  equipment  obliga- 
tions therein  named,  it  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  finding  and  order,  made  and  entered  herein 
as  of  date  April  25,  1913,  as  hereinbefore  fully  set  out  be,  and  the  same 
hereby  is  modified,  altered  and  amended  to  read  as  follows,  to  wit : 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said  notes  shall 
be,  by  said  The  Ann  Arbor  Railroad  Company,  used  for  the  pay- 
ment and  discharge  of  its  two-year,  five  per  cent  gold  notes  of 
the  aggregate  principal  sum  of  six  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
which  mature  May  i,  1913,  and  the  reimbursement  of  its  treasury 
for  current  earnings  diverted  for  betterments  and  improvements,  • 
and  expended  nor  used  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever. 
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526.  The  J.  Wcller  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The  Pittsburgh, 
Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  Defendsmt. 
Dismissed  July  25,  1913. 

The  complainant  in  this  proceeding  filed  a  claim  for  reparation 
in  the  sum  of  $20.10,  being  the  amount  of  drayage  at  3  cents  per  100 
pounds,  which  the  consignee  of  a  shipment  of  canned  tomatoes  made 
at  Greenville  to  Steubenville,  Ohio,  had  been  forced  to  pay  because  of 
his  location  upon  the  tracks  of  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad, 
with  which  line  defendant  had  no  connection  at  that  point  and  with 
which  defendant  had  no  arrangement  for  pro-rating  charges  upon  ship- 
ments between  such  points.  The  petition  contained  the  further  prayer 
that  defendant  be  required  to  either  establish  such  connection  for  inter- 
change of  shipments  at  Steubenville  or  enter  into  a  pro-rating  arrange- 
ment with  competing  carriers  on  business  consigned  to  Steubenville, 
Ohio,  and  other  points  where  similar  conditions  exist.  The  defendant 
demurred  to  the  petition,  and  the  question  was  referred  to  the  attorney 
general,  whose  opinion,  under  date  of  July  23,  1913,  will  be  found  else- 
where in  this  volume.  The  matter  was  closed  with  the  following 
entry: 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  demurrer  of  the  defendant 
to  the  complaint  on  the;  ground,  among  others,  that  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  Ohio  has  no  jurisdiction  to  make  the  order,  or  orders 
for  which  the  complainant  prays,  and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the 
Commission,  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds  said  ground  of 
said  demurrer  well  taken  and  does,  therefore,  sustain  the  same,  and 
this  complaint  is  hereby  dismissed.

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  hearing  upon  the  application 
of  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  organized  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  for  the  Consent  and  authority  of  the 
Commission  for  the  issue  of  its  five  per  cent,  second  mortgage  bonds 
of  the  aggregate  principal  sum  of  three  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  to  rehabilitate  the  property  of  said 
company  damaged  by  the  floods  of  March  and  April,  191 3,  for  the  con- 
struction of  additions,  extensions,  improvements  and  betterments  to 
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the  property  of  said  company  and  to  pay  and  discharge  certain  indebt- 
edness heretofore  incurred  by  said  company,  as  fully  set  out  in  said 
petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  are  to  be  devoted  to  the  pay- 
ment and  discharge  of  indebtedness,  incurred  and  to  be  incurred,  in 
the  construction,  completion,  extension  and  improvement  of  the  rail- 
road system  of  said  company,  and  it  appearing  further  that  this  appli- 
cation is  prefaced  upon  the  announced  purpose  of  said  company  to 
call  in  and,  thereby,  reduce  the  outstanding  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany by  the  sum  of  five  million  dollars,  the  Commission  is  satisfied 
that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company  be,  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  five  per  cent,  second  mortgage 
bonds  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  three  million  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($3,500,000.00),  and  that  said  bonds  be  sold  for  the 
best  price  obtainable  but  for  not  less  than  eighty  (80)  percentum  of 
the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commis- 
sion that  the  money  to  be  secured  by  the  sale  of  said  bonds  is  reason- 
ably required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.

poses for  which  such  proceeds  have  been  expended,  said  reports  to  be 
made  until  all  of  said  capital  stock  herein  authorized  has  been  issued 
and  disposed  of,  and  all  the  proceeds  from  the  portion  thereof  sold, 
expended  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  order. 


The  succeeding  three  cases  represent  an  attempt  by  the  tele- 
phone companies  operating  in  Clinton  county  to  apportion  the  terri- 
tory and  escape  the  ravages  of  costly  competition,  as  they  alleged. 
The  petitions  were  opposed  by  the  citizens  of  that  county,  a  number 
of  whom  would  have  been  burdened  with  toll  charges  in  the  conduct 
of  their  regular  business  by  the  withdrawal  of  one  or  more  of  the 
companies  from  the  territory  which  each  proposed  to  abandon.

In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  by  the  Commission,  upon  its 
own  initiative,  of  the  manner  in  which  the  properties  of  The  Put- 
nam Telephone  Company  are  being  managed,  operated  and  con- 
ducted in  the  village  of  Leipsic,  Ohio,  with  respect  to  the  ade- 
quacy, efficiency,  sufficiency  and  accommodation  of  its  service. 

Numerous  complaints  having  been  lodged  with  the  Commission, 
alleging  poor  service  by  The  Putnam  Telephone  Company,  at  Leipsic, 
Ohio,  and  the  informal  efforts  of  the  Commission  to  secure  a  correc- 
tion of  the  trouble  having  failed,  an  entry  was  drawn  instituting  this 
investigation.  The  hearing  herein  disclosed  that  the  trouble  was  due 
to  the  generally  dilapidated  condition  of  the  plant.  The  company  pro- 
posed to  rebuild  the  system,  providing  the  subscribers  would  consent 
to  a  slightly  increased  rental.  The  canvass  of  the  subscribers  was 
being  conducted  at  the  time  of  the  closing  of  the  forms  for  this  pub- 
lication.

Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  Defendant.  Dismissed 
June  5,  1913. 

Complainant,  located  at  Bascom,  Ohio,  instituted  claim  for 
reparation  in  the  sum  of  $36.01,  the  same  being  the  value  of  sixty 
clothes  racks,  alleged  to  have  been  destroyed  in  transit  to  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  while  in  the  custody  of  the  defendant.  The  case  was  closed 
with  the  following  entry  : 

It  appearing  from  statements  of  complainant  that  satisfaction  of 
this  case  has  been  afforded  by  defendant,  the  same  is,  therefore,  dis- 
missed. 
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548.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and 
Dayton  Railway  Company  for  authority  to  pledge  its  first  and 
refunding,  unguaranteed,  mortgage  bonds  of  the  par  value  of 
$787,000.00  at  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent.,  as  security  for  a  loan 
of  money  to  be  used  in  repairing  the  damages  done  to  the  physical 
property  of  said  railway  company  by  the  flood  of  March,  1913. 
Approved  July  25, 1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  a  rail- 
road corporation,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  hav- 
ing, on  the  twenty-first  day  of  May,  1913,  filed  its  petition  praying 
for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  to  issue  and  pledge, 
as  security  for  a  loan,  its  first  and  refunding,  unguaranteed,  mortgage 
bonds  of  the  aggregate  principal  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven  thousand  dollars,  the  money  so  secured  to  be  used  to  repair  the 
damage  to  its  property  in  Ohio  occasioned  by  the  floods  of  March, 
1913,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  exhibits  attached  thereto, 
and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  t>een  fixed  for  Tuesday, 
May  27,  1913,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  said  hearing  having,  for  good 
cause,  been  continued  to  Friday,  June  6,  1913,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and 
due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given, 
and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and  the  further  consideration 
thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final 
consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  the  money  to  be  secured  by  the  issuance  and  pledge  of 
said  bonds  is  to  be  used  to  repair  and  restore  petitioner's  property 
which  was  damaged  and  destroyed  by  the  floods  of  March,  191 3,  and 
it  appearing  further  that  such  repairs  and  restoration  of  property  is 
necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  petitioner's  service,  the  Commission 
is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.  It  is, 
therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Rail- 
way Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  and  deposit,  as 
security  for  a  loan,  which  shall  be  in  the  greatest  sum  negotiable  but 
not  less  than  eighty  (80)  percentum  of  the  par  value  of  such  bonds,  its 
first  and  refunding,  ung^taranteed,  mortgage  bonds  of  the  total  prin- 
cipal sum  of  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven  thousand  dollars  ($787,- 
000.00),  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the 
money  to  be  so  secured  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes 
of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  the  money  secured  by  such  loan  be,  by  said  The 
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Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  devoted  to  and 
used  for  the  following  purpose,  and  none  other,  to  wit:  The  repair 
and  restoration  of  the  property  damaged  and  destroyed  by  the  floods 
of  March,  1913,  as  fully  set  out  and  described  in  a  tabulated  statement 
attached  to  the  petition  herein  and  marked  "Exhibit  A,"  which  said 
exhibit  is  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  order.    It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  the  interest  charges  upon  the  money  secured  by 
the  deposit  and  pledge,  as  collateral,  of  said  bonds  herein  authorized, 
shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  five  (5)  percentum  per  annum.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  all  matured  coupons  of  said  bonds,  at  the  date  of 
their  issue,  shall  be  detached  and  cancelled,  and  that  all  other  coupons 
of  said  bonds  maturing  during  the  period  in  which  said  bonds  are  held 
as  such  collateral  for  said  loan,  herein  authorized  to  be  negotiated  by 
said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  shall 
forthwith  be  detached  and  returned  to  said  company  for  cancellation. 
It  is  further     • 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Rail- 
way Company  make  verified  report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows: 
Upon  the  issue  of  said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such 
issue  and  the  amount  of  the  loan  for  which  the  same  have  been 
pledged  as  security,  which  shall  be  the  greatest  sum  procurable,  but 
not  less  than  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  par  value  of  said  bonds;  at  the 
termination  of  each  interest-paying  period  of  said  bonds,  during  the 
time  such  bonds  are  held  as  security  for  said  loan,  the  fact  of  the  re- 
ceipt and  cancellation  of  the  matured  coupons  attached  to  said  bonds ; 
at  the  termination  of  each  quarterly  period  ending  March  31st,  June 
30th,  September  30th  and  December  31st,  respectively,  beginning 
with  the  period  ending  September  30th,  1913,  the  disposition  and  use 
made  of  the  money  so  borrowed,  as  aforesaid,  setting  forth  in  full 
detail  the  purposes  for  which  said  money  is  expended;  such  reports 
to  be  made  until  all  of  said  bonds  have  been  issued,  all  of  the  funds 
so  procured  expended  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  order,  and,  as  to 
the  return  and  cancellation  of  such  interest  coupons,  so  long  as  said 
bonds  are  so  held  as  such  security  for  said  loan. 


549.  The  Morris-Poston  Coal  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The 
Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone  Company,  Defendant.  Order 
issued  September  19,  1913.  Rescinded  October  8,  1913.  Finding 
and  order  issued  December  4,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  for  hearing  upon  the  petition  of  the  com- 
plainant. The   Morris-Poston   Coal  Company,  alleging  that  it  is  a 
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corporation,  engaged  in  the  business  of  mining  and  shipping  coal  and 
having  mines  and  an  office  and  place  of  business  at  Dun  Glen,  Jeffer- 
son county,  Ohio ;  that  the  defendant  is  engaged  in  operating  a  tele- 
phone system  in  Jefferson  county  and  elsewhere,  with  outside  con- 
nection, its  said  line  as  now  constructed  connecting  the  village  of  Mt. 
Pleasant  and  said  Dun  Glen  in  said  county;  that  complainant  is  a 
subscriber  and  patron  of  the  defendant,  having  a  telephone  of  the  de- 
fendant company  in  its  said  office  and  place  of  business  at  said  Dun 
Glen,  and  operating  through  defendant's  central  exchange  at  said  Mt. 
Pleasant,  and  over  its  lines  for  a  distance  of  about  12,150  feet,  for 
which  service  said  defendant  charges  and  proposes  to  charge  com- 
plainant the  following  rates,  to  wit :  Service  at  Mt.  Pleasant  central 
exchange  $18.00  per  year;  service  over  12,150  feet  of  its  line  $68.75 
per  year,  making  a  total  annual  charge  for  the  use  of  a  single  tele- 
phone $86.75,  subject  to  a  discount  of  ten  per  cent,  if  paid  in  advance, 
making  a  net  annual  rate  of  $78.08,  which  said  rate  complainant  al- 
leges to  be  unreasonable,  excessive  and  discriminatory ;  the  answer  of 
the  defendant  and  reply  of  complainant,  and  the  evidence  was  argued 
by  counsel. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  hearing  the  arguments  of  counsel,  and  being  fully 
advised  in  the  premises,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  charge  for  the 
service  of  the  defendant,  through  its  central  exchange  office  at  Mt. 
Pleasant,  Ohio,  for  complainant's  office  at  Dun  Glen  is  computed  upon 
the  following  basis,  to  wit :

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  effective  schedule  of  said 
defendant  company  carries  the  following  provision: 

If  a  line  is  extended  beyond  exchange  boundary  line  and  remains 
within  territory  receiving  service  without  toll  to  exchange  with  which 
the  line  connects,  the  following  rates  apply  in  addition  to  those  for  city 
(or  town),  providing  the  line  wire  can  be  strung  over  an  established  pole 
line  and  along  other  circuits  operated  by  this  company: 

One-party  (for  each  one-fourth  mile  or  fraction  thereof)  each  sub- 
scriber, $5.50  per  year. 

Two-party  (for  each  one-fourth  mile  or  fraction  thereof)  each  sub- 
scriber, $3.30  per  year. 

Four-party  (for  each  one-fourth  mile  or  fraction  thereof)  each  sub- 
scriber, $2.20  per  year. 

If  necessary  to  extend  pole  line  a  reasonable  distance,  or  wire  line  be- 
yond a  point  where  this  company  operates  its  lines  of  wires  over  pole  lines 
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of  other  companies,  the  following  rates  apply  in  addition  to  those  for 
city  (or  town): 

One-party  (for  each  one-fourth  mile  or  fraction  thereof)  each  sub- 
scriber, $8.25  per  year. 

Two-party   (for  each  one-fourth  mile  or  fraction   thereof)    each  sub- 
scriber, $5.00  per  year. 

Four-party  (for  each  one-fourth  mile  or  fraction  thereof)  each  sub- 
scriber, $3.30  per  year. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  defendant  company  has 
included  the  whole  of  the  line  extending  from  its  central  office  or  ex- 
change at  Mt.  Pleasant  to  complainant's  office  or  place  of  business  at 
Dun  Glen  in  the  line  for  which  extra  radius  service  is  charged,  which 
method  of  measurement  the  Commission  finds  to  be  unreasonable. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  extra  radius  line  should 
be  measured  from  the  corporate  limits  of  the  municipality  in  which 
defendant's  central  office  or  exchange  is  situated. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  defendant's  rate  or  charge 
for  extra  radius  line  service  is  excessive  and  unreasonable  to  the  ex- 
tent that  it  exceeds  a  rate  of  $4.75  per  one-fourth  mile,  or  fraction 
thereof,  for  one-party  telephone  service.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone 
Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  directed  to  cease  and  desist 
from  assessing  and  collecting  extra  radius  line  charges  from  said  The 
Morris-Poston  Coal  Company  for  such  portion  of  the  established  line 
of  communication  as  is  constructed  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
municipality  of  Mt.  Pleasant,  Ohio,  between  defendant's  central  office 
or  exchange  in  said  municipality  and  complainant's  office  or  place  of 
business  in  Dun  Glen,  Ohio.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone 
Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  directed  to  establish,  assess 
and  collect  for  individual  extra  radius  line  service  a  rate  which  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  four  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  per  one- 
fourth  mile,  or  fraction  thereof,  for  such  communicating  lines  as  it 
now  has  and  operates,  or  may  hereafter  construct,  acquire  or  re- 
establish and  operate,  which  fall  within  its  definition  of  such  lines ;  the 
rates  for  two  and  four-party  line  services  to  be  respectively  two  dol- 
lars and  eighty-five  cents  and  one  dollar  and  ninety  cents  per  one- 
fourth  mile,  or  fraction  thereof,  per  annum,  respectively.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone 
Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified  and  directed  to  publish  and  file 
with  the  Commission,  schedules  carrying  the  rates  herein  ordered  to 
be  established. 

SUPPLEMENTAL  ORDER. 

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  defendant,  by  its  counsel, 
had  no  opportunity  to  argue  the  issues  raised  in  this  case  prior  to  the 
making  of  the  order  herein,  and  it  appearing  further  that  defendant 
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IS,  of  right,  entitled  to  such  opportunity,  and  it  appearing  further  that 
defendant  was  deprived  of  such  opportunity  by  the  failure,  neglect 
and  default  of  counsel  for  complainant  to  supply  defendant,  through 
its  counsel,  with  a  copy  of  the  brief  for  complainant,  filed  herein  and 
submitted  to  the  Commission.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  order,  entered  in  this  case  on  the  nineteenth 
day  of  September,  1913,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  revoked,  rescinded 
and  held  for  naught,  and  said  case  is  reinstated  on  the  docket  of  the 
Commission.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  defendant  be,-  and  it  is  hereby  given  until  the 
tenth  day  of  November,  191 3,  to  file  and  submit  its  brief  and  argu- 
ment to  the  Commission.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Kenton  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organized  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  with  its  office  and  principal  place 
of  business  at  Kenton,  Hardin  county,  Ohio,  having,  on  the  twenty- 
second  day  of  May,  191 3,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and 
authority  of  the  Commission  to  issue  and  dispose  of  its  common  cap- 
ital stock  of  the  par  value  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds 
to  be  used  for  the  payment  and  discharge  of  its  bills  payable  incurred 
in  the  construction,  completion,  extension  and  improvement  of  its 
plant  and  facilities,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition,  and  the  time  for 
hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Tuesday,  June  Sth,  1913,  at 
2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing 
having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and  the  further 
consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on 
this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and 
exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it 
appearing  that  the  proceeds  of  said  common  capital  stock  are  to  be 
expended  for  the  payment  and  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of 
said  corporation,  incurred  in  the  construction,  completion,  extension 
and  improvement  of  its  plant  and  system  for  furnishing  telephone 
service,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition 
should  be  granted.

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  of  said  common  capital  stock  be, 
by  said  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company,  devoted  to  and  used  for 
the  following  purpose,  and  no  other,  to  wit:  The  payment  and  dis- 
charge of  bills  payable,  incurred  in  the  construction,  completion,  ex- 
tension and  improvement  of  its  plant  and  system,  as  fully  set  out  in 
said  petition,  the  transcript  of  the  testimony  offered  and  introduced 
in  the  evidence  on  the  hearing  of  this  matter  and  a  detailed  statement, 
filed  herein,  as  of  date  May  twenty-ninth,  1913,  as  an  exhibit,  which 
are  hereby  made  parts  of  this  order  by  reference.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company  make 
verified  report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon  the  issue  and 
sale  of  said  common  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such 
sale,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  there- 
from, which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  not  less  than  the 
par  value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each  quarterly  period  ending 
March  31st,  June  30th,  September  30th  and  December  31st,  respec- 
tively, beginning  with  the  quarter  ending  September  30th,  1913,  the 
disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  said  stock,  setting  forth 
in  full  detail  the  purposes  for  which  such  proceeds  have  been  ex- 
pended, said  reports  to  be  made  until  all  of  said  common  capital  stock 
herein  authorized  has  been  issued  and  disposed  of,  and  the  proceeds 
thereof  expended  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  order. 


551.  The  city  of  Massillon,  Complainant,  versus  The  Northern  Ohio 
Traction  and  Light  Company,  Defendant.  Order  issued  October 
23'  1913*    Application  for  rehearing  dismissed  December  4,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings  and  the  evi- 
dence, and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Commission,  being  fully 
advised  in  the  premises,  finds,  that  defendant  company  has  failed, 
neglected  and  refused  to  maintain  its  street  car  tracks  in  the  city  of 
Massillon  in  a  proper  condition  of  repair. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  said  defendant  company  has 
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failed,  neglected  and  refused  to  maintain  its  street  cars  and  rolling 
stock  in  a  proper  condition  of  repair. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  by  reason  of  defendant  com- 
pany's said  failure,  neglect  and  refusal  to  maintain  its  street  car  track, 
its  street  cars  and  rolling  stock  in  a  proper  condition  of  repair,  that 
defendant  company's  service  and  facilities  for  the  use  of  the  public  in 
the  city  of  Massillon  are  inadequate,  inefficient,  improper  and  insuf- 
ficient. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  repairs  and  improvements 
should  reasonably  be  made  to  the  track  and  equipment  of  said  de- 
fendant company  in  the  city  of  Massillon,  in  order  to  promote  the  con- 
venience and  the  welfare  of  the  public,  and  to  secure  the  adequate 
service  and  facilities.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company,  The  Northern  Ohio 
Traction  and  Light  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified,  directed 
and  required  to  repair  all  of  its  street  car  track  in  the  said  city  of 
Massillon  by  raising  all  low  joints,  renewing  and  replacing  all  de- 
cayed ties,  installing  and  replacing  all  fishplates,  where  necessary,  to 
the  end  that  all  of  said  track  may  be  smooth,  properly  aligned,  bal- 
lasted, supported  and  jointed,  so  that  single  truck  cars  and  all  other 
cars  operated  by  defendant  in  the  street  car  service  in  the  city  of 
Massillon  may  be  operated  without  discomfort  and  without  danger  to 
passengers  and  the  public.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  repairs  and  improvements  hereinbefore  or- 
dered, be  commenced  at  once,  and  the  whole  and  every  part  thereof 
completed  at  or  before  the  expiration  of  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date 
of  the  service  of  this  order  upon  defendant  company.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  no- 
tified, directed  and  required  to  rebuild  and  reconstruct  both  of  its 
tracks  on  East  Main  street  in  said  city  of  Massillon,  from  its  car 
bams,  located  near  Pine  street  in  said  city,  to  North  Mill  street.  It 
is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  no- 
tified, directed  and  required  to  rebuild  and  reconstruct  both  of  its 
tracks  on  South  Erie  street,  from  East  Main  street  to  Forest  street  in 
said  city.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  in  rebuilding  and  reconstructing  the  track  herein 
ordered  to  be  rebuilt  and  reconstructed,  said  defendant  company  shall 
provide  a  substantial  continuous  concrete  foundation  beneath  all  of 
said  track  or  tracks,  and  shall  replace  all  decayed  ties  and  defective 
rails  with  ties  and  rails  in  good  condition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  rebuilding  and  reconstructing  of  the  track 
hereinabove  ordered  to  be  rebuilt  and  reconstructed,  shall  be  com- 
menced forthwith  and  shall  be  carried  to  completion  by  said  defendant 
company  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  a  period  of  one  hundred  and 
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eighty  (i8o)  days  from  the  date  of  the  service  of  this  order  upon 
said  defendant  company.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  no- 
tified, directed  and  required  to  thoroughly  overhaul  and  repair  its 
cars  numbered  five  hundred  and  twenty-four,  five  hundred  and  thirty- 
four,  five  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  five  hundred  and  thirty  and  five 
hundred  and  thirty-two  by  making  tight  the  car  frame  and  fillings,  by 
renewing  seat  coverings  and  by  painting  aiid  refinishing  said  cars 
both  inside  and  outside.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  overhauling  and  repairing  of  the  cars  here- 
inbefore ordered  to  be  overhauled  and  repaired,  shall  be  commenced 
forthwith  and  fully  completed,  in  whole  and  in  every  part,  on  or  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  a  period  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  days 
from  the  date  of  the  service  of  this  order  upon  said  defendant  com- 
pany. 

ENTRY. 

This  case  came  on  this  day  for  consideration  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  the  defendant,  filed  herein  on  the  eleventh  day  of  November, 
1913,  for  a  rehearing  of  this  case  in  respect  to  certain  matters  deter- 
mined in  said  action  and  proceeding  and  specified  in  said  application, 
and  upon  the  grounds  for  rehearing  specifically  set  forth  by  defendant 
in  said  application,  and  the  Commission  being  fully  advised  in  the 
premises,  finds  that  sufficient  reason  for  such  rehearing  has  not  been 
made  to  appear.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  application  for  rehearing  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  denied.

"That  the  price  for  gas  specified  *  *  *  shall  include  all 
charges  for  meter  rental  and  no  extra  or  additional  rent  or  price 
shall  be  charged  and  collected  as  meter  rent." 

The  matter  had  not  been  determined  at  the  time  of  the  closing 
of  the  forms  for  this  report.

Upon  the  issue  of  said  capital  stock  or  bonds,  or  any  part  of  either 
or  both,  the  fact  of  such  issue  and,  in  the  case  of  said  bonds,  the  fact 
of  their  sale,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  and  the  amounts  real- 
ized therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  sum  of  eighty  (80)  per  centum  of  the  par 
value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each  quarterly  period  ending 
March  31st,  June  30th,  September  30th  and  December  31st,  respec- 
tively, beginning  with  the  period  ending  September  30th,  1913,  the 
disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds,  setting  forth 
in  full  detail  the  purposes  for  which  such  proceeds  have  been  ex- 
pended, such  reports  to  be  made  until  all  of  said  capital  stock  and 
said  five  per  cent,  bonds  herein  authorized  have  been  issued,  and  all 
of  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  expended  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this 
order.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings  and  the  evi- 
dence, and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Commission,  being  fully 
advised  in  the  premises,  finds  that  the  city  of  Piqua,  at  some  time 
prior  to  the  filing  of  this  complaint,  enacted  an  ordinance,  fixing  the 
maximum  price  to  be  charged  for  natural  gas  consumed  in  said  city 
at  thirty  cents  for  each  one  thousand  cubic  feet,  and  that  said  ordi- 
nance is  still  in  eifect,  and  that  defendant  company  is  charging  domes- 
tic consumers  and  certain  other  consumers  of  natural  gas,  among 
such  other  consumers  being  the  complainant  herein,  said  rate  of  thirty 
cents  for  each  one  thousand  cubic  feet. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  said  defendant  company 
has  filed  with  the  Commission  a  supplement  to  its  Rate  Schedule 
Number  One,  which  supplement  is  in  the  words  and  figures  follow- 
ing, to  wit:

under  boiler  instead  of  through  or  by  means  of  gas  engines,  is  unjust 
discrimination  against  complainant  and  other  consumers  of  gas  sim- 
ilarly situated.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Miami  Valley  Gas  and  Fuel 
Company,  be  and  it  is  hereby  notified,  directed  and  required  to  cease 
and  desist  from  charging  complainant  and  other  consumers  of  gas 
similarly  situated,  a  rate  for'  natural  gas  different  from  the  rate 
charged  consumers  using  the  gas  for  factory  purposes  under  boilers 
instead  of  through  or  by  means  of  gas  engines.

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings  and  the  evi- 
dence, and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Commission,  being  fully 
advised  in  the  premises,  finds  that  complainant  is  engaged  in  con- 
ducting a  laundry  in  Mansfield,  Ohio,  and  that  natural  gas  furnished 
by  defendant  company  is  used  for  power  purposes  in  the  operation 
of  said  laundry,  in  quantities  of  more  than  five  hundred  thousand 
cubic  feet  each  month. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  defendant's  schedule  of  rates, 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  of  natural  gas,  on  file  with  the  Com- 
mission and  identified  as  Schedule  Number  One,  carries  among  other 
classes,  Class  Four  and  Class  Six;  that  Class  Four  is  in  the  words 
and  figures  following,  to  wit : 

CLASS  No.  4. 

SMALL  POWER  BOILERS  IN  LAUNDRIES,  MACHINE  SHOPS,  CREAM- 
ERIES, CANDY  FACTORIES  AND  SMALL  MANU- 
FACTURING PLANTS. 

Jj'irst  200,000  cubic  feet  used  per  month,  16  cents  net  per  1,000  cubic  feet. 
All  gas  used  over  200,000  cubic  feet  per  month,   14  cents  net  per  1,000 
.    cubic  feet. 

That  Class  Six  is  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to  wit: 

CLASS  No.  6. 

Power  boilers  and  manufacturing  purposes,  steel  and  iron  mills,  glass  fac- 
tories, tile  and  brick  plants^  potteries  and  brass  factories,  breweries, 
electriclight  and  power  stations,  ice  and  cold  storage  plants,  foundries, 
flour  mills,  packing  houses,  railroad  shops,  water  plants,  machinery 
and  pump  manufacturers,  chain  and  rubber  manufacturers,  paper  and 
pulp  mills,  stone,  lime  and  sand  quarries,  using  500,000  cubic  feet  or 
more  per  month. 

Rate — Net  10  cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  complainant,  although  con- 
suming more  than  five  hundred  thousand  cubic  feet  of  gas  each 
month,  is  charged  therefor  by  defendant  company  the  rates  and  prices 
set  out  in  said  Class  Four. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  complainant's  use  of  gas  in 
a  laundry  for  power  purposes  is  not  a  sufficient  reason,  nor  an  ade- 
quate ground,  for  charging  complainant  a  rate  or  price  for  such  gas, 
so  used  for  power  purposes,  diflferent  from  the  rate  or  price  charged 
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other  consumers  using  gas  for  power  purposes  classified  in  Class  Six 
of  defendant's  said  Schedule  Number  One,  when  the  quantity  of  gas  so 
used  by  complainant  each  month  is  equal  to  or  exceeds  the  minimum 
amount  of  gas  as  required  by  said  Class  Six. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  defendant's  classifying  com- 
plainant under  Class  Four  of  defendant's  said  Schedule  Number  One 
and  charging  complainant  the  rates  and  prices  provided  for  consum- 
ers of  gas  under  said  Class  Four  constitutes  unjust  discrimination 
by  defendant  company  against  complainant. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  rates  and  prices  that 
should  be  assessed  against  and  collected  from  complainant  by  de- 
fendant under  defendant's  said  Schedule  Number  One,  are  the  rates 
and  prices  set  out  in  Class  Six  of  defendant's  said  Schedule  Number 
One.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Mansfield  Gas  Light  Com- 
pany be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified,  directed  and  required  to  cease  and 
desist  from  charging  complainant  the  rates  and  prices  for  natural 
gas  set  out  in  Class  Four  of  defendant's  said  Schedule  Number  One, 
and.  to  accord  to  complainant  the  rates  and  prices  for  natural  gas  set 
out  in  Class  Six  of  said  Schedule  Number  One.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company  be,  and  it  is  hereby 
notified,  directed  and  required  to  forthwith  amend  and  modify  its 
said  Schedule  Number  One  so  as  to  accord  to  all  consumers  of  gas 
for  power  purposes,  situated  as  this  Commission  has  herein  found 
complainant  to  be  situated  in  so  far  as  said  findings  relate  to  the 
amount  of  gas  consumed,  the  rates  and  prices  for  natural  gas  set  out 
in  Class  Six  of  defendant's  said  Schedule  Number  One.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  held  or  construed  to 
prevent  consumers  of  gas,  entitled  under  this  order  to  the  rates  and 
prices  set  out  in  said  Class  Six,  from  electing  to  pay  the  rates  and 
prices  set  out  in  said  Class  Four.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  held  or  construed  to  pre- 
vent said  defendant  company  from  reducing  the  rates  and  prices  for 
natural  gas  set  out  in  said  Class  Four  and  Class  Six,  or  any  of  the 
other  classes  of  said  Schedule  Number  One. 

ENTRY. 

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  an  order  and  decision  was 
made  and  entered  in  this  case  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  Oqtober,  1913, 
and  that  said  order  was  duly  served  upon  defendant  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  October,  191 3,  and  that  said  order  by  operation  of  law  would 
become  effective  thirty  days  after  the  service  thereof  upon  defend- 
ant, and  it  appearing  further  that  defendant  on  the  twelfth  day  of 
November,  1913,  made  application  for  a  rehearing  of  this  case,  said 
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application  having  been  made  within  less  than  ten  days  before  the 
effective  date  of  said  order,  and  it  appearing  further  that  said  appli- 
cation has  not  been  and  will  not  be  granted  within  twenty  days  from 
the  date  of  the  making  of  said  application  for  rehearing.  It  is, 
therefore 

Ordered,  TKat  the  effective  date  of  the  order  made  and  entered 
herein  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  October  be  extended  for  the  period 
of  the  pendency  of  said  application  for  rehearing  before  the  Com- 
mission. 


571.  The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway 
Company,  Complainant,  versus  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and 
Da}rton  Railway  Company.    Order  issued  August  2,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  for  investigation  upon  the  petition  of  the 
complainant.  The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Rail- 
way Company,  alleging  that  it  is  the  lessee  of  and  operates  the  tracks 
of  The  Dayton  and  Western  Railroad  Company,  which  extend  from 
the  city  of  Dayton  westwardly  to  the  line  between  the  states  of  Ohio 
and  Indiana,  forming  part  of  the  Cincinnati  Division  of  said  com- 
plainant ;  that  the  said  tracks  of  said  The  Dayton  and  Western  Rail- 
road Company,  so  leased  and  operated  as  aforesaid,  are  main  tracks 
which  cross,  at  common  grade  the  main  tracks  of  the  defendant, 
The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  at  Still- 
water Junction,  in  Montgomery  county,  Ohio,  a  short  distance  west 
of  the  city  of  Dayton ;  that  said  crossing  is  at  a  high  speed  point, 
and  that  the  convenience  of  the  public,  and  a  more  satisfactory 
handling  of  trains  by  the  complainant  and  by  the  defendant,  re- 
quire that  interlocking  devices  and  works  be  installed  and  oper- 
ated at  said  crossing;  the  answer  and  amended  answer  of  the  defend- 
ant thereto,  and  the  Commission  having  fully  investigated  said  mat- 
ter, after  due  notice  to  the  railways  interested,  and  being  fully  advised 
in  the  premises,  finds  that  public  safety  requires  protection  at  said 
crossing,  and  that  the  conditions  and  circumstances  surrounding  said 
crossing  require  the  installation,  maintenance  and  operation  thereat 
of  an  interlocking  device  to  govern  the  same.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  Railway  Company  and  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and 
Dayton  Railway  Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby  notified  and  di- 
rected to  proceed  forthwith  with  the  work  of  installing  a  comprehen- 
sive and  adequate  interlocking  system  or  device  for  the  protection  of 
the  crossing,  at  common  grade,  of  their  respective  tracks  at  Stillwater 
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Junction,  Montgomery  county,  Ohio,  which  said  interlocking  system 
or  device  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  governing  the  in- 
stallation and  construction  of  interlocking  systems  and  devices  and 
will,  when  so  arranged  and  constructed,  be  proper  and  safe  to  permit 
of  the  operation  of  trains  and  engines  over  said  crossing  without  stop- 
ping, and  to  place  the  same  in  operation  and  to  continue  to  operate 
the  same  after  its  installation  and  construction,  and  such  installation 
and  construction  have  been  approved  by  this  Commission.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  the  cost  of  providing  and  installing  such  inter- 
locking system  or  device  shall  be  paid  by  said  companies,  said  The 
Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company  and 
said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  pro- 
portionately upon  the  basis  of  the  functions  of  such  system  or  device 
peculiar  to  and  associated  with  the  operations  and  tracks  of  each  of 
said  companies;  the  complainant  herein,  said  The  Pittsburgh,  Cincin- 
nati, Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  to  have  full  charge 
and  direction  of  the  purchase  and  installation  of  said  interlocking  sys- 
tem or  device,  and  to  bill  against  the  defendant,  said  The  Cincinnati, 
Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  at  proper  intervals  for  its 
proportion  of  such  initial  cost  of  said  interlocking  system  or  device 
and  the  installation  thereof.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  cost  of  maintaining  said  interlocking  sys- 
tem or  device  when  completed  and  in  operation,  shall  be  paid  by  said 
companies,  parties  hereto,  in  the  same  proportion  as  that  determined 
and  fixed  for  the  initial  cost  and  installation  thereof,  and  the  cost  of 
operating  same,  when  so  completed  and  placed  in  operation,  shall  be 
paid,  one-half  by  each  of  said  companies,  parties  hereto,  such  mainte- 
nance and  operation  of  said  interlocking  system  or  device  to  be  in 
charge  and  under  the  direction  of  said  The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati, 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  which  shall  at  intervals  of 
thirty  days,  bill  against  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton 
Railway  Company  for  its  proportion  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  and 
operating  said  interlocking  system  or  device  for  the  preceding  thirty 
days.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  work  of  installing  said  interlocking  system 
or  device  shall  be  completed,  and  the  same  placed  in  operation  within 
ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  of  this  order. 
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572.  In  the  matter  of^  the  appeal  of  The  Sandusky  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  from  the  rate  fixed  for  electricity  by  the  council  of  the 
city  of  Sandusky  by  ordinance  No. ,  passed  April  14,  19 13. 

Hearings  were  being  held  at  the  time'  this  report  went  to  press 
in  this  proceeding,  which  was  an  appeal,  by  The  Sandusky  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  from  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance,  attempting  to 
fix  rates  for  electrical  energy  in  said  city,  for  a  term  of  ten  years  be- 
ginning January  i,  1914.  The  ordinance  in  question  was  passed  on 
the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  191 3,  and  approved  by  the  mayor  of  San- 
dusky on  the  sixteenth  day  of  the  same  month.  The  rates,  therein 
fixed,  which  complainant  alleges  to  be  wholly  inadequate,  unjust  and 
unreasonable,  and  a  confiscation  of  its  property,  covering  lighting 
service,  are: 

**Five  cents  per  kilowatt  for  the  first  thirty  kilowatts  per  month 
and  three  cents  per  kilowatt  for  the  balance.  A  minimum  charge  of 
fifty  cents  per  month  may  be  made  of  any  one  consumer,  which  said 
charge  shall  include  the  use  of  meters  to  be  furnished  by  said  com- 
pany, and  meters  shall  be  furnished  and  kept  in  repair  by  said  com- 
pany and  no  separate  charge  shall  be  made  of  either  directly  or  in- 
directly, for  the  use  or  repair  of  them." 

The  present  rates  of  complainant,  fixed  by  an  ordinance  enacted 
in  April,  191 1,  provide  for  a  charge  of  eight  cents  per  kilowatt  hour 
for  the  first  three  kilowatt  hours  per  rated  lamp  per  month  and  five 
cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  all  additional  current,  together  with  a  min- 
imum charge  of  seventy-five  cents  per  month  to  any  one  consumer, 
but  without  any  right  to  charge  for  rent  of  meter. 


573.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Lexington  Light  and 
Power  Company  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commis- 
sion to  issue  and  dispose  of  $1,050.00  capital  stock.  Approved 
June  30,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Lexington  Light  and  Power  Company,  a  corporation  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  tenth  day 
of  June,  1913,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and  authority 
of  the  Commission  to  issue  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  one 
thousand  and  fifty  dollars,  one  thousand  dollars,  par  value,  of  said 
stock  to  be  issued  and  delivered  to  H.  H.  and  H.  F.  Smith  in  full  and 
final  payment  and  consideration  for  certain  property,  the  purchase  of 
which,  by  petitioner,  has  been  consented  to  and  approved  by  the  Corn-

of  the  Commission  that  the  issue  of  all  of  said  stock  and  the  money 
to  be  secured  by  the  issue  of  said  portion  thereof,  are  reasonably  re- 
quired for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered^  That  one  thousand  dollars,  par  value,  of  said  capital 
stock  be  issued,  transferred  and  delivered  to  H.  H.  and  H.  F.  Smith 
in  full  and  final  payment  and  consideration  for  the  property,  the  pur- 
chase of  which,  by  petitioner,  was  consented  to  and  approved  by  the 
Commission  by  order,  duly  entered,  in  the  proceeding,  entitled.  In 
the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Lexington  Light  and  Power 
Company  and  H.  H.  and  H.  F.  Smith,  for  the  consent  and  authority 
of  the  Commission  to  purchase  and  sell  the  electric  distribution  system 
in  the  village  of  Lexington,  Ohio,  No.  587.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  capital 
stock  of  the  par  value  of  fifty  dollars  be,  by  said  The  Lexington  Light 
and  Power  Company  devoted  to  and  used  for  the  payment  of  the 
costs  of  its  corporate  organization,  and  expended  for  no  other  pur- 
pose whatsoever.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Lexington  Light  and  Power  Company 
make  verified  report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon  the  issue 
of  said  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  issue  and, 
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if  sold,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  there- 
from, which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  not  less  than  the 
par  value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disppsition  and  use  made 
of  the  proceeds  of  said  capital  stock,  setting  forth,  in  full  detail,  the 
purposes  for  which  such  proceeds  have  been  expended,  said  reports 
to  be  made  until  all  of  said  capital  stock  has  been  issued  and  all  of  the 
proceeds  of  such  portion  thereof  as  is  sold,  expended  pursuant  to  the 
terms  of  this  order.

583.  F.  M.  Curry,  Minerva,  Ohio,  Complainant,  versus  The  Eastern 
Ohio  Telephone  Company,  Defendant. 

No  hearing  has  been  had  in  this  complaint  at  the  time  the  forms 
were  closed  for  this  report.  The  complainant,  a  farmer  residing  out- 
side the  corporation  of  Minerva,  was  a  subscriber  to  the  service  of 
the  defendant,  whom  he  alleged  does  not  charge  uniform  rates  for 
the  same  service.  He  quotes  separate  switchboard  rates  alleged  to 
be  assessed  by  the  defendant  of  $3.50,  $6.00  and  $8.00  per  year.  He 
had  been  a  subscriber  for  such  switchboard  service  for  a  period  of 
some  six  years  at  an  annual  rate  of  $6.00,  when  he  refused  to  pay  an 
increased  rental  of  $12.00  and  was  disconnected.  Defendant  filed  an 
answer  denying  the  several  allegations  of  the  complainant.  Before 
the  day,  then  fixed  for  hearing,  had  transpired,  a  supplemental  peti- 
tion was  filed,  principally  on  behalf  of  the  patrons  of  the  company 
residing  in  and  around  the  village  of  Senecaville,  alleging  that  the 
rates  of  the  company,  generally,  are  imreasonable  and  excessive. 
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584.  The  Citizens  League  of  Tallmadge,  Complainant,  versus  Erie 
Railroad  Company,  Defendant. 

When  this  proceeding  came  on  for  hearing,  the  parties  asked 
that  a  general  continuance  be  taken,  to  allow  them  an  opportunity  to 
adjust  their  differences.  As  yet,  the  Commission  has  not  been  ad- 
vised of  the  outcome  of  these  negotiations.  The  complainant  asked 
an  order  requiring  the  defendant  to  stop,  at  the  village  of  Tallmadge, 
two  passenger  trains,  one  each  way,  in  addition  to  the  trains  regu- 
larly scheduled  to  stop  at  said  station,  and  to  require  the  defendant 
to  locate  its  passenger  station  at  a  point  near  the  center  of  the  village. 


585.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Black  River  Tele- 
phone Company,  of  Lorain,  Ohio,  and  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company,  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commis- 
sion for  authority  to  enter  into  a  connecting  arrangement  for  an 
interchange  of  service  between  the  applicants.  Approved  July 
10,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Black  River  Telephone  Company,  with  its  office  and  prin- 
cipal place  of  business  located  at  Lorain,  Ohio,  and  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company,  corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
states  of  Ohio  and  Illinois,  respectively,  having,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day 
of  June,  1913,  filed  their  joint  petition  praying  for  the  consent  to  and 
approval,  by  the  Commission,  of  a  connecting  arrangement  and  an 
interchange  of  service  between  the  telephone  systems  of  said  com- 
panies, as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  exhibits  attached  thereto, 
and  the  Commission  having,  upon  the  filing  of  said  petition,  deemed 
the  assignment  of  the  same  for  hearing  to  be  unnecessary,  the  same 
came  on  this  day  for  final,  consideration  upon  the  petition  and  ex- 
hibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings  and  examining  the  exhibits,  and 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  appearing  that  said  Cen- 
tral Union  Telephone  Company  does  not  engage  in  local  service  in 
any  of  the  territory  now  served  by  said  The  Black  River  Telephone 
Company,  and  it  appearing  further  that  the  service  furnished  the  pub- 
lic will  be  improved  thereby,  and  that  the  public  will  be  furnished 
adequate  and  more  extensive  service  for  a  reasonable  and  just  rate, 
rental,  toll  or  charge,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of 
said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,    That  said  The  Black  River  Telephone  Company  and 
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the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  form  a  physical  connection  between  the  plant  and  sys- 
tem of  said  The  Black  River  Telephone  Company  and  the  plant  and 
system  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  inter-

Ordered,  That  said  The  Black  River  Telephone  Company  and 
the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  forthwith  file  with  the 
Commission  schedules  of  reasonable  rates  for  said  interchange  serv- 
ice.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
by  said  The  Black  River  Telephone  Company  and  the  said  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company,  after  such  schedules  of  reasonable  rates 
have  been  filed  with  and  accepted  by  the  Commission,  and  not  prior 
thereto. 

Provided,  there  be  no  diminution  of  the  service  now  afforded 
by  said  The  Black  River  Telephone  Company  in  said  locality  and 
enjoyed  by  its  respective  patrons,  and  that  said  The  Black  River  Tele- 
phone Company  provide  equally  efficient  service  or  facilities  instead 
and  in  lieu  of  any  service  or  facilities  which  may  there  be  abandoned 
or  discontinued  by  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company. 


586.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Mechanicsburg 
Telephone  Company,  of  Mechanicsburg,  Champaign  county, 
Ohio,  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  con- 
sent and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  a  connecting  arrange- 
ment for  an  interchange  of  service  between  the  applicants.  Ap- 
proved June  30,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Mechanicsburg  Telephone  Company,  with  its  office  and 
principal  place  of  business  located  at  Mechanicsburg,  Champaign 
county,  Ohio,  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  corpora- 
tions organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio  and  Illinois,  re- 
spectively, having,  on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  June,  1913,  filed  their 
joint  petition  praying  for  the  consent  to  and  approval  of,  by  the 
Commission,  a  connecting  arrangement  and  an  interchange  of  service 
between  the  telephone  systems  of  said  companies,  as  fully  set  out  in 
said  petition  and  exhibits  attached  thereto,  and  the  Commission  hav-

587.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Lexington  Light 
and  Power  Company  and  H.  H.  and  H.  F.  Smith,  for  the  consent 
and  authority  of  the  Commission  to  purchase  and  sell  the  electric 
distribution  system  in  the  village  of  Lexington,  Ohio.  Approved 
June  30,  1913. 

FINDING  ANT)  ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  hearing  upon  the  joint  petition 
of  The  Lexington  Light  and  Power  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  H.  IL  and  H.  F.  Smith,  the 
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owners  of  certain  property  consisting  of  poles,  wires,  cross  arms,  in- 
sulators, service  switches,  connection  meters,  electric  lamps  and  fix- 
tures, located  in  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  village  of  Lexington, 
Ohio,  heretofore  used  by  them  in  conducting  the  business  of  furnish- 
ing electricity  to  said  village  and  the  citizens  thereof,  praying  for  the 
consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase,  by  said 
The  Lexington  Light  and  Power  Company  of  all  of  said  property  of 
said  H.  H.  and  H.  F.  Smith. 

After  considering  the  pleadings  and  hearing  the  evidence,  and 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  appearing  that  the  con- 
summation of  said  purchase  will  conserve  the  economical  operation  of 
said  property,  and  it  appearing  further  that  the  service  furnished  the 
public  will  be  improved  thereby,  and  that  the  public  will  be  furnished 
adequate  service  for  a  reasonable  and  just  charge  or  rate,  the  Com- 
mission is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.

and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00) 
in  such  manner  as  is  mutually  satisfactory  to  said  parties.  It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Lexington  Light  and  Power  Company 
forthwith  file  with  the  Commission  schedules  of  reasonable  rates  and 
charges  for  its  service  in  the  village  of  Lexington,  Ohio.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
on  and  after  the  acceptance  and  inclusion  in  the  Commission's  files 
of  such  schedules  of  reasonable  rates  for  service  within  the  village  of 
Lexington,  Ohio,  filed  by  said  The  Lexington  Light  and  Power  Com- 
pany. 


588.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Centerburg  Water  Com- 
pany for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  $30,000.00  six  per  cent, 
bonds. 

This  proceeding,  an  application  by  The  Centerburg  Water  Com- 
pany to  issue  the  securities  specified,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  to  con- 
struct a  water  works  plant  and  distributing  system  in  the  village  of 
Centerburg,  Knox  county,  is  remaining  undisposed  of  awaiting  the 
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further  action  of  the  applicant.  The  company  proposes  to  issue,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  bonds,  capital  stock  of  the  same  principal  amount,  the 
whole  to  be  turned  over  to  the  village  of  Centerburg,  upon  its  ac- 
ceptance of  the  plant.  At  the  time  of  the  hearing,  no  showing  was 
made  that  the  property,  which  would  cost  tlie  money  realized  from 
the  bond  issue,  was  to  be  turned  over  to  the  municipality,  and  the  Com- 
mission asked  that  such  showing  be  made,  or  the  petition  amended 
to  seek  its  consent  and  approval  of  the  issue  of  $15,000.00  stock  and 
$15,000.00  bonds.

The  Springfield  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  organized  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  fifth  day  of  July, 
1913,  filed  its  petition,  praying  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the 
Commission  to  issue  and  dispose  of  its  first  mortgage,  five  per  cent, 
bonds  of  the  aggregate  principal  sum  of  one  million  two  hundred  and 
forty-four  thousand  dollars,  and  its  six  per  cent,  preferred  capital 
stock  of  the  par  value  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-six  thousand  eight 
hundred  dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  (i)  to  pay  and  retire  peti- 
tioner's present  outstanding  issue  of  six  per  cent,  mortgage  bonds,  of 
the  total  principal  amount  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  (2)  the

Ordered,  That  said  The  Springfield  Railway  Company  be,  and 
it  is'hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  first  mortgage,  five  per  cent,  bonds 
of  the  total  principal  sum  of  one  million  two  hundred  and  forty-four 
thousand  dollars  ($1,244,000.00),  and  its  six  per  cent,  preferred  cap- 
ital stock  of  the  par  value  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-six  thousand 
eight  hundred  dollars  ($356,800.00),  and  that  said  bonds  be  sold  for 
the  best  price  obtainable  and  not  less  than  eighty  per  centum  of  the 
par  value  thereof,  and  said  stock  for  the  best  price  obtainable,  and 
for  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  find- 
ing of  the  Commission  that  the  money  to  be  secured  by  the  sale  of 
said  stock  and  bonds"  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes 
of  said  corporation.

Ordered,  That  said  The  Springfield  Railway  Company,  upon 
the  payment  of  said  first  mortgage,  six  per  cent,  bonds,  forthwith 
cancel,  obliterate  and  destroy  the  same.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Springfield  Railway  Company  make 
verified  report  to  this  Commission,  as  follows:     Upon  the  issue  and 
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sale  of  said  five  per  cent,  bonds  and  said  preferred  capital  stock,  or 
any  part  of  either  or  both,  the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the 
best  price  obtainable,  but  not  less  than  eighty  per  centum  of  the  par 
value  of  said  bonds  nor  less  than  the  par  value  of  said  stock;  at  the 
termination  of  each  quarterly  period  ending  March  31st,  June  30th, 
September  30th  and  December  31st,  respectively,  beginning  with  the 
period  ending  September  30th,  1913,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of 
such  proceeds,  setting  forth  in  full  detail  the  purposes  for  which  said 
proceeds  have  been  expended ;  upon  the  payment  of  said  six  per  cent, 
bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  their  retirement,  cancellation, 
obliteration  and  destruction,  detailing  the  number,  date  and  principal 
amount  of  each  bond,  such  reports  to  be  made  until  all  of  said  bonds 
and  stock  herein  authorized  have  been  issued  and  disposed  of,  all  of 
the  proceeds  thereof  expended  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  order 
and  all  of  said  six  per  cent,  bonds  have  been  paid,  retired,  cancelled, 
obliterated  and  destroyed. 


590.  In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  The  Bucyrus  Light  and  Power 
Company  from  an  ordinance  passed  by  the  city  of  Buc3n^s  estab- 
lishing the  rates  to  be  charged  for  electric  current  furnished  for 
lighting  and  power  purposes  in  said  city  of  Bucyrus,  Ohio. 

At  the  time  of  the  closing  of  the  forms  for  this  volume, 
this  proceeding  had  been  continued  pending  the  making  of  a 
valuation  and  inventory  of  the  property  of  the  appellant.  The  pro- 
ceeding involved  an  appeal  from  an  ordinance,  passed  June  3d,  1913, 
by  the  council  of  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  fixing  the  following  rates  for  elec- 
tricity in  said  city : 

"Minimum  charge  for  electricity  or  electric  current  shall  be 
fifty  cents  per  month. 

"Residence  lighting:  For  residence  lighting  a  charge  of  nine 
cents  per  kilowatt  hour  with  a  discount  of  one  cent  per  kilowatt  hour 
upon  all  bills  paid  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  the  month,  for  the 
current  used  for  the  preceding  month. 

"For  stores,  offices,  factories,  theaters,  churches,  halls,  schools 
and  city  lighting,  a  charge  of  seven  cents  per  kilowatt  hour,  with 
discount  of  one  cent  per  kilowatt  hour  upon  all  bills  paid  on  or  before 
the  tenth  day  of  the  month  for  the  current  used  for  the  preceding 
month. 

"Power  motors :  For  power  purposes  a  charge  of  three  and  one- 
half  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  amounts  less  than  1,000  kilowatts  per 
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month,  with  a  discount  of  one  cent  per  kilowatt  hour  upon  all  bills 
paid  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  the  month,  for  the  current  used 
for  the  preceding  month. 

"For  amounts  of  i,ooo  kilowatt  hours  or  more  per  month,  a 
charge  of  two  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  net." 


591.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Cleveland  Electric  Illum- 
inating Company  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commis- 
sion to  issue  and  dispose  of  $2,000,000.00  common  capital  stock 
and  $1,000,000.00  first  mortgage  bonds.    Approved  July  18,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER.     * 

The  Cleveland  Electric  Illuminating  Company,  a  corporation 
engaged  in  supplying  electricity  for  light,  heat  and  power,  and  steam 
for  heating  purposes,  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  having,  on  the 
tenth  day  of  July,  1913,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and 
authority  of  the  Commission  to  issue  and  dispose  of  its  common  cap- 
ital stock  of  the  par  value  of  two  pillion  dollars  and  its  first  mort- 
gage, five  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  one 
million  dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  to  pay  existing  indebtedness 
and  obligations  incurred  for  the  necessary  improvements,  extensions 
and  betterments  heretofore  constructed  and  in  process  of  construc- 
tion, and  to  provide  funds  for  the  construction  and  completion  of  the

This  matter  came  on  this  day  to  be  heard  upon  the  application  of 
The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Company  for  authority  to  waive 
the  collection  of  demurrage,  or  car  service  charges  and  to  suspend  car 
service  rules  on  cars  loaded  with  fine  coal  and  held  at  mines  on  the 
line  of  said  The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Company  awaiting 
billing  instructions,  and  the  testimony;  and  it  appearing  to  the  Com- 
mission that  there  is  now  a  great  demand  for  lump  coal  in  the  domestic

Ordered,  That  said  The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Com- 
pany, if  it  so  elect,  may  waive  the  collection  of  demurrage,  or  car  serv- 
ice charges  and  suspend  car  service  rules  on  cars  loaded  with  fine  coal 
and  held  at  mines  on  its  lines  awaiting  billing  instructions: 

Provided,  that  cars  shall  not  he  held  under  load  by  any  operator 
or  operating  company,  free  from  car  service  charges  under  this  order, 
in  excess  of  two  hundred  (200)  per  cent,  of  the  aggregate  daily  rating 
of  the  mines  operated  by  such  operator,  company  or  companies.  It  is

The  North  Lewisburg  Telephone  Company,  with  its  office  and 
principal  place  of  business  located  at  North  Lewisburg,  Champaign 
county,  Ohio,  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  corporations 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  states  of  Ohio  and  Illinois,  respec- 
tively, having,  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  July,  1913,  filed  their  joint 
petition  praying  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  for 
the  retention  of  a  physical  connection  and  the  continued  maintenance 
of  an  interchange  of  service  between  the  telephone  systems  of  said 
companies,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  the  exhibit  attached

moneys  heretofore  actually  expended  therefrom,  aggregating  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  thousand  three  hundred  and  ten  dol- 
lars and  eighty-two  cents,  for  the  acquisition  of  real  estate  and  the  ex- 
tension and  improvement  of  petitioner's  system  of  interurban  electric 
railroad,  such  bonds  to  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  but  for  not 
less  than  eighty-five  percentum  of  the  par  value  thereof,  and  further 
praying  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission,  pending  the 
sale  of  said  bonds  as  aforesaid,  to  pledge  and  hypothecate  said  bonds 
to  secure  loans  to  be  made  by  the  petitioner  to  reimburse  its  income  for 
said  expenditures  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  all  as  fully  set  out  in  said 
petition  and  exhibits  attached  thereto,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said 
matter  having  been  fixed  for  Monday,  July  28,  1913,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m., 
and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given, 
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and  having  been  heard  on  said  day,  and  the  further  consideration 
thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final 
consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleading^,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam-

Ordered,  That  said  funds  to  be  secured  by  said  issue  of  said 
bonds  shall  be,  by  said  The  Cleveland,  Southwestern  and  Columbus 
Railway  Company,  devoted  to  and  used  for  the  reimbursement  of  its 
income  for  certain  moneys  expended  therefrom,  as  fully  set  out  in  a 
detailed  statement  attached  to  the  petition  herein  and  marked  "Peti- 
tioner's Exhibit — Amount  Expended  for  Betterment  Prior  to  Septem- 
ber I,  1912,  Called  Exhibit  2,"  which  is  hereby  made  a  part  of  this 
order  by  reference.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  should  said  bonds  be  sold,  by  reason  of  default  on 
the  part  of  the  petitioner  herein,  said  sale  shall  be  public,  held  in  the 
city  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and*  upon  not  less  than  thirty  days'  notice  pub- 
lished in  at  least  one  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  there  shall  be  returned  to  the  petitioner  herein 
any  surplus  received  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  after  satisfying  the

ferred stock,  No.  521,  said  company  shall  pay,  discharge  and  retire,

thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  made  until  all  of  the  provisions  of 
this  order  have  been  complied  with. 
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6oi.  In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  The  Port  Clinton  Electric  Light 
and  Power  Company  and  The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and 
Power  Company  from  the  rates  fixed  by  ordinance  passed  May 
26,  1913,  by  the  coimcil  of  the  village  of  Port  Clinton,  Ohio. 
Dismissed  December  i,  1913. 

No  hearing  was  held  in  this  proceeding,  which  was  a  challenge, 
by  the  appellants,  of  the  following  schedule  of  rates  for  electrical 
energy :

Now  comes  The  Port  Clinton  Electric  Light  and  Power  Com- 
pany and  The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power  Company,  by 
George  A.  True,  their  attorney,  and  the  village  of  Port  Clinton,  Ohio, 
by  A.  L.  Duff,  its  attorney,  and  hereby  by  agreement  dismiss  the  com- 
plaint and  the  answer  and  cross-complaint  in  this  matter,  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  village  council  has  passed  another  ordinance  fixing  the 
rates  for  electric  current  and  The  Port  Clinton  Electric  Light  and 
Power  Company  has  accepted  the  terms  of  said  ordinance.

Ordered,  That  said  The  Pataskala  Farmers  Telephone  Com- 
pany make  verified  report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon  the 
issue  and  sale  of  said  preferred  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the 
fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  and  the  amounts 
realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  not 
less  than  the  par  value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each  period  of 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made 
of  such  proceeds,  setting  forth  in  full  detail  the  purposes  for  which 
said  proceeds  have  been  expended,  such  reports  to  be  made  until  all 
of  said  preferred  capital  stock  herein  authorized  has  been  issued  and 
disposed  of,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  expended  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  this  order. 
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603.  The  incorporated  village  of  Middleport,  Ohio,  Complainant,  ver- 
sus The  P<mieroy  and  Middleport  Water  Supply  Company,  a 
corporation,  Defendant.    Dismissed  September  17,  1913. 

The  complainant  in  this  matter  interjected  into  its  petition  an 
allegation  that  the  rates  of  the  Pomeroy  and  Middleport  Water  Sup- 
ply Company  were  unreasonable  and  excessive.  Upon  hearing,  it  de- 
veloped that  the  sole  matter  at  issue  was  the  construction  of  a  con- 
tract between  the  parties  covering  the  furnishing  of  fire  hydrants  in 
the  village  of  Middleport.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  for  hearing  upon  the  pleadings  and  the  evi- 
dence, and  the  Commission,  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds 
tHat  the  passenger  terminal  of  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and 
Dayton  Railway  Company,  The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  Railway  Company  and  The  Dayton  and  Union  Railroad 
Company  in  the  city  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  is  so  managed,  operated  and 
conducted  as  to  permit  trains  to  stand  on  the  various  tracks  in  said 
terminal  in  such  relative  position  as  to  render  it  necessary  for  pas- 
sengers desiring,  intending  or  endeavoring  to  debark  from  or  to  board 
trains  at  and  in  said  terminal,  to  climb  over  the  cars  comprising  other 
trains  in  said  terminal,  so  placed  as  to  be  between  the  platform  or 
waiting  room  of  said  station  and  the  train  from  which  said  passengers 
are  desiring,  intending  or  endeavoring  to  debark  or  to  board. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  by  reason  of  the  facts,  here- 
inbefore set  out,  found  to  exist,  by  the  Commission,  from  the  evidence 
herein,  that  the  business  of  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Day- 
ton Railway  Company,  The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.

Ordered,  That  the  trains  of  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and 
Dayton  Railway  Company,  The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  Railway  Company  and  The  Dayton  and  Union  Railroad 
Company,  and  each  of  them,  be  so  handled  and  operated  at  and  in 
said  passenger  terminal  in  the  city  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  that  passengers 
desiring,  intending  or  endeavoring  to  debark  from  or  board  trains  at 
said  terminal  shall  not  be  required  nor  permitted  to  climb  over  the 
platforms  or  other  parts  of  the  cars  comprising  other  trains  that  are 
or  may  be  so  placed  as  to  be  between  the  platform  or  waiting  room 
of  said  passenger  terminal  and  the  train  from  which  said  passengers 
are  desiring,  intending  or  endeavoring  to  debark  from  or  to  board. 
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606.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Lakeside  and  Marble- 
head  Railroad  Company  for  permission  to  issue  $350,000.00  of  its 
common  capital  stock.

607.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Young  Hickory  Tele- 
phone Ccmipany,  a  corporation,  and  F.  B.  Smith,  C.  T.  \Veeden, 
J.  F.  Leeper  and  Clyde  Leeper,  for  the  consent  and  approval  of 
the  Commission  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  certain  telephone 
property  now  being  operated  by  said  individuals  as  partners 
under  the  name  of  The  Yoimg  Hickory  Telephone  Company. 

At  the  time  of  the  closing  of  the  forms  for  this  volume,  no  dis- 
position had  been  made  of  the  joint  application  of  the  above  parties 
for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  to  the  purchase  and 
sale  of  a  telephone  system  consisting  of  exchanges  at  Ruraldale,  Young 
Hickory  and  Philo,  Muskingum  county,  Ohio.  The  proposed  pur- 
chase price  was  $7,000.00. 


608.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Young  Hickory  Telephone 
Company,  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for 
the  issuance  of  $8,000.00  in  common  stock  and  $7,000.00  in  pre- 
ferred stock  to  acquire  certain  telephone  property  from  F.  B. 
Smith,  C.  T.  Weeden,  J.  F.  Leeper  and  Clyde  Leeper,  at  a  price 
of  $7,000.00,  and  to  provide  the  company  fimds  with  which  to 
make  the  necessary  improvements  and  extensions  to  its  prop- 
erty. 

This  proceeding  is  in  abeyance  pending  disposition  of  proceed- 
ing 607. 
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609.  R.  S.  Breckenridge,  Complainant,  versus  The  Youngstown  and 
Southern  Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

No  hearing  has  been  held  in  this  proceeding,  the  parties  having 
secured  a  general  continuance  to  permit  of  the  carrying  on  of  nego- 
tiations looking  to  the  adjustment  of  the  differences.  Complainant 
asked  an  order  reducing  from  ten  to  five  cents,  defendant's  charge  for 
carrying  passengers  from  Main  street,  Columbiana,  to  Leetonia  de- 
pot, a  distance  of  3.14  miles. 


610.  B.  Omer  Hostetter  and  Oddie  Homer,  partners  doing  business 
under  the  firm  name  and  style  of  Homer  Tobacco  Company, 
Complainants,  versus  The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  and  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company,  Defendants.    Dismissed  September  15,  1913. 

The  complainants  herein  sought  relief  from  the  rate  situation  gov- 
erning the  transportation  of  leaf  tobacco  from  the  district  surrounding 
Barnesville,  Bethesda  and  Belmont,  points  on  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  east  of  Cambridge,  to  Gettysburg,  Ohio.  The  rate  com- 
plained of  was  25J/2  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  The  following  entry 
discloses  the  satisfaction  aflForded. 

The  complaint  herein  having  been  satisfied  by  the  publishing 
of  R.  C.  O.  TariflF  P-355,  effective  August  21st,  1913,  establishing  a 
flat  rate  of  iSyi  cents  per  hundred  pounds  on  leaf  tobacco,  any  quan- 
tity, from  Gettysburg,  Ohio,  to  the  points  on  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  specified  in  the  complaint,  this  cause  is  settled 
and  dismissed. 


611.   Edwin  Jones,  Jackson,  Ohio,  Complainant,  versus  The  Jackson 
Water  Supply  Company,  Defendant.    Dismissed  October  3,  1913. 

The  complainant  in  this  proceeding  attacked  as  unreasonable, 
the  action  of  the  defendant  in  withdrawing  water  service  from  the 
Cambrian  Hotel,  Jackson,  Ohio,  upon  the  failure  of  the  complainant 
to  pay  a  bill  for  services  due.  Before  the  matter  had  been  heard,  it 
was  dismissed  by  the  following  entry : 

Upon  representation  of  the  complainant  that  he  has  parted  with 
the  ownership  of  the  Cambrian  Hotel  property  and,  for  that  reason, 
does  not  desire  to  prosecute  this  case  further,  the  same  is,  for  that 
reason,  dismissed. 
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6i2.   The  city  of  Lancaster,  Ohio,  Complainant,  versus  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company,  Defendant. 

A  hearing  has  been  held  and  the  Commission  is  now  preparing  a 
valuation  of  the  property  of  the  defendant  in  this  proceeding.  Com- 
plainant alleges  to  be  excessive  and  unreasonable  the  new  business 
rates  of  the  defendant,  effective  July  i,  1913,  which  are  $42.00  for 
single  party  and  $36.00  for  two-party  line  service,  per  annum  respec- 
tively. Defendant  s  former  rates,  a  /estoration  of  which  is  sought 
by  complainant,  were  $24.00  and  $36.00,  per  annum,  for  two-party  and 
single-line  business  service. 


613.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Conneaut  Telephone 
Company,  of  Conneaut,  Ashtabula  county,  Ohio,  and  the  Central 
Union  Telei^one  Company,  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
Commission  for  authority  to  continue  an  existing  connection  for 
an  interchange  of  service  between  the  applicants  under  a  new 
contract.    Approved  August  26,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company,  with  its  office  and  principal 
place  of  business  located  at  Conneaut,  Ashtabula  county,  Ohio,  and 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  corporations  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  states  of  Ohio  and  Illinois,  respectively,  having,  on 
the  sixth  day  of  August,  1913,  filed  their  joint  petition  praying  for  the 
consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  for  the  retention  of  a  physical 
connection  and  the  continued  maintenance  of  an  interchange  of  serv- 
ice between  the  telephone  systems  of  said  companies,  as  fully  set  out 
in  said  petition  and  exhibits  attached  thereto,  and  the  Commission 
having,  upon  the  filing  of  said  petition,  deemed  the  assignment  of  the 
same  for  hearing  to  be  unnecessary,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for 
final  consideration  upon  the  petition  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings  and  examining  the  exhibits,  and 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  appearing  that  the  contract, 
or  articles  of  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  said 
companies  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  which  said  physical  con- 
nection was  established  and  said  interchange  of  service  was  main- 
tained, has  been  terminated,  and  it  appearing  further  that  said  com- 
panies desire  to  make  and  enter  into  a  new,  or  superseding  contract. 
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or  articles  of  agreement,  providing  for  the  retention  of  said  physical 
connection  and  the  continuation  of  said  interchange  of  service,  and 
it  appearing  further  that  in  so  far  as  the  public  is  concerned,  said 
companies  seek  but  to  continue  the  service  now  afforded,  and  it  ap- 
pearing further  that  no  diminution  of  service  nor  increase  in  rates  will 
result  therefrom,  and  it  appearing  further  that  the  public  will  be  fur- 
nished adequate  service  for  a  reasonable  and  just  rate,  rental,  toll  or 
charge,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition 
should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company  and  the 
said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  retain  the  physical  connection  between  the  plant  and 
system  of  said  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company  and  the  plant  and 
system  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  to  continue 
the  interchange  of  service  between  said  companies,  as  fully  set  out  and 
described  in  the  proposed  traffic  agreement  and  supplemental  traffic 
agreement  (toll  line),  attached  to  said  petition  and  marked  "Exhibits 
A-I  and  A-II,"  respectively,  which  are  hereby  made  parts  of  this  order 
by  reference,  and  as  provided  by  law.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
from  and  after  this  date : 

Provided,  there  be  no  diminution  of  the  service  now  afforded 
by  said  companies,  parties  hereto,  or  either  of  them,  in  said  locality 
and  enjoyed  by  their  respective  patrons. 


614.   J.  F.  Zimmerman,  Complainant,  versus  The  Tuscarawas  County 
Telephone  Company,  Defendant.    Dismissed  September  10,  1913. 

This  proceeding  arose  through  a  misunderstanding  by  the  com- 
plainant of  the  regulations  of  the  telephone  company  governing  the 
payment  of  rentals.  It  developed  that  after  an  initial  payment  of  three 
months  in  advance,  some  patrons  elected  to  pay  the  next  quarter's 
rental  in  three  monthly  installments.  The  complainant  herein  asked 
an  order  requiring  the  telephone  company  to  permit  of  his  making  his 
initial  payment  in  such  manner.  The  matter  was  not  pressed  for  hear- 
ing and  was  dismissed  by  the  following  entry : 

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  from  a  joint  statement  filed 
herein,  that  the  defendant  has  satisfied  the  complainant,  this  case  is, 
therefore,  dismissed. 
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615.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Ashtabula  Rapid  Transit 
Con;ipany»  for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  and  dispose  of  $40,- 
000  par  value,  twenty-year  5%  mortgage  gold  bonds. 

The  Commission  has  not  as  yet  made  any  disposition  of  this  mat- 
ter, wherein  the  Ashtabula  Rapid  Transit  Company  seeks  authority  to 
issue  $40,000  bonds,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  to  reimburse  its  income 
for  expenditures  made  therefrom  for  extensions  and  improvements. 


616.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Ohio  Traction  Company 
for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  and  sell  $300,000.00,  par  value, 
five  per  cent,  preferred  capital  stock.  Approved  November  13, 
1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Ohio  Traction  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  ninth  day  of  August,  1913, 
filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commis- 
sion to  issue  its  five  per  cent,  preferred  capital  stock  of  the  par  value 
of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  for  the 
acquisition  of  property,  the  construction,  completion,  extension  and 
improvement  of  the  facilities  of  said  company,  including  changes  of 
route,  extensions,  improvements  and  replacements  made  necessary  by 
the  re-routing  of  lines  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  required  by 
ordinances  of  said  city,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  exhibits 
attached  thereto,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been 
fixed  for  Friday,  September  19,  191 3,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  said  as- 
signment having,  for  good  cause  been  vacated,  and  said  hearing  re- 
assigned for  Monday,  October  6,  1913,  at  2  o'clock  p  m.,  and  due  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having 
been  heard  on  said  day  and  the  further  consideration  thereof  continued 
from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration 
upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  the  proceeds  of  said  preferred  capital  stock  are  to  be  ex- 
pended for  the  acquisition  of  property  and  the  construction,  comple- 
tion, extension  and  improvement  of  petitioner's  system  of  electric 
railway  and  the  improvement  and  maintenance  of  its  facilities  and

service,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition 
should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ohio  Traction  Company  be,  and  it  is 
hereby  authorized  to'  issue  its  five  per  cent,  preferred  capital  stock 
of  the  par  value  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($300,000.00),  and

including  changes  of  route,  extensions,  improvements  and  replace- 
ments made  necessary  by  the  re-routing  of  lines  in  the  city  of  Cincin- 
cinnati,  Ohio,  required  by  ordinance  of  said  city,  as  fully  set  out  in  a 
detailed  estimate  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  the  petition  herein, 
bearing  the  title,  *The  Ohio  Traction  Company :  extensions  and  im- 
provements under  way  or  recommended  to  the  properties  owned  or 
leased  by  this  company.  Estimated  cost  of  track,  special  work,  and 
overhead  construction  in  connection  with  the  re-routing  plans  passed 
by  the  council  of  Cincinnati,"  which  is  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  order 
by  reference.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ohio  Traction  Company  make  verified 
report  to  this  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon  the  issue  and  sale  of 
said  preferred  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale, 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom, 
which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  not  less  than  ninety  per- 
centum of  the  par  value  thereof;  upon  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  month 
following  the  close  of  each  calendar  period  of  three  months,  beginning 
with  the  quarter,  or  portion  of  quarter  ending  December  31,  1913,  the 
disposition  and  use  made  of  such  proceeds,  setting  forth,  in  full  de- 
tail, the  purposes  for  which  said  proceeds  have  been  expended,  such 
reports  to  be  made  until  all  of  said  preferred  capital  stock,  herein 
authorized,  has  been  issued  and  disposed  of,  and  all  of  the  proceeds 
thereof  expended  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  order. 
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617.  In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany from  an  ordinance  enacted  by  the  council  of  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati»  Ohio,  on  the  tenth  day  of  June,  1913,  being  Ordinance 
No.  347-1913. 

Upon  the  application  of  the  parties,  this  proceeding  has  been 
continued  generally.  It  is  an  appeal  by  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  from  the  provision  of  the  ordinance  specified  in  the  caption, 
which  required  the  extension  of  appellant  s  gas  mains  in  Banning  and 
Carey  roads,  suburban  districts  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 


618.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Brownsville  Farmers 
Telephone  Company  for  a  service  connection  with  The  Newark 
Telephone  Company.    Dismissed  October  10,  1913. 

ENTRY. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings  and  was  argued 
by  counsel,  and  it  appearing  that  complainant  is  seeking  to  compel 
defendant  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  an  alleged  contract  or  agree- 
ment, voluntarily  entered  into  between  complainant  and  defendant, 
and  it  appearing  that  the  Commission  has  not  jurisdiction  to  hear 
and  determine  the  issues  made  by  the  pleadings  and  has  not  the 
authority  to  issue  an  order  against  defendant  requiring  compliance 
with  the  terms  of  said  alleged  contract  or  agreement,  this  case  is, 
therefore,  for  want  of  such  jurisdiction  and  authority,  dismissed.

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and  sale  of  said  bonds  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes 
of  said  corporation.

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  four 
per  cent,  general  mortgage  bonds  be,  by  said  The  Cleveland,  Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  devoted  to  and 
used  for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to  wit :

The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  $1,000.00,  principal  sum,  to  re-

Ordered,  That  upon  the  retirement  of  said  specified  bonds  of 
said  Cincinnati,  Indianapolis,  St.  Louis  and  Chicago  Railway  Com- 
pany, the  same  be,  by  said  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  forthwith,  cancelled,  obliterated  and 
destroyed.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  Railway  Company  make  verified  report  to  this  Commission, 
as  follows:  Upon  the  issue  of  said  general  mortgage  bonds,  herein 
authorized,  or  any  portion  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  issue  and  the  sale 
thereof,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized 
therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  not  less  than 
eighty-one  per  cent,  of  the  par  value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of 
each  calendar  quarter,  beginning  with  the  period  ending  December 
31st,  1913,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  such  proceeds,  setting 
forth  in  full  detail  the  purposes  for  which  said  proceeds  have  been 
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expended,  and,  upon  the  retirement  of  said  bonds  of  the  said  Cincin- 
nati, Indianapolis,  St.  Louis  and  Chicago  Railway  Company,  the  fact 
of  their  cancellation,  obliteration  and  destruction,  such  reports  to  be 
made  until  all  of  said  general  mortgage  bonds  herein  authorized  have 
been  issued  and  disposed  of,  the  proceeds  thereof  expended  pursuant 
to  the  terms  of  this  order  and  all  of  said  retired  bonds  of  said  Cin- 
cinnati, Indianapolis,  St.  Louis  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  can- 
celled, obliterated  and  destroyed. 


620.  The  city  of  Jackson,  Ohio,  Complainant,  versus  Jackson  Hcmie 
Telephone  Company,  Defendant.    Dismissed  October  14,  1913. 

This  was  another  proceeding  arising  through  a  disagreement  be- 
tween a  municipality  and  a  utility  corporation  as  to  the  interpretation 
of  the  provisions  of  the  franchise  under  which  the  utility  was  operat- 
ing. The  Commission  accepted  and  filed  the  petition  because  of  the 
inclusion  therein  of  an  allegation  that  the  rates  imposed  by  the  tele- 
phone company  were  unreasonable  and  excessive.  The  following 
entry  closed  the  matter: 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings  and  was  ar- 
gued by  counsel,  and  it  appearing  that  the  complainant  alleges  a 
violation  of  franchise,  provisions  by  defendant  and  that  complainant 
in  this  action  is  seeking  an  enforcement  of  franchise  requirements, 
and  it  appearing  further  that  this  Commission  has  not  the  authority 
to  construe,  interpret  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  municipal  fran- 
chises, the  Commission  finds  that  it  has  not  jurisdiction  to  hear  and 
determine  the  issues  raised. 

This  case  is,  therefore,  for  want  of  such  jurisdiction,  dismissed. 
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I.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Eastern  Ohio  Tele- 
phone Company,  of  East  Rochester,  Columbiana  coimty,  Ohio, 
and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  for  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  Commission  for  authority  to  continue  an  exist- 
ing connection  and  establish  a  new  connection  for  an  inter- 
change of  service  between  the  applicants  imder  a  new  contract. 
Approved  September  lo,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company,  with  its  office  and 
principal  place  of  business  located  at  East  Rochester,  Columbiana 
county,  Ohio,  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  corpora- 
tions organized  under  the  laws  of  the  states  of  Ohio  and  Illinois,  re- 
spectively, having,  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  August,  1913,  filed 
their  joint  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Com- 
mission for  the  retention  of  the  physical  connection  and  a  continued 
maintenance  of  an  interchange  of  service  between  said  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company  and  the  Minerva,  Ohio,  exchange  of  said  The 
Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company,  and  the  establishment  of  a  phys- 
ical connection  and  an  interchange  of  service  between  said  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company  and  the  Homeworth,  Ohio,  exchange  of 
said  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company,  as  fully  set  out  in  said 
petition  and  the  exhibit  attached  thereto,  and  the  Commission  having 
upon  the  filing  of  said  petition,  deemed  the  assignment  of  the  same  for 
hearing  to  be  unnecessary,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  con- 
sideration upon  the  petition  and  exhibit. 

After  considering  the  pleadings  and  examining  the  exhibit,  and 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  appearing  that  the  service 
furnished  the  public  will  be  improved  thereby,  and  it  appearing  fur- 
ther that  the  public  will  be  furnished  adequate  service  for  a  reason- 
able and  just  rate,  rental,  toll  or  charge,  and  it  appearing  further  that 
said  companies  desire  to  make  a  new,  or  superseding  contract,  or 
articles  of  argeement,  providing  for  the  retention  of  said  physical 
connection  and  the  continuation  of  said  interchange  of  service  at  Min- 
erva, Ohio,  as  well  as  the  establishment  of  said  physical  connection  and 
interchange  of  service  at  Homeworth,  Ohio,  the  Commission  is  satis- 
fied that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.  It  is,  there- 
fore 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company 
and  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  retain  the  physical  connection  between  the  plant 
and  system  of  said  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company,  at 
Minerva,  Ohio,  and  the  plant  and  system  of  said  Central  Union  Tele- 
X3— p.  u.  c. 
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phone  Company  and  to  continue  the  interchange  of  service  between 
said  companies,  and  to  form  a  physical  connection  between  the  plant 
and  system  of  said  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company  at  Home- 
worth,  Ohio,  and  the  plant  and  system  of  the  said  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company  for  the  interchange  of  service,  as  fully  set  out 
and  described  in  the  proposed  superseding  Traffic  Agreement,  at- 
tached to  the  petition  herein  and  marked  "Exhibit  A,"  which  is  here- 
by made  a  part  of  this  order  by  reference,  and  as  provided  by  law. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company 
and  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  forthwith  file  with 
the  Commission  schedules  of  reasonable  rates  for  said  interchange 
service  at  Homeworth,  Ohio.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
by  said  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company  and  the  said  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company,  after  such  schedules  of  reasonable  rates 
have  been  filed  with  and  approved  by  the  Commission,  and  not  prior 
thereto. 

Provided,  there  be  no  diminution  of  the  service  now  afforded  by 
said  companies,  parties  hereto,  or  either  of  them,  in  said  localities 
and  enjoyed  by  their  respective  patrons. 


2.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Gratiot  and  Brownsville 
Telephone  Company,  for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  $510.00 
capital  stock.    Approved  S^tember  16,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Gratiot  and  Brownsville  Telephone  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the 
twenty-second  day  of  August,  191 3,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the 
consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  to  the  issue  of  its  capital 
stock  of  the  par  value  of  five  hundred  and  ten  dollars,  the  proceeds 
to  be  used  to  reimburse  petitioner's  income  for  moneys  heretofore 
actually  expended  therefrom  for  the  purchase  of  material  and  the 
construction  of  additions  and  extensions  to  its  system  for  furnishing 
telephone  service,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition,  and  the  time  for 
hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Wednesday,  September 
'loth,  1913,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and 
the  further  consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same 
came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition  and  evi- 
dence.

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  cap- 
ital stock  be,  by  said  The  Gratiot  and  Brownsville  Telephone  Com- 
pany, devoted  to  and  used  for  the  reimbursement  of  its  income  for 
moneys  heretofore  actually  expended  therefrom  for  the  purchase  of 
the  following  material  and  construction  of  the  following  additions 
and  extensions  to  its  system,  to  wit :

by  reference,  and  expended  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Gratiot  and  Brownsville  Telephone 
Company  make  verified  report  to  this  Commission,  as  follows :  Upon 
the  issue  and  sale  of  said  capital  stock,  the  fact  of  its  sale,  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which 
shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  not  less  than  the  par  value 
thereof,  and  the  fact  of  the .  reimbursement  of  its  income  with  said 
proceeds,  as  hereinbefore  directed. 
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3.  Nellie  S.  Chapman,  Complainant,  versus  The  Northern  Ohio  Trac- 
tion and  Light  Company,  Defendant. 

The  parties  to  this  proceeding  have  asked  that  the  same  be  con- 
tinued generally  during  the  conduct  of  the  negotiations  looking  to 
the  adjustment  of  the  difficulties.  Complainant  is  the  owner  of  a 
farm  in  the  village  of  Northfield,  Summit  county,  Ohio,  through 
which  village  the  defendant  formerly  operated  a  division  of  its  inter- 
urban  railroad.  Complainant  asks  the  restoration  of  passenger  and 
freight  service  upon  this  division. 


4.  The  Citizens  of  West  Unity,  Ohio,  by  W.  H.  Miller,  Complainant, 
versus  The  Wabash  Railroad  Company  and  the  Vandalia  Rail- 
road Company,  Defendants.    Order  issued  November  3,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  complaint,  the  separate 
answer  of  the  Vandalia  Railroad  Company  and  the  evidence,  The 
Wabash  Railroad  Company  being  in  default  for  answer,  demurrer  or 
other  pleading. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  the  evidence  and  the  arguments 
of  counsel,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  the  Commission 
finds  that  the  train  service  afforded  at  the  village  of  West  Unity  is 
inadequate  and  insufficient. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  railroad,  track,  station 
and  other  facilities  at  West  Unity  are  owned  by  The  Wabash  Rail- 
road Company,  and  that  the  said  Vandalia  Railroad  Company  has 
only  such  rights  thereon  and  with  respect  thereto  as  it  has  obtained 
by  contract  and  agreement  with  said  The  Wabash  Railroad  Company. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  in  order  to  make  its  passen- 
ger and  freight  train  service  reasonably  adequate  at  West  Unity, 
said  The  Wabash  Railroad  Company  should  provide  an  east-bound 
passenger  train,  due  at  West  Unity  at  or  near  5:29  o'clock  a.  m.,  and 
that  said  east-bound  train  stop  at  West  Unity  for  the  accommodation 
and  use  of  outbound  and  inbound  passengers,  and  that  said  The  Wa- 
bash Railroad  Company  should  provide  a  west-bound  passenger  train, 
due  at  West  Unity  at  or  near  9:25  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  that  said  west- 
bound passenger  train  stop  at  West  Unity  for  the  accommodation  and 
use  of  inboimd  and  outbound  passengers,  and  that  said  The  Wabash 
Railroad  Company  should  provide  that  its  freight  train,  due  at  West 
Unity  at  or  near  4:45  o'clock  p.  m.,  stop  for  the  accommodation  of 
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shippers  and  receivers  of  freight  at  said  station  of  West  Unity.  It  is, 
therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Wabash  Railroad  Company 
be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified,  required  and  directed  to  provide  an  east- 
bound  passenger  train  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  passenger 
traffic  at  West  Unity,  and  that  said  east-bound  passenger  train  be 
scheduled  to  arrive  and  stop  at  West  Unity  at  or  near  twenty-nine 
minutes  after  five  o*clock  in  the  morning  of  each  day.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant.  The  Wabash  Railroad  Company 
be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified,  required  and  directed  to  provide  a  west- 
bound passenger  train  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  passenger 
traffic  at  West  Unity,  and  that  said  west-bound  passenger  train  be 
scheduled  to  arrive  and  stop  at  West  Unity  at  or  near  twenty-five 
minutes  after  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  each  day.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant.  The  Wabash  Railroad  Company 
be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified,  required  and  directed  to  provide  and  re- 
quire that  its  freight  train,  now  scheduled  to  arrive  at  West  Unity 
at  or  near  forty-five  minutes  after  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  stop 
at  West  Unity  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  freight  traffic,  and 
that  shippers  and  receivers  of  freight  at  West  Unity  be  permitted  to 
load  on  and  unload  freight  from  said  freight  train.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  this  case,  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  de- 
fendant, said  Vandalia  Railroad  Company,  be  and  it  is  hereby  dis- 
missed. 


5.  S.  R.  Sullivan,  et  al.,  citizens  of  Osborn  and  Fairfield,  Ohio,  Com- 
plainants, versus  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company,  De- 
fendant.   Dismissed  September  15,  1913. 

This  case,  which  was  never  brought  to  trial,  asked  the  establish- 
ment of  early  morning  passenger  service  from  Osborn  to  Dayton,  to 
enable  workers  in  the  latter  city,  who  live  in  Osborn,  to  reach  their 
employment  by  6:30  o'clock.  The  matter  was  adjusted  and  closed 
with  the  following  entry : 

It  being  made  to  appear  to  the  Commission  from  statements  filed 
herein  by  complainants,  that  defendant  has  satisfied  the  complaint,  this 
case  is  therefore  dismissed. 
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6.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Young  Hickoiy 
Tel^hone  Company,  of  McConnelsville,  Morgan  county,  Ohio, 
and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  Commission  for  a  connecting  arrangement  for 
an  interchange  of  service  between  the  applicants. 

No  disposition  has  as  yet  been  made  of  this  case,  the  nature  of 
which  is  fully  disclosed  by  the  title. 


7.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Newark  Telephone 
Company  and  The  Somerset  Telephone  Company,  for  consent 
and  approval  of  the  Commission  to  the  lease  of  all  the  property 
of  The  Somerset  Telephone  Company  to  The  Newark  Telephone 
Company. 

Disposition  in  this  matter  is  withheld  pending  the  submission  of 
a  detailed  statement  of  the  investment  in  The  Somerset  Telephone 
Plant,  the  authority  of  the  Commission  for  the  lease  of  which  to  The 
Newark  Telephone  Company  is  asked,  based  upon  a  rental  sufficient 
to  pay  the  fixed  charges  of  the  Somerset  company. 


8.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Morrow  County 
Telephone  Company,  of  Mt.  Gilead,  Morrow  county,  Ohio,  and 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  for  the  consent  and  ap- 
proval of  the  Commission  for  a  connecting  arrangement  for  an 
interchange  of  service  between  the  applicants.  Approved  Sep- 
tember 10,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Morrow  County  Telephone  Company,  with  its  office  and 
principal  place  of  business  located  at  Mt.  Gilead,  Morrow  county, 
Ohio,  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  corporations  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  the  states  of  Ohio  and  Illinois,  respectively,  hav- 
ing, on  the  sixth  day  of  September,  1913,  filed  their  joint  petition  pray- 
ing for  the  consent  to  and  approval  of,  by  the  Commission,  a  connect- 
ing, arrangement  and  an  interchange  of  service  between  the  telephone 
systems  of  said  companies,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  ex- 
hibits attached  thereto,  and  the  Commission  having,  upon  the  filing 
of  said  petition,  deemed  the  assignment  of  the  same  for  hearing  to  be 
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unnecessary,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon 
the  petition  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings  and  examining  the  exhibits,  and 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  appearing  that  the  service 
furnished  the  public  will  be  improved  thereby,  and  it  appearing  further 
that  the  public  will  be  furnished  adequate  service  for  a  reasonable  and 
just  rate,  rental,  toll  or  charge,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the 
prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Morrow  County  Telephone  Company  and 
the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  form  a  physical  connection  between  the  plant  and  system 
of  said  The  Morrow  County  Telephone  Company  and  the  plant  and 
system  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  inter- 
change of  service,  as  provided  in  the  proposed  traffic  agreement  and 
supplemental  traffic  agreement  (toll  line),  copies  of  which  are  at- 
tached to  the  petition  herein  and  marked  "Exhibits  A-I  and  A-II," 
respectively,  which  are  hereby  made  parts  of  this  order  by  reference, 
and  as  provided  by  law.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Morrow  County  Telephone  Company  and 
the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  forthwith  file  with  the 
Commission  schedules  of  reasonable  rates  for  said  interchange  service. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  by 
said  The  Morrow  County  Telephone  Company  and  the  said  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company  after  such  schedules  of  reasonable  rates 
have  been  filed  with  and  approved  by  the  Commission,  and  not  prior 
thereto : 

Provided,  there  be  no  diminution  of  the  service  now  afforded  by 
said  companies,  parties  hereto,  or  either  of  them,  in  said  locality  and 
enjoyed  by  their  respective  patrons. 


9.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Valley  Light  and  Power 
Company  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  to 
hypothecate  its  first  mortgage  bonds  of  the  aggregate  par  value 
of  $49,000.00.    Approved  October  9,  191 3. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  determination  upon  the  peti- 
tion, filed  as  of  date  September  6,  1913,  of  said  The  Valley  Light  and 
Power  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state 
of  Ohio,  praying  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  to 
hypothecate  and  pledge,  instead  and  in  lieu  of  selling,  its  first  mort- 
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gage  SIX  per  cent,  gold  bonds,  of  the  aggregate  principal  sum  of  forty- 
nine  thousand  dollars,  the  issue  of  which  said  bonds,  and  the  sale 
thereof  for  the  best  price  obtainable  but  for  not  less  than  eighty  per- 
centum  of  the  par  value  thereof,  has  been  consented  to  and  authorized 
by  this  Commission  by  its  order,  duly  entered,  as  of  date  April  lo, 
1913,  in  the  proceeding  entitled,  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of 
The  Valley  Light  and  Power  Company  for  authority  to  issue  $106,- 
000.00  first  mortgage  six  per  cent,  gold  bonds  and  $151,100.00  capital 
Stock,  P.  S.  C.  No.  408,  the  moneys  to  be  secured  by  the  then  proposed 
sale  and  now  sought  to  be  secured  by  the  hypothecation  and  pledge  of 
said  bonds  to  be  used  and  expended  for  the  construction  and  acquisi- 
tion of  the  improvements,  betterments,  additions  and  extensions  to 
petitioner's  plant  and  property,  fully  set  out  in  a  detailed  statement 
attached  to  the  petition  in  said  proceeding  No.  408,  and  marked  "Ex- 
hibit B,"  which  was  made  a  part  of  said  order  of  April  10,  1913,  by 
reference ;  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  said  petitioner  has  made  diligent  efforts  to  sell  said  bonds 
upon  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  but  has  been  unable 
to  do  so,  and  it  appearing  further  that  said  petitioner  has  not  sufficient 
funds  on  hand  to  meet  its  present  obligations,  incurred  by  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  improvement  and  enlargement  of  its  said  plant,  and  it  ap- 
pearing further  that  such  improvement  and  enlargement  of  its  said 
plant  and  system  for  the  production,  distribution  and  sale  of  electrical 
energy  was  reasonably  necessary  if  petitioner  was  to  continue  its  com- 
mercial existence,  and  it  appearing  further  that  said  petitioner  is  able 
to  borrow,  by  pledging  its  said  bonds  as  collateral,  money  in  a  sum 
equal  to  that  which  would  accrue  to  the  company  were  said  bonds 
sold  for  the  minimum  price  so  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  the  Com- 
mission is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted. 
It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Valley  Light  and  Power  Company  be, 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  pledge,  as  collateral,  for  a  loan,  which 
shall  be  in  the  largest  amount  negotiable  but  not  less  than  eighty  (80) 
percentum  of  the  par  value  thereof,  its  first  mortgage  six  per  cent,  gold 
bonds  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  forty-nine  thousand  dollars 
($49,000.00),  the  issue  of  which  said  bonds  has  heretofore  been  con- 
sented to  and  authorized  by  the  Commission  by  its  order,  duly  entered 
in  said  formal  proceeding  numbered  by  the  Public  Service  Commission 
of  Ohio,  now  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio,  number  four 
hundred  and  eight,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission 
that  the  money  to  be  secured  by  the  pledging  of  said  bonds  is  reason- 
ably required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  moneys  secured  by  the  hypothecation  and 
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pledge  of  said  bonds  be,  by  said  The  Valley  Light  and  Power  Com- 
pany, devoted  to  and  used  for  the  same  purposes  for  which  the  sale 
thereof  was  authorized.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  In  case  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  by  the  pledgee,  occa- 
sioned by  default,  such  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  public,  after  general 
advertising,  and  the  proceeds  in  excess  of  the  loan,  with  interest  there- 
on and  the  reasonable  costs  of  such  sale,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
pledgor,  said  The  Valley  Light  and  Power  Company.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Valley  Light  and  Power  Company  make 
verified  report  to  this  Commission,  as  follows :  Upon  the  hypotheca- 
tion and  pledging  of  said  bonds,  the  fact  of  such  pledge  and  hypotheca- 
tion, and  the  amount  of  the  loan  for  which  they  were  deposited,  as 
collateral,  which  shall  be  the  largest  sum  procurable,  but  not  less  than 
eighty  percentum  of  the  par  value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each 
calendar  quarter,  beginning  with  the  period  ending  December  31,  1913, 
the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  loan  so  secured  and  made,  setting 
forth  in  full  detail  the  purposes  for  which  such  loan  has  been  expended ; 
upon  the  recovery,  by  the  petitioner  herein,  of  said  bonds  upon  their 
release,  from  any  cause,  as  such  collateral,  the  fact  of  their  said  posses- 
sion by  said  company,  or,  in  the  event  of  their  sale,  upon  default,  the 
terms  upon  which  sold  and  the  amount,  if  any,  which  was  delivered  to 
the  petitioner  herein  by  the  pledgee. 


10.  The  Williams  and  Mclntire  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The 
Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company, 
Defendant.    Dismissed  October  3,  1913. 

This  complaint,  which  was  a  challenge  as  unreasonable  and  ex- 
cessive of  defendant's  rate  on  drain  tile  from  Marysville,  Ohio,  to 
Ostrander,  33/2C  per  100  pounds,  30,000  pounds  carload  minimum,  was 
adjusted  before  the  date  fixed  for  hearing  and  closed  with  the  follow- 
ing entry: 

It  appearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commission  that  the  com- 
plaint herein  has  been  satisfied  by  the  publication  of  a  rate  of  two  and 
one-half  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds  on  drain  tile  from  Marysville 
to  Ostrander,  Ohio,  by  tariff  of  the  defendant  eflfective  October  3,  1913, 
and  that  the  complainant  desires  and  should  be  permitted  to  withdraw 
its  complaint,  it  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  withdraw  said 
complaint  and  it  is  withdrawn  and  dismissed  accordingly. 
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II.  The  village  of  West  CarroUton,  Ohio,  by  C.  E.  Motz,  its  Mayor, 
Complainant,  versus  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company,  De- 
fendant. 

A  general  continuance  has  been  taken  in  this  matter  pending  an 
adjustment  of  the  differences.  The  complainant  sought  the  provision 
of  a  passenger  station  with  a  regular  agent  in  the  village  of  West  Car- 
rollton,  Ohio.  Defendant  denied  the  necessity  for  these  facilities,  but 
later  joined  with  complainant  in  petitioning  for  the  postponement. 


12.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Newell  Street  Railway 
Company,  an  Ohio  corporation,  for  permission  to  lease  its  prop- 
erty to  The  Newell  Street  Railway  Company,  a  West  Virginia 
corporation.    Approved  October  22, 1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Newell  Street  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  the  owner  of  certain  street 
railway  tracks,  roadway,  overhead  equipment  and  appurtenances,  lo- 
cated in  the  city  of  East  Liverpool,  Ohio,  and  The  Newell  Street  Rail- 
way Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of 
West  Virginia  but  admitted  to  do  business  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  having, 
on  the  eleventh  day  of  September,  191 3,  filed  their  joint  petition  pray- 
ing for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  to  the  leasing, 
by  said  Newell  Street  Railway  Company,  of  all  of  the  property  of 
said  The  Newell  Street  Railway  Company,  as  fully  set  out  in  said 
petition  and  exhibits  attached  thereto,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said 
matter  having  been  fixed  for  Thursday,  October  16,  1913,  at  2  o'clock 
p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been 
given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said  day,  and  the  further  considera- 
tion thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for 
final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibit?,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  such  leasing  of  said  property  will  conserve  the  economical- 
operation  thereof,  and  that  the  public  will  thereby  be  furnished  ade- 
quate service  for  a  reasonable  and  just  rate  or  charge  therefor,  and 
that  no  increase  in  the  rate  or  charge  nor  diminution  of  service  will 
result  therefrom,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Newell  Street  Railway  Company  be,  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  to  lease  to  the  said  Newell  Street  Railway  Com-

ENTRY.

Complainant  asks  an  order  of  the  Commission  requiring  the  de- 
fendant to  form  physical  connection  and  interchange  toll  service  at 
Carey,  Ohio.  The  defendant  plead  that  adequate  service  was  now 
furnished  over  its  lines  in  connection  with  the  lines  of  the  Carey 
Electric  Telephone  Company,  which  latter  company  has  been  per- 
mitted to  interplead  as  a  party  defendant.  The  adequacy  of  such  serv- 
ice being  still  denied,  the  matter  has  been  assigned  for  hearing. 
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i8.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation,  by  the  Commission,  of  the 
management  and  operation  of  the  business  of  The  Toledo,  Fos- 
toria  and  Findlay  Railway  Company,  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company,  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad 
Company  and  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  and,  es- 
pecially, the  manner  in  which  the  crossing  frogs  at  the  crossings 
of  said  The  Toledo,  Fostoria  and  Findlay  Railway  Company 
with  the  tracks  of  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company  and 
The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company  in  the  city  of  Fostoria, 
Ohio,  are  maintained.    Order  issued  November  24,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Commission  having,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  1913, 
commenced,  on  its  own  initiative,  an  investigation  of  the  manage- 
ment and  operation  of  the  business  of  The  Toledo,  Fo*storia  and  Find- 
lay Railway  Company,  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company  and  The 
Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company  and,  especially,  into  the  manner 
in  which  the  crossing  frogs  at  the  crossings  of  the  tracks  of  said  The 
Toledo,  Fostoria  and  Findlay  Railway  Company  with  the  tracks  of 
said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  the  said  New  York, 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company  and  said  The  Hocking  Val- 
ley Railway  Company,  respectively,  on  Main  street,  in  the  city  of  Fos- 
toria, Ohio,  are  maintained,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
said  investigation  having  been  given  said  companies,  and  said  com- 
panies having  appeared,  by  representatives  duly  authorized,  at  said 
investigation,  and  the  Commission  having  considered  the  evidence, 
the  exhibits  and  the  arguments  of  counsel,  and'  being  fully  advised 
in  the  premises,  finds  that  the  safe  operation  of  said  railroads  and  rail- 
ways requires  the  immediate  renewal  and  reconstruction  of  said  cross- 
ing frogs  and  crossings.

renew  the  crossing  frogs  installed  at  said  crossing  by  providing  and 
installing,  in  lieu  of  the  crossing  frogs  now  maintained  at  said  cross- 
ing, new  standard  steam  and  electric  grade  crossing  frogs,  of  the  most 
improved  type  and  material,  the  size  and  weight  of  the  rails  and  chan- 
nels of  said  frogs  to  conform  to  the  rails  of  the  respective  tracks  of 
each  of  said  companies  in  so  far  as  said  crossing  frogs  provide  such 
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company  with  continuous  track  over  and  through  said  crossing;  such 
new  crossing  frogs  to  be  installed  and  maintained  under  the  direction 
of  the  engineers  of  maintenance  of  way  of  said  companies,  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  this  Commission.

Company  and  the  said  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad 
Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby  notified,  directed  and  required, 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  this  order,  to  reconstruct  the  cross- 
ing of  their  respective  tracks  on  Main  street  in  the  city  of  Fostoria, 
Ohio,  and  to  renew  the  crossing  frogs  installed  at  said  crossing  by 
providing  and  installing,  in  lieu  of  the  crossing  frogs  now  maintained 
at  said  crossing,  new  standard  steam  and  electric  grade  crossing  frogs, 
of  the  most  improved  type  and  material,  the  size  and  weight  of  the 
rails  and  channels  of  said  frogs  to  conform  to  the  rails  of  the  respec- 
tive tracks  of  each  of  said  companies  in  so  far  as  said  crossing  frogs 
provide  such  company  with  continuous  track  over  and  through  said 
crossing;  such  new  crossing  frogs  to  be  installed  and  maintained  under 
the  direction  of  the  engineers  of  maintenance  of  way  of  said  com- 
panies, and  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Commission.

tive tracks  on  Main  street  in  the  city  of  Fostoria,  Ohio,  and  to  renew 
the  crossing  frogs  installed  at  said  crossing  by  providing  and  install- 
ing, in  lieu  of  the  crossing  frogs  now  maintained  at  said  crossing,  new 
standard  steam  and  electric  grade  crossing  frogs,  of  the  most  improved 
type  and  material,  the  size  and  weight  of  the  rails  and  channels  of 
said  frogs  to  conform  to  the  rails  of  the  respective  tracks  of  each  of 
said  companies  in  so  far  as  said  crossing  frogs  provide  such  com- 
pany with  continuous  track  over  and  through  said  crossing;  such  new 
crossing  frogs  to  be  installed  and  maintained  under  the  direction  of 
the  engineers  of  maintenance  of  way  of  said  companies,  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  this  Commission. 


SUPPLEMENTAL  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  this  day  for  consideration  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  filed  herein  on 
the  twenty-ninth  day  of  November,  1913,  for  a  modification  and 
amendment  of  that  portion  of  the  order,  made  and  entered  herein  on 
the  twenty-fourth  day  of  November,  191 3,  which  reads  as  follows, 
to  wit  : 
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It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Toledo,  Fostoria  and  Findlay  Rail- 
way Company  and  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany be,  and  they  are  hereby  notified,  directed  and  required, 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  this  order,  to  reconstruct 
the  crossing  of  their  respective  tracks  on  Main  street  in  the  city 
of  Fostoria,  Ohio,  and  to  renew  the  crossing  frogs  installed  at 
said  crossing,"  etc., 

and  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  having  made 
satisfactory  showing  that  it  has  made  due  and  diligent  eflForts  to  se- 
cure the  new  crossing  frogs  necessary  to  compliance  with  said  order, 
but  that  it  will  not  be  able  to  secure  a  delivery  thereof  at  a  time  which 
will  enable  it  to  complete  the  installation  within  the  time  specified, 
and  that  it  will  be  able  to  provide  the  necessary  material  and  com- 
plete the  reconstruction  of  said  crossing  within  sixty  days  from  the 
date  of  its  said  application,  the  Commission  finds  that  such  extension 
of  time  is  required  to  enable  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  and  said  The  Toledo,  Fostoria  and  Findlay  Railway  Com- 
pany to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  said  order.     It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  order  made  and  entered  herein  on  the  twenty- 
fourth  day  of  November,  191 3,  be  and  it  is  hereby  modified  and 
amended  to  provide  as  follows,  to  wit : 

It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Toledo,  Fostoria  and  Findlay  Rail- 
way Company  and  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany be,  and  they  are  hereby  notified,  directed  and  required, 
within  sixty  days  from  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  November,  1913, 
to  reconstruct  the  crossing  of  their  respective  tracks  on  Main 
street  in  the  city  of  Fostoria,  Ohio,  and  to  renew  the  crossing 
frogs  installed  at  said  crossing,"  etc. 


19.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company  and 
Pennsylvania  Company  with  respect  to  the  safety  and  security 
of  the  public.    Order  issued  November  8,  19 13. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Commission  having,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  .'1913, 
commenced,  on  its  own  initiative,  an  investigation  of  the  management 
and  operation  of  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company 
and  the  Pennsylvania  Company  with  respect  to  the  safety  and  secur- 
ity of  the  public  and,  especially  in  the  matter  of  the  failure  and  neglect. 
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on  the  part  of  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Com- 
pany, to  provide,  install  and  operate  derailing  devices  in  its  tracks  at 
the  point  where  said  tracks  intersect,  at  common  grade,  the  tracks  of 
the  said  Pennsylvania  Company  in  East  Tuscarawas  street,  Canton, 
Ohio,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  investigation  hav- 
ing been  given  said  companies,  and  said  companies  having 
appeared,  by  representatives  duly  authorized,  at  said  investigation, 
and  the  Commission  having  considered  the  evidence,  the  exhib- 
its and  the  arguments  of  counsel,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  prem- 
ises, finds  that  public  safety  requires  protection  at  said  crossing,  and 
that  the  condition  and  circumstances  surrounding  said  crossing  re- 
quire the  installation,  maintenance  and  operation  thereat  of  a  derail- 
ing device  in  the  tracks  of  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light 
Company.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light 
Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified,  directed  and  required  to  install 
and  thereafter  maintain  and  operate  in  its  tracks,  where  said  tracks 
intersect,  at  common  grade,  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  Company 
in  East  Tuscarawas  street.  Canton,  Ohio,  a  derailing  device,  which 
said  derailing  device  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated  in 
accordance  with  the  following  specifications,  to  wit: 

1.  Derails  shall  be  installed  in  the  rails  of  The  Northern 
Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company  on  each  side  of  said  crossing, 
not  nearer  than  forty  (40)  feet  to  the  outer  rail  of  the  track  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Company. 

2.  The  normal  position  of  said  derails  shall  be  open  and 
they  shall  be  constructed  so  as  to  divert  the  cars  of  The  Northern 
Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company  from  its  main  track  at  an 
angle  which  will  prevent  such  cars  reaching  the  track  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Company  while  the  derails  are  in  their  normal, 
open,  position. 

3.  The  appliance  connected  with  the  derail  installed  in  the 
east-bound  track  of  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light 
Company  for  the  purpose  of  closing  the  same,  shall  be  located  be- 
tween the  rails  of  the  east-bound  main  track  of  the  said  Pennsyl- 
vania Company  at  a  point  not  to  exceed  six  feet  beyond  the  outer 
rail  of  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company, 
so  as  to  make  it  necessary  for  the  conductor  in  charge  of  an  east- 
bound  car  of  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Com- 
pany, upon  approaching  the  tracks  of  the  said  Pennsylvania 
Company,  to  go  to  said  point  upon  said  company's  east-bound 
main  track,  ascertain  if  the  way  is  clear  and  operate  said  appli- 
ance in  order  to  close  said  derail  and  give  the  car  of  The  North- 
ern Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company  continuous  track  over 
said  grade  crossing,  and  to  signal  such  car  to  proceed  to  cross 
if  the  way  is  clear  and  free  from  danger. 

4.  The  appliance  connected  with  the  derail  installed  in  the 
^;      west-bound  track  of  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light 
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Company  for  the  purpose  of  closing  the  same,  shall  be  located 
between  the  rails  of  the  west-bound  main  track  of  the  said  Penn- 
sylvania Company  at  a  point  not  to  exceed  six  feet  beyond  the 
outer  rail  of  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Com- 
pany, so  as  to  make  it  necessary  for  the  conductor  in  charge  of  a 
west-bound  car  of  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light 
Company,  upon  approaching  the  tracks  of  the  said  Pennsylvania 
Company,  to  go  to  said  point  upon  said  company's  west-bound 
main  track,  ascertain  if  the  way  is  clear  and  operate  said  appli- 
ance in  order  to  close  said  derail  and  give  the  car  of  The  North- 
ern Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company  continuous  track  over 
said  grade  crossing,  and  to  signal  such  car  to  proceed  to  cross 
if  the  way  is  clear  and  free  from  danger. 

5.  Said  derails  shall  remain  in  their  normal,  open,  position 
at  all  times  except  when  a  car  of  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction 
and  Light  Company  is  in  the  act  of  crossing  the  tracks  of  the 
said  Pennsylvania  Company  and  the  derails  have  been  closed  as 
above  directed,  and  said  derails  shall  be  so  constructed  that  upon 
the  release,  by  the  conductor,  of  the  appliance  for  closing  the 
same,  they  will  automatically  return  to  their  normal,  open,  posi- 
tion. 

6.  The  aforesaid  derailing  devices  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio  before  the 
same  are  placed  in  operation. 

7.  The  right  to  order  a  rearrangement  of  said  derailing  de- 
vices, additional  derailing  devices  or  other  protection  at  said  cross- 
ing, necessitated  by  changes  on  the  line  of  the  said  Pennsylvania 
Company  or  otherwise,  is  hereby  reserved  to  The  Public  Utilities 
Commission  of  Ohio. 

It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  cost  of  said  derailing  devices,  the  installa- 
tion and  future  maintenance  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  said  The  North- 
ern Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  derailing  devices  shall  be  installed  and  <:om- 
pleted  ready  for  operation  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  this 
order. 


20.  Samuel  M.  Sark,  Complainant,  versus  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Southwestern  Railroad  Company,  Defendant.  Dismissed  Octo- 
ber 14,  1913. 

Samuel  M.  Sark,  a  resident  of  Harrisburg,  Franklin  county, 
Ohio,  alleged  that  the  defendant  was  discriminating  against  him,  in 
that  it  has  rented  ground  for  scales  and  coal  bins  to  competitors  en- 
gaged in  the  retail  coal  business  at  Orient,  Ohio,  while  denying  such 
privilege  to  him.  Before  the  matter  could  be  heard,  the  parties  ad- 
vised of  the  adjustment  of  the  difficulty,  and  it  was  dismissed  with  the 
following  entry : 
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It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  defendant  has  satisfied 
this  complaint  by  according  to  complainant  necessary  facilities  and 
privileges  for  carrying  on  a  retail  coal  business,  this  complaint  is, 
therefore,  upon  the  application  of  complainant,  dismissed  without  fur- 
ther record. 


21.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Barlow- Watcrtown 
Telephone  Company  and  The  Beverly  Telephone  Company,  for 
consent  and  authority  to  purchase  and  sell  property.  Approved 
October  2,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Barlow- Watertown  Telephone  Company  and  The  Beverly 
Telephone  Company,  corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
state  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  September,  1913, 
filed  their  joint  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the 
Commission  for  the  purchase,  by  said  The  Barlow-Watertown  Tele- 
phone Company,  and  the  sale  and  disposition  by  said  The  Beverly 
Telephone  Company,  of  the  entire  plant  and  system  of  said  The  Bev- 
erly Telephone  Company  for  furnishing  telephone  service  in  and 
around  the  village  of  Beverly,  Washington  county,  Ohio,  and  all  of  its 
franchises  and  rights,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition,  and  the  Com- 
mission having,  upon  the  filing  of  said  petition,  deemed  the  assignment 
of  the  same  for  hearing  to  be  unnecessary,  the  same  came  on  this  day 
for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings  and  examining  the  exhibits,  and 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  appearing  that  the  plant 
and  system  of  said  The  Beverly  Telephone  Company  was  practically 
destroyed  by  the  high  waters,  known  as  the  floods  of  March  and  April, 
1913,  and  that  the  consummation  of  said  purchase  will  conserve  the  eco- 
nomical restoration  and  repair  of  said  property  by  eliminating  the 
necessity  for  much  duplication  of  apparatus,  poles  and  communicat- 
ing lines,  and  its  economical  operation,  and  it  appearing  further  that 
the  service  furnished  the  public  will  be  improved  thereby,  and  that  the 
public  will  be  furnished  adequate  service  for  a  reasonable  and  just 
charge,  rate,  rental  or  toll,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer 
of  said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Beverly  Telephone  Company  be,  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  to  said  The  Barlow-Watertown  Tele- 
phone Company  all  of  its  plant  and  property,  with  all  franchises  and 
rights,  for  furnishing  telephone  service,  as  fully  set  out  in  a  detailed 
inventory  filed  herein  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  September,  1913, 
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which  is  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  order  by  reference,  and  said  The 
Barlow- Watertown  Telephone  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  pur- 
chase said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  ($1,000.00).    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Barlow- Watertown  Telephone  Company 
forthwith  file  with  the  Commission,  schedules  of  reasonable  rates  for 
any  service  which  it  may  establish  by  reason  of  said  purchase  of  said 
property,  which  is  not  provided  for  in  its  existing  schedules  on  file 
with  this  Commission.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
on  and  after  the  receipt  and  acceptance  by  this  Commission  of  such 
additional  schedules  or,  in  the  event  of  no  necessity  existing  for  the 
publication  and  filing  thereof,  from  and  after  this  date. 


22.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  New  Concord  Water  and 
Electric  Company,  for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  $17,000.00 
six  per  cent,  mortgage  bonds. 

The  Commission  is  now  considering  this  application.  The  peti- 
tioner alleges  that  it  has  been  unable  to  dispose  of  $6,900.00,  par  value, 
of  its  capital  stock,  authorized  in  Case  No.  457,  and  that  it  has  created 
debts  to  the  amount  of  $7,254.92  in  the  construction  of  its  water  and 
electric  light  plant  in  the  village  of  New  Concord,  Ohio,  and  will  need 
the  sum  of  $9,262.60  to  complete  the  same.  It  asks  to  issue  the  se- 
curities specified  at  90,  and  the  recision  of  that  part  of  the  order  in 
Case  457,  authorizing  the  issue  and  sale  of  its  capital  stock  to  the 
amount  of  $6,900.00. 


23.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Bolivar  Light  and  Power 
Company  for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  $10,000.00  capital 
stock. 

The  Commission  has  not,  as  yet,  disposed  of  this  application. 
The  company  asks  to  issue  $10,000.00  capital  stock,  $3,000.00  in  stock 
to  be  delivered  to  H.  L.  Lash  in  payment  for  the  Bolivar  Electric  Light 
plant,  authority  for  the  purchase  of  which  is  asked  in  case  No.  597, 
and  the  proceeds  of  $7,000.00  par  value  of  stock  to  be  used  to  extend 
and  improve  the  property  after  its  acquisition. 
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24.  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company,  Com- 
plainant, versus  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Company, 
Defendant.    Dismissed  October  i8,  1913. 

In  this  proceeding  the  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone 
Company  asked  that  the  Commission  direct  The  Interurban  Railway 
and  Terminal  Company  to  reconstruct  its  high  tension  lines  to  con- 
form with  the  specifications  found  by  the  Commission  to  be  proper  in 
the  case  of  The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  versus  The  Cleve- 
land, Painesville  and  Eastern  Railway  Company.  No  answer  was 
filed,  and  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  hearing,  the  parties  joined  in  ask- 
ing the  dismissal  of  the  proceeding. 

ENTRY. 

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  defendant  has  satisfied  this 
complaint  by  making  the  repairs  and  readjustments  prayed  for  in  the 
petition,  this  case  is,  therefore,  upon  the  application  of  complainant 
dismissed  without  further  record. 


35.  In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  The  Valley  Light  and  Power 
Company  against  the  rates  for  electric  light  service  fixed  by 
ordinance  of  coimcil  of  the  village  of  Maumee,  passed  on  the  third 
day  of  September,  1913. 

Hearing  has  been  held  but  no  decision  reached  in  this  matter, 
wherein  the  appellant  challenges  the  rate  of  eight  (8)  cents  per  k.  w. 
h.  for  electric  \:urrent  to  be  used  for  lighting,  which  rate  is  fixed  by 
the  ordinance  from  which  appeal  has  been  taken.  The  schedule  of 
rates  now  in  force  in  this  village,  and  which  appellant  seeks  to  jus- 
tify, is  as  follows :

"Residence  rate  (established  by  village  ordinance),  loc  per 
K.  W.  hour. 

"Discounts  are  allowed  as  follows :

41  to  60  k.  w.,  20%.  minimum.  • 

"Factory  Rates — Factories  having  large  installations  and 
burning  all  night,  rates  of  5c  to  3c  will  be  made,  according  to  size 
of  installation  and  number  of  hours  burning. 
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"Power  Rates — Motors  smaller  than  i  horsepower,  loc  per 
k.  w.;  I  h.  p.  to  lo  h.  p.,  $i  per  h.  p.,  75c  per  h.  p.  min.;  50  to  100 
h.  p.,  50c  per  h.  p.  min.  and  rates  of  5c  to  2c,  according  to  num- 
ber of  hours'  use. 

"Flat  rates  are  made  only  pending  the  setting  of  meters,  and 
then  only  to  very  small  consumers. 

"Discount  of  10%  for  prompt  payment  by  5th  of  month  after 
bills  are  made  is  also  allowed." 


26.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Gallipolis  and  Northern 
Traction  Company,  a  corporation  imder  the  laws  of  the  state  of 
Ohio,  for  a  commission  to  issue  $50,000.00  common  capital  stock 
and  $50,000.00  twenty-year  6%  mortgage  bonds. 

Disposition  of  this  matter  is  withheld  pending  the  preparation  of 
a  valuation  of  the  property  of  The  Gallipolis  and  Northern  Traction 
Company,  which  is  now  seeking  authority  to  issue  the  securities  speci- 
fied to  provide  for  the  readjustment  of  the  indebtedness  of  The 
Kanauga  Traction  Company,  which  the  petitioner  has  just  purchased 
at  receiver's  sale. 


27.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Tiffin  Waterworks  for 
consent  and  authority  to  issue  $30,000.00  five  per  cent,  bonds,  due 
May  1, 1932. 

No  decision  has  as  yet  been  reached  in  this  case.  The  bonds 
sought  to  be  issued  are  to  be  used,  (a)  $10,000.00,  par  value,  to  reim- 
burse petitioner  s  income  fgr  expenditures  made  therefrom  for  im- 
provements, and  (b)  the  balance  to  prosecute  extensions  necessary  to 
enable  petitioner  to  comply  with  its  franchise  contract  with  the  munic- 
ipality of  Tiffin. 


28.    Burt  A.  Miller,  Complainant,  versus  New  York,  Chicago  and  St. 
Louis  Railroad  Company,  Defendant. 

The  petitioner  herein,  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Lakewood.. 
Cuyahoga  county,  Ohio,  complains  of  the  failure  and  neglect  of  the 
defendant  to  provide  a. suitable  depot  building  and  facilities  in  that 
city. 

An  order  is  asked  requiring  the  defendant  so  to  do.  No  hearing 
has  as  yet  been  held  in  this  matter. 
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39.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  for  di- 
rections to  the  attorney  general  to  bring  proceedings  against  The 
Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  The  Cincinnati  Gas  and 
Electric  Company. 

This  proceeding  presents  another  angle  in  the  difference  which 
has  arisen  between  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  the  gas  company  oper- 
ating therein.  The  particular  diflference  in  this  case  arose  through 
the  declination  of  the  attorney  general  to  institute  proceedings  to  re- 
cover a  penalty  for  the  failure  and  neglect  of  the  gas  company  to  make 
extensions  of  its  mains  in  that  part  of  Cincinnati  known  as  Delhi  and 
Sayler  Park.  The  attorney  general  having  advised,  among  other 
things,  that  he  could  proceed  only  upon  instructions  from  state  officials, 
the  solicitor  of  Cincinnati  now  asks  the  Commission  to  issue  such  in- 
structions to  Mr.  Hogan.  The  matter  has  been  argued,  but  disposition 
thereof  is  withheld  pending  the  filing  of  briefs  by  counsel. 


30.    Mary  Hemley,  Complainant,  versus  The  Maimiee  Valley  Railway 
and  Light  Company,  Defendant.    Dismissed  October  39, 1913. 

Complainant  in  this  case,  a  resident  of  Perrysburg  township, 
Wood  county,  Ohio,  owns  property  abutting  the  land  of  the  defendant. 
She  alleged  that  by  reason  of  the  character  of  the  construction  of  de- 
fendant's railroad,  water  backed  up  over  her  premises,  resulting  in 
damage  thereto.  The  petition  asks  that  the  company  be  required  to 
properly  drain  its  road  bed,  so  as  to  relieve  the  complainant's  prem- 
ises from  this  backwater,  and  also  to  construct  fences  and  a  proper 
crossing.  The  matter  was  not  pressed  for  trial,  and  was  closed  with 
the  following  entry : 

The  parties  to  this  complaint  having  entered  into  a  written  agree- 
ment whereby  the  Railway  and  Light  Company  has  agreed  to  furnish 
certain  drainage,  provide  and  mantain  a  fence  and  cross  walk  in  con- 
sideration of  the  complainant,  D.  C.  Hemley  and  D.  C.  Hemley  and 
Company,  agreeing  to  release  said  Railways  and  Light  Company 
from  a  certain  claim  for  damages,  and  the  dismissal  of  this  complaint, 
as  more  particularly  shown  by  said  contract.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  the  foregoing  complaint  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by dismissed. 
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31.  The  village  of  Glendale,  a  municipal  corporation,  Complainant 
versus  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company, 
Defendant. 

The  complainant  herein  sought  an  order  requiring  The  Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  to  restore  the  passenger  service 
commonly  known  as  the  "theater  train,"  leaving  Cincinnati  daily  at 
11:25  p.  m.  for  Glendale  and  way  points.  Hearing  has  been  had,  but 
no  disposition  made  of  the  matter,  pending  the  receipt  of  briefs. 


33.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Twin  City  Traction 
Company  for  permission  to  sell,  and  The  Ohio  Service  Company 
for  permission  to  purchase  the  street  railway  property  of  The 
Twin  City  Traction  Company  at  Dennison  and  Uhrichsville, 
Ohio.

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  of  the  management  of  the  busi- 
ness of  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton   and  Dayton   Railway   Company 
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with  respect  to  the  manner  and  method  in  which  said  company  con- 
ducts its  switching  service  at  Troy,  Ohio,  and  Piqua,  Ohio,  and  with 
respect  to  the  manner  and  method  in  which  said  company  operates 
its  loading  and  unloading  track  at  Englewood,  Ohio,  be  made,  and 
that  Wednesday,  November  19th,  1913,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  the  hearing 
room  of  the  Commission  in  the  Capitol  building,  Columbus,  Ohio,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  fixed  as  the  time  and  place  for  such  investigation. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Rail- 
way Company  be  duly  notified  of  such  investigation  by  the  forward- 
ing of  a  copy  of  this  order  to  the  proper  official,  or  officials,  of  said 
company.

.  Complainant  as  the  councilman  from  the  ninth  ward,  and  on  be- 
half of  the  city  of  Cleveland,  attacks  as  unreasonable  and  excessive, 
the  charges  for  telephone  service  imposed  and  collected  by  the  de- 
fendant from  the  city  of  Cleveland.  The  defendant  has  denied  the 
unreasonableness  of  these  charges,  and  the  matter  has  been  assigned 
for  hearing. 
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41.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway 
Company  for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  and  sell  its  one  year 
five  per  cent,  gold  notes,  maturing  November  i,  1914,  of  the  ag- 
gregate amount  of  $4,000,000.00.    Approved  October  24,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company  having  duly  presented 
to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio  its  verified  application  in 
writing  stating  that  said  railway  company  proposes  to  create  and  to 
sell  for  money  only,  an  issue  of  $4,000,000.00,  face  amount,  of  its  one 
year  five  per  cent,  gold  notes  to  be  dated  November  i,  1913,  and  to 
mature  November  i,  1914;  said  notes  to  be  issued  under  an  indenture 
substantially  in  the  form  of  the  draft  marked  "Schedule  A,"  attached 
to  and  made  part  of  said  application,  and  said  railway  company  having 
thereupon  requested  that  this  Commission,  by  .order  duly  made, 
authorize,  consent  to  and  permit  the  issue  and  sale  by  said  railway 
company  of  said  $4,000,000.00,  face  amount,  of  said  one  year  five  per 
cent,  gold  notes  for  the  purposes  and  upon  the  terms  hereinafter  set 
forth : 

Now,  therefore,  said  application  having  been  duly  considered 
and  the  same  being  in  due  form  and  sufficient  in  law,  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission  of  Ohio  hereby  orders,  consents  to  and  authorizes 
the  issuance  by  said  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company  of  its 
one  year  five  per  cent,  gold  notes  as  follows,  to  wit : 

1.  The  amount  and  character  of  said  notes  are  as  follows :  Said 
notes  are  one  year  five  per  cent,  gold  notes  of  said  railway  company 
dated  Novejnber  i,  1913,  payable  November  i,  1914,  and  are  to  be  sub- 
stantially in  the  form  in  said  indenture  set  forth.

A  question  as  to  the  legality  of  the  ordinance  attempting  to  fix 
rates  for  electrical  energy  in  the  city  of  Sandusky,  from  which  the 
company  appealed  in  proceeding  Xo.  572,  having  been  made,  the  city 
council  re-enacted  the  ordinance  on  September  15,  1913.  To  preserve 
its  rights  the  company  immediately  instituted  an  appeal  therefrom, 
under  this  caption  and  number.  This  case,  with  No.  572,  is  now  being 
heard. 


43.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Cleveland  and  Yoimgs- 
town  Railroad  Company  for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  $600,- 
000.00  common  capital  stock.    Approved  December  8,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Cleveland  and  Youngstown  Railroad  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  October,  1913,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the 
consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  to  issue  its  common  capital 
stock  of  the  aggregate  principal  sum  of  six  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
the  proceeds  to  be  used  to  pay  and  discharge  various  obligations  of 
said  company  now  due  and  to  pay  obligations  which  will  necessarily 
be  incurred  in  the  future,  in  the  construction  of  its  system  of  railroad, 
as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  the  exhibits  attached  thereto,  and 
the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Thursday,  De- 
cember 4,  1913,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  duetnotice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said  day 
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and  the  further  consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the 
same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the 
evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  the  proceeds  of  said  capital  stock  are  to  be  expended  for 
the  discharge  of  petitioner's  obligations,  and  for  the  acquisition  of 
property,  the  construction,  completion,  extension  and  improvement  of 
its  facilities,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  peti- 
tion should  be  granted.

timony are  hereby  made  parts  of  this  order  by  reference,  nor  shall  such 
proceeds  be  expended  for  any  other  purpose  whatsoever.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Cleveland  and  Youngstown  Railroad 
Company  make  verified  report  to  this  Commission,  as  follows :  Upon 
the  issue  and  sale  of  said  common  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof, 
the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale,  and  the  amounts 
realized  therefrom  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  not 
less  than  the  par  value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each  calendar 
quarter,  within  ten  days  from  the  close  of  such  period,  beginning  with 
the  period  ending  March  31st,  1914,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of 
such  proceeds,  setting  forth  in  full  detail  the  purposes  for  which  said 
proceeds  have  been  expended,  such  reports  to  be  made  until  all  of 
said  common  capital  stock  herein  authorized  has  been  issued  and  dis- 
posed of  and  all  of  the  proceeds  thereof  expended  pursuant  to  the 
terms  of  this  order. 
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44.   The  Tri-State  Butter  Company,  Complainant,  versus  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Company,  Defendant. 

The  petitioner  herein  has  indicated  its  intention  of  instituting 
a  new  proceeding  against  the  Pennsylvania  Company  and  no  action  has 
therefore  been  taken  in  this  matter,  which  is  a  claim  for  $6.88,  the 
value  of  eight  gallons  of  cream  and  container,  alleged  to  have  been 
lost  while  in  the  custody  of  the  defendant. 


45.   The  Tri-State  Butter  Company,  Complainant,  versus  Pennsyl- 
vania Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

This  proceeding,  which  is  a  claim  for  $5.35,  being  the  value  of 
five  gallons  of  cream  and  container,  alleged  to  have  been  lost  while  in 
the  custody  of  the  defendant,  is  of  the  same  status  as  case  No.  44. 


46.    The  Tri-State  Butter  Company,  Complainant,  versus  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Company,  Defendant. 

Another  proceeding  which  will  be  withdrawn  upon  the  institu- 
tion of  a  new  complaint  against  the  Pennsylvania  Company.  This  is  a 
claim  for  $3.21,  the  value  of  cream  alleged  to  have  been  lost  while  in 
transit. 


47.    The  Tri-State  Butter  Company,  Complainant,  versus  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Company,  Defendant. 

This  is  another  claim  for  $4.73,  being  the  value  of  five  gallons  of 
cream  and  the  container,  alleged  to  have  been  lost  while  in  transit. 
Complainant  has  indicated  its  desire  that  no  action  be  taken,  pending 
the  institution  of  a  proceeding  against  the  Pennsylvania  Company. 
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48.   The  Tri-State  Butter  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The  Cincin- 
nati, Milford  and  Loveland  Traction  Company,  Defendant. 

The  complainant  in  this  proceeding  asked  reparation  in  the  sum 
of  $6.90,  alleged  to  have  been  the  value  of  five  gallons  of  cream  and 
the  container,  lost  or  destroyed  while  being  transported  from  Conover 
to  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  The  matter  was  closed  with  the  following  entry : 

ENTRY. 

It  appearing  from  statements  of  complainant  that  satisfaction  of 
this  case  has  been  afforded  by  defendant,  the  same  is,  therefore,  dis- 
missed.

The  Poland  Street  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  the  owner  of  a  certain  line 
of  street  railway  extending  from  a  point  in  the  city  of  Youngstown, 
Ohio,  where  Poland  avenue  is  intersected  by  Powers  Way;  thence 
on  and  along  over  Powers  Way,  Sheridan  Road,  private  right-of-way, 
to  and  into  the  village  of  Poland,  Ohio,  and  The  Mahoning  Valley 
Railway  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
state  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  October,  1913,  filed  their 
joint  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission 
to  the  leasing,  by  said  The  Mahoning  Valley  Railway  Company,  of  all 
of  the  property  of  said  The  Poland  Street  Railway  Company,  as  fully 
set  out  in  said  petition  and  exhibits  attached  thereto,  and  the  time  for 
hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Wednesday,  December  10, 
1913,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  said  hearing  having,  upon  application  of 
the  petitioners  and  for  good  cause  been  advanced  to  Tuesday,  Novem- 
ber 18,  1913,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and 
the  further  consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same 
came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence 
and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining the  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  such  leasing  of  said  property  will  conserve  the  economical 
operation  thereof,  and  that  the  public  will  thereby  be  furnished  ade- 
quate service  for  a  reasonable  and  just  charge  or  rate  therefor,  and  it 
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appearing  further  that  said  The  Poland  Street  Railway  Company  has 
no  entrance  to  the  city  of  Yoiingstown  except  over  the  tracks  of  said 
The  Mahoning  Valley  Railway  Company,  with  which  its  tracks  in-

The  Poland  Street  Railway  Company  does  not  propose  to  construct 
and  has  not  constructed  a  power  house  of  its  own  but  is  dependent 
upon  said  The  Mahoning  Valley  Railway  Company  for  power,  the 
Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be 
granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Poland  Street  Railway  Company  be,  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  to  lease  to  said  The  Mahoning  Valley  Railway 
Company,  all  of  its  property,  consisting  of  a  line  of  street  railway  ex- 
tending, a  distance  of  approximately  four  and  six-tenths  miles  from 
the  intersection  of  Poland  avenue  and  Powers  Way,  in  the  city  of 
Youngstown,  Ohio,  to  and  into  the  village  of  Poland,  Ohio,  as  fully 
set  out  and  descri])ed  in  the  transcript  of  the  testimony  oflfered  and 
introduced  in  evidence  on  the  hearing  of  this  matter,  which  is  hereby 
made  a  part  of  this  order  by  reference ;  and  said  The  Mahoning  Valley 
Railway  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  lease  said  property  from 
said  The  Poland  Street  Railway  Company,  the  rental  to  be  paid  there- 
for in  no  case  to  exceed  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($8,500.00)  per  year.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  ])e  exercised  from 
and  after  this  date.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Mahoning  Valley  Railway  Company 
forthwith  file  with  the  Commission  proper  schedules  publishing  the 
rates  and  charges  to  be  assessed  and  collected  for  the  service  furnished 
upon  said  leased  property. 


50.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  the  Wilmington  Water 
and  Electric  Company  and  the  Daj^on  Power  and  Light  Com- 
pany, for  consent  and  authority  to  sell  and  purchase  bonds  and 
shares  of  capital  stock. 

The  Commission  is  now  considering  the  amended  petition  in  this 
matter,  wherein  the  Wilmington  Water  and  Electric  Company  seeks 
to  sell  to  the  Dayton  Power  and  Light  Company  all  of  its  property 
plants,  and  business  for  the  sum  of  $175,000.  The  original  petition 
sought  the  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  sale  and  transfer  to 
the  Dayton  Power  and  Light  Company  of  the  several  capital  obliga- 
tions of  the  Wilmington  Water  and  Electric  Company. 
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51.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Dayton  Power  and  Light 
Company,  for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  $125,000  five  per 
cent,  bonds  and  $50,000  six  per  cent,  cumulative  preferred  cap- 
ital stock. 

The  Commission  has  not  as  yet  made  any  disposition  of  this 
matter  wherein  its  authority  is  sought  for  the  issue  of  the  securities 
noted,  to  he  paid  as  the  purchase  price  for  all  the  property  and  busi- 
ness of  the  Wilmington  Water  and  Light  Company. 


52.  The  city  of  Conneaut,  state  of  Ohio,  a  municipal  corporation. 
Complainant,  versus  The  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  Railway  Com- 
pany, Defendant. 

Upon  this  matter  being  called  for  hearing,  the  parties  joined  in 
asking  that  it  be  continued  generally  to  permit  of  their  adjusting  the 
difficulties.  The  complainant  alleges  inadequate  service  and  equip- 
ment, a  failure  to  properly  heat,  light  and  maintain  in  sanitary  condi- 
tion, the  cars  of  the  defendant,  and  that  the  road  bed  of  this  electric 
railway  is  not  properly  ballasted. 


53.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Oberlin  Telephone 
Company  and  The  El3aia  Southern  Telephone  and  Toll  Com- 
pany, for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  purchase  of  certain 
property  of  The  El5rria  Southern  Telephone  and  Toll  Company.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Oberlin  Telephone  Company  and  The  Elyria  Southern 
Telephone  and  Toll  Company,  corporations  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  state  of  Ohio,  having  on  the  fifth  day  of  November,  1913,  filed 
their  joint  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Com- 
mission for  the  purchase  by  said  The  Oberlin  Telephone  Companv  of 
certain  property  of  said  The  Elyria  Southern  Telephone  and  Toll 
Company,  situated  in  TMttsfield  and  Camden  townships  and  Kipton 
village,  in  Lorain  county,  Ohio,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and 
exhibits  attached  thereto,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  hav- 
ing been  fixed  for  Tuesday,  November  i8th,  1913,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,

The  Greenville  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  with  its  principal 
office  and  place  of  business  at  Greenville,  Ohio,  having,  on  the  sev- 
enth day  of  November,  1913,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  consent 
and  authority  of  the  Commission  to  issue  its  common  capital  stock  of 
the  total  principal  amount  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  to 
be  used  to  purchase  material  and  construct  an  electrical  transmis-

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh 
Railroad  Company,  for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  $1,614,450, 
capital  stock  for  the  extension  and  improvement  of  its  facilities 
and  the  maintenance  of  its  service. 

The  Commission  is  now  considering  the  prayer  of  this  petition 
wherein  the  applicant  seeks  authority  to  issue  the  securities  specified 
to  the  Pennsylvania  Company  in  reimbursement  of  expenditures  made 
by  it  for  the  extension  and  improvement  of  the  facilities  of  The  Cleve- 
land and  Pittsburgh  Railroad  Company.  The  Pennsylvania  Company 
operates  the  property  of  The  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh  Railroad  Com- 
pany under  a  999-year  lease. 


58.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  the  Wellington  Tele- 
phone Company,  of  Wellington,  Lorain  county,  Ohio,  and  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  for  the  consent  and  approval 
of  the  Commission  for  authority  to  continue  an  existing  connec- 
tion for  an  interchange  of  service  between  the  applicants  under 
a  new  contract. 

The  Commission  now  is  considering  this  matter,  which  seeks  its 
consent  and  approval  to  the  retention  of  the  physical  connection  and 
the  continued  maintenance  of  an  interchange  of  service  between  the 
applicants  at  Wellington,  Ohio,  and  the  establishment  of  an  additional 
connection  and  institution  of  interchanged  service  at  Nova  and  Sulli- 
van, Ohio. 


59.    Nancy  J.  Hopkins,  Complainant,  versus  Marion  Coimty  Tele- 
phone Company,  Defendant. 

No  hearing  has  as  yet  been  held  in  this  proceeding,  wherein 
Mrs.  Hopkins,  a  patron  of  the  telephone  company,  alleges  that  she 
was  wrongfully  cut  off  from  the  service  of  said  company  during  the 
months  of  September  and  October,  191 3,  and  upon  her  refusal  to  pay 
the  full  rental  for  said  months,  service  has  been  completely  with- 
drawn. She  alleges  as  excessive  and  unreasonable  the  charges,  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  telephone  company,  and  asks  that  such  service 
be  restored  to  her  for  a  reasonable  charge. 

The  defendant  has  answered  that  the  interruptions  of  its  service 
during  the  months  of  September  and  October  were  of  very  short  du- 
ration, and  were  occasioned  by  the  construction  of  underground  spe- 
cial wires,  which  will  greatly  improve  its  service  in  the  future. 
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60.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  the  Ohio  Fuel  Supply 
Company,  for  consent  and  authority  to  purchase,  and  of  the 
Cambridge  Light  and  Fuel  Company  to  sell  the  property  of  the 
Cambridge  Light  and  Fuel  Company. 

No  disposition  has  been  made  of  this  matter,  which  is  an  appli- 
cation for  the  approval  of  the  sale  and  transfer  to  the  Ohio  Fuel  Sup- 
ply Company,  of  all  the  physical  property  and  business  of  the  Cam- 
bridge Light  and  Fuel  Company  for  the  nominal  sum  of  $1.00,  the 
former  being  the  owner  of  all  the  capital  stock  of  the  latter. 


61.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  New  Midland  Power 
and  Traction  Company  for  permission  to  sell,  and  of  The  Ohio 
Service  Company  for  permission  to  purchase,  the  electric  light, 
ice  manufacturing  and  street  railway  property  of  The  New  Mid- 
land Power  and  Traction  Company,  at  Cambridge,  Ohio,  and  the 
line  running  from  Cambridge  to  Pleasant  City,  Ohio. 

No  disposition  has  as  yet  been  made  in  this  matter,  the  character 
of  which  is  fully  explained  by  the  title  of  the  proceedings. 


62.   Henry  Geiger,  Complainant,  versus  Toledo  and  Ohio  Central 
Railway,  and  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company,  Defendants. 

The  complainant,  a  resident  of  Kirkersville,  Licking  county, 
Ohio,  a  station  on  the  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company's  line,  alleges 
that  the  defendants  refuse  to  establish  joint  through  rates  for  coal 
from  producing  points  in  Ohio  to  his  station,  and  prays  for  an  order 
requiring  the  establishment  of  such  rates. 


63.  Abner  W.  Graham,  Complainant,  versus  Toledo  and  Ohio  Cen- 
tral Railway  Company,  and  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Com- 
pany, Defendants. 

Complainant,  a  resident  of  Reynoldsburg,  Franklin  county,  Ohio, 
alleges  that  the  defendants  refuse  to  establish  joint  through  rates  for 
coal  from  producing  points  in  Ohio  to  his  station,  and  prays  for  an 
order  requiring  the  establishment  of  such  rates. 
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64.  Jos.  Snider,  Complainant,  versus  The  Toledo  and  Ohio  Central 
Railway  Company  and  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company, 
Defendants. 

Complainant  is  a  resident  of  Etna,  Licking  county,  Ohio.  He 
alleges  that  the  defendants  refuse  to  establish  joint  through  rates  for 
coal  from  producing  points  in  Ohio  to  his  station,  and  prays  for  an 
order  requiring  establishment  of  such  rates. 


65.   The  Hyde  Park  Business  Club,  Complainant,  versus  Norfolk  and 
Western  Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

Hearing, is  fixed  for  a  date  anterior  to  the  publication  of  this 
volume  in  this  proceeding.  During  the  recent  labor  troubles  in  the 
city  of  Cincinnati,  the  residents  of  Hyde  Park  induced  the  defendant 
to  establish  a  morning  and  evening  commuter  train  service.  The  ad- 
justment of  the  difficulties  of  the  Cincinnati  Traction  Company  was 
followed  by  the  withdrawal  of  this  service.  The  complainant  in  this 
proceeding  seeks  the  permanent  restoration  of  such  service. 


66.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  oper- 
ation of  The  Coming-Elliott  Telephone  Company,  with  respect 
to  its  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

On  the  thirteenth  day  of  November,  1913,  the  Commission 
spread  the  following  entry,  instituting  this  proceeding  because  of  the 
failure  of  The  Corning-Elliott  Telephone  Company  to  make  annual 
report : 

ENTRY. 

The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  management 
and  operation  of  The  Corning-Elliott  Telephone  Company,  of  Elliott, 
Ohio,  with  respect  to  its  compliance  with  all  provisions  of  law  and, 
especially,  with  respect  to  the  failure  of  said  company  to  file  with  the 
Commission  a  report  of  the  operations  for  the  year  ending  June  30th, 
191 3,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  thereof  be  made  by  the  Com- 
mission, and  Friday,  November  21st,  1913,  at  4  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  the 
offices  of  the  Commission  in  the  New  First  National  Bank  building, 
No.  33  North  High  street,  Columbus,  Ohio,  are  hereby  fixed  as  the 
time  and  place  of  said  investigation.    It  is  further 
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Ordered,  That  T.  S.  Spurrier,  the  secretary  of  said  company, 
be  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Commission  at  the  time  and  place 
herein  fixed,  there  to  show  cause,  if  any  there  be,  why  the  penalties 
provided  by  law  for  failure  to  file  such  report  should  not  be  imposed. 

No  appearance  was  made  by  the  company  and  the  matter  has 
been  referred  to  the  attorney  general  for  proper  action. 


67.  The  Cleveland  Ice  Machine  and  Manufacturing  Company,  Com- 
plainant, versus  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
Defendant. 

Complainant  engaged  in  the  business  of  manufacturing  gas  en- 
gines and  ice  machines  at  Lorain,  Ohio,  alleges  that  it  has  constructed 
a  proper  side  track  or  switch  from  its  factory  to  a  point  of  intersection 
with  the  defendant's  line  of  railroad,  and  has  provided  switch  con- 
nection, and  had  for  many  years  received  switching  service,  but  that 
on  or  about  the  thirteenth  day  of  October,  191 3,  the  defendant  discon- 
nected said  switch  and  withdrew  its  service. 

Complainant  asks  an  order  requiring  the  railroad  company  to 
switch  loaded  cars  to  its  factory  and  to  withdraw  empty  cars  which 
have  been  placed  for  loading.  The  hearing  in  this  matter  is  assigned 
for  a  date  anterior  to  the  publication  of  this  volume. 


68.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Ann  Arbor  Railroad 
Company,  under  act  of  May  31,  191 1,  for  authority  to  issue 
notes  or  lease  warrants  in  the  simi  of  four  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  dollars  and  two  cents  ($4>375*02),  matur- 
ing between  January  20,  1914,  and  October  20,  1915,  for  acquisi- 
tion of  equipment.    Order  issued  November  17,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  hearing,  upon  the  application 
of  The  Ann  Arbor  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  Michigan,  for  consent  and  authority  to  issue 
notes,  or  lease  warrants  in  the  total  principal  sum  of  four  thousand 
three  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  and  two  cents,  divided  into 
eight  notes,  or  lease  warrants,  each  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and 
forty-six  dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents,  payable  respectively  on  the 
twentieth  day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  1914,  and  on  the 
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twentieth  day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  191 5,  such  notes, 
or  lease  warrants  to  be  used  to  purchase  twenty-five  second-hand  box 
cars,  of  sixty  thousand  pounds  capacity  each,  as  fully  set  out  in  said 
application  and  the  exhibits  attached  thereto. 

After  considering  the  pleadings  and  examining  the  exhibits,  and 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  appearing  that  said  notes, 
or  lease  warrants  are  to  be  issued  in  full  payment  for  additional  equip- 
ment, and  it  appearing  further  that  the  acquisition  of  such  additional 
equipment  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  prosecution,  by  the 
applicant  herein,  of  its  corporate  purposes,  the  Commission  is  satis- 
fied that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.  It  is,  there- 
fore 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ann  Arbor  Railroad  Company  be,  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  notes,  or  lease  warrants  of  the  total 
principal  sum  of  four  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars 
and  two  cents  ($4,375.02),  in  the  denominations  and  maturing  upon 
the  dates  hereinafter  set  out,  to  wit :  Eight  notes,  or  lease  warrants, 
each  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  forty-six  dollars  and  eighty-eight 
cents  ($546.88),  payable  respectively  upon  the  twentieth  day  of  Janu- 
ary, April,  July  and  October,  191 4,  and  upon  the  twentieth  day  of 
January,  April,  July  and  October,  191 5,  it  being  the  opinion  and  find- 
ing of  the  Commission  that  the  issue  of  said  notes,  or  lease  warrants, 
is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.  It 
is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  notes,  or  lease  warrants  be,  by  said  The 
Ann  Arbor  Railroad  Company  devoted  to  and  used  for  the  full  and 
final  payment  for  twenty-five  (25)  second-hand  box  cars,  of  sixty 
thousand  pounds  capacity  each,  as  fully  set  out  and  described  in  the 
petition  herein,  and  used  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ann  Arbor  Railroad  Cornpany  make 
verified  report  to  this  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon  the  issue  of 
said  notes,  or  lease  warrants,  the  fact  of  such  issue  and  their  delivery, 
together  with  the  purposes  for  which  issued;  upon  the  date  of  the 
maturity  of  each  of  said  notes,  or  lease  warrants,  as  hereinbefore  set 
out,  the  fact  of  the  payment,  retirement  and  cancellation  thereof,  such 
reports  to  be  made  until  all  of  said  notes,  or  lease  warrants  have  been 
issued  and,  upon  maturity,  paid,  retired  and  cancelled. 
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69.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Canton  Electric  Com- 
pany, for  authority  to  issue  $69,000  in  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  its  first  and  refimding  mortgage,  five  per  cent,  sinking  fund 
gold  bonds. 

The  Commission  had  not,  at  the  publication  of  this  volume,  made 
any  disposition  of  this  proceeding,  wherein  the  petitioner  sought  con- 
sent to  issue  and  dispose  of  the  bonds  specified,  to  secure  funds  with 
which  to  reimburse  its  income  for  expenditures  made  therefrom  for 
improvements  and  betterments  within  the  last  calendar  year. 


70.  In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  the  Union  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  against  the  passage  of  ordinance  No.  572 — 1913,  by  the 
council  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 

No  hearing  has  as  yet  been  heard  on  this  appeal,  wherein  the 
appellant  seeks  to  be  relieved  from  the  necessity  of  constructing  ex- 
tensions of  gas  mains  on  Linden  avenue,  between  St.  Elmo  avenue 
and  Arnold  Road,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 


71.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Middletown  Telephone 
Company  of  Middletown,  Ohio,  for  the  consent  and  approval  of 
the  Commission  for  the  issuance  of  $50,000  par  value  in  common 
stock,  to  provide  the  company  funds  with  which  to  pay  for  exten- 
sions and  improvements  to  its  plant,  which  are  immediately 
necessary,  and  to  make  such  other  extensions  and  improvements 
as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time. 

The  Commission  is  now  considering  this  matter  wherein  the 
company  asks  authority  to  sell  at  par  the  securities  specified ;  $29,800 
of  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  be  used  to  prosecute  improvements  to 
its  plant,  and  the  balance  to  be  reserved  for  future  improvements, 
the  nature  of  which  has  not  as  yet  been  determined. 
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72.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Marion  Water  Company, 
for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  $9,700.00  preferred  capital 
stock.    Order  issued  December  12,  1913. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Marion  Water  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1913,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and  authority  of 
the  Commission  to  issue  its  preferred  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of 
nine  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  for  the 
construction  of  extensions  of  its  mains,  of  the  aggregate  length  of 
ten  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one  feet,  and  the  purchase 
and  installation  of  necessary  hydrants,  in  the  city  of  Marion,  Ohio,  to 
be  made  in  pursuance  of  the  orders  of  the  municipal  authorities  of  said 
city  of  Marion,  Ohio,  and  to  enable  said  petitioner  to  carry  out  its 
franchise  obligations  with  said  municipal  corporation,  as  fully  set  out 
in  said  petition,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed 
for  Tuesday,  December  2d,  1913,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  due  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been 
heard  on  said  day  and  the  further  consideration  thereof  continued 
from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration 
upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  exam- 
ining th^  exhibits,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  preferred  capital  stock  are 
to  be  used  for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of  said  company 
incurred  in  the  construction  of  additions,  extensions,  improvements 
and  betterments  to  its  plant  and  property,  and  that  the  construction 
of  such  additions,  extensions,  improvements  and  betterments  to  peti- 
tioner's plant  and  property  were  necessary  to  enable  said  petitioner  to 
comply  with  its  franchise  obligations  with  the  municipal  corporation 
of  Marion,  Ohio,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Marion  Water  Company  be,  and  it  is 
hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  preferred  capital  stock  of  the  par  value 
of  nine  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  ($9,700.00),  and  that  said  pre- 
ferred capital  stock  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  for  not 
less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the 
Commission  that  the  money  to  be  secured  by  the  sale  of  said  pre- 
ferred capital  stock  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes  of 
said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  pre- 
ferred capital  stock  be,  by  said  The  Marion  Water  Company,  devoted 
to  and  used  for  the  payment  and  discharge  of  its  obligations  incurred 
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in  the  construction  of  extensions  of  its  mains,  of  the  aggregate  length 
of  ten  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one  feet,  and  the  purchase 
and  installation  of  necessary  hydrants,  in  the  city  of  Marion,  Ohio,  as 
fully  set  out  in  said  petition,  which  is  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  order 
by  reference,  and  expended  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Marion  Water  Company  make  verified 
report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
said  preferred  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale, 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom, 
which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  but  not  less  than  the  par 
value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each  period  of  thirty  days  from 
the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  such  proceeds, 
setting  forth  in  full  detail  the  purposes  for  which  said  proceeds 
have  been  expended,  such  reports  to  be  made  until  all  of  said  stock, 
herein  authorized,  has  been  issued  and  disposed  of  and  all  the  proceeds 
thereof  expended  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  order. 


73.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Greenville  Gas  Light 
Company  and  The  Jantha  Light  and  Fuel  Company,  for  consent 
and  authority  to  lease  the  property  of  the  former  to  the  latter. 

FIRST  ENTRY. 

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  the  said  The  Jantha  Light 
and  Fuel  Company  has  filed  no  schedule  of  its  rates,  rules,  regula- 
tions and  charges,  and  has  made  no  report  to  this  Commission,  and 
it  appearing  further  that  the  said  The  Jantha  Light  and  Fuel  Com- 
pany is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Delaware,  and  it 
appearing  further  that  no  franchise,  permit,  license  or  right  to  own, 
operate,  manage  or  control  any  public  utility  defined  by  law  as  a  gas 
company  shall  be  granted  or  transferred  to  any  corporation  not  duly 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  and  it  appearing  further  that 
said  The  Jantha  Light  and  Fuel  Company  is  a  gas  company  as  defined 
by  law,  it  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  joint  petition  of  The  Greenville  Gas  Light 
Company  and  The  Jantha  Light  and  Fuel  Company  for  authority  to 
make  and  enter  into  a  lease  as  set  out  in  said  petition  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  dismissed. 
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SECOND  ENTRY. 

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  the  objections  heretofore 
found  by  the  Commission  to  the  consideration  of  this  case  have  been 
eliminated,  it  is,  therefore,  reinstated  on  the  docket  of  the  Commis- 
sion under  the  same  caption  and  number,  and  set  for  hearing  Friday, 
January  i6th,  1914,  at  2:30  o'clock  p.  m.  at  the  hearing  room  of  the 
Commission  in  the  Capitol  Annex,  Columbus,  Ohio. 


74.  In  the  matter  of  the  amplication  of  The  Brewster  Telephone  Com- 
pany, of  Brewster,  Ohio,  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
Commission  of  the  issuance  and  sale  of  $600  common  stock,  and 
$5,000  bonds  to  provide  funds  with  which  to  pay  off  current  in- 
debtedness, refund  short  term  capital  liabilities,  purchase  sub- 
scribers' station  equipment,  and  provide  working  capital. 

The  Commission  has,  as  yet,  made  no  disposition  of  this  matter, 
the  nature  of  which  is  fully  explained  by  the  title  of  the  proceeding. 


75.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Massillon  Electric  and 
Gas  Company  for  authority  to  have  certified,  issued  and  deliv- 
ered to  or  upon  its  order  $118,000.00  face  value  of  bonds. 

No  disposition  has  as  yet  been  made  of  the  application  of  the 
Massillon  Electric  and  Gas  Company  for  authority  to  issue  at  par 
$118,000.00  of  its  first  mortgage  5%  sinking  fund  gold  bonds,  to  reim- 
burse its  income  for  moneys  expended  therefrom  for  extensions,  im- 
provements and  betterments  during  the  period  January  2,  1908,  to  and 
including  June  30,  1913. 


76.   Commercial  Club  of  Celina,  et  al..  Complainants,  versus  The 
Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

The  complainants  allege  insufficient  and  inadequate  train  service 
upon  the  Delphos  division  of  the  defendant,  extending  from  Mandale 
to  Dayton,  Ohio,  and  ask  an  order  requiring  the  restoration  of  a  two 
passenger  train  each  way,  daily  schedule.  The  hearing  in  this  matter 
had  not  been  held  at  the  time  of  the  publication  of  this  report. 
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77.   Walter  A.  Knight  and  A.  C.  Mundew,  Complainants,  versus  The 
Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Company,  Defendant. 

This  complaint  brought  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Pleasant 
Ridge,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  alleges  the  overcrowding  and  improper  oper- 
ation of  defendant's  cars,  the  inadequate  ventilation  and  sanitation  of 
such  cars,  and  the  improper  maintenance  of  defendant's  line  of  railway. 
A  hearing  will  be  held  in  Cincinnati  at  an  early  date. 


78.   Frank  Hammond  et  al.,  Complainants,  versus  The  Northern 
Ohio  Railroad  Company,  Defendant. 

A  hearing  will  shortly  be  held  at  Akron,  Ohio,  on  this  matter, 
wherein  the  complainants  petition  the  Commission  for  an  order  requir- 
ing defendant  to  establish  and  maintain  a  suitable  waiting  room  for 
passengers  and  an  adequate  freight  and  express  depot  with  an  agent 
in  charge,  at  Copley,  Summit  county,  Ohio. 


79.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Canton  Electric  Com- 
pany for  authority  to  issue  $69,000  in  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  its  first  and  reftmding  mortgage  five  per  cent,  sinking  fund 
gold  bonds. 

No  disposition  has  as  yet  been  made  of  this  proceeding,  which 
seeks  the  authority  of  the  Commission  to  sell  the  securities  specified 
at  85,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  to  reimburse  petitioner's  income  for 
moneys  expended  therefrom  for  additions,  extensions,  improvements 
and  betterments  for  the  period  January  i,  1912,  to  and  including  Sep- 
tember 30,  191 3. 


80.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Central  District  Telephone 
Company  for  authority  to  issue  two  million  dollars,  par  value, 
capital  stock. 

No  disposition  has  as  yet  been  made  of  this  proceeding,  wherein 
the  petitioner  seeks  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  to 
the  issuance  of  the  securities  noted,  the  proceeds  to  be  applied  to  the 
payment  and  discharge  of  petitioner's  promissory  notes  made  and 
given  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Pennsylvania,  to  secure  funds 
with  which  to  construct  and  extend  the  system  of  the  Central  District 
Telephone  Company, 
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8i.  The  Citizens  League  of  Grover  Hill,  by  Geo.  L.  Kohn,  its  secre- 
tary, Complainant,  versus  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton 
Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

The  complainant  herein  alleges  inadequate  passenger  and  freight 
train  facilities  at  the  station  of  Grover  Hill,  and  asks  an  order  requir- 
ing the  company  to  make  such  additions  to  its  schedule  as  will  pro- 
vide for  at  least  two  passenger  trains  each  way  daily,  and  adequate 
freight  train  service.  Hearing  on  this\omplaint  is  assigned  at  a  date 
anterior  to  the  publication  of  this  volume. 


82.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Ohio  Lig^t  and  Power 
Company  for  authority  to  issue  $1,320,000  in  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  its  bonds  secured  by  a  mortgage  upon  all  the  prop- 
erty of  said  company,  and  for  authority  to  issue  $720,000.00  in 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  preferred  stock  of  said  company. 

No  disposition  has  as  yet  been  made  of  this  proceeding,  which  is 
an  application  by  The  Ohio  Light  and  Power  Company  for  authority 
to  issue  securities  with  which  to  pay  the  purchase  price  for  the  va- 
rious properties  bought  by  it  under  authority  of  the  orders  issued  by 
the  Commission  in  Cases  Nos.  560  to  568,  inclusive. 


83.   C.  H.  Alspaw,  et  al..  Complainants,  versus  The  Ohio  Electric 
Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

The  petition  in  this  proceeding  attacks  as  unjust,  unreasonable, 
excessive  and  unjustly  discriminatory,  the  charge  of  10  cents  exacted 
by  defendant  for  carrying  passengers  from  West  Alexandria  to  Stop 
46,  a  distance  of  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile.  The  hearing  herein 
is  assigned  for  a  date  subsequent  to  the  publication  of  this  volume. 


84.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Dayton  Power  and 
Light  Company  and  The  Xenia  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  for 
consent  and  authority  to  purchase  and  sell  property. 

No  hearing  had,  at  time  of  the  publication  of  this  report,  been 
had  in  this  matter,  which  seeks  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Com- 
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mission  to  the  sale  and  transfer  of  the  electric  light,  gas  and  power 
plant,  and  distributing  system  of  The  Xenia  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany to  The  Dayton  Power  and  Light  Company,  for  the  nominal  sum 
of  $275.00.  The  Dayton  Company  is  the  owner  of  all  the  outstanding 
capital  obligations  of  the  Xenia  company. 


85.   In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Mahoning  County  Light 
Company  for  authority  to  issue  $10,000  of  common  stock. 

No  disposition  has  as  yet  been  made  of  this  matter,  wherein  the 
applicant  seeks  consent  and  authority  to  issue  the  stock  specified,  to 
be  used  to  defray  the  organization  and  preparatory  expenses  of  the 
Mahoning  County  Light  Company,  which  proposes  to  erect  a  plant 
and  system  for  manufacturing  and  selling  electricity  for  light  and 
power  purposes. 


86.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Southern  Railway  Company,  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago 
and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  The  Toledo  and  Ohio  Central 
Railway  Company  and  The  Pittsburgh  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad 
Company  in  regard  to  ""New  York  Central  Lines  Equipment 
Trust  of  1913." 

The  parties  to  this  proceeding  ask  the  consent  and  authority  of 
the  Commission  to  the  issue  and  sale  at  90,  of  $10,696,000.00  equip- 
ment trust  certificates  to  provide  miscellaneous  power  and  rolling 
stock,  to  be  purchased  by  the  New  York  Central  Lines  during  the  year 

1914. 

No  disposition  had  been  made  of  this  matter  at  the  time  of  the 
publication  of  this  report. 


87.    Frank  Kreuter  et.  al.,  Complainants,  versus  Coliunbus  Railway 
and  Light  Company,  Defendant. 

The  complainants  herein,  residents  of  the  southeastern  portion 
of  the  city  of  Columbus,  allege  the  failure  and  neglect  of  the  defend- 
ant to  extend  its  electrical  distribution  system  into  their  neighbor- 
hood and  ask  that  an  order  issue  compelling  such  extensions  to  be 
made,  and  the  defendant  to  furnish  them  electric  light  service. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ORDER  No.  i. 

At  a  regular  session  of  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio,  held 
at  its  offices  in  the  city  of  Colimibus,  Ohio,  on  the  third  day  of 
November,  1913. 

The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  physical  con- 
dition of  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company  at  the 
points  in  the  city  of  Massillon,  Ohio,  where  said  company's  line  of 
railway  intersects,  at  common  grade,  on  West  Main  street  in  said  city, 
the  tracks  of  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company,  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  and  The  Pittsburgh,  Ft. 
Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  Company,  respectively,  and  it  appear- 
ing to  the  Commission  from  investigation  and  inspection  of  the  phys- 
ical conditions  obtaining  at  said  points  that  the  safety  and  security 
of  the  public  has  not  been  properly  conserved  by  reason  of  the  failure 
and  neglect  of  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Liglit  Com- 
pany to  provide  and  maintain  at  the  crossings  of  its  tracks  with  the 
tracks  of  said  railroad  and  railway  companies  aforesaid  inverted  metal- 
lic troughs,  or  trolley  guards,  so  constructed  that  in  the  event  of  the 
trolley  wheel  of  any  of  its  cars  leaving  or  becoming  detached  from 
the  trolley  wire,  or  trolley  wires,  said  trolley  wheel,  by  coming  in 
contact  with  such  trough,  or  guard,  would  receive  sufficient  electric 
current,  from  the  contact  of  such  trolley  wheel  with  such  trough,  or 
guard,  to  enable  the  car  to  proceed  across  the  tracks  of  the  railroad 
or  railway  company  where  such  trolley  wheel  became  detached  from 
the  trolley  wire,  or  wires,  now,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred 
by  law  upon  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio,  in  such  case 
made  and  provided.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light 
Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified,  directed  and  required  to  con- 
struct and  erect  over  its  trolley  wires  on  West  Main  street,  where 
said  street  is  intersected  at  common  grade,  by  the  tracks  of  The 
Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company  and  The  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  in  the  city  of  Massillon,  Ohio,  an  inverted 
metallic  trough  known  as  a  trolley  guard,  and  that  the  same  shall  be 
so  constructed  and  thereafter  maintained  that  in  the  event  of  the  trol- 
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ley  wheel  of  any  of  its  cars  leaving  or  becoming  detached  from  the 
trolley  wire,  or  wires,  said  trolley  wheel  will  come  in  contact  with 
said  trolley  trough,  or  guard,  and  the  car,  or  cars,  will  receive  suffi- 
cient electric  current,  by  contact  of  said  trolley  wheel  with  said  me- 
tallic trough,  or  guard,  to  enable  the  car  or  cars,  to  proceed  across 
the  tracks  of  said  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company 
and  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  to  a  point  of 
safety.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light 
Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified,  directed  and  required  to  con- 
struct and  erect  over  its  trolley  wires  on  West  Main  street,  where  said 
street  is  intersected  at  common  grade,  by  the  tracks  of  The  Pittsburgh, 
Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  in  said  city  of  Massillon, 
an  inverted  metallic  trough  known  as  a  trolley  guard,  and  that  the  same 
shall  be  so  constructed  and  thereafter  maintained  that  in  the  event  of 
the  trolley  wheel  of  any  of  its  cars  leaving  or  becoming  detached  from 
the  trolley  wire,  or  wires,  said  trolley  wheel  will  come  in  contact  with 
said  trolley  trough,  or  guard  and  the  car,  or  cars,  will  receive  sufficient 
electric  current,  by  contact  of  said  trolley  wheel  with  said  metallic 
trough,  or  guard,  to  enable  the  car,  or  cars,  to  proceed  across  the  tracks 
of  said  The  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  to 
a  point  of  safety.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  troughs,  or  trolley  guards,  shall  be  installed 
and  completed  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  1913. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  ORDER  No.  2. 

At  a  regular  session  of  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio,  held 
at  Columbus,  Ohio,  on  the  twelfth  day  of  November,  1913.

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ceivers  of  said  The  Wabash  Railroad  Company,  now,  by  virtue  of  the 
authority  conferred  by  law  upon  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  of 
Ohio,  in  such  case  made  and  provided.    It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  no  train,  locomotive  or  car  shall^be  operated  or 
permitted  to  be  operated  over  the  Toledo-Fort  Wayne  division  of  The 
Wabash  Railroad  Company  between  Toledo,  Ohio,  and  Edon,  Ohio, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  nor  over  said  The  Wabash  Railroad  Company 
between  Blakesly,  Ohio,  and  Franklin,  Ohio,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
at  a  speed  exceeding  twenty-five  (25)  miles  per  hour.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  order  be  served  upon  said  F.  A. 
Delano,  W.  K.  Bixby  and  E.  B.  Prior,  as  the  receivers  of  said  The 
Wabash  Railroad  Company. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  ORDER  No.  3. 

At  a  general  session  of  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio,  held 
at  Columbus,  Ohio,  on  the  twelfth  day  of  November,  1913. 

In  the  matter  of  the  temporary  altering  and  amendment  of  the  sched- 
ule of  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  with  respect  to  the  time 
limited  for  payment  of  bills  due,  for  gas  consumed  in  the  city  of 
Cleveland  Ohio. 

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  a  storm  of  unusual  severity 
has  prevailed  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  since  the  eighth  day  of 
November  and  continues  at  the  present  time,  and  that  by  reason  there- 
of, communication  and  travel  between  the  different  parts  of  said  city 
have  been  interrupted,  thus  preventing  customers  and  users  of  the  gas 
of  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  from  paying  their  bills  due,  for  gas 
consumed,  within  the  time  limited  by  the  schedules  of  said  company 
on  file  with  this  Commission,  and  an  emergency  within  the  meaning 
of  the  law  being  adjudged  by  the  Commission  to  have  arisen.  Now, 
therefore,  in  order  to  prevent  injury  to  the  business  and  interests  of 
the  public,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  so  much  of  the  schedule  of  said  The  East  Ohio 
Gas  Company,  designated  as  P.  S.  C.  O.  No.  2,  filed  March  ist,  191 3, 
as  provides  for  the  time  limit  within  which  bills,  due  for  gas  con- 
sumed, must  be  paid,  be  temporarily  altered  and  amended  so  as  to 
extend  such  time  for  payment  of  said  bills  due,  to  and  including  the 
seventeenth  day  of  November,  T913.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  refrain  from 
assessing,  charging,  collecting  or   receiving  from   any  customer  or 
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user  of  gas  any  greater  sum  or  amount  up  to  and  including  the  said 
seventeenth  day  of  November,  191 3,  than  would  have  been  assessed, 
charged,  collected  or  received  had  payment  of  bills  for  gas  due  been 
made  within  the  time  limited  in  said  company's  said  schedule.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,    That  this  order  shall  be  and  become  inoperative  and 
of  no  force  and  effect  after  said  November  17th,  1913.

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio,  in  such  case  made  and

Ordered,  That  said  The  Dayton,  Springfield  and  Xenia  South- 
ern Railway  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  notified,  directed  and  re- 
quired to  forthwith  repair  and  restore  to  operation  the  derailing  de- 
vice installed  in  its  tracks  at  the  point  where  said  tracks  intersect  the 
tracks  of  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company 
upon  Dayton  avenue,  in  the  city  of  Xenia,  Ohio. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  ORDER  No.  5.

Louis  division  from  Montpelier,  Ohio,  to  the  boundary  line  between 
the  state  of  Ohio  and  the  state  of  Indiana,  and  on  said  The  Wabash

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Opinions  of  the  Attorney  General 


Columbus,  Ohio,  December  21,  1912. 
The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  Columbus,  Ohio. 

Gentlemen: — I  am  replying  to  yours  of  September  20,  1912,  which  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"I  attach  herewith  a  copy  of  letter  received  yesterday  from  John  R. 
Frew,  attorney-at-law,  Coshocton,  Ohio,  and  would  ask  if  the  statement  of 
fact  made  by  him  with  reference  to  the  corporate  relations  of  The  Coshoc- 
ton Light  and  Heating  Company  constitutes  a  violation  of  section  76  of  the 
utility  law?" 

The  copy  of  Mr.  Frew's  letter,  containing  the  statement  of  facts  upon  which 
you  ask  an  opinion,  so  far  as  it  is  important  herein,  is  as  follows : 

"In  compliance  with  the  request  of  your  chairman  to  put  in  writing  in- 
formation leading  to  my  belief  that  The  United  Service  Company  of  Scran- 
ton,  Pa.,  is  violating  section  76  of  the  utility  act,  I  take  pleasure  in  sub- 
mitting the  following  account  of  what  I  know  in  regard  to  the  operation  of 
The  United  Service  Company  in  Ohio  and  other  states. 

"The  United  Service  Company  is  not  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
the  state  of  Ohio.  It  seems  to  have  been  formed  by  eastern  capital  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  control  of,  and  operating  a  large  number  of  public 
utilities  in  this  and  other  states.  Its  method  of  obtaining  control  seems  to 
be  to  purchase  directly  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  stock  of  the  coveted  utility 
to  obtain  control  of  it,  or  to  purchase  such  stock  indirectly  and  become  the 
trustee  thereof,  thus  operating  and  managing  the  utility  for  the  benefit  of 
some  more  or  less  fictitious  third  person.  The  utilities  controlled  by  The 
United  Service  Company  are  operated  as  independent  concerns  by  a  system 
similar  to  that  employed  by  the  Bell  Telephone  Company.  A  representative 
of  the  company  is  installed  as  the  local  manager  of  each  utiHty  controlled 
by  it,  and  district  managers  oversee  the  work  of  the  local  managers. 

"The  property  of  The  Coshocton  Light  and  Heating  Company  has  passed 
under  the  management  and  control  of  The  United  Service  Company  within 
the  last  year  in  the  manner  mentioned  above.  The  property  of  a  utility  en- 
gaged in  a  similar  business  at  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio,  has  fared  likewise, 
and  according  to  the  statements  of  employes  of  The  United  States  Service 
Company  man}'  other  electric  plants  in  our  state  have  recently  been  bought 
up  by  it,  and  are  now  being  controlled  and  managed  by  it.** 

In  the  first  place,  the  letter  is  indefinite  in  its  statements  concerning  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  foreign  company  acquired  stock  in,  or  control  of  the  Coshocton 
company.  No  positive  statement  is  anywhere  made  touching  this  xntal  question. 
The  alleged  acts  complained  of  are  stated  as  possibly  occurring  in  one  of  two 
ways,  the  writer  saying: 

"Its  method  of  obtaining  control  "seems  to  he  to  purchase  directly  a 
sufficient  amount  of  the  stock  of  the  coveted  utility  to  obtain  control  of  it, 
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or  to  purchase  such  stock  indirectly  and  become  the  trustees  thereof,  thus 
operating  and  managing  the  utility  for  the  benefit  of  some  more  or  less  fic- 
titious third  person." 

These  allegations  are  too  indefinite  and  form  no  certain  basis  upon  which  to 
act.  The  writer  further  says,  that  the  foreign  corporation  operates  similarly  to 
the  Bell  Telephone  Company,  and  installs  local  managers  of  utilities  controlled  by 
it,  and  that  the  Coshocton  company  passed  under  the  control  of  the  foreign  com- 
pany "m  the  manner  mentioned  above"  This  does  not  make  the  matter  any  more 
definite,  and  leaves  the  whole  situation  in  the  dark. 

The  last  paragraph  quoted  from  the  letter,  as  to  statements  of  employes  of 
the  foreign  corporation,  is  likewise  too  uncertain  in  its  allegations. 

Section  76,  referred  to,  reads  as  follows: 

"No  franchise,  permit,  license  or  right  to  own,  operate,  manage  or  con- 
trol any  public  utility,  herein  defined  as  an  electric  light  company,  gas  com- 
pany, water  works  company  or  heating  and  cooling  company,  shall  be  here- 
after granted  or  transferred  to  any  corporation  not  duly  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  Ohio." 

This  section  is  not  very  difficult  to  construe  when  carefully  read.  There  is 
nothing  in  this  section  which  directly  or  indirectly  prevents  any  one  who  owns  or 
holds  stock  in  the  kinds  of  utilities  named  therein,  from  selling,  transferring  or 
making  over  to  any  other  person  or  corporation  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  stock 
so  owned  or  held  by  him.  So  far  as  this  section  is  concerned,  as  it  now  reads,  any 
st9ckholder  in  the  Coshocton  company  had,  and  now  has,  the  right  to  sell  and 
transfer  his  stock  to  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  either  domestic  or  foreign ; 
and  if  by  means  of  such  purchase  of  stock,  a  foreign  corporation  acquired  control 
of  the  Coshocton  company,  there  is  no  violation  of  this  section,  or  any  Ohio  law. 

The  right  of  a  stockholder  to  sell  his  stock  to  any  one  he  may  choose  is  a 
constitutional  and  legal  right,  the  same  as  applies  to  other  property.  Corporations, 
however,  may  provide  by-laws  requiring  a  stockholder  to  first  offer  it  to  the  cor- 
poration, or  to  the  managing  board ;  but  the  right  to  sell  the  stock  at  the  best  price 
he  can  obtain  is  inalienable  to  any  owner  thereof. 

The  most  that  can  be  said  of  the  letter  quoted  is,  that  it  possibly  shows  that 
the  foreign  corporation  became  directly  or  indirectly  the  owner  of  a  controlling 
interest  of  the  Coshocton  company's  stock.  But  it  nowhere  appears  that  the  for- 
eign company  has  acquired  by  transfer  or  otherwise  the  "franchise,  permit,  license 
or  right  to  own,  operate,  manage  or  control"  of  the  Coshocton  company  as  a  cor- 
poration. These  words,  and  this  whole  section,  refer  to  the  corporation  itself — the 
statutory  creature  under  Ohio  laws — not  to  stock  therein  held  or  owned  by  anyone. 

This  section  cited  seeks  to  prevent  the  granting  to  a  foreign  corporation  of  the 
franchise,  permit,  license,  etc.,  giving  corporate  powers  to  the  class  of  utilities 
therein  mentioned ;  and  to  also  prevent  the  transfer  of  these  corporate  powers  and 
privileges  in  such  utilities  to  foreign  corporation  by  the  domestic  corporations  to 
which  they  were  originally  granted.  The  Coshocton  company  is  to  all  effects  and 
purposes  still  an  Ohio  corporation,  with  all  its  powers,  franchises,  etc.,  intact;  but 
the  majority  of  the  stock  may  be  owned  by  outside  parties  and  controlled  by  the 
foreign  corporation. 

Under  this  state  of  facts  there  is  no  violation  of  section  76,  and  there  can  be 
no  relief  until  the  legislature  enlarges  the  provisions  of  this  section  to  cover  such 
cases  as  contemplated  in  tho  communication.

Gentlemen: — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  yours  of  September  11,  1912,  the  per- 
tinent part  of  which  is  as  follows : 

"I  am  directed  by  the  Commission  to  lay  before  you  for  an  opinion, 
the  following  state  of  facts : 

"About  four  months  ago  a  resident  of  Da3rton,  Ohio,  complained  in- 
formally to  the  Commission  that  he  had  made  application  to  The  Home  Tele- 
phone Company,  of  that  city,  for  service,  and  was  refused.  The  Home  Tel- 
ephone Company  in  Dayton  is  an  independent  interest,  being  owned  by  the 
same  parties  that  own  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company  at  Coltunbus.  Upon 
receipt  of  informal  complaint  above  referred  to,  we  took  up  with  the  man- 
ager of  The  Home  Telephone  Company  at  Dayton,  and  he  referred  it  to 
Mr.  Frank  Davis,  of  Columbus.  Mr.  Davis  asked  for  an  interview,  and  at 
the  interview  plainly  stated  that  the  ownership  of  the  independent  telephone 
interests  in  the  larger  cities  in  Ohio  did  not,  at  the  present  time,  intend  to 
extend  their  existing  facilities  for  the  reason  that  a  general  policy  of  mer- 
ger with  the  Bell  interests  was  anticipated  and  that  a  duplication  of  property 
would  be  an  economic  waste. 

"Subsequently  we  sent  our  telephone  expert  to  Dayton  and  he  reports 
that  it  would  cost  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  ($175,000.00) 
to  equip  The  Home  Telephone  Company's  plant  at  Da3rton  to  take  care  of  the 
business  now  offering,  and  the  reasonable  prospective  needs  of  thi  near 
future. 

"Kindly  understand  that  the  additional  equipment  referred  to  is  not  all 
in  the  nature  of  extension.  There  are  localities  in  Dayton  where  the  exist- 
ing cables  are  drawn  upon  to  their  full  capacity,  and  to  serve  their  patrons 
in  the  same  localities  would  require  additional  equipment  at  the  central  plant 
and  additional  cable  extended  from  the  central  plant.  Some  of  the  $175,- 
000.00  referred  to  would  be  expended  in  pure  extension;  that  is  to  say,  in 
carrying  lines  into  territory  beyond  the  termini  of  existing  lines,  but  the 
greater  part  of  it  would  not  be  so  expended ;  but  rather  expended  in  the  in- 
crease of  facilities  in  the  territory  now  partially  covered. 

"It  is  but  fair  to  say  that  when  the  city  of  Dayton  conferred  upon  The 
Home  Telephone  Company  the  franchise  by  which  the  streets  and  alleys 
were  occupied,  and  were  to  be  occupied,  the  expectation  undoubtedly  was 
that  the  entire  population  within  the  municipal  limits  would  be  served.  It 
is  also  but  fair  to  say  that  the  franchise  in  the  city  of  Dayton  was  not  con- 
ferred by  the  city  itself,  but  was  accorded  by  order  of  the  probate  judge 
after  the  city  itself  had  refused." 

Based  on  the  above  facts,  your  interrogatory  to  me  is  as  follows : 

"The  question  is,  what  authority,  if  any,  lies  in  The  Public  Service 
Commission  of  Ohio  to  proceed  on  its  own  initiative  to  compel  The  Home 
Telephone  Company  of  Dayton,  to  accord  the  citizens  of  Dayton  the  service 
demanded  ?" 

You  also  say,  at  the  close  of  your  letter,  "It  is  pretty  hard  to  draw  the  line 
between  'extensions,*  as  the  word  is  used  in  section  53,  and  the  word  'additions,' 
as  used  in  section  30,  when  applied  to  this  state  of  facts."  I  fully  concur  with  you 
in  your  last  remarks. 
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In  the  first  place,  it  is  not  at  all  clear  from  your  statement  of  facts  what  por- 
tions of  the  required  constructions  are  ''extensions/'  and  what  are  "additions." 

All  these  matters  of  "extension,"  "addition,"  adequate  service,  etc,  on  the  part 
of  public  utilities,  are  provided  for  in  the  public  utilities  act,  102  O.  L.  549. 

This  is  a  lengthy  and  comprehensive  law;  and  like  all  acts  attempting  to  cover 
too  much  ground,  it  is,  in  many  places,  ambiguous,  and  repeats  some  of  its  pro- 
visions in  different  sections. 

Confusion  necessarily  arises  by  reason  of  the  incorporation  of  different  acts 
of  commission  and  omission,  together  with  the  remedies  therefor,  in  one  section, 
and  attempting  to  duplicate  the  same  in  another. 

Section  23  of  said  act  provides,  "Upon  complaint  in  writing,  against  any  public 
utility,  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  or  upon  the  initiative  or  complaint  of  the 
Commission  that  *  ♦  *  any  service  is,  or  will  be,  inadequate  or  cannot  be  ob- 
tained, the  Commission  shall  notify  the  public  utility,  etc."  A  hearing  is  then 
provided  for,  and  the  Commission,  according  to  the  facts  in  each  case,  may  fix  and 
determine  the  just  and  reasonable  service  to  be  thereafter  rendered. 

Section  29  of  said  act  provides  as  follows : 

"Whenever  the  Commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion,  after  hearing  had 
upon  complaint,  as  in  this  act  provided,  or  upon  its  own  initiative  or  com- 
plaint, served  as  in  this  act  provided,  that  the  rules,  regulations,  measure- 
ments or  practices  of  any  public  utility  with  respect  to  its  public  service  are 
unjust  or  unreasonable,  or  that  the  equipment  or  service  thereof  is  inade- 
quate, inefficient,  improper  or  insufficient,  or  cannot  be  obtained,  it  shall  de- 
termine the  regulations,  practices  and  service  thereafter  to  be  installed,  ob- 
served, used  and  rendered,  and  fix  and  prescribe  the  same  by  order  to  be 
served  upon  the  public  utility.  It  shall  thereafter  be  the  duty  of  such  public 
utility  and  all  of  its  officers,  agents  and  ofiicial  employes  to  obey  the  same 
and  do  everything  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  the  same  into  effect  and 
operation;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  give  to  the  Commission  power  to  make  any  order  requiring  the  perform- 
ance of  any  act  or  the  doing  of  anything  which  is  unjust  or  unreasonable 
or  in  violation  of  any  law  of  the  state  or  the  United  States." 

Section  30  provides  as  follows : 

Whenever  the  Commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion,  after  hearing  had,  as 
in  this  act  provided,  or  upon  its  own  initiative  or  complaint,  as  in  this  act 
provided,  that  repairs  or  improvements  to  the  plant  or  equipment  of  any 
public  utility,  should  reasonably  be  made,  or  that  any  additions  thereto  should 
reasonably  be  made,  in  order  to  promote  the  convenience  or  welfare  of  the 
public,  or  of  employes,  or  in  order  to  secure  adequate  service  or  facilities, 
the  Commission  may  make  and  serve  an  appropriate  order  with  respect 
thereto,  directing  that  such  repairs,  improvements,  changes  or  additions  be 
made  zvithin  a  reasonable  time,  and  in  a  manner  to  be  specified  therein.  Every 
such  public  utility,  its  officers,  agents  and  official  employes  shall  obey  such 
order  and  make  such  repairs,  improvements,  changes  and  additions  required 
of  such  public  utility  by  such  order." 

Section  53  of  said  act  provides  that  the  council  of  any  municipality  may  re- 
quire of  any  public  utility  such  additions  or  extensions  to  its  distributing  plant  as 
shall  be  deemed  reasonable,  etc.  So  far  as  "additions"  are  provided  for  in  this 
section,  the  remedy  is  cumulative  to  the  provisions  for  the  same  word  in  section 
30.  So  that,  "additions"  can  be  compelled  to  be  made  either  by  the  council  or  the 
Commission. 
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Section  14  provides  that  "every  public  utility  shall  furnish  necessary  and  ade- 
quate service  and  facilities  which  shall  be  reasonable  and  just." 

Section  15  says:  "Every  public  utility  shall  furnish  and  provide  with  respect 
to  its  business  such  instrumentalities  and  facilities  as  shall  be  adequate  and  in  all 
respects  just  and  reasonable/' 

I  have  quoted  the  law  extensively  to  show  the  duties  of  the  telephone  company, 
and  the  powers  of  the  Commission.  It  makes  no  difference  how  this  company 
acquired  its  franchise  in  Dayton,  whether  through  the  probate  court  or  council. 
In  return  for  such  franchise,  it  is  bound  to  furnish  adequate  service  to  the  citi- 
zens; and  if  it  requires  additions  to  its  plant  or  equipments,  it  must  make  the 
same,  provided  that  it  is  just  and  reasonable,  under  the  facts  and  circumstances, 
so  to  do. 

Neither  does  it  make  any  difference  that  the  company  claims  it  is  about  to  sell 
out  to  the  Bell  Company,  or  be  merged  therewith.  The  company  must  render  ade- 
quate service  to  the  citizens,  regardless  of  prospective  sales  or  mergers,  unless 
the  costs  thereof  are  not  just  and  reasonable  under  all  the  circumstances ;  and  that 
is  a  question  for  the  Commission,  after  a  full  and  impartial  hearing,  to  determine. 
The  company  cannot  retain  control  of  the  territory  of  the  city  of  Dayton  and  only 
supply  the  citizens  thereof  in  a  half-hearted  and  inefficient  manner. 

If  the  service  is  refused,  as  you  say  in  your  letter,  then  it  "cannot  be  ob- 
tained," and  falls  within  the  language  of  sections  23  and  29.  If  the  service  is 
inadequate,  as  provided  for  in  section  23,  or  inadequate,  inefficient,  improper  or 
insufficient,  or  cannot  be  obtained,  as  recited  in  section  29,  then  it  clearly  makes 
a  case  which  you  should  investigate  and  make  such  orders  as  are  just  and  reason- 
able. You  need  not  worry  much  about  the  name  you  shall  apply  to  the  further 
equipment  of  the  plant  for  efficient  service,  whether  it  is  a  repair,  improvement,  ad- 
dition, change  or  enlargement.  You  must  apply  common,  ordinary  judgment  in 
viewing  these  matters  in  the  full  light  of  all  the  circumstances  and  say  whether 
these  changes  or  additions,  etc.,  should  be  made  by  the  company  for  the  proper 
service  of  the  citizens  of  Dayton. 

By  reference  to  the  law  quoted  above  you  are  given  full  power,  either  on  com- 
plaint of  others,  or  on  your  own  initiative  and  complaint,  to  take  up  this  matter, 
and  make  such  orders  as  you  see  proper  and  which  are  just  and  reasonable.  You 
will  take  into  consideration  the  investments  of  the  company,  the  revenue  derived, 
the  number  of  patrons,  the  territory  occupied  and  to  be  occupied,  the  nature  and 
extent  of  the  service  rendered  and  to  be  rendered,  and  all  other  facts  connected 
with  the  case. 

Exercise  your  best  judgment  and  deal  fairly  with  the  citizens  and  the  company, 
and  then  make  and  enforce  such  orders  as  are  warranted  by  the  facts. 


Columbus,  Ohio,  February  8,  1913. 
The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  Columbus,  Ohio. 
Gentlemen  :— In  your  letter  of  October  7,  1912,  you  say : 

"Please  refer  to  attached  correspondence  with  Mr.  W.  G.  Wells,  of 
Youngstown,  Ohio,  which  involves  a  very  abstruse  legal  problem.  Should  be 
pleased  to  have  an  opinion  from  you  relative  thereto." 

Mr.  Wells'  letter  to  your  board  is  as  follows: 

"The  enclosed  affidavit  is  self-explanatory.    Will  you  kindly  inform  me. 


viz.: 
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"1st.  What  is  the  passenger  fare  on  the  Youngstown  &  Southern  Rail- 
road from  Youngstown  to  Leetonia? 

"2nd.  If  a  through  passenger  pays  the  fare  of  30  cents  from  Youngs- 
town to  Columbiana,  does  he  have  to  pay  10  cents  from  Columbiana  to  Lee- 
tonia? 

"3rd.  Does  getting  off  and  on  the  car  at  Columbiana  make  any  differ- 
ence in  the  fare?" 

His  accompanying  affidavit  sets  forth: 

"That  the  passenger  fare  on  The  Youngstown  and  Southern  Ry.  Co.'s 
road  from  Youngstown,  Ohio,  to  Columbiana,  Ohio,  is  30  cents,  and  from 
Columbiana,  Ohio,  to  Leetonia,  Ohio,  is  5  cents. 

"That  he' purchased  from  said  company  on  September  9,  1912,  coupon 
book  No.  4797,  for  *100  rides,'  each  coupon  'good  for  one  five-cent  fare* 
and  *good  between  all  stations  for  one  or  more  persons.' 

"That  on  September  7,  1912,  he  rode  on  said  road  from  Leetonia  to 
Columbiana  when  the  conductor — McElroy — took  up  one  of  the  coupons, 
and  he  rode  from  Columbiana  to  Youngstown  when  the  conductor  took  up 
7  coupons. 

"That  on  September  10,  1912,  he  purchased  from  said  company  a  reg- 
ular ticket  from  Leetonia  to  Columbiana  and  used  the  same.  Then  went  on 
to  Youngstown  when  the  conductor — McElroy — took  up  7  coupons.' 

"That  on  September  10,  1912,  he  went  on  said  road  from  Youngstown 
to  Columbiana  when  the  conductor — Bacon — took  up  6  coupons;  got  off  the 
car  and  returned  to  the  same  for  Leetonia — the  conductor  took  up  2  coupons. 

"That  on  September  11,  1912,  he  purchased  from  said  company  a  regular 
ticket  from  Leetonia  to  Columbiana  and  return,  and  used  the  ticket  to  Colum- 
biana— ^then  went  on  to  Youngstown  on  the  same  car.  The  conductor — 
Flickinger — took  up  7  coupons. 

"That  on  September  11,  1912,  he  went  on  said  road  from  Youngstown 
to  Columbiana  when  the  conductor — Puth — took  up  6  coupons;  went  on  to 
Leetonia  when  he  gave  the  conductor  said  return  ticket,  the  conductor  de- 
manded 5  cents  more  fare — which  was  paid  under  protest." 

The  substance  of  your  answer  is : 

"The  question  that  you  raise  is  one  that  involves  a  very  uncertain  legal 
situation.  The  published  tariff  passenger  fare  of  The  Youngstown  and 
Southern  Railway  Company,  Youngstown  to  Leetonia  is  40  cents,  Youngs- 
town to  Columbiana,  30  cents,  and  Columbiana  to  Leetonia  5  cents.  You  will 
observe  that  the  combination  is  less  than  the  through  rate.  Your  contention 
is  that  if  you  pay  from  Leetonia  to  Columbiana,  then  from  Columbiana  to 
Youngstown,  that  the  railroad  has  no  right  to  demand  more.  As  above 
stated,  this  is  a  very  doubtful  question.  Your  trip  is  through  from  Leetonia 
to  Youngstown  and  the  published  fare  for  that  trip  is  40  cents.  On  the  other 
hand,  you  have  paid  the  tariff  fare,  Leetonia  to  Columbiana  and  Columbiana 
to  Youngstown.  The  court  decisions,  so  far  as  there  are  any,  seem  to  favor 
the  right  of  the  railroad  to  demand  through  fare,  when  they  know  as  a  mat- 
ter of  actual  fact,  that  the  passenger  is  accorded  through  transportation. 
Just  how  far  your  debarking  from  a  train  at  Leetonia  and  immediately  re- 
embarking  would  change  the  situation,  is  problematical." 
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I  have  quoted  extensively  from  the  whole  correspondence,  in  order  that  we 
may  have  all  the  salient  points  involved  in  the  controversy  before  us. 

The  undisputed  facts,  as  gathered  from  said  correspondence,  are  substantially 
as  follows:  • 

(1)  The  published  tariflf  passenger  fare  of  The  Youngstown  and  Southern 
Ry.  Co.,  from  Youngstown  to  Leetonia  is  40  cents,  being  within  the  price  author- 
ized by  statute  to  be  charged  for  the  distance  between  said  points ; 

(2)  The  fare  for  local  passengers  from  Youngstown  to  Columbiana  (an  in- 
termediate station),  is  30  cents,  and  from  Columbiana  to  Leetonia  5  cents; 

(3)  The  conductors  on  said  road  uniformly  refused  to  permit  Wells  to  ride 
from  Youngstown  to  Leetonia  for  35  cents,  in  5-cent  coupons,  or  local  tickets,  be- 
ing the  sum  of  the  local  fares  between  the  three  stations  on  that  route ; 

(4)  Said  conductors  refused  to  allow  this  passenger  to  split  up  his  journey, 
and  pay  from  station  to  station,  based  on  the  local  fares  between  the  same,  but 
charged  the  full  published  tariff  fare  of  40  cents,  to  him  and  others,  making  the 
continuous  journey  from  Youngstown  to  Leetonia. 

The  questions  presented  are  not  free  from  difficulty,  owing  to  the  dearth  of 
authorities  thereon. 

"The  journey  is  a  single  entire  unit" 

In  section  1253,  of  Wyman  on  Public  Service  Corporations,  imder  the  above 
title,  at  page  1108,  the  author  says: 

"The  journey  for  which  a  passenger  has  a  right  to  be  received  and  upon 
which  he  enters  when  he  is  received,  is  the  whole  transit  from  the  point  of 
departure  to  his  destination;  the  entire  journey  which  he  means  at  the  par- 
ticular time  to  take.  This  journey  is  a  single  unit  of  service;  for  it  the  car- 
rier is  entitled  to  make  a  single  charge,  and  the  passenger  is  entitled  only  to 
an  unbroken  carriage.  Neither  party  has  a  right  to  break  this  single  unit  of 
service  into  two." 

Under  the  title  "The  journey  as  a  single  unit,"  this  author,  in  section  446, 
repeats  the  same  language  as  above  quoted. 

The  same  author,  in  sections  1254  and  1255,  page  1109,  discusses  the  proposi- 
tion further,  under  the  titles  respectively,  "Ticket  good  only  for  through  trans- 
portation" and  "Passengers  cannot  take  two  journeys  for  a  single  fare." 

"Two  partial  fares  for  a  single  journey." 
Under  the  above  title,  section  1256,  page  1110,  the  author  says: 

"For  this  reason  a  passenger  has  no  right  to  split  up  a  single  journey 
into  two  by  tendering  fare  from  the  point  of  departure  to  ^n  intermediate 
station,  and  then,  continuing  on  the  train,  tender  fare  from  the  intermediate 
station  to  his  destination,  even  though  he  might  thus  secure  a  cheaper  pas- 
sage by  taking  advantage  of  cheaper  rates  between  two  of  the  stations." 

"The  journey  in  which  he  is  engaged  is  the  whole  journey  from  his 
place  of  departure  to  his  destination;  and  the  fare  which  is  due,  and  which 
alone  is  due,  is  the  fare  for  the  whole  distance." 
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Same  section,  page  1111 : 

"Change  of  destination  during  the  journey" 

Section  1250,  page  1113,  of  the  same  author,  says: 

"If  a  passenger  takes  a  train  intending  to  go  to  an  intermediate  sta- 
tion, but  during  his  journey  changes  his  mind  and  determines  to  go  farther, 
he  is  still  proposing  to  take  a  single  journey,  and  must  pay  the  difference  be- 
tween the  fare  he  has  already  paid  and  the  entire  fare  for  the  whole  journey 
he  decides  to  take,  but  upon  doing  so  he  would,  it  seems,  have  a  right  to 
stay  in  the  ti-ain  and  complete  his  journey." 

Under  the  title,  "The  journey  the  unit  in  passenger  service"  Beale  and  Wyman 
on  Railroad  Rate  Regulation,  section  671,  uses  the  same  language  as  above  and 
further  says: 

"Furthermore  it  is  essential  that  the  passenger  when  taking  the  train 
should  have  determined  what  journey  he  shall  take  and  should  be  ready 
to  pay  his  fare  for  that  journey." 

Section  444,  page  382,  same  author,  in  discussing  "Public  service  upon  a  unit 
basis,"  says: 

"One  applying  to  a  public  service  company  for  service  is  not  altogether 
free  to  determine  what  service  he  will  have,  and  for  what  amount  of  service 
he  will  pay.  It  is  for  the  public  service  company  itself  in  the  first  instance 
to  decide  upon  what  basis  it  will  render  service,  and  the  decision  of  the 
company  as  to  the  units  in  which  it  will  provide  service  is  conclusive  unless 
their  action  is  unreasonable.  Thus  one  who  wishes  to  go  on  a  journey  can- 
not demand  the  right  to  pay  mile  by  mile,  but  the  company  may  insist  thai\ 
he  pay  for  the  whole  journey  as  a  unit  whenever  fare  is  demanded" 

Hutchinson  on  Carriers,  3rd  edition,  sec.  1042,  page  1202,  under  the  heading, 
"Through  passengers  cannot  claim  the  advantage  of  local  excursion  or  competitive 
rates  between  intermediate  points,"  says : 

"When  the  through  fare  from  the  place  of  departure  to  passenger's  des- 
tination is  greater  than  the  sum  of  the  local  fare  between  the  place  of  de- 
parture and  an  intermediate  point  plus  the  local  fare  between  that  inter- 
mediate point  and  the  passenger's  destination,  owing  to  the  existence  of  a 
competitive  rate  between  the  place  of  departure  or  destination  and  the  in- 
termediate point,  a  passenger  cannot  stay  on  the  train  and  tender  the  local 
fare  plus  the  remaining  local  fare  for  his  through  carriage,  instead  of  the 
existing  through  rate.  By  remaining  on  the  train,  the  passenger  showed  an 
intention  to  make  the  contract  one  of  through  carriage,  and  he  must  pay  the 
through  rate.  And  it  would  seem  that  the  same  rule  is  applicable  to  ex- 
cursion tickets." 

The  leading  case  on  this  subject,  and  which  is  extensively  quoted  in  all  the 
text  books  above  cited  by  me,  is  that  of  London  and  Northwestern  Railway  v. 
Hinchcliffe,  2  Kings  Bench  (1903),  page  32.  Referring  to  said  leading  case,  sec- 
tion 675,  of  Beale  and  W3rman  on  Railroad  Rate  Regulations  says: 
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"The  facts  in  the  case  were  these:  The  defendant,  intending  to  travel 
by  a  particular  train  from  Huddorsfield  to  Manchester  on  plaintiff's  railway, 
took  a  ticket  to  Stalybridge,  an  intermediate  station,  and  after  giving  up 
this  ticket  on  the  arrival  of  the  train  at  Stalybridge  remained  in  the  car- 
riage, and  tendered  to  the  plaintiff's  servants  7d.,  which  was  the  amount  of 
the  fare  from  Stalybridge  to  Manchester,  the  difference  between  the  fare 
from  Huddersfield  to  Stalybridge  and  the  through  fare  from  Huddersfield  to 
Manchester  being  9d.  The  plaintiff  refused  the  amount  tendered,  but  al- 
lowed the  defendant  to  travel  on  in  the  same  train  to  Manchester,  and  sued 
him  for  the  excels  through  fare ;  it  was  held  that  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled 
to  recover." 

The  latter  part  of  the  above  section  lays  down  the  doctrine,  that  a  through 
passenger,  by  rebooking  at  intermediate  stations  against  the  rules  of  the  company, 
may  obtain  the  advantage  of  tourist  rates  between  such  stations  which  were  never 
intended  for  him,  or  holiday  and  excursion  rates  between  intermediate  local  sta- 
tions by  wrongfully  splitting  his  journey. 

"If  he  (the  passenger)  had  remained  in  the  train,  and  informed  the 
guard  (conductor)  that  he  wanted  to  go  on  to  S.,  he  would  have  had  to 
pay  the  full  fare  from  G.  (his  starting  point)  to  S."     (his  destination). 

The  above  is  the  language  of  Chief  Justice  Darley,  of  Australia,  quoted  on  page 
624,  of  Beale  and  Wyman  on  Railroad  Rate  Regulations. 

A  railroad  company  has  the  right  to  make  and  enforce  any  rules  as  to  carry- 
ing passengers,  which  are  reasonable  and  not  irt  conflict  with  law.  This  includes 
through  rates,  local  rates,  stop-over  privileges,  holiday  rates,  excursions,  party 
tickets,  coupon  tickets,  mileage  books  or  any  other  arrangement  which  the*  com- 
pany may  see  fit  and  proper  to  carry  out,  lawfully,  as  a  carrier  of  passengers.  The 
test  of  any  rate,  charge,  or  regulation  in  passenger  service  is :  Is  the  same  reason- 
able under  all  the  circumstances,  surroundings  and  conditions,  and  not  in  violatiot^ 
of  law? 

Railroads,  for  instance,  can  charge  more  fare  from  A.  to  B.  than  from  B.  to 
A.    Leon  v.  B.  &  M.  R.  R.,  9  I.  C.  C.  Rep  (1903)  642. 

A  through  rate  is  not  unreasonable  because  it  is  higher  than  the  sum  of  local 
rates  fixed  by  state  laws.    7  I.  C.  C.  Rep  (1898)  601. 

That  railroads  can  charge  a  passenger  higher  cash  fare  on  train,  than  for  a 
ticket,  over  the  same  route,  is  universally  upheld  by  the  courts.  For  good  and 
sufficient  reasons,  the  company  may  establish  regular  rates  between  intermediate 
stations  on  its  lines,  for  the  accommodation  of  local  passengers  between  said  points. 
Labor  trains  to  mines,  or  factories,  or  from  one  town  to  another,  covering  only  a 
part  of  a  line  of  road,  have  become  a  part  of  the  industrial  necessities  for  reduced 
rates ;  but  all  these  arrangements  are  special  in  their  nature,  and  established  for  the 
benefit  and  accommodation  of  the  local  passengers  for  whose  convenience  and  ac^ 
commodation  they  were  installed.  Through  passengers  and  those  not  contiguous 
to  the  sections  of  the  road  included  within  these  local  arrangements,  are  not  en- 
titled to  the  benefits  thereof  as  parts  of  their  journeys  when  their  units  of  travel 
are  not  coextensive  with  points  favored  by  these  special  rates.  Certainly,  anyone, 
no  matter  where  he  lives,  would  be  entitled  to  these  local  rates,  ivhen  making  a 
local  journey  between  stations  included  in  such  provisions;  but  through  passengers 
should  inform  conductors,  if  the  rules  so  provide,  of  their  destination,  and  pay  the 
full  fare,  if  they  are  provided,  as  in  this  case,  with  mileage  coupons.     Through 
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passengers  seeking  to  pay  from  station  to  station,  either  on  the  train,  or  by  rushing 
out  at  each  station  and  purchasing  a  ticket  and  rushing  back  on  again  would  cause 
confusion  and  interference  with  others  entering  or  leaving  the  coaches.  In  the 
language  of  Chief  Justice  Darley,  Beale  and  Wyman's  Railroad  Rate  Regulations, 
section  675 : 

"A  person  might  (if  such  rules  were  not  enforced  as  above  set  forth) 
in  coming  from  G.  to  S.,  take  a  ticket  from  G.  to  the  next  station,  and  then 
travel  on  to  C.,  and  take  a  ticket  there  to  S. ;  thus  traveling  over  a  consider- 
able portion  of  the  journey  without  a  ticket.  To  obviate  this  it  would  be 
necessary,  to  look  at  the  tickets  at  every  station,  which  would  lead  to  in- 
convenience and  delay,  not  only  to  the  railroad  department,  but  to  the  pub- 
lic. In  the  present  case  the  respondent,  by  rebooking,  obtained  the  advan- 
tage of  tourist's  rates  between  M.  V.  and  S.,  which  were  never  intended  for 
him." 

"Without  regard  to  any  statutory  authority,  a  carrier  of  passengers  has, 
under  the  common  law,  the  right  to  make  reasonable  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  conduct  of  his  business.*' — Cyc,  Vol.  6,  page  545. 

"The  right  of  the  carrier  to  exact  payment  in  advance  as  a  condition  of 
the  right  of  the  passenger  to  transportation  is  unquestioned." — Cyc,  Vol.  6, 
page  547. 

In  the  light  of  all  the  facts  submitted  in  this  case,  and  the  law  applying  thereto, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  railroad  company  had  the  right  to  make  and  enforce 
a  rule  requiring  through  passengers  from  Youngstown  to  Leetonia  to  pay  the  full 
published  tariflf  fare  of  40  cents;  and  that  such  passengers  are  not  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  the  lower  fare  between  intermediate  stations,  as  a  part  of  their  unit  of 
travel  for  the  entire  route  aforesaid. 

Of  course,  if  the  railroad  consents  to  such  arrangement,  or  permits  it,  such 
acts  would  give  the  passenger  the  right  to  split  his  journey;  but  the  company  can 
do  as  it  sees  fit,  within  reasonable  bounds,  in  such  matters.  Getting  off  at  inter- 
mediate stations  would  not  help  the  passenger  in  this  matter,  who  is  equipped  with 
ticket,  coupon,  or  mileage  transportation,  as  you  have  stated,  if  he  was  on  the  train 
originally  as  a  through  passenger. 

Such  passenger,  if  required  by  the  company,  must  pay  the  full  legal  published 
tariff  fare  from  his  start  to  destination,  either  in  money,  or  such  other  evidences 
of  transportation  as  are  recognized  and  issued  by  the  company.

Gentlemen  : — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  October  17,  1912, 
in  which  you  state : 

"Suggestions  have  been  made  to  the  Commission  at  various  times  that 
the  Commission  had  the  authority,  and  was,  therefore,  charged  with  the 
duty  of  requiring  public  service  corporations  to  comply  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  franchises  granted  to  them  by  municipal  and  county  authori- 
ties, and  to  compel  obedience  to  the  provisions  and  conditions  of  contracts 
entered  into  by  such  public  service  corporations  and  public  authorities," 
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and  request  my  advice  and  construction  as  to  that  part  of  section  10  of  the  Public 
Service  Commission  act,  section  614-8,  General  Code,  which  authorizes  the  Com- 
mission to  exercise  general  supervision  over  all  public  utilities  with  respect  to  their 
compliance  with  franchise  and  charter  requirements. 

In  construing  said  section  it  is  necessary  to  read  the  same  in  connection  with 
the  whole  act,  particularly  for  the  reason  that  certain  sections  of  said  act  except 
the  operation  thereof  with  respect  to  certain  utilities,  to  which  I  shall  hereafter 
refer. 

Said  section  614-8,  General  Code,  provides  as  follows : 

"The  Commission  shall  have  general  supervision  over  all  public  utilities 
within  its  jurisdiction  as  hereinbefore  defined,  and  shall  have  the  power  to 
examine  the  same  and  keep  informed  as  to  their  general  condition,  their 
capitalization,  their  franchises  and  the  manner  in  which  their  properties  are 
leased,  operated,  managed,  and  conducted  with  respect  to  the  adequacy  or  ac- 
commodation afforded  by  their  service,  and  also  with  respect  to  the  safety 
and  security  of  the  public  and  their  employes,  and  with  respect  to  their  com- 
pliance with  all  provisions  of  law,  orders  of  the  Commission,  franchises  and 
charter  requirements.    *    *    ♦    " 

In  order  to  properly  construe  said  section  it  is  necessary  to  look  to  the  defini- 
tion of  "franchise"  and  apply  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  word  as  found  in  said 
section  and  act.  In  its  legal  meaning  a  franchise  is  a  particular  privilege  conferred 
upon  individuals  by  grant  from  the  government.  Franchises  are  usually  held  by 
corporations  created  for  the  purpose  of  enjoying  them.  The  charter  of  a  corpora- 
tion is  in  itself  a  franchise  from  the  state,  creating  said  corporation  and  author- 
izing it  to  do  the  things  for  which  it  was  formed.  The  Public  Service  Commission 
act  was  enacted  for  the  purpose  of  giving  to  your  Commission  a  general  supervision, 
by  vesting  it  with  the  power  and  jurisdiction  to  supervise  and  regulate  public 
utilities  and  railroads,  as  in  said  act  defined  and  provided;  and  to  require  all  pub- 
lic utilities  to  furnish  the  product,  and  render  all  services  as  required  by  the  Com- 
mission or  by  the  law,  and  thereby  insure  to  the  public,  from  corporations  and 
public  utilities  amenable  to  said  act,  the  service  which  the  law  enjoins  upon  them. 

By  early  decisions  of  our  supreme  court,  which  have  been  followed  to  the 
present  day,  a  franchise  granted  by  a  municipality  to  a  corporation  or  public  utility 
is  a  contract,  and  the  contractural  relation  existing  under  such  franchise  cannot 
be  impaired  by  subsequent  act  of  the  legislature.  Upon  this  theory  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  section  10  of  the  public  utility  act,  being  section  614-8  of  the  General 
Code,  was  enacted  by  the  general  assembly  with  that  well  established  principle  of 
law  in  mind ;  and  that  the  legislature,  by  said  section,  intended  that  your  Com- 
mission should  have,  and  granted  to  it,  the  general  supervision  of  all  public  util- 
ities within  its  jurisdiction,  with  the  object  in  view  that  your  Commission  should 
see  that  such  public  utilities  complied  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the 
state,  and  the  orders  of  the  Commssion,  franchise  and  charter  requirements,  only 
insofar  as  that  supervision  and  jurisdiction  did  not,  in  any  manner,  impair  the 
obligations  of  a  contract  between  any  municipality  and  such  utility  or  utilities, 
created  prior  to  the  enactment  of  said  public  utility  act,  or  any  legal  contracts  en- 
tered into  between  any  municipality  and  any  utility  as  in  said  act  defined  there- 
after. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  under  the  public  utility  act  and  the  particular  section 
heretofore  referred  to,  that  your  commission  would  be  without  jurisdiction  to 
entertain  a  complaint  by  any  municipality  against  a  utility  or  utilities,  enjoying  a 
franchise  contract  from  such  complaining  municipality,  as  to  the  enforcement  of  a 
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contractual  relation  between  such  public  utility  and  said  municipality,  because  the 
municipality  would  have  its  legal  remedy  against  the  utility  to  compel  it  to  spe- 
cifically perform  its  contract,  or  have  its  remedy  in  law  against  said  utility  or  cor- 
poration for  failure  to  perform  the  obligation  enjoined,  upon  it  by  such  con- 
tractual relation.  The  powers  and  jurisdiction  granted  to  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission under  said  section  are  confined  to  the  enforcement  of  those  duties,  imposed 
upon  a  public  utility  by  its  charter  or  franchise,  to  the  public  and  individuals 
thereof,  as  to  adequacy  of  service  and  obedience  to  rates,  under  the  terms  of  any 
franchise.  The  legislature  did  not,  in  creating  the  said  Commission,  and  enacting 
the  provision  of  the  law  defining  its  powers  and  jurisdiction,  delegate  to  it  judicial 
powers;  and,  in  section  49  of  the  act,  provides  that  the  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
rate,  fare  or  regulation,  now  or  hereafter  prescribed  by  any  municipal  corporation 
granting  a  right,  permission,  authority  or  franchise,  to  use  its  streets,  alleys, 
avenues  or  public  places,  for  street  railway  or  street  railroad  purposes,  or  to  any 
prices,  so  fixed  under  sections  3644,  3982  and  3983  of  the  General  Code,  except 
as  provided  in  sections  46,  47  and  48,  General  Code,  sections  614-44,  614-45  and 
614-46.  In  view  of  this  fact  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  legislature  intended  that 
the  power  with  respect  to  rate,  price,  charge,  toll  or  rental,  to  be  made,  charged, 
demanded,  collected  or  exacted,  for  any  commodity,  utility  or  service,  by  public 
utilities,  in  the  cases  enumerated  in  the  statute,  should  remain  and  be  vested  in  the 
municipality;  but  that  the  Public  Service  Commission  should  have  the  general 
supervision  over  such  utilities  in  seeing  that  the  operation  of  such  utilities,  under 
said  franchises,  should  be  in  compliance  with  all  provisions  of  law,  orders  of  the 
Commission,  franchises  and  charter  requirements. 

Said  section  614-8  of  the  General  Code  provides  in  part  as  follows: 

"That  the  Commission  shall  have  power  to  examine  all  utilities  within 
its  jurisdiction  and  also  power  to  keep  informed  as  to  their  general  condi- 
tions, their  capitalisation,  their  franchises,  etc.," 

and  in  my  opinion  the  word  "franchises,"  as  used  therein,  means  that  your  Com- 
mission may  examine  such  franchises  in  order  to  inform  itself  as  to  the  general 
conditions,  capitalization,  etc.,  of  said  utilities,  but  may  not  entertain  any  complaint 
against  any  such  utility  wherein  the  contractual  relation  arising  out  of  such  fran- 
chises between  municipalities  and  utilities  is  the  basis  of  said  complaint,  for  the 
franchise  granted  to  a  utility  by  a  municipality  is  a  contract  between  them  and 
the  enforcement  of  the  terms  thereof,  as  between  said  municipality  and  utility,  is 
a  judicial  power  and  not  conferred  by  law  upon  your  Commission.

Gentlemen:—!  am  replying  to  yours  of  April  11,  1912,  which  is  as  follows: 

"I  take  the  liberty  of  handing  you  herewith  the  correspondence  with  the 
Burckhardt  estate  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  would  invite  your  attention  to  the 
same  and  request  your  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Burckhardt  estate  is  a 
utility?" 

From  the  extensive  correspondence  submitted  herewith,  the  facts  seem  to  be 
substantially  as  follows : 

"The  Frederick  Burckhardt  estate  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  is  the  owner  of  a 
large  building  in  that  city,  the  several  stories  of  which  are  occupied  by  tenants 
of  said  estate.

"Said  estate  furnishes  electricity  to  its  tenants  for  light  and  power,  in 
the  following  manner:  A  large  meter  is  installed  in  the  building,  and  the 
estate  purchases  electricity  for  the  whole  structure  from  an  electrical  com- 
pany. All  the  electricity  used  in  the  building  passes,  in  the  first  instance, 
through  this  large  meter,  and  is  paid  for  by  the  estate  at  certain  rates.  Small 
meters  are  placed  in  every  tenant's  apartments,  and  all  the  electricity  used  by 
each  tenant  goes  through  his  individual  meter  and  is  paid  for  monthly  by 
him  at  rates  fixed  by  the  estate.  The  price  received  by  the  Burckhardt  estate 
from  its  tenants  for  this  electricity,  is  higher  than  it  pays  for  the  same  to  the 
electrical  company,  although  the  profit  is  not  very  great. 

"This  estate  will  not  permit  its  tenants  to  purchase  their  electricity  from 
any  other  source." 

The  question  then  is,  whether  the  above  facts  constitute  the  Frederick  Burckhardt 
estate  a  public  utility,  subject  to  your  jurisdiction,  under  the  public  utility  act? 

Section  614-2  General  Code  (102  O.  L.  550),  defining  the  terms  as  used  in  said 
act,  says: 

\ 

"Any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  firms,  co-partnership  or  voluntary  asso- 
ciation, joint  stock  company  or  corporation,  wherever  organized  or  incor- 
porated : 

"When  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  within  this  state,  b  an  elec- 
tric light  company." 

In  section  4  of  said  act,  the  term  "public  utility"  is  defined  as  follows : 

"The  term  'public  utility*  as  used  in  thb  act  shall  mean  and  include  every 
corporation,  company,  co-partnership,  person  or  association,  their  lessees,  trus- 
tees or  receivers,  defined  in  the  next  preceding  section,  except  such  public 
utilities  as  operate  their  utilities  not  for  profit    *    *    *." 

It  is  clear  from  the  reading  of  the  above  sections  that  the  act  was  intended  to 
include  any  person,  corporation,  etc.,  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  electricity 
for  light,  heat  or  power  purposes  to  consumers  within  this  state;  and  it  only  remains 
to  apply  the  facts  herein  to  the  law,  in  order  to  answer  your  question.  There  can 
be  no  question  but  that  this  estate  is  furnishing  electricity  to  all  the  tenants  in  said 
building,  and  they  use  it  for  light  and  power.  This  makes  them  "consumers" 
and  they  are  within  this  state. 

It  makes  no  difference  whether  this  estate  purchases  this  electricity  from  an- 
other and  then  distributes  it,  or  generates  it  by  a  plant  of  its  own,  the  legal  status 
is  the  same.  Nor  does  it  matter  i^hether  the  consumers  are  many  or  few,  or  whether 
the  profits  are  large  or  small.  It  is  the  character  of  the  business  that  fixes  the 
standing  of  the  parties  in  the  eyes  of  the  law.  Each  individual  case,  of  course,  is 
determined  by  the  particular  facts  thereof. 

Taking  all  of  the  facts  of  this  case  into  consideration  as  well  as  the  law  ap- 
plicable thereto,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Burckhardt  estate  is  a  public  utility, 
and,  therefore,  subject  to  your  supervision,  and  must  comply  with  your  orders.

Gentlemen: — ^Your  communication  dated  March  11,  1913,  is  received  in  which 
you  request  my  opinion  upon  the  following  question : 

''Whether  the  Commission  would  have  authority  under  the  law  to  use  any 
of  its  funds  for  the  purpose  of  buying  blanks  from  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  for  use  by  the  railroads  of  the  state  in  making  their  report  to 
the  Commission  as  required  by  law?" 

Section  606  of  the  General  Code  provides  as  follows : 

"For  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  department  of  the  public  service 
commission  of  Ohio,  and  the  exercise  of  police  supervision  of  railroads  and 
public  utilities  of  the  state  by  it,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $75,000.00  each  year 
shall  be  apportioned  among  and  assessed  upon  the  railroads  and  public  utilities 
within  the  state  by  the  commission,^  etc." 

It  is  manifest,  the  intention  of  the  legislature  was  to  make  the  department  of 
public  service  self-supporting,  and  that  the  ftmds  raised  by  assessing  the  railroads 
and  public  utilities,  should  be  expended  by  the  Commission  in  carrying  on  the  duties 
and  affairs  of  the  Commission  and  exercising  police  supervision  of  the  railroads  and 
public  utilities. 

Section  614-48  General  Code  provides  as  follows : 

"Every  public  utility  (which  includes  railroads)  shall  file  with  the  Com- 
mission, at  such  times  and  in  such  form  as  it  may  prescribe,  an  annual  report 
♦  ♦  ♦.  The  Commission  shall  prescribe  the  character  of  the  information  to 
be  embodied  in  such  annual  report,  and  shall  furnish  to  each  public  utility  a 
blank  form  therefor,  etc." 

Section  556  of  the  General  Code  provides : 

"The  Commission  shall  cause  blanks  to  be  prepared  suitable  for  the  pur- 
poses designated  in  this  chapter  which  shall  conform  as  nearly  as  practicable 
to  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  when 
necessary  furnish  such  blanks  to  each  railroad." 

The  furnishing  of  blanks  to  the  railroads  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  fore- 
going quoted  sections  is  mandatory  upon  the  Commission,  and  they  shall  conform 
as  nearly  as  practicable  to  those  uised  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

The  fact  that  you  can  get  the  blanks  required  to  be  so  furnished  to  the  railroads 
from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  of  itself  goes  without  saying  that  by 
purchasing  the  blanks  from  said  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  they  will  con- 
form in  toto  with  those  forms  used  by  it 

The  funds  proposed  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  said  blanks  are  raised  by 
assessing  the  railroads  and  public  utilities  for  the  purpose  of  properly  exercising 
public  supervision  of  said  railroads  and  public  utilities,  and  the  reports  referred  to 
are  one  of  the  things  which  enable  the  Commission  to  properly  perform  such  super- 
vision of  said  railroads  and  public  utilities,  hence  the  expenditure  of  so  much  of  the 
funds  so  raised  for  blanks  is  legal  and  proper,  and  from  all  reports  the  purchasing 
of  the  same  from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  will  insure  uniformity  and 
economy. 

The  forms,  such  as  you  speak  of  in  your  communication,  are  not  such  state 
printing  as  comes  under  the  provisions  of  sections  754  and  786  of  the  General  Code. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  your  Commission  may  purchase  the  blanks 
for  the  purposes  referred  to  from  the  Interstate  Commission  and  pay  for  the  same 
from  the  funds  of  your  Commission.

162  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Columbus,  Ohio,  July  23,  1913. 
The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  Columbus,  Ohio. 

Gentlemen: — ^Your  communication  of  June  9th  to  which  you  attach  copy  of 
complaint  of  The  J.  Weller  Co.  v.  P.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.  Co.,  also  copy  of  de- 
murrer filed  by  the  defendant,  and  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
demurrer  should  be  sustained  or  overruled,  is  duly  received. 

In  reply  I  desire  to  say  that  I  have  gone  over  the  matter  very  carefully,  and 
I  believe  that  the  demurrer  should  be  sustained  for  the  reasons  specified  in  the 
first  ground  set  forth  in  the  demurrer,  viz. : 

"That  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  has  no  jurisdiction  to 
make  the  order  or  orders  for  which  the  complaint  prays." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  section  579  of  the  General  Code  does  not  cover  a 
claim  of  the  nature  set  forth  in  the  complaint.  The  damages  claimed  by  the  com- 
plainant as  the  result  of  it  being  compelled  to  pay  three  cents  per  cwt,  as  drayage 
at  the  place  of  destination  for  transporting  the  goods  shipped  from  the  railroad 
station  to  the  place  of  destination  or  warehouse  or  place  of  consignee  of  the  said 
goods,  the  claim  being  based  upon  the  fact  that  the  defendant  railroad  company 
is  duty  bound  in  law  to  interchange  traffic  and  to  establish  connecting  tracks  that 
will  enable  such  interchange  to  be  effected  where  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

The  remedy  for  the  complaint  in  this  case  would  have  been  to  institute  a 
complaint  against  the  company  to  compel  the  said  company  to  furnish  adequate 
facilities  at  the  place  of  destination,  viz.,  Steubenville,  Ohio. 

Section  519  of  the  General  Code  provides  that: 

"♦  *  *  Each  railroad  shall  provide  and  maintain  adequate  and  suit- 
able freight  depots,  buildings,  switches  and  sidetracks  for  receiving,  handling 
and  delivering  freight,  transported  or  to  be  transported  by  such  railroads; 
but  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  as  repealing  any  existing  law  on  the 
subject." 

Therefore,  under  said  section,  as  above  stated,  the  remedy  of  the  complainant 
in  the  case  would  have  been  to  file  a  complaint  to  compel  the  performance  of  a 
duty  under  said  section,  and  it  is  not  one  of  the  claims  for  damages  that  the  Com- 
mission has  jurisdiction  over  as  provided  in  section  579,  General  Code,  for,  in  my 
opinion,  it  is  not  every  claim  that  may  be  maintained  in  a  suit  at  law  against  a 
utility  or  railroad  that  your  Commission  would  have  jurisdiction  over  under  the 
provisions  of  section  579,  but  only  such  "claims,  charges  or  demands  against  a 
railroad  for  loss  or  damage  to  property  occurring  while  in  the  custody  of  such 
railroad  and  unreasonable  delay  in  transportation  and  delivery,  or  for  overcharges 
upon  a  shipment,  or  for  any  other  service  in  violation  of  this  chapter." 

In  the  case  under  consideration  the  claim  for  damages  set  forth  in  the  com- 
plaint is  not  covered  by  one  of  the  enumerated  things  set  forth  in  said  section, 
and  hence,  I  think,  as  above  set  forth,  that  the  demurrer  to  the  complaint  should 
be  sustained,  and  I  do  not  believe  it  necessary  to  consider  the  other  three  grounds 
of  the  demurrer,  as  the  first  is  amply  sufficient.

Gentlemen: — Your  conununication  dated  June  12,  1913,  is  received  in  which 
you  submit  copies  of  your  file  of  correspondence  with  the  officers  of  the  Ohio  Fuel 
Supply  Company,  which  company  controls,  through  stock  ownership,  the  Federal 
Gas  and  Fuel  Company,  relative  to  the  said  company  filing  but  one  report,  viz. :  The 
report  of  the  Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company,  which  includes  the  annual  report  of 
the  Federal  Gas  and  Fuel  Company,  and  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  wheth€lr 
or  not  the  two  companies*  transactions  can  be  covered  in  the  one  report  of  the 
Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company,  which  controls,  through  stock  ownership,  the  Fed- 
eral Gas  and  Fuel  Company,  and  thereby  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law  as  to 
reports  to  be  made  by  utilities  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  annually. 

In  reply  to  your  inquiry  I  desire  to  say  that  section  614-18  of  the  General 
Code,  provides  as  follows: 

"Every  public  utility  shall  file  with  the  Commission,  at  such  times  and 
in  such  form  as  it  may  prescribe,  an  annual  report,  duly  verified,  covering 
the  yearly  period  fixed  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  prescribe 
the  character  of  the  information  to  be  embodied  in  such  annual  report,  and 
furnish  to  each  public  utility  a  blank  form  therefor.  If  any  such  report  is 
defective  or  erroneous,  the  Commission  may  order  the  same  to  be  amended 
within  a  prescribed  time.  Such  annual  reports  shall  be  preserved  in  the 
office  of  the  Commission.  The  Commission  may,  at  any  time,  require  spe- 
cific answers  to  questions  upon  which  it  may  desire  information." 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  quoted  section  of  the  General  Code,  there 
can  be  no  question  that  so  long  as  The  Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company  and  The  Fed- 
eral Gas  and  Fuel  Company  exist  as  separate  corporate  entities  it  is  the  duty  of 
each  company  or  each  utility  under  said  section  to  file  with  the  Commission  an 
annual  report,  duly  verified  as  in  said  section  provided. 

The  power  vested  in  your  Commission  to  compel  annual  reports  to  be  filed 
by  each  and  every  utility  operating  in  this  state  is  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  said  utilities  under  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission act;  and  I  cannot  see  how  your  Commission  can  properly  be  informed  as 
to  the  matters  that  may  be  embodied  in  such  annual  report  and  enlightened  as  to 
all  things  that  may  come  into  question  and  for  which  said  annual  reports  are  or 
may  be  made,  such  as  the  question  of  rates  for  the  commodity  furnished  by  the 
respective  utilities  or  for  the  securing  of  such  information  as  may  enlighten  the 
Commission  upon  the  transactions  of  the  said  separate  utilities  upon  any  issue 
which  may  be  properly  brought  before  your  Commission  relating  to  the  utilities 
referred  to  in  your  communication. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  a  mandatory  duty  incumbent  upon 
each  public  utility  to  file  an  annual  report,  and  that  although  The  Ohio  Fuel 
Supply  Company  controls,  through  stock  ownership,  The  Federal  Gas  and  Fuel 
Company,  so  long  as  they  remain  separate  and  distinct  corporate  entities  within 
this  state  your  Commission  should  require  them  to  file  separate  reports  and  not 
take  the  report  of  one  company  wherein  is  included  the  transactions  and  proceed- 
ings of  the  other  for  the  year  for  which  the  report  was  intended  to  cover. 
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Columbus,  Ohio,  August  26,  1913.

Dear  Sirs  : — I  have  your  letter  of  August  20,  1913,  in  which  you  enquire : 

"The  auditor  of  state  has  raised  the  question:  First,  as  to  whether, 
since  the  eighth  day  of  August,  the  Public  Service'  Commission  of  Ohio  has 
any  authority  to  draw  vouchers  against  the  fund  appropriated  for  its  use. 

"Second,  whether  there  is  any  fund  appropriated  or  available  for  the  use 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio  against  which  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  may,  after  its  organization,  draw  vouchers  for  the  money  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  public  business. 

"The  auditor  seems  to  be  of  the  opinion  the  Public  Service  Commission 
of  Ohio  has  had  no  legal  existence  since  the  eighth  day  of  August  and  that 
there  is  no  fund  appropriated  or  available  for  the  use  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission." 

Section  606,  G.  C,  reads : 

"For  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  Department  of  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  Ohio,  and  the  exercise  of  police  supervision  of  railroads  and 
public  utilities  of  the  state  by  it,  a  sum  not  exceeding  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars  each  year  shall  be  appropriated  among  and  assessed  upon  the  rail- 
roads and  public  utilities  within  the  state,  by  the  Commission,  in  proportion 
to  the  intra  state  gross  earnings  or  receipts  of  such  railroads  and  public 
utilities  for  the  year  next  preceding  that  in  which  the  assessments  are  made. 

"On  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  next  following,  the  Commission 
shall  certify  to  the  auditor  of  state  the  amount  of  such  assessment  appor- 
tioned by  it  to  each  railroad  and  public  utility,  and  he  shall  certify  such 
amotmt  to  the  treasurer  of  state,  who  shall  collect  and  pay  the  same  into 
the  state  treasury  to  the  credit  of  a  special  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
department  of  such  Public  Service  Commission." 

Section  20  of  the  act  of  April  18,  1913  (103  O.  L.,  808),  reads: 

"The  Public  Utilities  Commission  shall  succeed  to  and  be.  possessed  of 
the  rights,  authority  and  powers  now  exercised  by  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  Ohio  and  perform  all  the  duties  now  imposed  upon  the  Public 
Service  Commission,  of  Ohio,  and  said  powers  and  authority  shall  be  exer- 
cised and  enforced  and  said  duties  performed  in  the  mahner  now  provided 
by  law  for  the  said  Public  Service  Commission.  Said  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  Ohio  shall  on  and  after  the  time  this  act  shall  take  effect  have  no 
further  legal  existence,  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  assume  and  continue  as  successor  of  said  Public 
Service  Commission  of  Ohio.  Whenever  in  the  General  Code  the  terms 
railroad  commission  or  public  service  commission  occur,  the  term  public 
utilities  commission  shall  be  substituted  therefor." 

While  it  is  true  that  after  the  taking  effect  of  the  said  act  on  August  9,  1913, 
the  Public  Service  Commission  had  no  further  legal  existence  and  its  successor, 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  was  authorized  and  directed  to  assume  and  con- 
tinue as  successor  of  the  said  body  with  all  its  rights,  authority,  power  and  duties, 
yet  I  beg  to  advise  that  his  excellency.  Honorable  James  M.  Cox,  consulted  with 
this  department  a  few  days  prior  to  August  9,  1913,  advising  me  that  he  would 
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not  be  prepared  to  appoint  the  members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  until  the 
fifteenth  day  of  August,  and  enquiring  if  members  of  the  then  Public  Service  Com- 
mission might  not  continue  to  discharge  their  usual  duties  until  August  15.  I 
advised  him  that  I  saw  no  objection  to  the  members  of  the  Commission  continuing 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office  until  the  said  date  so  long  as  they  made  no 
orders,  so  that  the  state  might  safely  have  the  benefit  of  their  services  for  the  few 
days  intervening  in  the  way  of  attending  to  all  the  other  duties  of  the  office. 

About  August  9,  Messrs.  Sullivan  and  Gothlin  called  upon  me  and  asked  for  in- 
structions as  to  what  they  should  do  pending  the  arrival  of  the  new  Public  Utilities 
Commission.  I  advised  them  that  it  was  their  duty  to  attend  to  the  affairs  of  the 
office  until  their  successors  arrived,  refraining  from  making  any  orders. 

They  accordingly  did  perform  such  duties  of  the  office  as  I  directed  them  was 
within  their  power.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  justice  requires  that  these  men 
should  receive  their  salaries.  Certainly  no  one  could  claim  that  in  paying  these 
salaries  any  abuse  has  been  committed.  They  rendered  honest  and  efficient  service 
to  the  state. 

Moreover,  the  public  utilities  law  is  substantially  the  same  as  the  public  service 
commission  law;  the  same  general  duties  are  to  be  performed  by  the  same  number 
of  men,  and  one  law  may  well  be  said  to  be  a  continuation  of  the  other;  and 
Judge  Hughes  being  appointed  a  member  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  ren- 
dering service  during  all  the  period,  and  Messrs.  Sullivan  and  Gothlin  remaining 
at  their  post  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  and  direction  of  the  governor,  it  is 
immaterial  whether  the  service  was  rendered  by  virtue  of  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission or  the  public  utilities  law,  the  effect  will  be  the  same,  entitling  all  three 
members  to  their  compensation. 

Your  second  question  calls  for  a  construction  of  the  act  creating  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  and  especially  the  above  copied  section  606,  G.  C,  and  section 
20  of  the  public  utilities  act. 

To  my  mind  section  20  should  be  given  a  full,  fair  and  liberal  construction, 
avoiding,  of  course,  any  exclusion  of  its  language  or  enlargement  of  its  provisions, 
and^that  it  should  be  held  to  transfer  to  the  Utilities  Commission  all  the  rights, 
powers,  privileges  and  duties  devolving  upon  the  Public  Service  Commission,  in- 
cluding the  right  to  draw  vouchers  against  any  and  all  funds  upon  which  the 
Public  Service  Commission,  had  it  continued  to  exist,  might  have  drawn. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  Public  Service  Commission  ceased  to 
exist  at  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  after  the  filing  of  said  public  utilities  bill  with 
the  secretary  of  state,  and  it  had  no  power  thereafter  to  transact  any  business 
whatever,  but  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  took  its  place  and  succeeded  to 
all  its  business,  when  it  ceased  to  exist.  And  by  virtue  of  section  20,  above  copied, 
it  had  power  and  authority  to  finish  up  any  and  all  unfinished  business  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission  and  to  use  any  of  the  funds  appropriated  to  that 
Commission,  the  same  as  such  Commission  might  have  done  had  it  continued  in 
existence. 


Columbus,  Ohio,  September  10,  1913. 
The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  Columbus,  Ohio. 

Gentlemen: — ^Your  communication  dated  June  7,  1913,  is  received  in  which 
you  state  as  follows: 

"The  Ashland  and  Western  railroad  has  been  in  existence  and  operation 
for  ten  years  or  more.  Within  the  past  six  months  it  was  merged  with,  and 
became  part  of  a  road  known  as  The  Lorain,  Ashland  and  Southern,  a  part 
of  which  road  is  still  under  construction. 
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"The  Lorain,  Ashland  and  Southern  recently  submitted  to  this  G>m- 
mission  a  proposed  new  passenger  tariff  covering  the  Ashland  and  Western 
portion  of  the  new  road  only,  and  this  proposed  new  tariff  carries  rates  in 
excess  of  two  cents  per  mile  for  distances  of  more  than  five  miles.  They 
justify  these  rates  by  section  9004." 

You  request  my  legal  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  exemption  specified  in 
section  9004  of  the  General  Code  would  apply  under  the  above  statement  of  facts. 

In  reply  to  your  enquiry  1  desire  to  say  that  section  8977  of  the  General  Code 
provides  as  follows: 

"A  company  operating  a  railroad  in  whole  or  in  part  in  this  state  may 
demand  and  receive  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  on  its  road,  not 
exceeding  two  cents  per  mile,  for  a  distance  of  more  than  five  miles,  but  the 
fare  shall  always  be  made  that  multiple  of  five  nearest  reached  by  multiply- 
ing the  rate  by  the  distance." 

Section  9004  of  the  General  Code,  provides  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  provisions  of  sections  eighty-nine  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
*  ♦  *  shall  not  apply  to  a  railroad  in  course  of  construction,  ♦  *  ♦  . 
Such  exemption  shall  not  continue  longer  than  five  years  after  cars  are  run 
for  the  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers  on  such  road." 

Your  inquiry,  in  brief,  raises  the  question  whether  The  Lorain,  Ashland  and 
Western  Railroad  Company  may  charge  in  excess  of  the  rates  provided  in  section 
8977,  General  Code,  because  of  its  right  to  avail  itself  of  the  provisions  of  section 
9004,  General  Code. 

As  you  state  the  facts,  The  Ashland  and  Western  Railroad  Company  has 
been  in  operation  ten  years  or  more  and  prior  to  the  stated  merger  was  not  and 
did  not  claim  to  be  a  road  in  process  of  construction,  but  the  claim  is  made  by  The 
Lorain,  Ashland  and  Southern  Railroad  Company,  that  because  it  has  a  part  oi  its 
road  under  construction,  it  may  claim  exemption  from  section  8977,  General  Code. 

While  the  manner  of  this  merger  is  not  stated,  it  could  only  have  been  brought 
about  in  one  of  three  ways:  (1)  The  old  road  (Ashland  and  Western)  buying 
out  and  securing  control  of  the  new  road — the  one  then  in  process  of  construction ; 
(2)  by  the  new  organization  buying  the  old  road,  or  (3)  by  a  new  corporation 
organized  for  that  purpose  buying  both  roads. 

While  it  is  true  that  section  8977,  mentions  a  "company  operating  a  railroad," 
and  section  9004  merely  directs  that  its  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  a  "railroad  in 
course  of  construction,"  and  it  is  also  true  that  the  corporation  now  owning  both 
these  roads  is  a  legal  entity  indivisible,  and  that  the  railroad  companies  owning 
these  roads,  before  the  merger,  have  ceased  to  exist,  yet  it  is  not  believed  that  your 
question  is  to  be  answered  from  a  consideration  of  the  ownership  merely.  While 
the  ownership  has  changed,  the  physical  condition  of  the  roads  remained  the  same 
— one  completed  road  and  one  in  process  of  construction.  The  change  of  owner- 
ship had  no  more  effect  in  making  one  road  of  the  two  than  it  did  to  render  the 
completed  portion  incapable  of  operation,  and  while  this  may  be  looking  at  the  ques- 
tion from  the  standpoint  of  facts  rather  than  law,  I  cannot  conceive  how  the  mer- 
ger of  these  two  roads  could  any  more  constitute  one  completed  road  than  it  could 
one  road  in  process  of  construction. 

One  of  three  conclusions  must  follow : 

1.  That  the  merger  of  the  completed  road  with  the  unfinished  one  constituted 
the  combination  a  completed  road. 
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2.  That  it  constituted  it  a  road  "in  process  of  construction,"  or 

3.  That  it  constituted  The  Ashland,  Lorain  and  Western  Company,  the  owner 
of  two  roads,  one  constructed  and  completed  and  the  other  in  process  of  con- 
struction. 

The  hrst  and  second  of  these  are  based  on  equal  law,  logic  and  facts,  and 
neither  of  them  fulfill  the  measure  of  the  law,  or  meet  the  objects  intended  to 
be  accomplished  by  this  legislation. 

The  third  and  last  has  a  solid  foundation  in  the  request  made  by  your  body 
for  authority  to  fix  a  tariff  on  the  old  road  only. 

This  company  by  making  its  application  in  this  manner  confessedly  admits  that 
it  has  some  completed  road,  that  it  is  operating  the  same,  and  desires  to  fix  rates 
on  it. 

If  it  should  be  claimed  that  the  attachment  of  the  new  road  to  the  old  one 
merged  the  new  into  the  old  and  that  they  both  constituted  a  completed  road, 
greater  hardship  and  more  inconvenience  would  result  than  in  holding,  as  I  do, 
that  the  change  of  ownership  of  the  old  road  did  riot  change  its  physical  con- 
dition nor  alter  its  relation  to  the  statutes  in  question. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  The  Lorain,  Ashland  and  Southern  is  not 
entitled  to  charge  rates  in  excess  of  two  cents  per  mile  as  requested,  and  does  not 
come  within  the  exemptions  of  section  9004,  General  Code,  as  to  the  completed  por- 
tion of  the  road.

Gentlemen: — Your  communication  dated  August  22,  regarding  the  question 
of  the  obligation  of  certain  telephone  companies,  referred  to  in  the  attached  com- 
munication, to  file  reports,  was  duly  received,  and  in  reply  I  desire  to  say  that 
the  facts  submitted  for  consideration  are  as  follows : 

The  Home  Telephone  Company  of  Canal  Winchester;  The  Farmers  In- 
dependent Telephone,  of  Canal  Winchester;  The  Gallipolis  and  Waldo  Tel- 
ephone Company,  of  Waldo,  are  all  Ohio  corporations,  which  own  and  op- 
erate no  property,  said  companies  having  disposed  of  their  property  several 
years  ago,  the  intention  of  the  stockholders  being  to  dissolve  said  corpora- 
tions and  surrender  the  charters. 

The  Coshocton  Telephone  Company,  an  Ohio  corporation,  owns  and 
operates  na  property  as  yet,  and  you  desire  to  know  if  any  or  all  of  said 
companies  are  required  to  make  an  annual  report  to  your  Commission  under 
the  circumstances. 

As  to  the  first  four  companies,  I  desire  to  say  that  I  am  of  the  legal  opinion 
that  so  long  as  they  retain  their  charters  from  the  state,  they  are  all  utilities  under 
the  term,  "public  utility,"  as  defined  in  section  614-2a  of  the  General  Code,  and,  as 
such,  amenable  to  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  public  utilities. 

Section  614-48,  General  Code,  makes  it  the  duty  of  every  public  utility  to  file 
with  the  Commission  an  annual  report  containing  such  information  as  the  Com- 
mission may  require,  etc. 

It  is,  therefore,  the  duty  of  the  four  companies  first  enumerated  to  file  their 
annual  reports  with  the  Commission  as  provided  by  law,  so  long  as  they  retain 
their  charters  from  the  state. 

As  to  the  last  company  enumerated,  namely,  The  Coshocton  Telephone  Com- 
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pany,  being  required  to  file  an  annual  report  with  the  Commission,  although  it 
owns  nor  operates  no  property,  yet  I  desire  to  say  that  section  614-74  of  the  Gen- 
eral Code,  provides  that : 

"Companies  formed  to  acquire  property  or  transact  business  which  would 
be  subjected  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  companies  owning  or  pos- 
sessing franchises  for  any  of  the  purposes  contemplated  in  this  act,  shall  be 
deemed  and  held  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  although  no  property 
may  have  been  acquired,  business  transacted  or  franchises  exercised." 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  under  the  last  above-quoted  section.  The 
Coshocton  Telephone  Company  is  duty  bound  to  file  an  annual  report  with  your 
Commission.

Gentlemen: — The  separate  communication  of  Messrs.  Tolles,  Hogsett,  Ginn 
and  Morley,  and  Bulkley,  Hauxhurst,  Inglis  and  Saeger  are  before  me. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  legal  questions  involved  in  the  above  matter 
and  read  the  briefs,  of  counsel  for  both  plaintiff  in  error  and  defendant  in  error, 
in  said  case  now  pending  in  the  supreme  court,  and  have  come  to  the  following 
legal  conclusion: 

•  The  remedy  provided  for  punitive  damages  against  any  railroad  which  causes 
or  permits  to  be  done  any  matter,  act  or  thing  provided  in  the  chapter  relating 
to  the  Public  Service  Commission,  prohibited  or  declared  to  be  unlawful,  etc.,  is 
under  and  by  virtue  of  section  569  of  the  General  Code  of  Ohio,  and  gives  to  the 
person,  firm  or  corporation  injured  by  virtue  of  any  of  the  things  therein  enum- 
erated, the  right  to  recover  treble  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  in  consequence 
of  such  violation,  and  said  section  further  provides  that  the  recovery  provided  by 
this  section  shall  not  affect  a  recovery  by  the  state  of  the  penalties  prescribed  for 
such  violation. 

Nowhere  else  in  the  chapter  relating  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  is  there 
any  such  remedy  provided,  except  in  section  614-68  of  the  General  Code,  which 
provides  the  same  remedy  in  behalf  of  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  injured  by 
virtue  of  any  public  utility  or  railroad  doing  any  of  the  acts,  matters  or  things 
prohibited  by  the  act,  to  recover  treble  the  amount  of  the  damages  sustained  in 
consequence  of  such  violation,  failure  or  omission,  which  section  also  provides  that 
any  recovery  under  said  section  shall  in  no  manner  affect  a  recovery  by  the  state 
for  any  penalty  provided  for  in  this  act. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  both  sections  above  quoted  the  right  is  reserved  in 
the  state  to  bring  an  action  to  recover  the  penalties  provided  by  law  for  a  breach 
of  .any  of  the  things  enumerated  in  the  said  acts,  I  am  of  the  legal  opinion  that 
the  remedy  and  right  of  action  granted  by  the  legislature  under  the  two  sections 
above  enumerated  is  personal  in  its  nature  and  in  favor  of  the  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration injured  only,  and  such  cause  of  action  must  be  sustained  in  an  action 
brought  by  said  person,  firm  or  corporation  against  the  railroad  or  utility  guilty 
of  such  omission  as  may  be  the  basis  of  the  cause  of  action  and  that,  in  so  far  as 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio  is  concerned,  it  has  nothing  whatever  to 
do  with  said  claim  or  right  of  action  which  accrues  by  virtue  of  said  statutes,  in 
favor  of  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  claiming  to  be  entitled  to  said  damages. 

Section  579  of  the  General  Code,  provides  that,  "all  claims,  charges  or  demands 
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against  a  railroad  for  loss  of  or  damage  to  property,  occurring  while  in  the  cus- 
tody of  such  railroad,  and  unreasonable  delay  in  transportation  and  delivery,  or  for 
overcharges  upon  a  shipment,  or  for  any  other  service  in  violation  of  this  chapter, 
if  not  paid  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  filing  thereof  with  such  railroad, 
may  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  by  formal  complaint,  to  be  made  upon  blank 
forms,  which  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  provide,  upon  de- 
mand of  the  claimant,"  etc.  I  am  of  the  legal  opinion  that  the  claim  for  damages, 
the  basis  of  the  suit  in  question,  is  not  one  of  those  claims  enumerated  in  the  last 
above-quoted  section,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  not  a  claim,  charge  or  demand  for 
loss  of  or  damage  to  property,  occurring  while  in  the  custody  of  such  railroad,  or 
for  unreasonable  delay  in  transportation  and  delivery,  or  for  overcharges  upon  a 
shipment  or  for  any  service  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  chapter,  but  is  a 
penalty  for  having  discriminated  against  the  person  who  claims  to  be  damaged  in 
relation  to  the  charges,  as  shown  by  their  schedules  on  file  at  the  time  the  ship- 
ments were  made,  and,  hence,  not  being  one  of  those  claims  enumerated  in  said 
section  579,  and  for  the  reasons  above  stated,  that  it  is  a  personal  action  to  be 
maintained  against  said  railroad  or  utility,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  your  Com- 
mission has  no  jurisdiction  in  the  matter  and  no  authority  to  authorize  any  settle- 
ment of  said  litigation  now  pending  between  the  litigants  above  set  forth,  for, 
nowhere  in  the  public  utility  commission  act  or  the  public  service  commission  act 
can  I  find  any  authority  whatever  for  you  to  entertain  any  formal  complaint  in 
such  matters,  and,  therefore,  I  cannot  see  wherein  you  would  have  any  authority 
to  informally  authorize  such  a  settlement.

Gentlemen: — ^Your  communication  referring  to  me  the  complaint  of  Jule 
James,  of  Fayettesville,  Ohio,  relating  to  the  neglect  of  The  Cincinnati  and  Co- 
lumbus Traction  Company  to  provide  cattle  guards  at  road  crossings,  was  duly  re- 
ceived, and  in  replyi  I  desire  to  say  that  I  have  carefully  looked  into  the  matter 
and  the  facts  in  the  case,  as  found  in  his  communication,  are  as  follows : 

The  Cincinnati  and  Columbus  Traction  Company  is  an  interurban  rail- 
way operated  from  Columbus  to  Hillsboro,  Ohio,  and  is  neither  fenced  nor 
has  said  road  provided  cattle  guards  at  road  crossings,  and  the  said  Jule 
James,  the  complainant,  asks  the  Commission  to  compel  said  interurban  rail- 
way aforesaid  to  construct  cattle  guards  at  all  crossings  where  the  track  or 
tracks  of  said  interurban  railway  intercept  a  public  highway. 

After  fully  investigating  the  law  relating  to  said  subject,  I  find  that  there  is 
no  provision  of  the  General  Code  compelling  interurban  railway  companies,  operat- 
ing roads  within  this  state,  to  either  fence  or  erect  cattle  guards  where  the  tracks 
of  said  road,  or  roads,  cross  the  public  highways,  except  the  provisions  of  house 
bill  No.  138,  passed  by  the  last  general  assembly  (103  O.  L.,  p.  197),  which  act  pro- 
vides that: 

"Every  company  or  person  having  the  control  or  management  of  an 
electric  interurban  or  street  railroad,  which  operates  its  cars  by  electricity 
conducted  through  or  along  a  third  rail,  shall  construct  or  cause  to  be  con- 
structed, and  maintained  in  good  repair  on  each  side  of  its  right  of  way 
over  which  such  third  rail  extends,  a  fence  sufficient  to  turn  stock;  and  such 
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company  or  person  shall  cause  to  be  maintained  at  every  point  where  any 
public  road,  street,  lane  or  highway  crosses  such  railroad,  safe  and  sufficient 
crossings,  and,  on  each  side  of  such  crossings,  cattle  guards  sufficient  to 
prevent  domestic  animals  from  going  upon  said  railroad,"  etc. 

I  find  no  other  provision  relating  to  cattle  guards  or  the  fencing  of  the  right 
of  way  of  interurban  or  electric  railways  in  this  state,  and  the  only  other  section 
relating  to  such  subject  at  all  is  section  8914  of  the  General  Code,  which  makes  it 
mandatory  upon  railroad  companies,  or  persons  who  maintain  such  railroads,  to, 

"maintain  at  every  point  where  a  public  road,  street,  lane  or  highway 
used  by  the  public,  crosses  such  railroad,  safe  and  sufficient  crossings,  and 
on  each  side  of  such  crossings  cattle  guards  sufficient  to  prevent  domestic 
animals  from  going  upon  such  railroad,"  etc. 

That  section  being  under  the  chapter  relating  to  "Steam  Railroads,"  I  am  of 
the  legal  opinion  that  it  cannot  and  does  not  apply  to  interurban  or  street  railway 
companies  in  Ohio. 

Therefore,  I  think  your  Commission  is  without  legal  authority  to  compel  the 
said  The  Cincinnati  and  Columbus  Traction  Company  to  erect  cattle  guards  at  pub- 
lic highway  crossings  unless  it  comes  within  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  last 
gei^eral  assembly  above  referred  to,  and  not  being  stated  in  the  communication,  I 
am,  therefore,  unable  to  state  whether  or  not,  under  said  act,  this  railroad  is  amen- 
able to  the  law  and  suggest  that  such  information  may  be  obtained  from  the  said 
complainant

Gentlemen  : — The  matter  of  the  reports  of  the  inspector  of  automatic  couplers, 
air  brakes  and  automatic  power  brakes,  referred  to  me  some  days  ago  with  request 
that  I  look  into  the  law  relating  to  the  transmission  of  certain  of  said  reports  to 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  by  such  inspector,  and  his  duties  in  relation 
to  the  same,  was  duly  considered  by  me  and  I  desire  to  say  that,  under  section 
8962  of  the  General  Code,  as  amended  by  the  eightieth  general  assembly,  103  O.  L., 
p.  193,  the  following  was  made  the  duty  of  said  inspector : 

"If  such  defective  appliances  be  found  on  any  locomotive,  tender,  car 
or  similar  vehicle  which  is  then  being  used  in  interstate  commerce,  he  (mean- 
ing the  inspector)  shall  under  oath  lodge  with  the  United  States  district  at- 
torney of  the  district  wherein  such  violation  shall  have  been  committed,  all 
information  of  such  violation  and  mail  a  like  report  to  the  interestate  com- 
merce commission,  filing  a  copy  thereof  with  the  Public  Service  Commission 
of  Ohio." 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion,  so  far  as  the  duties  of  said  inspectors  are 
concerned,  as  to  any  locomotives,  tenders,  cars  or  similar  vehicles  found  to  be 
defective,  which  are  used  in  interstate  commerce,  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  above 
and  that  said  inspector,  or  inspectors  should  follow  said  law  and  send  only  to  the 
interstate  commerce  commission  ret)orts  of  such  defects  as  have  been  found  ex- 
isting upon  cars,  tenders,  locomotives,  etc.,  falling  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
federal  commission. 
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It  seems  in  the  past  that  your  inspectors  have  been  sending  complete  copies 
of  the  reports  of  all  defects  found,  whether  relating  to  engines,  tenders,  cars  or 
similar  vehicles  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  intra  or  interstate  commerce, 
made  by  them  to  your  Commission,  to  the  interstate  commerce  commission,  and 
that  the  chief  inspector  of  safety  appliances,  H.  W.  Belknap,  had  instructed,  in 
behalf  of  the  interstate  commerce  commission,  your  Commission  to  desist  from 
sending  the  copy  of  the  regular  inspection  reports  to  said  Commission  for  the  rea- 
son that  they  are  not  duty  bound  to  go  into  any  matter,  only  as  provided  for  or 
relates  to  interstate  commerce,  and,  therefore,  I  suggest  that  in  the  future  your 
Commission  instruct  its  inspectors  to  follow  the  law  in  relation  to  the  reports  to 
be  sent  to  the  interstate  commerce  commission,  as  above  set  forth.

Dear  Sir: — Some  days  ago  you  referred  to  me  for  opipion  the  letter  of  Mr. 
N.  Craig  McBride,  of  Hillsboro,  Ohio,  in  which  he  related  the  following  facts, 
to  wit : 

"On  August  12,  1913,  H.  W.  Chaney,  Ottis  W.  Miller  and  D.  W.  Hunter 
entered  into  a  partnership  for  the  purpose  and  did  purchase  from  H.  E. 
Marlatt  his  telephone  plant  known  as  the  Concord  Bell  Exchange,  being  lo- 
cated in  Sugar  Tree  Ridge," 

and  in  which  connection  he  requested  your  opinion  from  the  above  statement  of 
facts,  whether  it  would  be  necessary  to  obtain  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  before  the  purchase  of  the  said  Concord  Bell  Exchange 
would  be  valid. 

I  have  carefully  considered  the  matter  referred  to  me  in  the  above  referred 
to  communication  and  in  order  to  properly  answer  same  it  is  necessary  to  look  to 
the  provisions  of  the  law  governing  such  transactions. 

I  find  the  following  under  section  614-2,  that : 

"Any  co-partnership  wherever  organized ;  when  engaged  in  the  business 
of  transmitting  to,  from,  through,  or  in  this  state  telephonic  messages,  is  a 
telephone  company,  etc." 

Section  614-74  of  the  Genefal  Code,  provides : 

Companies  formed  to  acquire  property  or  to  transact  business  which 
would  be  subjected  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  companies  owning  or 
possessing  franchises  for  any  of  the  purposes  contemplated  in  this  act,  shall 
be  deemed  and  be  held  to  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  although 
no  property  may  have  been  acquired,  business  transacted  or  franchises  ex- 
ercised. 

Section  614-60,  General  Code,  provides: 

"With  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission,  but  not  otherwise : 
Any  public  utility  may  purchase,  or  lease  the  property,  plant  or  busi- 
ness of  any  other  such  public  utility, 

and  provides  the  procedure  for  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Commission. 
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Taking  section  614-74,  and  that  portion  of  section  614-2,  which  defines  tele- 
phone companies,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  co-partnership  referred  to  in  the 
communication  directed  to  you,  consisting  of  Chaney,  Miller  and  Hunter,  was  on  the 
12th  day  of  August,  1913,  amenable  to  the  provisions  of  the  General  Code  above 
referred  to,  by  virtue  of  section  614-74,  and,  therefore,  I  am  of  the  legal  opinion 
that  in  order  to  validate  the  sale  of  the  Concord  Bell  Exchange  to  said  co-part- 
nership aforesaid  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Pub- 
lic Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio  as  provided  in  section  614-60  of  the  General  Code.

Gentlemen: — Under  date  of  October  22,  you  requested  of  me  an  opinion 
as  to  whether  or  not  house  bill  No.  675,  appearing  on  page  841,  103  O.  L.,  authorizes, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commission,  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  public  utilities 
in  excess  of  the  amount  of  their  capital  stock. 

This  act  was  given  the  codification  number  of  614-53,  and  the  part  thereof 
which  is  material  herein,  as  enacted  by  the  general  assembly,  is  as  follows : 

"A  public  utility  or  railroad,  as  defined  in  this  act,  may,  when  authorized 
by  order  of  the  Commission,  and  not  otherwise,  issue  stocks,  bonds,  notes 
and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  payable  at  periods  of  more  than  twelve 
months  after  date  thereof,  when  necessary  for  the  acquisition  of  property, 
the  construction,  completion,  extension  of  improvement  of  its  facilities  or 
for  the  improvement  or  maintenance  of  its  service,  or  for  the  reorganization 
or  readjustment  of  its  indebtedness  and  capitalization,  or  for  the  discharge 
or  lawful  refunding  of  its  obligations,  or  for  the  reimbursement  of  moneys 
actually  expended  from  income  or  from  any  other  moneys  in  the  treasury 
of  the  public  utility  or  railroad  not  secured  or  obtained  from  the  issue  of 
stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  such  public  utility 
or  railroad  within  five  years  next  prior  to  the  filing  of  an  application  there- 
for as  herein  provided,  or  for  any  of  the  aforesaid  purposes  except  main- 
tenance of  service  and  except  replacements  in  cases  where  the  applicant 
shall  have  kept  its  accounts  and  vouchers  of  such  expenditures  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  enable  the  Commission  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  money  so  ex- 
pended and  the  purposes  for  which  said  expenditure  was  made. 

"♦  *  *  Any  bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  payable 
at  periods  of  more  than  twelve  months  after  date  thereof,  may  be  issued  as 
herein  provided,  regardless  of  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  public 
utility  or  railroad,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commission  to  the  excess 
of  such  bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  above  the  amount  of 
the  capital  stock  of  such  public  utility  or  railroad,  notzvithstanding  any  pro- 
visions of  the  General  Code  of  Ohio  now  in  force  to  the  contrary." 

Prior  to  the  enactment  of  house  bill  No.  675,  section  614-53,  in  this  regard, 
reads  as  follows: 

"A  public  utility  or  a  railroad,  as  defined  in  this  act,  may,  when  author- 
ized by  order  of  the  Commission,  and  not  otherwise,  issue  stocks,  bonds, 
notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  payable  at  periods  of  more  than 
twelve  months  after  date  thereof,  when  necessary  for  the  acquisition  of 
property,  the  construction,  completion,  extension  or  improvement  of  its  facil- 
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ities  or  for  the  improvement  or  maintenance  of  its  service,  or  for  the  reor- 
ganization or  readjustment  of  its  indebtedness  and  capitalization,  or  for  the 
discharge  or  lawful  refunding  of  its  obligations,  or  for  the  reimbursement  of 
moneys  actually  expended  from  income  or  from  any  other  moneys  in  the 
treasury  of  the  public  utility  or  railroad  not  secured  or  obtained  from  the 
issue  of  stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  such  pub- 
lic utility  or  railroad  within  five  years  next  prior  to  the  filing  of  an  applica- 
tion therefor  as  herein  provided,  or  for  any  of  the  aforesaid  purposes  except 
maintenance  of  service  and  except  replacements  in  cases  where  the  appli- 
cant shall  have  kept  its  accounts  and  vouchers  of  such  expenditures  in  such 
manner  as  to  enable  the  Commission  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  money  so 
expended  and  the  purposes  for  which  said  expenditure  was  made." 

The  doubt  arises  as  to  the  right  to  issue  bonds  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  of  a  public  utility  or  a  railroad,  by  reason  of  the  punctuation  and 
grammatical  construction  of  house  bill  No.  675.  By  referring  to  this  bill,  103  O. 
L.  841,  second  paragraph  of  section  614-53,  of  the  General  Code,  it  would  seem  to 
appear  that  the  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  that  may  be  issued 
in  excess  of  the  amount  of  their  capital  stock,  referred  to  bonds,  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  for  the  reimbursement  of  money  theretofore  actually  ex- 
pended from  income. 

It  is  a  well-established  rule  of  construction  of  statutes  that  punctuation  may  be 
resorted  to  when  all  other  means  fail;  that  the  court  will  take  the  instrument  of 
the  law  to  be  construed,  by  the  four  comers  in  order  to  ascertain  its  true  meaning. 

The  legislature  could  not  have  had  in  mind  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness,  for  the  reimbursement  of  money  theretofore  actually  expended 
for  income,  only,  as  provided  in  the  first  part  of  the  second  paragraph  in  said 
house  bill  No.  675,  for  the  reason  that  the  application  for  such  consent  to  issue 
the  bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  for  that  purpose  in  excess 
of  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  must  have  been  made  prior  to  January  1,  1913. 
This  amendment  authorizing  the  issue  of  bonds  in  excess  of  the  capital  stock  was 
not  passed  until  April  28,  1913.  This  act  must  be  taken  by  its  four  comers  and 
read  as  a  whole.  The  amendment  of  section  614-53  is  underscored.  The  con- 
clusion is,  therefore,  justified  that  public  utilities  and  railroads,  up  to  the  time  of 
the  amendment,  were  subject  to  the  rule  applicable  to  corporations  in  general;  that 
they  could  not  borrow  money  only  to  the  amount  of  their  capital  stock.  The  lan- 
guage of  the  change  is  clear  and  unambiguous  and  the  rule  applicable  must  be 
given  its  clear  import. 

I  conclude,  therefore,  that  public  utilities  and  railroads  may,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Commission,  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness, 
payable  at  periods  of  time  more  than  twelve  months  after  date  thereof,  in  excess 
of  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  public  utility  or  railroad,  for  the  pur- 
poses set  forth  in  section  614-53  of  the  General  Code,  as  amended,  and  under  the 
conditions  therein  contained.  By  the  terms  of  this  statute  all  the  bonds  must  be 
approved  before  the  issuance  thereof,  by  the  Commission,  and  all  bonds,  notes  or 
other  evidences  of  indebtedness  above  the  amount  of  capital  stock  of  the  public 
utility  or  railroad  must  be  issued  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commission  to 
the  excess  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  above  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  public  utility  or  railroad.

Gentlemen  : — ^Your  Commission  referred  to  me  the  letter  of  The  Green  Spring 
Electric  Light  and  Power  Company,  inquiring  as  to  the  right  of  a  municipal  light 
plant  to  sell  current  to  a  person  or  corporation  located  without  the  municipal 
limits.  The  letter  of  The  Green  Spring  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  shows 
that  the  municipality  of  Clyde,  Ohio,  has  a  municipal  light  plant;  that  the  plant 
of  The  Green  Spring  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  is  located  at  Green 
Spring,  Ohio,  another  municipality.  The  municipal  light  plant  of  Clyde  is  de- 
sirous of  selling  The  Green  Spring  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  electric 
current,  and  they  desire  to  be  advised  as  to  the  authority  and  right  to  enter  into 
a  contract  for  that  purpose. 

It  is  well  settled  that  municipal  corporations  have  only  such  capacities  and 
powers  as  are  expressly  granted,  and  ?uch  as  may  be  implied  as  essential  to  carry 
into  eflFect  those  which  are  expressly  granted,  and  the  doubtful  claims  to  power 
are  always  resolved  against  the  municipal  corporation.  So  the  question  resolves 
itself  into  the  proposition  as  to  whether  the  power  has  been  granted  to  a  municipal 
corporation,  which  owns  its  municipal  electric  light  plant  to  contract  with  the  res- 
idents of  another  village  or  a  person  living  without  the  corporate  limits. 

Turning  to  the  enumerated  powers  of  municipal  corporations,  section  3618, 
of  the  General  Code,  authorizes  the  establishment  of  electric  power  and  heating 
plants,  and  provides  in  part  as  follows: 

"To  establish,  maintain  and  operate  municipal  light,  power  and  heating 
plants,  and  to  furnish  the  municipality  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  with 
light,  power  and  heat,  to  procure  everything  necessary  therefor    ♦    *    ♦" 

Section  3990  of  the  General  Code,  gives  specific  authority  to  the  council  of  a 
municipality  to  erect  electric  works  at  the  expense  of  the  corporation,  or  to  pur- 
chase electric  works  already  erected  therein.    It  provides  in  part  as  follows : 

"The  council  of  a  municipality  may,  when  it  is  deemed  expedient  and 
for  the  public  good,  erect  *  ♦  ♦  electric  works  at  the  expense  of  the 
corporation,  or  purchase      ♦    *    ♦    electric  works  already  erected  therein." 

Sections  3991  and  3992,  of  the  General  Code,  expressly  authorize  municipal 
gas  plants  which  are  erected  or  purchased  under  authority  of  section  3990  of  the 
General  Code,  the  same  section  which  authorizes  the  erection  or  purchase  of  a 
municipal  electric  light  plant,  to  deliver  gas  outside  the  municipality.  But  these 
sections  are  silent  as  to  the  power  of  a  municipality  to  dispose  of  electricity  out- 
side of  the  municipality. 

Section  3966,  et  seq.,  of  the  General  Code,  authorizes  municipalities  to  dis- 
pose of  water  outside  of  the  corporate  limits,  but  there  is  no  section  of  the  Gen- 
eral Code  which  authorizes  a  municipality  to  dispose  of  electric  current  outside 
of  the  city  limits. 

You  will  note,  in  the  enumeration  of  powers  of  municipal  corporations,  as 
provided  in  section  3618,  above  quoted,  that  a  municipality  has  the  power  to  es- 
tablish, maintain  and  operate  municipal  lighting,  power  and  heating  plants,  and  to 
furnish  the  municipality  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  with  light.  But  there  is  no 
express  authority  given  by  statute  to  furnish  electricity  outside  of  the  corporate 
limits  to  a  non-resident  or  to  a  person  living  outside  of  the  corporation.  Mu- 
nicipalities have  a  right  to  furnish  gas  and  water  to  residents  outside  of  the  mu- 
nicipal corporations  because  they  are  expressly  authorized  to  do  so  by  statute.

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion,  in  the  absence  of  a  statute  authorizing  a  mu- 
nicipal corporation  to  furnish  electric  light  and  current  outside  of  the  city  limits, 
that  the  municipal  corporation  of  Clyde,  Ohio,  cannot  enter  into  a  contract  with 
The  Green  Spring  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  to  sell  to  them  current  to 
run  their  plant.  What  a  municipal  corporatior.  cannot  do  directly,  it  cannot  do  in- 
directly, and,  therefore,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  not  be  legal  for  The 
Green  Spring  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  to  put  up  and  maintain  a  build- 
ing just  inside  of  the  corporation  of  Clyde  to  deliver  the  current  there,  and  have 
the  same  transferred  to  the  village  of  Green  Spring,  Ohio,  for  the  uses  and  pur- 
poses of  The  Green  Spring  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company.  The  remedy  is 
with  the  legislature  to  amend  the  General  Code  so  as  to  permit  electric  light 
plants  to  dispose  of  their  surplus  power  outside  of  the  corporate  limits,  as  do 
municipal  gas  and  water  companies. 


Columbus,  Ohio,  November  10,  1913.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Commission  referred  to  me  the  letter  and  report  of  In- 
spector Heffeman,  inquiring  as  to  the  right  of  the  Cc^nmbsion  to  permit  the  sub- 
stitution for  the  Ohio  forms  of  certificate  of  inspection  of  boilers  to  be  used  in 
engine  cabs,  provided  for  by  section  8965-7  of  the  General  Code,  the  form  pre- 
scribed by  the  federal  authorities  covering  the  same  subject  matter.  The  letter 
states  that  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Indiana  and  Pennsylvania  have  granted 
permission  to  railroads  to  substitute.  You  will  also  note  from  the  letter  of  Mr. 
Hefferman  that  there  is  no  substantial  difference  in  the  two  forms  of  certificates; 
the  federal  form  consolidates  the  question,  and  their  requirements,  as  far  as  safety 
is  concerned,  is  taken  care  of  absolutely  in  the  federal  form. 

I  have  examined  the  Indiana  statute  covering  the  boiler  inspector,  and  it 
provides  in  part  as  follows : 

"Said  inspector,  after  making  such  inspection,  shall  make  and  sub- 
scribe his  name,  to  a  written  or  printed  certificate,  executed  in  duplicate,  con- 
taining the  number  of  each  boiler  inspected,  and  such  details  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  forms  and  regulations  which  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  Rail- 
road Commission;  one  of  said  certificates  shall  be  sent  by  the  Railroad 
Commission  to  the  chief  operating  officer  or  employe  of  the  railroad  having 
charge  of  the  operation  of  such  locomotive  boiler    *    *    *" 

You  will  note  that  it  is  not  a  statutory  requirement  in  Indiana  that  a  copy  of 
the  certificate  of  inspection  shall  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  cab  con- 
nected with  the  locomotive  boiler  inspected. 

This  was,  no  doubt,  required  by  the  regulations  of  the  Commission,  which 
can  be  waived,  changed  or  modified  at  any  time.  However,  the  Ohio  statute,  in  this 
regard,  provides  as  follows : 

The  Ohio  statute,  section  8965-7,  G.  C:  "Every  such  certificate  shall 
be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  inspector,  and  he  shall  cause  such  certificate 
to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Railroad  Commission  (now  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission)  within  ten  days  after  each  inspection  shall  be  made;  and  also 
a  copy  thereof  with  the  office  or  employe  of  such  railroad  having  immediate 
charge  of  the  operation  of  such  locomotive  boiler,  which  copy  shall  be  placed 
by  such  officer  or  employe  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  cab  connected  with 
the  locomotive  boiler  inspected,  and  there  kept  framed  under  glass.'' 
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This  section  makes  it  the  statutory  duty  of  the  officer  or  employe  of  the  rail- 
road to  place  a  copy  of  this  certificate  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  cab  of  the  en- 
gine and  there  kept  framed  under  glass. 

Section  8965-8  of  the  General  Code,  provides  a  penalty  for  failure  to  have  the 
certificate  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  cab  connected  with  the  locomotive  boiler 
inspected. 

The  Commission  has  no  power  to  waive  this  statutory  requirement.  Any 
citizen  would  have  a  right  to  prosecute  a  criminal  action  for  the  violation  of  sec- 
tion 8965-7  of  the  General  Code,  and  the  fact  that  the  Commission  authorized  a 
waiver  of  one  of  its  provisions  would  not  avail  with  the  defendant. 

The  Coounission  could  adopt  the  federal  form  and  this  form  be  used  by  the 
boiler  inspector,  and  verified,  as  required  by  section  8965-7,  but  the  certificate  of 
the  federal  inspection  placed  in  a  cab  connected  with  the  boiler  inspected,  cannot 
take  the  place  of  the  certificate  of  the  state  inspector. 


Columbus,  Ohio,  November  10,  1913.

Gentlemen: — ^Your  Commission  referred  to  me  the  letter  of  A.  J.  Chapman, 
inquiring : 

First  Whether  a  mutual  telephone  company  must  secure  the  consent  of  the 
Commission  to  organize  and  to  do  business,  and. 

Second.  If  sych  company  is  organized,  can  they,  being  a  purely  mutual  com- 
pany, force  connection  with  another  telephone  company  to  get  an  outlet  to  other 
places  ? 

The  company  Mr.  Chapman  desires  to  make  connection  with,  is  The  Peoples 
Telephone  Company,  a  telephone  company  coming  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commbsion. 

Section  614-2  of  the  General  Code,  provides  in  part  as  follows : 

*The  following  words  and  phrases  used  in  this  act,  unless  the  same  is 
inconsistent  with  the  text,  shall  be  construed  as  follows:  Any  person  or 
persons,  finh  or  firms,  co-partnership  or  voluntary  association,  joint  stock 
association,  company  or  corporation,  wherever  organized  or  incorporated; 
♦    ♦    ♦» 

When  engaged  in  the  business  of  transmitting  to,  from,  through,  or  in 
this  state,  telephonic  messages,  is  a  telephone  company,  and  as  such  is  de- 
clared to  be  a  common  carrier.'' 

Section  614-2a  is  as  follows: 

"The  term  'public  utility*  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  mean  and  include 
every  corporation,  company,  co-partnership,  person  or  association,  through 
lessee,  trustees  or  requirements,  defined  in  the  next  preceding  section,  except 
such  Public  utilities  as  operate  their  utilities  not  for  profit  *  *  *  and 
this  term  shall  apply  in  defining  public  utilities  wherever  used  in  Chapt.  1, 
def.  2,  Tit.  3,  Part  I,  of  the  General  Code,  and  the  acts  amendatory  or  sup- 
plementary thereto  or  in  this  act." 

The  public  utility  law  was  designed  to  place  under  control  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio  such  public  service  corporations  as  undertook  to  serve 
the  public  for  hire.     The  company  described  by  Mr.  Chapman,  being  purely  a 
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mutual  company,  does  not  undertake  to  serve  the  public  for  hire,  or  to  serve  it  in 
any  manner.  This  Commission  has  uniformly  held  that  it  has  no  jurisdiction 
over  the  organization  of  such  companies  and  no  control  over,  and  cannot  regulate 
their  business  after  organized.  However,  the  question  is,  after  a  mutual  company 
is  established  and  doing  business,  can  they  force  connection  with  another  telephone 
company  that  does  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission? 

Section  614-63  provides  as  follows : 

"The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  upon  complaint,  in  writing,  by 
any  person,  or  on  its  initiative,  by  order,  to  require  any  two  or  more  telephone 
companies  whose  lines  or  wires  form  a  continuous  line  of  communication, 
or  could  be  made  to  do  so  by  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  suitable 
connections  or  the  joint  use  of  equipment,  or  the  transfer  of  messages  at 
common  points,  between  different  localities  which  cannot  be  communicated 
with  or  reached  by  the  lines  of  either  company  alone,  where  such  service 
is  not  already  established  or  provided  for,  unless  public  necessity  requires 
additional  service,  to  establish  and  maintain  through  lines  within  the  state 
between  two  or  more  such  localities.  The  joint  rate  of  charges  for  such 
service  shall  be  just  and  reasonable  and  the  Commission  shall  have  power 
to  establish  the  same,  and  declare  the  portion  thereof  to  which  each  com- 
pany affected  thereby  shall  be  entitled  and  the  manner  in  which  the  same 
shall  be  secured  and  paid.  All  necessary  construction,  maintenance  and 
equipment  in  order  to  establish  such  service  shall  be  constructed  and  main- 
tained in  such  manner  and  under  such  rules,  with  such  division  of  expense 
and  labor  as  shall  or  may  be  required  by  the  Commission." 

This  section  authorizes  the  Commission  on  complaint  in  writing  by  any 
person,  or  on  its  own  initiative  by  order,  to  require  two  or  more  telephone  com- 
ponies  whose  lines  or  wires  form  a  continuous  line  of  communication  or  can  be 
made  to  do  so  by  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  suitable  connections,  or  the 
joint  use  of  equipment  or  the  transfer  of  messages  at  common  points  between 
different  localities  which  cannot  be  communicated  with,  or  reached  by  lines  of 
either  company  alone,  to  establish  and  maintain  through  lines  between  two  such 
localities. 

Does  this  authorize  the  Commission  to  make  an  order  on  its  own  initiative 
when  one  of  the  telephone  companies  is  not  a  common  carrier,  is  not  engaged  in 
serving  the  public  for  hire,  being  a  purely  mutual  company,  and  the  other  telephone 
company  is  a  common  carrier  and  a  public  utility  within  the  meaning  of  this 
act?  I  think  not.  The  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  over  telephone  companies 
formed  not  for  profit,  purely  mutual  companies.  In  order  to  enforce  connections 
under  section  614-63  of  the  General  Code,  the  Commission  is  given  power  to  estab- 
lish the  joint  rate  or  charge  for  service  after  a  connection  is  made;  all  necessary 
construction,  maintenance  and  equipment,  in  order  to  establish  such  service,  shall 
be  constructed  and  maintained  in  such  manner  and  under  such  rules,  with  such 
division  of  expense  and  labor  as  shall  or  may  be  required  by  the  Commission.  They 
have  power  to  make  an  order  requiring  connection  under  the  provisions  of  said 
section  614-63;  but  they  have  no  power  or  authority  under  the  public  utility  law 
to  enforce  their  order  requiring  connection  and  other  orders  made  in  connection 
therewith  as  far  as  mutual  telephone  companies  are  concerned. 

Sections  614-64,  614-65  and  614-66,  provide  for  a  penalty  on  failure  to  comply 
with  the  orders  of  the  Commission.    They  provide  as  follows : 

Sec.  614-64:  "Every  public  utility  or  railroad  and  every  officer  thereof, 
shall  obey,  observe,  and  comply  with  every  order,  direction  and  requirement 
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of  the  G>ininission,  made  under  authority  of  this  act,  so  long  as  the  same 
shall  be  and  remain  in  force.  Any  public  utility  or  railroad  herein  defined 
which  violates  any  provision  of  this  act,  or  which  after  due  notice  fails, 
omits  or  neglects  to  obey,  observe  or  comply  with  any  order  or  any  direc- 
tion or  requirement  of  the  Commission  officially  promulgated  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  state  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  for  each  such  failure, 
omission  or  neglect  and  each  day's  continuance  thereof  shall  be  deemed  and 
held  to  be  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  614-65:  "Whoever  being  an  officer,  agent  or  employe  in  an  official 
capacity,  of  a  public  utility  or  railroad  defined  in  this  act,  knowingly  violates 
any  provisions  of  this  act,  or  wilfully  fails,  omits  or  neglects  to  obey,  observe 
or  comply  with  any  lawful  order  or  direction  of  the  Commission  made  with 
respect  to  any  public  utility  or  railroad  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more 
than  two  years,  or  both,  and  each  day's  continuance  of  such  failure,  omission 
or  neglect  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  614-66.  "Actions  to  recover  penalties  and  forfeitures  provided  for 
in  this  act,  shall  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  state  and  may  be  brought 
in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  any  county  in  which  the  public  utility  or 
railroad  may  be  located.  Such  action  shall  be  commenced  and  prosecuted 
by  the  attorney  general,  when  directed  so  to  do  by  the  Commission.  Moneys 
recovered  by  such  action  shall  be  deposited  in  the  state  treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  general  revenue  fund." 

The  civil  remedy  provided  for  the  enforcement  of  the  orders  of  the  Com- 
mission is  found  in  section  614-67,  which  provides  as  follows : 

"Whenever  the  Commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  any  public 
utility  or  railroad  has  failed,  omitted  or  neglected  to  obey  any  order  made 
with  respect  thereto,  or  is  about  to  fail  or  neglect  so  to  do,  or  is  permitting 
anything,  or  about  to  permit  anything  contrary  to,  or  in  violation  of  law. 
or  an  order  of  the  Commission,  duly  authorized  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  attorney  general,  upon  the  request  of  the  Commission,  shall 
commence  and  prosecute  such  action,  actions,  or  proceedings  in  mandamus 
or  by  injunction  in  the  name  of  the  state,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Com- 
mission, against  such  public  utility  or  railroad,  alleging  the  violation  com- 
plained of  and  praying  for  proper  relief,  and  in  such  case  the  court  may 
make  such  order  as  may  be  proper  in  the  premises." 

You  will  note  that  the  ample  provision  is  made  for  the  enforcement  of  all 
orders  of  the  Commission,  both  criminal  and  civil,  but  all  the  penalties  and  rem- 
edies apply  only  to  public  utilities  and  railroads.  None  apply  to  mutual  companies. 
If  an  order  should  be  made  under  authority  of  section  614-63,  on  the  Commis- 
sion's own  initiative,  requiring  the  mutual  company  to  allow  connection  with  an- 
other company,  or  requiring  the  telephone  company  which  comes  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Commission,  to  allow  connection  with  the  mutual  company,  and  the 
mutual  company  refuses  to  carry  out  the  order  in  the  first  instance,  or  its  part 
of  the  order  in  the  second  instance,  they  could  not  be  prosecuted  under  sections 
614-64  and  614-65  of  the  General  Code,  because  the  penalties  only  apply  to  pub- 
lic utilities  and  railroads  and  mandamus  would  not  lie  under  section  614-67,  be- 
cause that  only  applies  to  public  utilities. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  is  purely  statutory,  especially  in  refer- 
ence to  its  power  to  enforce  connections,  and  no  where  does  the  statute  give  the 
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Commission  jurisdiction  over  a  mutual  company,  or  authority  to  enforce  any  of 
its  orders  against  a  mutual  company.  If  the  Commission  cannot,  on  its  own  mo- 
tion, compel  mutual  companies  to  make  connections,  it  cannot  do  so  on  the  com- 
plaint of  any  person. 

It  might  be  said,  that  because  the  telephone  is  a  public  servant  in  the  com- 
merce of  the  country,  when  they  undertook  to  serve  the  public,  must  serve  all 
the  public,  individuals  as  well  as  corporations,  and  therefore  connections  should 
be  forced  by  proper  order  of  the  Commission.  I  believe,  however,  the  rule  is, 
that  public  utilities,  when  they  undertake  to  serve  the  public,  must  serve  all  the  pub- 
lic who  are  like  situated,  without  partiality  or  discrimination.  If  a  telephone  com- 
pany—one classed  as  a  public  utility — is  serving  by  contract  two  mutual  telephone 
companies  in  a  given  community,  they  cannot  discriminate  against  some  other 
mutual  company  not  served  in  the  same  community  who  desire  connection.  But 
that  is  not  this  case.  Before  the  public  utility  law  was  passed,  telephones  were 
compelled  to  give  the  same  service  to  all  patrons;  had  to  serve  all  the  public  who 
were  like  situated,  but  they  could  not  be  compelled  to  connect  and  to  make  a  con- 
tinuous line,  as  provided  by  section  614-63  of  the  General  Code,  until  the  public 
utility  law  was  enacted. 

Pond,  on  Public  Utilities,  section  554,  says: 

"The  courts  are  agreed  that  in  the  absence  of  a  contract  between  com- 
peting or  connecting  companies  for  the  physical  connection  of  their  tele- 
phone plants  or  of  a  constitutional  or  statutory  requirement  that  such  plants 
be  connected  for  the  purpose  of  exchanging  service,  such  companies  cannot 
be  required  to  make  a  physical  connection  of  their  plants  by  the  use  of  a 
common  switch  board  or  trunk  line  between  their  exchanges." 

Section  614-63  does  not  give  any  jurisdiction  over  mutual  companies.  It  only 
applies  to  telephone  companies  who  are  common  carriers.  If  they  desire  to  secure 
'the  benefit  of  this  section  they  can  change  their  company  to  a  public  utility,  and 
submit  themselves  to  the  jurisdiction  of  your  Commission. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  a  purely  mutual  company  cannot  force  a 
connection  with  another  telephone  company  under  section  614-63,  to  get  an  outlet 
to  other  places. 


Columbus,  Ohio,  November  10,  1913.

Gentlemen: — You  referred  to  me,  under  date  of  November  5,  the  letter  of 
James  Tousley,  inquiring  whether  an  engineer  and  fireman  are  liable  to  fine  or 
imprisonment  for  knowingly  working  short-handed  under  the  orders  of  a  yard 
master  in  violation  of  the  switching  crew  law.  This  inquiry  involves  consideration 
of  section  3  of  the  switching  crew  law,  which  provides  as  follows: 

"That  any  superintendent,  assistant  superintendent,  train  master  or  any 
other  employe,  having  authority  over  the  movement  of  any  engine  or  loco- 
motive, who  shall  authorise  the  violation  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  knowingly 
permit  the  violation  of  this  act,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined    *    *    *" 

There  is  no  question  that  the  yardmaster,  under  provisions  of  section  3,  who 
ordered  the  engineer  or  fireman  to  work  with  less  than  the  full  crew,  would  be 
subject  to  the  penalties  therein  provided,  and  the  engineer  and  fireman  knowing 
that  the  train  was  not  full  handed,  would  be  within  their  rights  in  refusing  to 
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work  unless  they  came  within  the  exception  of  section  1  of  the  act,  which  provides 
in  case  of  the  sudden  disability  of  a  member  of  a  crew,  through  sickness,  accident 
or  death,  the  employer  shall  have  three  hours  at  terminals  and  six  hours  at  out- 
lying points  in  which  to  replace  such  member,  during  which  time  the  engine  may 
b^  operated  short-handed. 

Section  3,  above  quoted,  does  not  apply  to  the  engineer  and  fireman.  You 
will  note  that  the  officers  enumerated  in  section  3,  are  superintendent,  assistant 
superintendent,  and  train  masters.  All  have  authority  over  the  movement  of  the 
train  and  the  phrase  following,  "or  any  other  employe,"  must  be  an  employe 
having  some  authority  over  the  movement  of  the  engine  and  train.  The  engineer 
and  fireman  have  no  such  authority.  They  move  the  engine  under  orders.  Author- 
ity means  the  power  or  admitted  right  to  act.  The  engineer  and  firemen  are 
merely  operators.  They  have  no  control,  speaking  in  a  sense  of  authority,  over  the 
engine.    They  move  it  when  ordered,  and  where  ordered. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  employes  referred  to  in  section  3,  are 
employes  having  some  control  over  the  movements  of  the  train,  and  the  engineer 
and  fireman  are  not  liable  for  fine  or  imprisonment  for  knowingly  working  short- 
handed  under  orders.

Gentlemen: — Your  Commission  referred  to  me,  under  date  of  November  5, 
the  question  as  to  the  power  of  the  Commission  to  revoke,  modify  or  rescind  an 
order  of  the  Commission  authorizing  the  issue  of  stocks,  bonds  or  other  securities 
of  a  public  utility.  The  Commission  is  given  authority  to  act  in  reference  to  the 
issue  of  stocks,  bonds  and  notes  of  a  public  utility  or  railroad,  by  sections  614-53, 
614-54  and  614-55,  of  the  General  Code.  Section  614-53,  of  the  General  Code, 
provides  in  part  as  follows: 

"A  public  utility  or  a  railroad,  as  defined  in  this  act,  may,  when  author- 
ized by  order  of  the  Commission,  and  not  otherwise,  issue  stocks,  bonds, 
notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  payable  at  periods  of  more  than 
twelve  months  after  date  thereof,  when  necessary  for  the  acquisition  of 
property,  the  construction,  completion,  extension  or  improvement  of  its 
facilities  or  for  the  improvement  or  maintenance  of  its  service,  or  for  the 
reorganization  or  readjustment  of  its  indebtedness  and  capitalization,  or  for 
the  discharge  or  lawful  refunding  of  its  obligations,  or  for  the  reimburse- 
ment of  moneys  actually  expended  from  income  or  from  any  other  moneys 
in  the  treasury  of  the  public  utility  or  railroad  not  secured  or  obtained 
from  the  issue  of  stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness 
of  such  public  utility  or  railroad  within  five  years  next  prior  to  the  filing 
of  an  application  therefor  as  herein  provided,  or  for  any  of  the  aforesaid 
purposes  except  maintenance  of  service  and  except  replacements  in  cases 
where  the  applicant  shall  have  kept  its  accounts  and  vouchers  of  such  ex- 
penditures in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the  Commission  to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  money  so  expended  and  the  purposes  for  which  said  expenditure 

was  made. 
*******  ******* 

"Provided,  however,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to 
authorize  on  the  best  terms  obtainable,  such  issues  of   stocks,  bonds  and 
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Other  evidences  of  indebtedness  as  shall  be  necessary  to  enable  any  public 
utility  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  any  contract  heretofore  made  be- 
tween such  public  utility  and  any  municipality." 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  an  increasing  tendency  for  state  control  of 
the  matter  of  capitalization,  issue  of  stocks  and  securities  of  public  utilities  and 
railroads,  and  the  courts  have  uniformly  held  that  the  state  has  the  power  in 
this  regard.  The  control  of  the  state  over  the  capitalization  and  issue  of  stocks, 
bonds  and  securities  of  public  utilities  and  railroads,  is  to  protect  the  consumers 
of  the  service  in  a  fair  rate,  and  also  the  investor  in  the  public  utilities  and  rail- 
road securities,  insuring  on  the  one  hand  proper  service  at  a  reasonable  rate  and 
on  the  other,  a  fair  return  on  the  investment  actually  put  in  the  business.  Pro- 
tection of  the  investing  public  and  the  public  who  are  served  by  the  public  utilities 
is  the  main  and  only  object  in  the  statute.  That  is  why  the  state  is  given  control. 
That  is  the  only  reason  it  would  be  legal  to  give  it  control.  This  must  be  kept  in 
mind  in  coming  to  a  decision  on  the  question  presented. 

The  grant  of  the  power  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  authorize  the 
issue  of  stocks,  bonds,  notes  and  other  securities,  suggests  by  necessary  implica- 
tion, the  grant  of  power  to  pass  upon  all  the  underlying  questions  concerning  their 
issue.  The  law  prescribes  how  the  authority  of  the  Commission  shall  be  obtained, 
it  contemplates  a  very  broad  inquiry  into  the  affairs  of  the  corporation.  It  shows 
unmistakably  a  purpose  to  lodge  in  your  Commission  the  power  to  pass  upon 
questions  of  fact  involved,  in  whether  a  public  service  corporation  or  railroad  de- 
siring to  do  any  of  the  things  mentioned  in  the  statute,  is  competent  in  that  re- 
gard, having  reference  to  the  written  law  on  the  subject.  And  after  making  this 
broad  inquiry,  and  the  Commission,  having  acted  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
614-53,  614-54  and  614-55  of  the  General  Code,  and  having  issued  an  order  on 
facts  placed  before  it,  authorizing  a  public  utility  or  railroad  to  issue  bonds,  notes 
or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  and  having  notified  said  utility  or  railroad  of 
its  order  authorizing  it  to  issue  stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  securities,  can,  upon 
information  subsequently  obtained  which  shows  that  the  order  should  not  have 
been  issued,  or  the  Commission  can,  upon  its  own  motion,  for  good  reasons  mod- 
ify, rescind,  annul  or  revoke  the  order  authorizing  the  utility  or  railroad  to  issue 
stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  securities  upon  proper  notice  given  to  the  public 
utility  or  railroad  of  its  intention  so  to  do,  provided,  of  course,  the  power  to  re- 
consider, rescind,  annul  or  modify  its  order  in  this  regard  is  subject  to  the  limita- 
tion, that  such  rescission,  modification  and  revocation  of  the  order  shall  not  affect 
or  in  any  way  prejudice  vested  rights.  This  has  been  the  uniform  rule  in  all  the 
states  in  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  county  commissioners  and  inferior  county 
boards:  whether  the  decisions  in  regard  to  the  authority  of  county  commissioners 
and  county  boards  in  reference  to  rescission  and  revocation  of  their  orders  is  in 
point,  is  immaterial.  The  same  principle  applies  as  to  the  power  of  commissions, 
such  as  yours,  that  have  power  of  regulation  and  control  over  public  utilities  and 
railroads  to  revoke,  rescind  and  modify  their  orders.  There  are  stronger  and  better 
reasons  why  you  should  have  this  power.  You  must  keep  in  mind,  as  before  stated, 
the  object  of  the  public  utilities  law ;  the  power  of  regulation  and  control  the  Com- 
mission has  over  public  utilities  and  railroads;  the  reasons  the  Commission  was 
given  power  to  scrutinize  the  issue  of  securities ;  that  power  was  given  to  do  this 
to  remedy  a  recognized  existing  evil ;  to  prevent  an  over-capitalization ;  to  keep 
down  rates ;  to  say  that  a  utilities  commission,  after  they  had  issued  an  order 
authorizing  issue  of  capital  stock,  bonds  or  other  securities  of  a  public  utility  or 
railroad,  should  discover  before  vested  rights  intervened,  that  a  fraud  had  been 
perpetrated  upon  them,  that  facts  were  misstated ;  that  the  value  of  the  property  was 
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not  as  represented  and  stated  to  the  Commission;  or  for  any  reason  the  Commis- 
sion should  be  of  the  opinion  in  good  faith  that  the  stock  or  bond  or  note  bsue 
should  not  be  authorized;  that  public  welfare  would  not  justify  it;  that  the  public 
concerned  would  not  be  sufficiently  protected;  that  they  could  not  modify,  rescind, 
revoke  or  annul  the  order,  would  make  the  law  a  farce.  To  deny  them  this  power 
would  destroy  the  very  object  and  purpose  of  the  law. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  until  vested  rights  are  obtained,  the  Com- 
mission has  inherent  power  to  modify,  rescind,  revoke  or  annul  an  order  author- 
izing the  issue  of  stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  securities  of  a  public  utility  or 
railroad;  that  this  power  is  a  continuing  power  in  the  Commission,  and  exists  up 
to  and  until  rights  are  vested  under  the  order  of  the  Commission,  but  proper 
notice  should  be  given  the  public  utility  or  railroad  of  the  action  of  the  Commis- 
sion to  revoke  the  order,  and  the  reasons  for  so  doing.

Gentlemen: — ^Your  Commission  referred  to  me  the  letter  of  The  People's 
Telephone  Company,  of  the  date  of  November  7,  inquiring  as  to  the  right  of  The 
People's  Telephone  Company  to  prescribe  a  rule  that  any  person  desiring  to  se- 
cure their  services  would  be  required  to  own  five  shares  of  their  stock. 

It  appears  that  The  People's  Telephone  Company  was  organized  as  a  corpora- 
tion for  profit,  with  a  capital  stock  of  $1,000,  divided  into  two  hundred  shares  at 
$5.00  each.  At  the  time  of  the  organization  they  adopted  a  regulation  that  the 
owning  of  one  share  of  the  capital  stock  entitled  the  holder  to  service  over  the 
lines  of  the  company,  each  stockholder  to  furnish  his  own  telephone  and  make 
his  own  connections.  This  company  afterwards  increased  its  capital  stock  to  $4,- 
000,  divided  into  eight  hundred  shares,  at  $5.00  each.  After  the  increase  the  com- 
pany adopted  the  regulation  that  no  person  could  secure  service  from  the  company 
unless  they  purchased  and  became  the  owner  of  five  shares  of  stock. 

It  appears  also  from  the  correspondence  of  The  People's  Telephone  Company 
that  while  they  are  organized  as  a  corporation  for  profit,  they  are  endeavoring, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  to  operate  their  company  as  a  mutual  company,  except  as  to 
toll  service.  They  state  if  they  are  not  permitted  to  make  the  regulation  that  a 
person  must  own  five  shares  of  stock  that  their  usefulness  as  a  mutual  company 
would  be  destroyed.  The  facts  disclosed  make  it  important  to  decide  in  the  very 
outset  whether  a  corporation  which  has  been  organized  for  profit,  and  which  has 
transacted  business  as  a  public  service  corporation  can,  on  a  vote  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, retire  from  that  position  and  thereafter  serve  only  its  stockholders  on  a  mutual 
basis,  as  it  appears  that  this  company  is  desirous  of  making  it  a  mutual  company. 

I  have  not  before  me  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  this  company.  It  states 
in  its  letter  that  it  was  organized  for  profit.  It  makes  its  annual  report  to  The 
Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio  as  a  corporation  for  profit.  It  has  filed  a 
schedule  of  rates  with  the  Commission.  It  has  been  serving  the  public  in  general. 
It  appears  that  it  is  their  intention  to  abandon  the  service  of  the  public  and  become 
a  purely  mutual  company.  It  desires  to  operate  as  a  mutual  company,  as  far  as 
furnishing  telephones  to  stockholders  is  concerned,  at  least.  This  cannot  be  done 
so  long  as  by  its  articles  of  incorporation  it  holds  itself  out  to  the  world  as  a 
public  service  corporation ;  so  long  as  it  remains  by  public  profession,  in  its  cor- 
porate charter  a  public  service  corporation,  it  must  serve  the  public  without  dis- 
crimination; and  so  long  as  it  retains  its  present  charter  it  will  be  subject  to  the 
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public  utility  laws  of  Ohio,  and  to  your  regulation,  and  cannot  operate  as  a  mutual 
company. 

The  answer  of  this  question  practically  decides  the  inquiry  of  The  People's 
Telephone  Company.  It  cannot  practice  discrimination  in  favor  of  its  stockholders. 
If  some  of  the  stockholders  secure  service  for  a  certain  rate,  or  under  certain 
terms,  all  stockholders  who  are  similarly  situated  must  be,  and  are  entitled  to  the 
same  terms  and  the  same  rates;  and  the  fact  that  a  person  is  a  stockholder  in  this 
company  does  not  give  him  any  greater  rights  for  service  than  is  possessed  by  any 
other  citizen  who  is  similarly  situated  who  desires  service  and  connection.  Public 
telephone  companies,  when  they  undertake  to  serve  the  public,  must  serve  all  the 
public  who  are  similarly  situated,  without  partiality  or  discrimination.  They  can- 
not make  one  price  for  one  and  another  price  for  another,  if  situations  are  smiliar. 
The  People's  Telephone  Company  should  establish  a  rate  for  service  which  applies 
to  all  without  partiality  or  discrimination.  They  cannot  adopt  a  regulation  that 
new  subscribers  must  hold  five  shares  of  stock  before  they  can  obtain  service,  when 
present  stockholders  obtain  the  service  by  holding  one  share  of  stock.

Gentlemen: — ^Your  Commission  referred  to  me  the  communication  of  Henry 
M.  Enright,  raising  the  question  of  the  authority  of  railroads  to  decline  to  serve 
buffet  meals  to  persons  not  occupying  a  space  in  chair  cars. 

Without  going  into  a  discussion  of  the  general  duties  of  common  carriers  as 
to  passengers,  with  which  your  Commission  is  familiar,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that 
a  railroad  carrier  is  only  bound  to  furnish  those  whom  it  accepts  as  passengers  on 
its  passenger  trains,  with  reasonable  facilities  for  their  comfort  and  convenience, 
but  is  not  bound  to  furnish  such  additional  accommodations  as  are  usually  sup- 
plied  by  sleeping  car  companies,  such  as  dining  cars,  chair  cars,  buffet  cars  and 
sleeping  cars,  but  if  the  railroad  company  furnish  such  accommodations  either 
through  the  agency  of  other  companies  or  their  own,  it  becomes  their  duty  to  treat 
all  persons  impartially  to  such  accommodations. 

With  these  principles  in  mind,  the  question  arises,  is  it  discrimination  on  the 
part  of  a  railroad  to  refuse  to  serve  meals  on  buffet  cars  to  persons  not  occupying 
a  seat,  while  they  serve  those  that  have  seats?  The  buffet  service,  especially  to 
points  within  this  state,  is  an  extra  service  or  accommodation  provided  for  the  com- 
fort and  convenience  of  passengers.  Being  provided  for  by  the  railroad  com- 
panies, they  must  open  the  service  to  all,  to  the  extent  of  their  ability  and  capacity, 
but  furnishing  this  extra  service,  they  have  the  right  to  define  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions under  which  passengers  can  obtain  this  service,  and  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions must  apply  to  all  who  are  proper  persons  who  apply  therefor.  The  railroads 
that  furnish  buffet  service  have  adopted  a  rule  that  they  will  serve  any  and  all 
to  the  extent  of  their  accommodations,  who  occupy  a  seat  in  the  buffet  cars.  This 
is  open  to  all  who  are  proper  persons  who  pay  the  demanded  price  to  secure  this 
extra  accommodation.  It  was  open  to  Mr.  Enright  on  the  train  on  which  he  was 
a  passenger.  He  could  have  been  served  if  he  had  purchased  a  seat  in  the  buffet 
car.  They  could  not  have  refused  him  a  seat  if  they  had  the  accommodation.  If 
he  had  purchased  a  seat  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  all  the  extra  accommoda- 
tions offered  in  the  buffet  car,  without  discrimination.  Railroad  companies  have 
a  right  to  adopt  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  governing  extra  service,  pro- 
vided the  rules  and  regulations  apply  to  all  alike  who  are  proper  persons  for  them 
♦o  carry. 
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I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  rule  that  railroads  adopt  that  they  will  only  serve 
meals  in  buffet  cars  to  those  that  occupy  seats  therein,  providing  seats  are  open  to 
all  proper  persons  to  the  extent  of  their  accommodations,  is  a  reasonable  rule, 
and  that  there  was  no  discrimination  made  against  Mr.  Enright  in  refusing  him 
service  under  conditions  stated  in  his  letter.

Gentlemen  : — B.  C.  Gray,  of  Toledo,  writes  the  Commission  of  the  date  of 
November  11,  1913,  inquiring  whether  an  engineer  and  fireman,  tied  up  on  a  sid- 
ing after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  hours,  can  perform  the  duties  of  an  engine  watch- 
man until  the  relief  comes,  without  being  liable  to  a  fine. 

Section  9007  of  the  General  Code,  as  amended,  103  O.  L.  557,  provides  as 
follows : 

"A  company  operating  a  railroad  over  thirty  miles  in  length,  inter- 
urban  or  street  railway,  over  four  miles  in  length,  shall  not  permit  a  conduc- 
tor, engineer,  fireman,  brakeman,  or  trainman  on  a  train,  or  a  telegraph  op- 
erator, a  conductor,  or  motorman  on  a  street  railway,  who  has  worked  as 
such  for  fifteen  consecutive  hours,  again  to  go  on  duty  or  perform  work  until 
he  has  had  at  least  eight  hours'  rest,  except  in  cases  of  detention  of  trains 
or  cars  caused  by  accident,  unavoidable  or  otherwise.  And  such  companies 
shall  so  regulate  the  hours  of  employment  of  their  employes,  that  each  em- 
ploye shall  have  at  least  eight  consecutive  hours  of  rest  in  each  period  of 
twenty- four  hours" 

The  penalty  provided  for  the  violation  of  this  section  only  applies  to  a  com- 
mon carrier  or  company  operating  a  railroad  over  thirty  miles  in  length  and, 
therefore,  the  engineer  and  fireman  would  not  be  liable  for  a  fine  performing  the 
duties  of  watchman  after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  hours,  but  the  railroad  company 
would  be  subject  to  the  penalty  in  permitting  the  engineer  and  fireman  to  act  as 
watchman  after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  hours  unless  the  detention  on  the  siding 
was  caused  by  accident  unavoidable  or  otherwise.

Gentlemen  : — Potter  and  Carroll  write  the  Commission  of  the  date  of  Novem- 
ber 5,  as  follows : 

"Will  you  please  advise  us,  by  return  mail,  as  to  the  existence  of  any 
laws  or  regulations  relative  to  the  location  and  maintenance  by  railroads  of 
sign  boards  to  designate  the  limits  of  the  various  railroad  yards?" 

1  have  examined  the  General  Code  and  find  no  statute  providing  for  the  loca- 
tion and  maintenance  by  railroads  of  sign  boards  to  designate  the  limits  of  rail- 
road yards,  nor  is  there  any  order  of  the  Commission  covering  this  subject.  It  is 
purely  a  matter  within  the  control  of  the  railroads. 
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Columbus,  Ohio,  November  18,  1913.

Gentlemen  : — The  Central  District  Telephone  Company  is  a  corporation  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  having  an  authorized  capital  stock  of 
$15,000,000.00,  $13,000,000.00  of  which  has  been  issued.  They  have  no  bonded  in- 
debtedness, but  an  indebtedness  evidenced  by  bills  payable  amounting  approxi- 
mately to  $5,000,000.00.  The  company  operates  a  telephone  system,  a  part  of  which 
is  located  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  part  in  West  Virginia,  and  part  in  twelve 
counties  of  Ohio.  This  company  desires  to  take  necessary  corporate  action  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  authorizing  the  increase  of  its  capital  stock 
from  $15,000,000.00  authorized,  to  $25,000,000.00.  authorized,  and  to  authorize  a 
bond  issue  not  exceeding  $25,000,000.00,  the  bonds  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  on 
the  property  of  the  company  in  the  states  of  West  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania,  and 
will  not  be  made  a  lien  on  the  property  of  the  company  in  Ohio. 

The  company  desires  to  actually  issue  but  $2,000,000.00  of  stock  and  $10,000,- 
000.00  of  bonds,  the  money  arising  by  these  increases  to  be  used  to  pay  its  out- 
standing indebtedness  and  for  acquisition  of  other  property  outside  of  the  state 
of  Ohio,  and  for  further  development  of  the  company's  plant  and  property  in  the 
states  of  W^est  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania. 

They  further  inquire,  does  the  law  of  Ohio  require  the  approval  of  the  Pub- 
lic Utilities  Commission  to  do  the  things  proposed. 

The  answer  to  their  inquiry  involves  the  construction  of  section  614-53  of  the 
General  Code,  which  provides  in  part  as  follows : 

"A  public  utility  *  *  *  as  defined  in  this  act  may,  when  authorized 
by  order  of  the  Commission,  and  not  otherwise,  issue  stocks,  bonds,  notes, 
*  *  *  when  necessary  for  the  acquisition  of  property,  *  *  ♦  or  for 
the  reorganization  or  readjustment  of  its  indebtedness  and  capitalization, 
or  for  the  discharge  of  lawful  refunding  of  its  obligations    *    ♦    *    etc." 

Public  utilities,  as  defined  in  this  act  (section  614-2a,  G.  C.)  shall  mean  and 
include  every  corporation,  company,  person  or  association  defined  in  section  614-2, 
G.  C.  Referring  to  section  614-2  of  the  General  Code,  telephone  companies  are 
named  as  one  of  the  public  utilities  and  are  defined  in  the  following  language: 

"Any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  firms,  companies  or  corporations,  wher- 
ever organized  or  incorporated  when  engaged  in  business  of  transmitting  to, 
from,  through  or  within  this  state,  telephonic  messages,  are  telephone  com- 
panies, and  as  such  are  declared  to  be  common  carriers." 

It  was  evidently  the  intention  of  the  legislature,  therefore,  that  section  614-53 
of  the  General  Code,  should  apply  to  all  public  utilities  wherever  organised  or  in- 
corporated as  they  do  not  limit  it  to  public  utilities  organized  in  the  state  of  Ohio, 
but  expressly  state  that  public  utilities  defined  in  this  act  shall  require  the  consent 
of  the  Commission  before  the  issue  of  stocks,  bonds,  etc.,  for  the  purposes  therein 
specified.  This  intention  is  further  manifested  in  section  614-55  of  the  General 
Code,  which  provides  in  part  as  follows: 

"No  interstate  public  utility  shall  be  required,  however,  to  apply  to  the 
Commission  for  authority  to  issue  stocks,  bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness,  for  the  acquisition  of  property,  the  construction,  comple- 
tion, extension,  or  improvement  of  its  facilities,  or  the  improvement  or 
maintenance  of  its  service,  outside  of  this  state  or  for  the  discharge  or  re- 
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funding  the  obligations  issued  or  incurred  for  such  purpose,  or  for  reim- 
bursement of  moneys  actually  expended  for  such  purposes  outside  of  this 
state." 

It  is  manifest  that  the  legislature  intended  that  your  Commission  should  have 
supervision  over  the  issue  of  all  stocks,  bonds,  of  all  public  utilities,  that  were 
issued  to  obtain  funds  to  be  expended  in  Ohio  for  the  purpose  enumerated  in 
section  614-53  of  the  General  Code.  The  attorney  general  of  Ohio,  in  an  opinion 
to  this  Commission  under  date  of  June  23,  1912,  said  in  this  connection : 

"That  so  long  as  your  Commission  is  convinced  that  the  granting  of  per- 
mission to  any  railroad  company  or  utility  to  issue  bonds  or  other  certificates 
of  indebtedness  for  a  legal  purpose,  any  portion  of  which  might  be  or  is  to  be 
expended  for  purposes  in  said  act  enumerated,  within  the  state,  although 
part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  bonds  or  securities  is  to  be  used  for 
purposes  outside  of  the  state,  would  legalize  that  portion  of  the  issue  per- 
taining to  the  state  of  Ohio." 

There  is  no  question  that  the  approval  of  the  Commission  is  not  required  for 
the  issue  of  stocks  and  bonds,  for  so  much  of  the  proceeds  of  this  company  as 
are  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  of  property  outside  of  the  state,  and  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  company's  property  in  the  states  of  Pennsylvania  and  West 
Virginia,  as  the  approval  of  the  Commission  is  not  required,  under  section  614-55 
of  the  General  Code.    Neither  would  it  be  lawful,  in  my  judgment,  to  require  it. 

The  question  still  remains,  if  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  stock  and  bond  issue 
is  to  be  used  to  pay  obligations  of  the  company  which,  the  letter  states,  amounts 
to  $5,000,000.00,  if  those  obligations  were  incurred  in  Ohio,  must  The  Central  Dis- 
trict Telephone  Company  secure  the  approval  of  the  Commission  to  issue  its  stocks 
and  bonds  for  that  purpose  before  they  would  be  legal?  The  letter  is  not  specific 
as  to  this  $5,000,000.00  indebtedness.  If  this  $5,000,000.00  indebtedness  was  incurred 
for  the  construction,  completion,  extension  or  improvement  of  its  facilities,  or  the 
improvement  or  maintenance  of  its  service  outside  this  state,  this  bond  issue  is 
for  the  reimbursement  of  moneys  actually  expended  for  such  purposes  outside  this 
state,  or  for  the  discharge  or  refunding  of  obligations  issued  or  incurred  for  such 
purposes,  then  the  consent  of  the  Commission  would  not  have  to  be  obtained  for 
this  issue.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  $5,000,000.00  indebtedness,  or  any  part  thereof, 
was  incurred  in  the  acquisition  of  property,  the  construction,  completion,  extension 
or  improvement  of  its  facilities  in  Ohio,  or  otherwise  incurred  in  Ohio,  and  this 
bond  and  stock  issue  is  to  be  issued  in  part  to  obtain  fund  for  the  discharge  or 
refunding  of  the  obligations  incurred  for  such  purposes  or  for  reimbursement  of 
moneys  actually  expended  for  such  purposes,  within  this  state,  then,  under  the 
holding  of  the  attorney  general,  and  the  practice  of  this  Commission,  the  authority 
to  issue  the  stocks  and  bonds  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  of  stocks  and  bonds 
issued  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  section  614-53  of  the  General  Code,  to  be  used 
in  the  state  of  Ohio,  must  first  be  had  before  the  issue  would  be  legal.  This  com- 
pany should  furnish  the  Commission  more  specific  statement  in  reference  to  the 
$5,000,000.00  outstanding  indebtedness,  which  is  to  be  refunded.

Gentlemen: — J.  D.  Snyder,  of  Lowell,  Ohio,  writes  that  he  is  a  stockholder 
and  director  in  a  telephone  company,  and  inquires  whether  telephone  companies 
are  required  by  law  to  keep  a  set  of  books  so  as  to  show  the  financial  standing 
of  the  company  at  any  time.  He  desires  to  know  how  he  can  compel  the  company 
to  keep  the  books  showing  the  financial  standing  of  the  company. 

It  is,  of  course,  unnecessary  for  me  to  advise  your  Commission  as  to  the  proper 
answers  to  the  questions  of  Mr.  Snyder.  The  opinion  is  for  information  and 
direction  of  Mr.  Snyder  and  his  company,  and  he  can  be  furnished  a  copy  if  the 
Commission  so  orders. 

A  telephone  company  is  not  required  by  law  to  keep  a  set  of  books,  but  the  board 
of  directors  and  stockholders  who  control  the  management  of  the  company  have 
the  power  to  establish  an  accurate  system  of  bookkeeping  and  should  require  that 
a  system  of  accounts  should  be  kept.  Mr.  Snyder  is  a  director  and  stockholder  in 
his  company,  and  he  should  take  up  the  mater  in  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  direc- 
tors.   His  remedy  lies  with  himself  and  associate  directors. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  public  utility  in  Ohio  to  establish  a  system  of  book- 
keeping, showing  how  the  business  is  carried  on,  in  order  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  charged  with  the  duty  of  making  reasonable  rates,  and  prohibiting  un- 
fair and  unreasonable  ones,  may  know  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  business  of 
a  corporation,  the  cost  of  service,  and  otherwise  inform  itself  so  as  to  properly 
regulate  the  matters  which  are  within  its  authority.  If  the  Commission  should  de- 
sire to  inform  itself  as  to  the  affairs  of  Mr.  Snyder's  company,  it  could  not  do  it. 
So  I  would  advise  that  Mr.  Snyder's  company,  of  its  own  motion,  should  establish 
a  system  of  bookkeeping,  not  only  for  the  reason  that  good  business  management 
demands  it,  but  for  the  convenience  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio, 
if  they  should  desire  to  make  an  investigation  of  this  company  as  they  are 
authorized  to  do  by  law  under  certain  circumstances.  The  Utility  Commission, 
under  section  27  of  the  new  utility  act,  can  compel  public  utilities  to  establish  a 
system  of  accounts  and  forms  therefor,  but  having  not  acted  under  this  section  the 
answer  to  Mr.  Snyder's  question  is,  the  telephone  companies  are  not  required  by 
law  to  keep  a  set  of  books,  and  his  remedy  is  as  above  stated.

Gentlemen  : — The  inquiry  of  The  United  Telephone  Company  relative  to  the 
operation  of  its  plant  under  the  so-called  child  labor  law,  was  referred  to  me  for 
reply. 

The  United  Telephone  Company,  of  Bellefontaine,  Ohio,  worked  their  night 
operators  ten  hours  each  night,  but  they  permit  their  operators  to  go  to  bed,  and, 
as  they  say,  they  are  not  usually  disturbed.  They  desire  to  know  whether  this  is 
a  violation  of  the  law,  as  they  claim  to  hire  another  operator  at  each  place  would 
mean  quite  an  expense,  and  a  useless  expense. 

It  has  been  the  holding  of  the  Workshops  and  Factories  Department  that  the 
working  of  ten  hours  under  the  circumstances  related  by  The  United  Telephone 
Company,  is  a  violation  of  the  child  labor  law.  The  operators  are  on  duty,  subject 
to  call.  They  are  on  duty  ten  hours  each  day,  even  though  they  may  not  be  dis- 
turbed at  all.  I  concur  in  the  holding  of  the  Workshops  and  Factories  Depart- 
ment that  it  is  a  violation  of  the  child  labor  law  to  work  operators  ten  hours 
each  night  even  though  they  are  not  usually  disturbed  during  the  night.  This  is 
a  matter  purely  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Workshops  and  Factories  Department. 
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Columbus,  Ohio,  November  25,  1913. 
The  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Ohio,  Columbus,  Ohio. 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Commission  referred  to  me  for  approval,  the  bond  of  The 
Valley  Light  and  Power  Company,  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  in  the  matter  of  the  appeal 
of  that  company  from  an  ordinance  of  the  village  of  Maumee. 

Section  614-45  of  the  General  Code,  provides  that: 

"The  condition  of  the  undertaking  shall  be  that  such  public  utility  shall 
refund  to  each  of  its  consumers,  public  or  private,  the  amount  collected  by  it 
in  excess  of  the  amount  which  shall  finally  be  determined  it  was  authorized 
to  collect  from  such  consumers." 

The  bond  is  in  substantial  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  statute.  It 
is,  perhaps,  not  broad  enough  to  include  the  village  of  Maumee  if  it  is  a  consumer 
of  electricity.  However,  the  objection  is  purely  technical,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  bond  is  in  substantial  compliance  with  the  statute,  as  perhaps  the  village 
of  Maumee,  under  the  terms  of  the  ordinance,  is  furnished  electricity  free  of  charge.

Gentlemen: — The  Greenville  Gas  Light  Company  and  The  Jantha  Light  and 
Fuel  Company  on  November  25,  1913,  filed  their  joint  application  for  authority  to 
enter  into  a  lease  of  the  buildings  and  equipment  and  property  of  the  Greenville 
Gas  Light  Company  to  the  Jantha  Light  and  Fuel  Company.  On  November  26, 
1913,  your  Commission  dismissed  said  application  for  the  following  reasons  appear- 
ing from  the  entry  filed  in  the  case: 

"It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  the  said  The  Jantha  Light  and 
Fuel  Company  has  filed  no  schedule  of  its  rates,  rules,  regulations  and 
charges,  and  has  made  no  report  to  this  Commission ;  and  it  appearing  further 
that  the  said  The  Jantha  Light  and  Fuel  Company  is  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  Delaware;  and  it  appearing  further  that  no  franchise, 
permit,  license  or  right  to  own,  operate,  manage  or  control  any  public  utility 
defined  by  law  as  a  gas  company  shall  be  granted  or  transferred  to  any 
corporation  not  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Ohio;  and  it  appearing 
further  that  said  The  Jantha  Light  and  Fuel  Company  is  a  gas  company  as 
defined  by  law.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  joint  petition  of  The  Greenville  Gas  Light  Company 
and  The  Jantha  Light  and  Fuel  Company  for  authority  to  make  and  enter 
into  a  lease  as  set  out  in  said  petition  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  dismissed. 

Mr.  H.  E.  Glenn,  representing  the  above-named  companies,  asks  for  recon- 
sideration of  the  matter  and  raises  the  question  of  the  application  of  section  614-73 
of  the  General  Code,  under  authority  of  which  the  Commission  dismissed  their 
application,  he  claiming  in  his  letter  to  the  Commission  that  section  614-73  author- 
izes the  transfer  and  lease  prayed  for  in  the  petition.  Section  614-73  of  the  General 
Code,  provides  as  follows : 

"No  franchise,  permit,  license  or  right  to  own,  operate,  manage  or  con- 
trol any  public  utility  herein  defined  as  an  electric  light  company,  gas  com-

pany,  water  works  company,  or  heating  and  cooling  company,  shall  be  here- 
after granted  or  transferred  to  any  corporation  not  duly  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  Ohio." 

It  appears  from  the  allegations  of  the  petition  and  the  letter  of  Mr.  Glenn 
that  the  Jantha  Light  and  Fuel  Company  is  a  natural  gas  company,  formed  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  Delaware;  that  it  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying 
natural  gas  for  light,  heating  and  power  purposes;  that  The  Greenville  Gas  Light 
Company  is  a  gas  company  as  defined  in  the  public  utilities  law.  For  the  purposes 
of  this  opinion  it  is  immaterial  where  the  companies  are  organized  and  for  what 
purpose.  The  limitation  prescribed  in  section  614-73  of  the  General  Code  is  that 
no  franchise,  permit,  license  or  right  to  own,  operate,  manage  or  control  any 
*  *  ♦  gas  company  *  *  ♦  shall  be  transferred  to  any  corporation  not  duly 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Ohio.  The  petitioners  ask  for  an  order  permitting 
the  transfer  or  leasing  all  the  buildings  and  distributing  plant  of  The  Greenville 
Gas  Light  Company  for  a  period  of  forty  years  at  an  annual  rental  of  $4,800  per 
year.  The  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  of  this  lease  is  asked  for, 
under  authority  of  section  614-60  of  the  General  Code.  The  question  presented  is, 
does  section  614-73  of  the  General  Code  prevent  an  artificial  gas  company,  desig- 
nated in  the  public  utilities  law  as  a  gas  company,  from  leasing  its  property  to 
another  company  not  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Ohio?  The  foreign  corpor- 
ation in  this  instance  is  not  leasing  or  acquiring  under  this  lease  any  franchise, 
permit,  license  or  right  to  own,  operate,  manage  or  control  the  gas  company.  It 
is  still  a  public  utility.  It  retains  all  its  franchise  and  charter  rights  and  remains 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  your  Commission,  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  public  utility  law;  it  only  seeks  to  lease  its  property  and  plant 
to  The  Jantha  Light  and  Fuel  Company.  The  Jantha  Light  and  Fuel  Company  is 
already  doing  business  in  Greenville.  It  has  its  franchise  authorizing  it  to  use  the 
streets  and  alleys  of  Greenville ;  it  has  its'  own  permits,  license,  and  right  to  fur- 
nish gas  to  that  city  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  it  is  only  leasing  additional 
property  and  equipment  to  do  business  with.  Before  such  a  lease  can  be  valid, 
authority  to  make  the  lease  must  be  first  had  from  The  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion of  Ohio. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  section  614-73  of  the  General  Code,  does 
not  apply  and  the  application  of  these  two  companies  should  be  considered  by 
your  Commission.
